ADDIE SS: 


Gentlemen of the City Council : 


You are to be congratulated. All good people 
hope that the last year of the century may be the 
City’s best. We are told that great changes have 
taken place within the past few years, calling for 
new ideas and broader effort. New ideas are wel- 
come, broader efforts are in order, a nobler consecra- 
tion to duty is right; at the same time the laws of 
good citizenship are in a measure immutable, like 
those of good morals, and our ancient records tell 
us that we are not the first to take a large view of 
municipal enterprise. We are but links in a cham, 
connecting the great past with the unknown future. 
Let us hope that the lmk we form may be equal to 
fair requirements, and that we may have the ap- 
proval of right-minded people, together with the 
blessmgs of Heaven. The object of City Govern- 
ment is to serve the community in doing its daily 
duty, in achieving more and more, in striving for 
the best, in honestly earning our daily bread, 1s 
promoting law and order, and in holding fast to the 
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higher things known to us all as truth, education, 
science, art, religion, good conduct and _ righteous- 
ness. 

The City Council is to be congratulated upon the 
increase of its power in the matter of appropriations. 
The wisest possible use should be made of this power, 
lest it be taken away, perhaps for good. The public 
in general, and the General Court in particular, will 
watch our proceedings with close attention, ready to 
let us work out our own problems, provided we ex- 
ercise reasonable prudence and diligence. In so far 
as a city or town takes good care of itself, no undue 
interference by the Commonwealth is to be expected. 
On the contrary, the Commonwealth will be glad to 
supplement and complete the cause of municipal 
home rule by enlightened measures applicable to all 
our municipalities alike. An interesting effort is now 
made to consolidate the City Charter and the hundreds 
of supplementary laws. The work is to be contin- 
ued, and may assume larger proportions, as it seems 
proper, perhaps, to follow State and national prece- 
dents in framing a Charter that defines the powers 
vested in the City and the City Government, sepa- 
rating and distributing these powers in the light of 
ample experience, and leaving all details to such laws, 
ordinances, rules and regulations as we have in great 
abundance. ‘The framing of such a Charter calls for 
the highest talent, and the proposed codification of 
the laws, ordinances, rules and regulations under the 
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Charter of the City requires special experience and 
talent. Fortunately the City has both. The City 
Council should join, by the appointment of a Com- 
mittee on Codification. 

In arranging the laws and the work of the City 
~ Government we should béar in mind that Boston is 
a business community, where people live by com- 
merce, trade, and productive work of all kinds. The 
City Government should do what it can to help 
such work along. Attention 1s called to the harbor 
that makes Boston a great City. Great harbor im- 
provements are in hand, mainly under the ‘wise and 
generous authority of the United States. These im- 
provements call for the active interest and hearty 
support of the commercial community and the City 
Government, as well as the Commonwealth. One of 
our distinguished mayors rendered important services 
- of this kind, and we should follow the good exam- 
ple set by Mr. Lincoln more than forty years ago. 
The harbor itself and our navigable waters are under 
the jurisdiction of the United States. The City, the 
Commonwealth, and the mercantile bodies should 
sustain and encourage the national authorities, and 
we should make the most of our harbor front, of 
wharf and dock facilities, that commerce may thrive, 
and public taxes be paid with alacrity. Our high- 
way bridges over navigable waters require the im- 
mediate attention of the City Government, which 
should try, hard to secure the friendly codperation

of all parties. The aim should be to make Boston, 
as far as lies in our power, the equal of the best in 
all commercial facilities. 

All our business streets should be put in the best 
condition; unusual efforts should be made to facilli- 
tate traffic, to regulate and relieve heavy business 
teaming, to systematize street-car facilities, to accom- 
modate pedestrians, and to effect an improvement 
by widening certain streets and sidewalks. Perhaps 
the first of these great works to be undertaken by 
the City is in the direction of north and south 
Imes in the heart of the City. The Street Commis- 
sioners suggest the widening of Exchange Street, 
and of Cross Street, to which might be added a new 
treatment of Tremont Street manifestly favored by 
public opmion. Proper plans will be prepared, and 
the City Government will be glad to receive the 
advice of business representatives. New modes of 
travel call for proper recognition and encouragement, 
and the subject of traffic and locomotion in the City 
proper is sufficiently large, as well as urgent, for 
the employment of a Commission comprising mer- 
chants, teamsters, engineers, railroad men, and the 
best experts in the service of the City, including the 
Police. The City Council is requested to take proper 
action, and the executive will shrink from no effort 
to secure the best information and the best solution 
of the difficulty. The experience of larger cities is 
of value; but Boston has a peculiar problem, while

offering also peculiar opportunities. I know of no 
American city where daily arrivals and departures in 
the business section are relatively larger. Neither is 
there a city offermg better natural conditions for 
local traffic than Boston. Under proper treatment 
our growing street traffic can be and will be accom- 
modated. 

The City owns and occupies some three hundred 
buildmgs, and needs more. Our City Hall is anti- 
quated. In meeting the convenience of the public the 
time has arrived for gradual decentralization, such 
as is practised by other busmess enterprises. Ex- 
press and telegraph companies have as many offices 
as possible; we have many postal stations where 
people can transact business, without going to the 
main office; the Police and Fire Departments show 
the right method; so do our minor courts, which 
are scattered over the City. In short, rather than 
building a vast City Hail, like Philadelphia, we 
ought to have a general municipal building im sev- 
eral sections of the City, and im addition the old 
Court House should be rebuilt, perhaps in sections, 
to accommodate the central offices. This annex of 
City Hall should be a modern steel structure, with 
ample fireproof vaults. The annex, it seems proper, 
should be a good office building. At the same time 
the cause of architecture has large claims to atten- 
tion and respect, and far more is required than the 
skill of one man to design our many public build- 
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ings. Perhaps a whole Commission may be called 
upon, if thought best, to go over the vast field, and 
work out a large plan for our City architecture. 
The haphazard way-in which we have built does not: 
look right, and comparatively few of our public 
buildings are wholly satisfactory. It is thought that 
with correct methods we may have better results, 
and that our public buildings may, without greater 
cost, be more appropriate. The architectural profes- 
sion, with its accustomed public spirit, will not fail 
to cooperate. 

The administration of the eight-hour law will be 
undertaken in good faith. The impression that 
laborers and mechanics cannot do a full day’s work 
in eight hours of energetic work, seems erroneous. 
The employees themselves have the highest interest 
in vindicating the law, and good people will justify 
the discharge of men who do not, under the new 
arrangement, perform a day’s fair work. An effort 
will be made, at the same time, to place as large a 
force as possible on what they call a permanent 
basis, that is, keeping them employed the year 
round. J accomplished something of the kind years 
ago in the Paving Division, and the result justifies a 
larger application of the rule. Certain work cannot 
be done in winter; but men can be employed use- 
fully, and the City should be a kind employer. The 
wanton hire and discharge of labor and teams at 
certain seasons will be discontinued. If the right 
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men can be found, a careful inquiry into the pension 
system of the Fire and Police Departments will be 
made, with a view to its larger application among 
City employees in general. A good example is set 
by a number of railroads, and the object in view is 
the prevention of pauperism among worthy City em- 
ployees when they are disabled in the course of 
their duty, or retire on account of age. The remedy 
may be a system of compulsory msurance, employees 
contributing a fraction of their wages, the City 
making a suitable addition, the fund to be invested 
in City bonds and like securities. Nor should the 
City lose under such a system, which will facilitate 
the retirement of the aged and the feeble, some of 
whom are now kept for reasons of charity. At present 
the City has more than twelve thousand persons on its 
pay-roll, the wages and salaries average high, and 
under a good pension system, now partly in force, it 
is reasonable to expect a better order of service. The 
City Council might appoint a Committee on Pen- 
sions, report what the City is now doing in that 
line, make inquiry elsewhere, and invite information 
from insurance men as well as others, with a 
view to future action. 

The finances of the City do not permit the simple 
‘statements of former years. It used to be easy to 
get the exact figures of our gross and net debt 
from the City Auditor; of late some new elements 
have' come in to complicate accounts. It has hap- 
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pened that the City has bought real property subject 
to a mortgage. Such action enables the City to 
secure important estates for a shght payment in 
cash; but the practise is open to objections. It 
hides the debt where it used to show. The debt of 
the City to or through Metropolitan Boards has 
never been ascertained. A careful inquiry justifies 
the statement that this kind of City debt amounts 
to not less than twenty million dollars, but does not 
appear in the accounts of the City. The City 
receives annual warrants for pay, and pays them. 
Very likely the City gets full value for such pay- 
ments. But the liabilities of the City are not 
entirely clear, except that the larger part of the 
outlay by Metropolitan Boards is borne by Boston. 
These Boards and the State Auditor have supplied 
interesting statements, to be printed with this ad- 
dress. Attention to the subject is imvited, and an 
effort will be made to establish such accounts as 
will be satisfactory to all parties in interest, and 
clearly define our liabilities. In fact, before any 
new work of importance can be undertaken, it will 
be prudent to ascertain what the City owes, directly 
and indirectly. The total liabilities of the City ap- 
pear to exceed a hundred million dollars. The net 
debt reported by the books of the City is $56,206,- 
145.74, to which we may add the liabilities of Bos- 
ton just mentioned as incurred through Metropolitan 
Boards. The debt authorized, but not issued, was 
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$7,107,550 at the beginning of business to-day. The 
cash on hand, with which business began to-day, was 
$3,387,281.69. The customary statements of the City 
Auditor are appended to this address; also, state- 
ments from the City Collector and Treasurer. They 
illustrate the magnitude of our financial operations, 
for which it will be hard to find a parallel in cities 
of similar size. Boston is certainly a lavish City. 
Yet our people justify generous expenses wherever 
they feel that they receive a fair return. 

In ascertaining our finances, in adjusting our re- 
lations to Metropolitan Boards and to the Common- 
wealth, in advancing with the spirit of the age to 
new work and new duties, it is of the utmost im- 
portance that the City Council, the executive depart- 
ments, the School Committee, the County officers, the 
Metropolitan Boards, and the authorities of the Com- 
monwealth should work together in friendly harmony, 
and it is pleasant to think that men and women in 
private life stand ready to help in serving the City 
and its people. This unpaid service of volunteers, 
qualified to promote the public good, shouid be en- 
couraged and enlarged. The field is great, and 
almost every part of it calls for new treatment, better 
methods, a thoroughly modern spirit, and broader 
aims. With special hope and confidence the City 
may appeal to the younger people, who have had the 
benefit of our modern education, to take up munic- 
ipal problems, and to attempt their solution in a 
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true public spirit, and with scientific methods, for 
the good of all. The people are invited to help. In 
the present year the national Census will be taken, 
and will occasion a great many systematic inquiries 
into a great many subjects of interest and impor- 
tance. The people of Boston should give their hearty 
assistance, and the City Council might appoint a Cen- 
sus Committee, to obtain the most accurate municipal 
stock taking in history. The results are almost cer- 
tain to be of the highest value. For without accu- 
rate information, how can we govern as we should, 
and as we desire? The Civil Service law, in its 
letter and spirit, will be complied with, and appli- 
cants for employment in the public service should 
learn that the law is their good friend, not an enemy, 
except to evildoers. And let all know that this 
is to be a government of law and order, not of 
partisanship or spoils.

The five most important centers for the work of the depart- 


ment are: 
First. — The East Boston Gymnasium. 
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Second. — The Dover street Bath-house. 
Third. — The North End Beach. 
Fourth. — The L street Beaeh. 

Fifth. — The South Boston Gymnasium. 


The East Boston Gymnasium was presented to the city 
two years ago by Mrs. Esther Ahl. The success of this 
institution has been so great that it is not possible to accom- 
modate all who wish to make use of it. Systematic class 
instruction is carried on during the winter months under the 
direction of Mr. John Bowler, who is employed by the Park 
Commission during the summer months for similar work in 
out-door gymnasiums. The East Boston Gymnasium build- 
ing was originally a hastily constructed skating-rmk. The 
foundations are in bad condition and the building as a whole 
is altogether unworthy as a permanent municipal institution 
such as is clearly justified by the work which has been 
carried on in it during the past two years. , 

The Dover street Bath-house has completed its first 
year of usefulness. The building was constructed so as 
to insure a capacity of 1,500 bathers per day. There 
has hardly been a Saturday during the year when 
the bathers have not numbered considerably more than 
1500, and on every other day in the week the attendance 
has been large. Soap and towel are provided at» one 
cent each to those who desire them, and on Saturday 
children receive soap and towel free. The weekly receipts 
have ranged from sixty to one hundred dollars on the 
average. The building was constructed of the best 
materials, this having been deemed clearly a measure of 
long range economy in a structure for such uses. 

The North End beach is under the direction of the Bath 
Department during the summer, but is regularly under the 
control of the Park Department. The amount of bathing at 
this beach during the summer of the present year was less 
than during the summer of last year. This is sufficiently 
_accounted for by the coolness of the summer and for the 
fact that a charge was placed upon the bathing suits in all 
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cases. In both summers, however, the use of the opportunity 
for sea bathing at this point has been very great. The 
matter of expense as a comparison between the North End 
beach and Revere beach, under the Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission, will show with what marked economy the North 
End beach has been managed. 

The L-street beach. This beach, the oldest public bath 
of any kind in the country, has been used by greatly in- 
creased numbers of people during the last two years. The 
women’s side of the beach on K street, has also had large 
use. The dressing-rooms at K street are simply disused 
polling-booths, which are in every way inadequate and un- 
satisfactory. A new structure is very much needed at this 
point. | | 

The South Boston gymnasium. ‘This building, the first 
gymnasium to be erected and equipped by any city in the 
country, is situated on the Commonwealth flats upon land 
owned by the State. The building was opened about two 
months ago, and is already, like the East Boston gymnasium, 
used to the full extent of its capacity. 

The immediate necessity before the department is the con- 
struction of several new floating bath-houses, as most of the 
present floating bath-houses are wholly unfit for use, having 
been in commission for periods of fifteen years and upwards. 
A new supply of bathing suits is also very much needed.

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BUILDING DEPARTMENT. 


December 19, 1899. 

Owing to the changing methods in building construction 
and the increasing in character and size of such structures, 
and the advanced theories and complex designs which are 
being presented for consideration to this department, thought- 
ful study, watchfulness, skill and_care are demanded to main- 
tain a standard in comphance with statutory and mechanical 
laws now in effect. To do this the department should be 
afforded the assistance of civil engineers, as suggested in 
section three, of chapter four hundred and nineteen, of the 
Acts of eighteen hundred and ninety-two as amended by 
section twenty-four, chapter four hundred and forty-nine, of 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-five, and which reads in part 
as follows: ‘The other officers of said department shall 
consist of a clerk and’such number of building inspectors, 
and civil engineers, as the City Council may from time to 
time determine.” 

The City Council has never by ordinance established the 
number of civil engineers that may be employed, and I 
therefore respectfully recommend that chapter eight, section 
one, of the revised ordinances of eighteen hundred. and 
ninety-eight be amended so as to permit of the appointment 
of such number of civil engineers as the City Council may 
determine. 

It can be seen by the following table that the work of the 
department has slightly increased, there being a total of 
25,265 permits granted during the present year, up to 
December 17, as compared with 24,971 permits up to the 
corresponding time of last year, an increase of 294 permits 
during this year over the corresponding period of last year. 

It will also be observed that there is a marked increase in 
the erection of first and second class or brick buildings, and 
somewhat of a decrease in the construction of third class 
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or wooden buildings, during the year.

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PUBLIC BUILDINGS DEPARTMENT. 


December 27, 1899. 


The public buildings in charge of this department, belong- 
ing to the City of Boston, number 125, together with 2 leased 
buildings and 40 rooms in different buildings, variously 
occupied for city purposes. The City Hall is occupied en- 
tirely by the various departments and offices of the city. The 
Fire Department requires for its service the use of 65 build- 
ings. The buildings in use by the Police Department, num- 
ber 20, 12 of which are in use for police station-houses and 
3 for lock-ups; the remaining police stations, which number 
5, are in other city buildings. This department also has 
charge of the City Hall (Charlestown District), Faneuil Hall, 
and Faneuil Hall Market-house, Charity Bureau, Old State 
House, and stables of the Department of Sanitary Police. 
The school-houses owned by the city number 200, occupying 
4,041,382 square feet of land. All of the public buildings 
under the following departments are in charge of same; 
Water and Park Departments, Penal, Pauper, and Childrens’ 
Institutions, Insane and City espa: and outside yards 
of the Street Departmént. ; 

Rooms in the following buildings are occupied by the 
various Posts of the G.A.R., free of rent: Old Armory 
Building, East Boston; Old Town Hall, Brighton; Old 
Franklin School-house and Smith School-house, Joy street

CEMETERY DEPARTMENT. 


December 19, 1899. 


The Cemetery Department, created by an Act of the Leg- 
islature, chapter 375 of the year 1897, respectfully calls 
attention to certain matters which it deems of importance. 
Having in charge all the cemeteries and burial-grounds 
under the control of the City of Boston, it feels that certain 
reforms should be instituted. At the present time, there 
are many burials in the Central Burial-ground, the Granary 
and King’s Chapel. ‘These burials are in old tombs, which 
are not air-tight, and, we believe, a menace to public health. 
We have no control over these burials, but feel that a city 
ordinance should be passed enabling this department to ree- 
ulate this question in some reasonable way. During the 
past year the inscriptions and much historical information 
concerning the older cemeteries has been compiled, together 
with plans showing present location of all stones, markers 
and tombs. For the first time in the history of Boston a 
schedule of these old monuments and stones is being pre- 
pared, enabling the department to locate and account for 
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what it has in its possession. This information when en- 
tered in books and on plans will be properly catalogued on 
separate cards and open to the examination of the public. It 
has been an important task, and has taken several months to 
correct and verify the information. ‘This work should be 
continued and provision made therefor in the appropriation. 

Apart from the city poor and the provisions for them 
which should be borne in mind, this department is obliged 
to bury the pauper dead, which really means to a large ex- 
tent the unknown dead sent to this department for burial, 
about whose identity nothing is known, and bodies un- 
claimed by relatives or friends. These bodies are sent to 
this department for interment through various channels, and 
to meet this demand a so-called Pauper Lot was established 
by the City of Boston, adjacent to Mount Hope Cemetery, 
and under the supervision of its superintendent. ‘This lot, 
at the present time, contains the remains of some twenty 
thousand (20,000) persons, of which about five hundred (500) 
were interred during the past year. Following the prece- 
dents of the past years, although the same is hardly in accord 
with the ideas of this Department, but simply for the reason 
that nothing else could be done, interments have been made 
in this lot until the same is substantially full, and shortly no 
further interments can be made therein without a total de- 
struction of the remains now interred, which course is not 
advisable, and should not be advocated. ‘The needs of the 
present year will find this lot entirely full, and absolutely no 
room for other interments therein. Such bodies must be 
buried in a decent and proper manner, or some other method 
provided for the disposal of the remains. Mount Hope 
Cemetery is a cemetery essentially for the people of the City 
of Boston, and must in every way be so kept, providing 
alike for the interment of the rich and poor, and ample pro- 
vision for both has been made. It is to the credit of the 
relatives of persons dying in unfortunate circumstances that 
they do not hesitate to purchase a right of burial in order 
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that their friends may escape an interment in the Pauper 
Lot, and provisions have ever been made by the City of Bos- 
ton to place the expense of this act of respect within the 
purchasing powers of all of our citizens. 

Apart from a purchase of a right of burial as specified, a 
single grave can be purchased for the nominal sum of fifteen 
(15) dollars, and ample provision has been made in Mount 
Hope Cemetery for the deceased members of various chari- 
table organizations and societies, and for members of the 
Grand Army. It has always seemed unfair to our citizens 
who have purchased rights of interment, whether in the nature 
of lots or burial rights, to have adjacent to this cemetery, con- 
taining as it does many attractive and beautiful features, a 
Potters’ Field; not that this class of people are in any respect 
less worthy of proper burial than others, but because many 
people tax their slender resources to find the wherewithal to 
purchase a burial right for their friends, and save them from a 
free burial by the municipality, and do not like to have a con- 
fusion arise, as at present does. This department recognizes 
the rights of all conditions of people, and has uniformly 
endeavored to do all in its power to make available burial 
rights for the smallest possible sum; but it also feels that 
the two conditions of burial should be separate, and that 
one should not be confused with the other, as is possible at 
the present time. This department suggests that some dis- 
tinct and separate provision should be made, because the por- 
tion of the ground set apart for pauper burial is full, and 
unless other provision is made, this department will be obliged 
to refuse to take such bodies for interment, having no place 
in which to inter them. This matter demands immediate 
attention. We believe that the trend of public opinion is 
against the burial of large numbers of bodies within the city 
limits, and near the crowded sections of city life. No lack of 
evidence is adducible to show that such burials endanger the 
lives of the people, not only within the immediate vicinity of a 
cemetery, but even at a considerable distance therefrom, when 
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stratas of soil and underground streams of running water 
carry noxious germs of disease and death. If these bodies 
are to buried, to meet the needs of the coming years, a large 
tract of land should be acquired for the purpose, which tract 
must, after its purchase, be put into condition for burial pur- 
poses ; that is, excavated and refilled to a depth of six feet, 
so that grave digging is possible, and the land must be prop- 
erly fenced, and provision made for the custody of the same 
With interments of the unclaimed dead, amounting to some 
five hundred a year, and increasing yearly, if each body is 
entitled to a single grave, which requires eighteen square feet 
of land, it will be readily seen that for the coming years a 
large tract of land should be provided. If this method is to 
be continued, but one interment should be made in a grave, 
suitable markers should be provided by the city government 
locating the body, and then no criticism could possibly be 
passed as to the way or method adopted by this municipality 
for pauper burials. Such a cemetery should, however, be dis- 
tinctly limited to that purpose, and removed from the resi- 
dential sections of the city. Other methods of disposing of 
the remains of these unclaimed bodies is set forth in the 
Annual Report of this department of the year 1898-99, to 
which respectful reference is made. , ) 

The Superintendent’s house, and stable attached, is situated 
on the grounds at Mount Hope, and is in need of thorough 
renovation. It was last painted in 1886 and no repairs of 
any account have been made since that time. Occupying a 
prominent place on the grounds, its present dilapidated con- 
dition is no credit to the city. 

The barn used by this Department was constructed in 
1852. Since that time it has had little done to it in the 
way of repairs. At the present time this structure and the 
adjoining sheds are worn out and not safe for occupancy. 
The underpinning has rotted away, and the entire structure 
is insecure. It is not fit for the purposes of the Department, 
being an old fashioned hay-barn, with meagre accommoda- 
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tions for horses and carriages. The larger portion of space 
is given over to mows, hay-bins for loose hay, etc., etc. The 
actual stable room is small and inconvenient. The sheds, 
under which we are obliged to store the wagons and teams, 
afford little protection agamst the weather. 

Mount Hope joins Calvary Cemetery on the western 
boundary. It is separated at the present time from Calvary 
by a spruce hedge (which is partly dead) and strands of wire. 
The present hedge is not ornamental nor fit to keep tres- 
passers from encroaching upon the grounds. 

A substantial fence should be constructed of stone. The 
material could be quarried from the grounds at Mount Hope 
at a saving over market price. ‘This would enable us at the 
same cost to clear up land needed for lot purposes.” The line 
to be protected by a fence is about 1,100 feet. | 

The fences surrounding the old burial-grounds throughout 
the City are in many instances dilapidated, out of repair and 
no protection against trespassers. Such fences as are of iron 
construction need painting. 

The annual appropriations for this Department have been 
small and allowed no margin for repairs or replacement of 
worn out plant. Indeed, the appropriations have not been 

sufficiént to perform all labor actually necessary. 
Evergreen Cemetery is in the Brighton District and is one 
of the most beautiful cemeteries in the City of Boston. It 
has never been properly laid out and its paths, avenues and 
walks are in very bad condition. ‘There is a decided demand 
for lots and graves in this Cemetery, but the supply of lots 
for sale is hardly equal to the demand. There should bea 
sufficient appropriation to lay out additional land in the 
Cemetery for lot and grave purposes, asa large area can be 
laid out at much less expense than a single lot prepared. for 
sale. The Cemetery is situated on one of the main boule- 
vards of the City of Boston and in its present condition is no 
credit to the City. The money appropriated for Evergreen 
Cemetery has been barely sufficient to do the ordinary routine 
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work, and nothing could be done towards bringing the Ceme- 
tery into the condition. merited. ‘Phere is no waiting-room 
and nothing save a small office building to protect’ people 
from the elements.

CHILDREN’S INSTITUTIONS. 


December 19, 1899. 

During the past year the ier of the Placing-Out Division 
of the Children’s Institutions Department has steadily im- 
proved, showing the advantage of closing the Marcella-street 
Home. 

The health of the 781 boys and girls has been very good. 

There are at present 353 children on indenture in free 
homes, and 428 children at. board. 

There have been no changes in the office staff. 

There has been a great decrease in the number of admis- 
sions, due mainly to the thoroughness of the Pee of 
the applicants. 7 

At the Parental School in West Roxbury we are working 
under the same difficulties we were last year,—too many 
truant boys for our accommodations. There is the greatest 
need for more land and more buildings. Several dormitories 
are urgently required; an administration building, a stable 
and a manual-training building are also necessary. As we 
are powerless to refuse to take these boys committed to us, 
we can only do our best to make them comfortable. 

During the warmer weather we used two large tents for 
dormitory and dining-room, and lately we have built two 
temporary wooden school buildings. 
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We have applied several times in vain for money to carry — 
on the Truant School under better conditions, and earnestly 
trust that more appreciation of this important work may be 
shown in the future. 

We have made the classes smaller, thereby increasing the 
number of teachers, and aA OAUE the boys to be graded more 

carefully. 

The number of boys now in the school is 201. The 
health of the boys has been good. 

At the House of Reformation on Rainsford Island many 
changes have taken place. The Superintendent, Mr. John 
C. Anthony, resigned on August 25, and Mr Sumner D. 
Seavey, formerly connected with the Charlestown State 
Prison, began his management on October 1. 

On August 19 a serious fire was started by a number of 
the boys, destroying the east wing of the main building, and 
injuring other parts of the building, making it necessary to 
send 44 boys away. The Penal Institutions Commissioner 
having placed at our disposal quarters for these boys, they 
were sent at once to Deer Island, and have since been there 
under the care of several of our officers. Within another 
month we expect to be able to have them again on Rainsford 
Island. 

The rebuilding of the burned portions of the building has 
been going on since October 30, and we expect to have this 
work all finished by the end of January. . 

We have put in better fire protection, although it is not 
adequate, and have made a much better arrangement of 
rooms in the newly-constructed portions. 

It is hoped that the incoming City Government will pay 
special attention to the providing of proper manual training 
in the shape of a building there, for which copartnent of 
our work no provision has ever been made. 

The buildings are very old, and we are obliged to make 
many much needed repairs to render them inhabitable. 

The Superintendent’s house has needed a considerable 
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amount of repairing, and water has been carried to the Point 
Cottage, where about 25 smaller boys live apart from the — 
older boys. We have built a school-house adjoining the 
Point Cottzge, and have made many other necessary 
improvements. 

We must call your attention to the fact spoken of last 
year and before, that Rainsford Island is a very poor place 
for the Reformatory. This is the universal opinion, and the 
Trustees hope that before long steps may be taken to place 
this institution in some proper location on the mainland. 

The property of the former Marcella-street Home still 
remains idle, being under the care of the Trustees for 
Children. 

This valuable land should be sold, and the proceeds 
devoted to the needs of the two institutions under our care.

COLLECTING DEPARTMENT. 


DECEMBER 27, 1899. 


Employees and Their Duties. 

The office force consists of : — 

City Collector, salary, $5,000; bond, $75,000, in American 
Surety Company, running to the city. 

Twenty-seven Deputy Collectors, twenty-five at a salary of 
$1,800 each, and two at a salary of $1,600 each; bond, 
$5,000 each. 

Cashier, salary, $3,200; bond, $20,000. 

Two Tellers, salary, $2,600 each; bond, $5,000 each. 

Chief Clerk, salary, $2,800; bond, $3,000. 

Ten regular clerks, one at $2,000, two at $1,800, one at 
$1,600, one at $1,500, two at $1,400 and three at $1,200; 
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bond, $3,000 each. All these bonds run to the City Col- 
lector. 

Also six extra clerks, employed throughout the year, at an 
average of $1,000. 

A majority of the regular force have served from five to 
twenty-three years in the department. 

Other extra clerks, ranging in number from twenty to 
forty, are employed posting tax coupons for from three to six 
weeks during October and November. If these tax coupons 
were not posted promptly, it would be impossible to issue 
summonses to delinquents, and thereby retard receipts in 
money many hundreds of thousands of dollars. A like num- 
ber of extra clerks are employed in January and February 
for about the same length of time to post water coupons, so 
that summonses can be issued promptly to get in the balance 
of the water money. ‘These extra clerks receive fifty cents 
per hour. When the extra clerks are employed, the whole 
regular force of the office is also at work day and night. 
There is a great deal of night work between October 20 and 
March 1. In other large cities as many as one hundred 
extra clerks are employed by tax collectors to do similar 
work. In addition to the extra work already alluded to, 
descriptions of property on which the tax remains unpaid, 
must be written between March 1 and April 25, from the 
Assessors’ street books, so that when a sale of property 
occurs in the fall all descriptions can be copied for adver- 
tisements in the newspapers. In November there must be 
cross-checking of the text-books to see if the cash books and 
manuscript books in which the coupons have been posted 
agree. This is very important work and cannot be done 
in office hours. It is accomplished evenings, and only a 
a limited number of experienced clerks can do it, because it 
involves a perfect balancing of all the books. This is 
another class of extra work. A special clerk has to frequent 
the United States Court (formerly he went to the Probate 
Court) to watch the insolvency cases and put in preferred 
claims of the city.

Court House in Pemberton square; Jail in Charles 
street; Municipal Court, Roxbury District, Roxbury street. 
The rest of the courts are located in city buildings or hired — 
rooms. In addition to these there are the Houses of Cor- 
rection at Deer Island and South Boston. Boston is the 
only city in the Commonwealth that raises any portion of 
its county expenses inside of its tax limit. 
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ELECTION COMMISSIONERS. 


December 22, 1899. 


The duties of this department are largely routine in 
character and governed wholly by statute. The Board, 
therefore, has no special recommendations to make other 
than those outlined in their Annual Report of 1898 relating 
to certain much needed changes in the election laws, aia 
ally those pertaining to recounts. 

In regard to the question of primary elections, to take the 
place of caucuses, a subject which is being much discussed at 
the present time, the Board desire to state that they are 
favorable to the change, and trust that the matter will be 
presented to the incoming Legislature and will receive the 
consideration which its importance demands. 

We are also in favor of the introduction of voting ma- 
chines at the polls whenever one can be found that will 
answer fully the requirements of the Australian ballot law. 

The force of the department (aside from the Commis- 
sioners ) consists of one Deputy Commissioner, at a salary of 
$1,800, and six permanent Assistant Registrars, at a salary of 
$1,700 each. 

From the first of May until the first of January each year 
there is employed an additional force of Assistant Registrars 
of from ten to fifteen men, as they may be required, at a 
compensation of $4 per day for each day’s actual service.

Congress Street Grade Crossing. — The work of abolishing: 
the grade crossing on Congress street, assigned to the city 
by the decree of the Superior Court, has been prosecuted 
diligently during the year, and early in July last the portion 
of the new street in extension of Summer street across Fort 
Point Channel, from Dorchester avenue to A street and 
the approach leading from that street was completed and a 
new thoroughfare to South Boston opened to travel. The 
work on this avenue between A street and L street bridge 
is so far advanced that it can be completed early in the 
coming year. All the masonry has been built, the filling of 
the roadway is in place, the bridge over C street has been 
erected and the materials for the bridges over A street and 
B street are now passing through the bridge-shops and will 
be erected early in the spring. All of the masonry for the 
approach from Congress street not completed is now under 
construction and the work of filling in the street and build 
ing the sewer outlet is in progress. As early in the season 
as the weather will permit, such portions of the new street 
and its approaches as have not already been paved, will be 
put under contract and it is expected that the entire work 
will be completed early in the coming summer. 

Dorchester Avenue Grade Crossing.— Work was begun 
early in the year on the relocation of the tracks of the Old 
Colony Division of the N.Y., N.H. & H. R.R. between 
Crescent avenue and South Boston stations. The work to 
be done by the city consists of the elevation, so as to pass 
over the railroad of the three main thoroughfares — Dor- 
chester avenue, Boston and Sweet streets — with the 
approaches to these streets. The elevation of Boston street 
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has been completed except that a temporary wooden bridge 
has been erected to serve until the permanent superstructure 
can be finished. ‘The street car and other traffic has been 
diverted to Boston street from Dorchester avenue and work 
is now in progress on the elevation of the latter. The 
abutments for the bridge on Swett street have been built 
and the grading of the street nearly finished. Work is in 
progress on the paving of the street. 

Blue Hill Avenue Grade Crossing. — Various plans and 
estimates have been made for the abolishment of the grade 
crossings on Blue Hill avenue and Oakland street over the 
Midland Division of the N.Y., N.H. & H. R.R. at Matta- 
pan. 

Chelsea Bridge. — An appropriation was made for widen- 
ing the draw-way at the North channel of Chelsea bridge 
from forty-five feet to sixty feet. Plans for doing the work 
have been approved by the Harbor and Land Commissioners 
and the Secretary of War; detail plans for this work are now 
in progress. It was deemed desirable that a temporary 
bridge be built around the draw, and $21,000 was paid to the 
city towards its construction ; $14,000 being paid by the New 
England Gas and Coke Company and $7,000 by the Lynn 
and Boston Railroad Company. <A contract was made Sep- 
tember 26 for the work, and the bridge is about three- 
quarters completed. 

Malden Bridge.— 'Yhe City Engineer was required by 
chapter 280 of the Acts of 1899 to construct a bridge not 
less that sixty feet wide at or near the site of Malden bridge ; 
a plan was made fora bridge sixty feet wide with a draw 
opening of fifty feet which has been approved by the Harbor 
and Land Commissioners and by the Secretary of War; this 
bridge will be twenty feet wider than the present one; detail 
drawings for the steel draw are now in progress. 

A contract was made November 23 for building a temporary 
bridge forty feet wide below the present one, to be used 
while the new bridge is being built; about one-third. of the 
piles have been driven. 
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The work of the Architectural Division is summarized 
below : 

Engineering Department. — Faneuil Hall — restoration of 
this building practically completed. There are some details of 
equipment and some adjustments with the contractor 
pending. 

Pauper Trustees. — Long Island power-house, laundry 
and bakeshop; building ready for acceptance. 

Two new boilers and steam mains ready for steam. 

Equipment of laundry, bakeshop and dynamo-room and 
steam mains to fire-pump in progress. 

Two old boilers to be moved to new power-house in the 
spring. 

Cattle tie-up and silo; revised plans nearly completed ; 
awaiting further instructions from the Trustees. 

Coal-shed on wharf, Long Island ; plans prepared. 

Pump-house for salt water fire-pump; sketches prepared. 

Proposed Nurses Home; preparing sketches and estimates. 

Proposed Hospital extension; preparing sketches and 
estimates. 

Trustees for Children. — Restoration of buildings at 
Rainsford Island, damaged by fire; new school building and 
alteration at Point Cottage; work now in progress and will 
probably be completed in about one month. 

Street Department. — New stable for East Boston; gen- 
eral scheme approved and plans in preparation. 

Sidewalk Shelters, Congress-street drawbridge; plans in 
preparation. 

Heating, New South Ferry head-house, East Boston ; 
plans and specifications in preparation. 

Bath Commission. — Public Landing, ete.; Ward 3 play- 
ground ; plans prepared,awaiting instructions. 

Gymnasium, Ward 9; work in progress and should be 
completed within one month. 

Convenience station, Post Office square; sketches pre- 
pared. 
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Public building, bath and convenience station, Hay- 
market Square ; sketches prepared. 

Health Department. — Heating, New: Morgue building, 
. North Grove Street; plans and specifications in preparation. 

Hospital Department. — New elevator, surgical building ; 
work in progress. 

Conduit and steam mains to Vose House, entrance build- 
ing and Nurses Home; work in progress. 

Heating Vose House, practically completed. 

Shafting and ventilation, laundry building, practically 
completed. 

Publie Buildings Department.— New ambulance stable, 
South Boston; work in progress, to be completed April 1, 
1899. 

Trustees for Insane. — Extension to boiler-house, prac- 
tically completed. 

Alteration of steam-piping, © administration building, 
Austin Farm; awaiting further instructions. 

The work done for the Street Department consists of the 
preparation of plans and specifications, and the supervision 
of the work of constructing new macadam streets, boule- 
vards, public alleys, and new street paving. ‘The repairs 
made upon all asphalt paving have been superintended, and 
the areas repaired have been measured for payment. All 
new asphalt and most new stone block paving have been 
supervised. Statistical tables showing street work have 
been made for the annual Street Department report. 

The work upon the boulevards consists of the substantial 
completion of Columbia road, between Blue Hill avenue and 
Edward Everett square, except the bridge over the Midland 
Division of the New York, New Haven & Hartford railroad, 
which is in the hands of the railroad authorities. No work 
has been done on the ground. 

On Commonwealth avenue, the rock removed under con- 
tract has been measured for payment. Work has com- 
menced upon the Bennington-street boulevard, and a large 
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quantity of filling will be deposited during the winter. At 
the beginning of the year there were sixteen contracts in 
force, with the work unfinished. Eighty-six additional con- 
tracts were made during the year,and the work upon twenty- 
five contracts is unfinished at this time. One hundred and 
fifty estimates of cost of new streets and alleys have been 
furnished, and the construction of seventy streets and 
alleys has been ordered by the Street Commissioners, in 
addition to those under contract at the present time. 

Columbia Road. —'The abutments and pier for the bridge 
over the Old Colony division of the New York, Hew Haven 
& Hartford railroad and over the proposed Columbia avenue 
have been built, and work is now in progress on the bridge 
over Shoreham street. The section of the road between 
Dorchester avenue and Buttonwood street has been finished, 
and the section between Mt. Vernon street and Mercer street 
has been filled to grade. The only portion of the road not 
graded is the section between Atlantic and I streets, South 
Boston, work on which is now in progress. 

Ipswich Street.— The steel superstructure of the bridge 
on Charlesgate West, over Ipswich street, has been recently 
erected, and a temporary wooden floor laid, to serve until 


the weather will permit of laying the concrete and asphalt 
floor. 


Street Work at the South Station. —'The work of building 
the extensions of Atlantic avenue, Summer street, and Dor- 
chester avenue at the new South Station has been carried 
on during the year and these three avenues are now open to 
travel for their full width. ‘The lateness in the season at 
which the street-car tracks in Dewey square were placed in 
permanent position and the impossibility of getting any of the 
special work at the corner of Beach street this season, has 
prevented laying all of the permanent paving in Atlantic 
avenue. This work can be completed early in the spring. 
The work on Summer-street extension from Atlantic avenue 
to Fort Point Channel and on Dorchester avenue exténsion 
is completed. 
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The construction of Commonwealth avenue has engaged 
the attention of one party continuously for six months. The 
work has involved an entire reconstruction from Warren 
street to Chestnut Hill avenue, including two roadways, car 
reservation and grass plots, as well as a complete system of 
sewer and water-pipes. The work is nearly completed ex- 
cept a ledge which remains to be blasted out near Chiswick 
road. 

Lines and grades have been furnished for the construction 
of Talbot avenue, which is now completed. 

The work for the Water Department has been of the 
usual varied nature. Plans have been made for all the pipe- 
layings done, lines and grades have been given where neces- 
sary; and the actual work has been inspected. In all, about 
twenty-six miles of main pipe have been laid, of which about 
nine miles has been relaying. Among the important pieces of 
work are the following: A twenty-inch main in Washington 
street, from Boylston to Kneeland; a sixteen-inch main from 
Washington street, through Kneeland and Atlantic avenue to 
Oliver street ; a sixteen-inch main in Talbot avenue, from Blue 
Hill avenue to Washington street, etc. A large number of 
petitions for extension of main pipe. have been reported upon, 
in regard to condition of grade, size of pipe required, etc., 
and many contracts for rock excavation in pipe trench have 
been supervised, estimates made, etc. During the year a 
number of plans and studies have been made in connection 
with the general work, among others the perfection of the 
design of an independent valve post hydrant. All castings 
used in the department, both iron and composition, have 
been inspected, their weights determined, and estimates for 
payment made. Tests of the quality of metal used have 
been uniformly made at the foundries. The returns received 
from the Deacon meter department have been worked out 
and reduced to tabular form. Investigations in regard to 
the effect of electrolysis upon the water-pipes have been con- 
tinued throughout the year; the results apparently show 
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that while as yet no serious action has taken place, yet it is 
very necessary that this work should be continued, and that 
in the future, as in the past, when it is discovered that there 
is danger of damage being done, preventive measures should 
at once be taken. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


December 18, 1899. 


In my opinion, the principle on which the department has 
been conducted during the last five years has by its results 
proved itself a good one, our efforts having been devoted to 
strengthen the force within its present limits, rather than 
enlarge it by additional houses and companies at a necessarily 
great expenditure of money ; and to-day I cannot recommend 
any additional houses other than one for a ladder truck to be 
located near the present engine-house of Engines 38, 39 on 
Congress street, South Boston, for the protection of the 
many large buildings lately placed in that vicinity. And I 
cannot too urgently advocate the placing of our wires under 
ground in the territory from the junction of Tremont and 
Dover street, on Tremont to Roxbury street, through Eliot 
square to Dudley street, on Dudley to Dearborn street, on 
Dearborn to Albany street, on Albany to Dover street, on 
- Dover to Tremont street ata cost of some $20,000. The 
experience of the last two years has demonstrated, I think, 
the advantage of so doing, as well for economy as for effi- 
ciency in the department. The department has been strength- 
ened of late by new apparatus and appliances, which render 
it more efficient than ever in its work of treating fires, and I 
hope the present policy may be continued till the existing 
formation has reached its highest possible standard. While 
I appreciate the possible advantage of the salt-water system 
already extending from Central Wharf up Central street 
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through Post Office square and Congress street to Atlantic 
avenue, I feel that property owners should equip their build- 
ings with outside stand-pipes made available to this depart- 
ment before the city should be called on to lay out much 
money on the further adoption of the system.

PUBLIC GROUNDS. » 


December 26, 1899. 


Owing to the unusual reduction in the amount of the gen- 
eral appropriation, much of the ordinary work of the depart- 
ment was neglected, and a much larger outlay is now needed 
to repair the injury to the property of the city which resulted. 

The walks on the Common, which usually received their 
quota of Medford red gravel, were neglected, and are now 
rough and stony. It has also been a custom to lay from an 
acre to an acre and ahalf of sod along the edges of the walks, 
as well as on the banks opposite Beacon and Park streets. 
This work was omitted. 

A large quantity of good grass seed was planted, but the 
extreme drought of the season killed it before it became well 
fibrated. 
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The asphalt tile walk from Park square to the West street 
gate has become so worn and dished that some remedy is 
indispensable. Having obtained estimates for relaying the 
asphalt tile, and also for laying this walk with granolithic, I 
decided that the last method was preferable, and accordingly 
have included the cost, $2,300, in the annual estimates. 

The Common has been so misused in recent years that it 
seems proper to mention some of the causes. I beg to direct 
attention to the pernicious practice of dumping unclean snow, 
removed from the streets by the Electric Railroad and Street 
Department upon the parade ground, commonly known as 
the base-ball ground. Last year the whole territory from the 
entrance to the Common at the Charles street gate to Park 
square was littered with this deposit. 

During the construction of the subway the algous or dock 
mud, spread broadcast, did much toward destroying the life 
of many of the trees, but the street snow, mixed with: un- 
wholesome substances, dumped upon what is naturally low- 
land, will alone accomplish the ultimate destruction of the 
trees. Ball playing on the Common is another means of 
destruction which ought to be abolished. If the ball playing 
must be continued, the ground should be made suitable for 
the purpose, as it is impossible to grow grass wherever 
games or sports are allowed. 

The Tremont street walk in the Common, which was 
newly laid out and increased in width for the benefit of the 
patrons of the Boston Elevated Railroad Company, should 
be cared for by that corporation, at least during the winter 
season. Formerly the plank walk covering an area of 
;7,°) acre, was sufficient for the public, whereas the present 
walk covers an area of 2,17, acres and the expense of re- 
moving snow has been proportionately increased. 

For the last twenty years no appropriation has been made 
for plank walks and they are in need of renewal. 

Improvements were commenced at Independence square, 
South Boston, by the removal of the old dilapidated fence

and the substitution of an ornamental shrubbery hedge, 
which enhances the general appearance of the park. 

The iron fences around the several parks and squares 
throughout the department being in need of painting, the 
amount of $2,250 has been included in the annual estimates. 

In the past few years the street trees, owing to various 
unfavorable causes, have been reduced in number from 
30,000 to 27,000, notwithstanding the fact that many young 
trees have been planted in the interim. The annual practice 
in vogue some years ago of giving away shade trees to citi- 
zens who agreed to plant them in the public streets at their 
own expense was beneficial to the city. 

Thanks to His Honor Mayor Quincy, and the kindly and 
persevering efforts of the ladies of the Roxburghe Club, an 
appropriation of $5,000 was allowed recently for suitable 
wire protectors for 12,000 street trees. This work is nearly 
completed. 

There are fifty persons in the employ of the department.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


December 26, 1899. 


The health of the city, as indicated by the mortality and 
morbidity statistics for the past year, is good. The death 
rate for the year will be about the same as that last year 
which was 20.09. ff 

The work of the department in the control of preventable 
diseases, has been more than usually effective on account of 
the increased facilities for the promotion of this work. The 
bacteriological examination of cultures performed by the 
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laboratory, the daily inspection of pupils in the public schools, 
and the increased accommodations for the isolation of 
patients suffering from contagious diseases, have enabled 
the department to cope with these diseases in an effective 
manner which has materially reduced the mortality from 
preventable causes. ‘There has been no epidemic in the city 
during the year. The outbreak of small-pox has been of 
sporadic character up to the present time and, notwithstanding 
the prevalence of this disease in various quarters outside the 
city, there is every reason to believe that it will not approach 
the proportions of an epidemic here. Vaccination stations 
have been opened in the sections of the city where the 
disease has made its appearance and every precaution has 
been taken to arrest its spread. 

Special attention has been given during the year to the 
imspection of tenement houses and to the destruction of 
dwellings found to be unfit for human habitation. A large 
number of these dwellings have been destroyed under the 
provisions of the law of 1897 which provides for the de- 
struction of such dwellings and for the compensation of the 
owners out of the City Treasury. The total number of 
houses ordered vacated during the year is 236, and the total 
number actually vacated because of the refusal of the owners 
to comply with the orders of the Board of Health is 95. 
The number of dwellings ordered destroyed as unfit for 
human habitation is 88, and the total number actually 
destroyed is 75. 

The department is about to begin the construction of a 
new morgue on North Grove street, with modern conven- 
iences, in place of the old one which is no longer fit for use ; 
and in this connection the board proposes the construction 
of a building which, as a whole, will include the morgue, 
stable for the department horses, ambulance, and other 
vehicles, the storage and preparation of its disinfectants and 
other uses which at present require many separate buildings 
and parcels of land. This will require an additional appro- 
priation, but will be in the line of economy. 
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During the past season the board has equipped and put 
into use as a small-pox hospital the detention buildings on 
Swett street in place of the larger buildings and grounds on 
Canterbury street which were surrendered by this depart- 
ment to the Street Department a year ago. With this change 
the department has diminished its expenses and enhanced its 
convenience. 

The following statement shows the number and classifica- 
tion of persons employed in the Health Department: 

Six clerks, 19 inspectors of nuisances, 1 messenger, 4 
medical inspectors. Laboratory: One director, 1 clerk, 1 
helper, 1 messenger. Abattoir: ~One inspector. Inspection 
of provisions: One inspector, 1 assistant inspector. Dis- 
infection: One man in charge, 10 men as disinfectors. De- 
tention hospital: One superintendent, 1 workwoman. 
Morgue: One man in charge. Quarantine: Two physicians, 
1 captain of boat, 1 engineer, 1 assistant engineer, 1 mate, 
1 steward, 1 fireman, 1 deck-hand, 1 overseer at Gallop’s 
Island, 2 farmers, 1 cook, 1 nurse, 1 laundress. Bureau of 
milk: One inspector, 2 assistant inspectors, 3 helpers. In- 
spection of pedlers: 1 inspector.

HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


December 20, 1899. 


During the present year, a larger number of patients has 
been treated in the Hospital Department than during any 
previous year, the total number being 10,220, or an increase 
of 1,145 over the previous year. The number of patients in 
the Hospital proper was less than last year, on account of 
the large number of soldiers treated during that year, but 
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there has been a large increase in the South Department. 
The number of days’ board in both departments was 221,103, 
against 193,275 last year, or an increase of 27,828 days’ 
board. The Hospital has maintained its efficiency, and 
accomplished a vast amount of good. 

The appropriation, which the trustees estimated would be 
necessary to run the Hospital to its full capacity during the 
present year, unfortunately was cut down. The trustees 
found themselves in the late summer months with an appro- 
priation insufficient to maintain the Hospital to its full 
capacity. Instructions had been received that the expendi- 
tures must be kept within the appropriation, and the trustees 
had no recourse except to cut down the number of patients, 
and for the time being four wards were closed during the 
summer months. J.ater, a transfer was made to the Hospital 
appropriation, and the wards were immediately opened. 

During the year the new Laundry Building has been com- 
pleted and equipped by the best laundry machinery, and is 
adequate not only for the present demands, but for any future 
increase that may be put upon it by any possible enlargement 
of the Hospital. 

The Vose House for Nurses is now practically completed 
and ready to furnish. The principal furnishings have been 
obtained and are ready to put in, and during the early part 
of the coming year it will be open for inspection. 

A steam conduit has been constructed, at considerable ex- 
pense, in order that the two houses for nurses may be sup- 
plied from our main steam plant. This conduces to greater 
economy and better efficiency. 

The Hospital kitchen, which for a long time has not been 
equal to the demands upon it, on account of the increased 
size of the Hospital, is now being enlarged and altered, and 
in two months from now will be in keeping with the rest of 
the Hospital. The Trustees believe that this much needed _ 
alteration will fulfil a much required need. 

During the last seven years the Hospital has been much 
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enlarged, and is now two and one-half times the capacity it 
was twelve years ago. The larger part of the Hospital is 
fully up to the best of modern hospital construction, but there 
still remain some of the older buildings which are faulty in 
construction, not fire-proof, and need radical repairs. The 
trustees are anxious that such alterations and changes shall 
be made as will make the older buildings of the Hospital 
hygienic, convenient, and as satisfactory as the newer ones. 

New elevators are now being put into the surgical division 
aud the Vose House. ‘There is an elevator well on the medi- 
cal side, which was constructed more than twenty years ago, 
which should have an elevator, and the Trustees are anxious 
to obtain an elevator for this purpose. ‘The estimate for this 
item will be about $4,000. 

There is very much need of a storage house for bedsteads, 
furniture, second-hand building material, and odds and ends 
of value, but not in immediate use. ‘The trustees are obliged 
to resort to the expedient of placing these things in the base- 
ments under the wards, which is wholly contrary to good 
hospital management. ‘There is plenty of room in the wharf 
yard in the rear of the Ambulance Station, and such a storage 
building of wooden construction could be easily built for 
$6,000. 

The two Nurses’ Homes for the Hospital proper should be 
joined together by a connecting corridor. It is as necessary 
that these two houses for nurses should be connected, as it is 
for the ward buildings. The domestic arrangements, inspec- 
tion, the regulating of the habits of nurses, going to and from 
the houses at meal times, require that the two homes should 
have intercommunication without going out of doors. Plans 
and specifications for this purpose were drawn during the 
present year, and proposals received, but the amount of money 
at the disposal of the trustees was not sufficient, and the 
plan was abandoned until next year. The trustees recom- 
mend that a special appropriation of $9,500 be given for this 
purpose. 
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While the Vose House for Nurses has been constructed, 
completed and furnished within the appropriation at the com- 
mand of the trustees, the grounds about the house at the 
corner of Massachusetts and Harrison avenues are in the 
condition as left by the builders. There has been no grading. 
The approaches are by temporary wooden steps. The surface 
drainage is towards the house instead of from it, and that 
portion of the grounds requires grading, and proper roads and 
approaches to the two buildings. A cheap board fence has 
been put up for protection, but the brick wall on the Massa- 
chusetts avenue side should be extended so as to include the 
grounds in and about the two nurses’ homes. 

The Trustees have repeatedly called the attention of the 
City Council to the want of adequate room in the various 
Out-Patient Departments. There has been a widespread de- 
mand for more frequent clinics at the Hospital, so much so as 
to be even the subject of newspaper comment and criticism. 
Because of the want of room, seven of the clinics can only 
be held on alternate days. The Surgical Out-Patient daily 
clinic is sadly overcrowded, and the work is done at great 
disadvantage. - The Trustees asked for a new building ten 
years ago, but as an appropriation was not made, the building 
was temporarily altered, but is now entirely insufficient. ‘The 
present Surgical Out-Patient Building cannot be enlarged, as 
the walls will not bear a superstructure. ‘The only rational 
and judicious treatment is to tear down the present building 
and to erect in its place a larger, three-story building, by 
which increased accommodations can be had, not only for the 
Surgical, but for three other Out-Patient clinics, so that they 
‘an be held daily. No money could be expended on the hos- 
pital at the present time in a way to reach the largest number 
of persons needing assistance as in this way. The Trustees 
have received the architect’s estimate that the sum of 
$85,000 will be required for this purpose. 

The Superintendent and the Medical and Surgical Staff 
have long urged upon the Trustees that. the building known 
as Wards K and L, which is occupied by delirious and 
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excited patients, is entirely unfitted for the purpose for which 
we are compelled to use it. The building is already split, and 
is held together by bolts and washers from side wall to side 
wall. The building has been occupied for more than thirty- 
two years. It was nearly ruined at the time the intercepting 
sewer was put into Albany street, by reason of the settling of 
the land. It is only a question of time when this building 
must be razed and another substituted in its place. A proper 
building for the purpose for which this is now used, together 
with its connecting corridors, would cost not less than 
$120,000.

INSANE HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


December 28, 1899. 


The City of Boston has under its care sixteen hundred and 
fifty (1,650) insane people. Eleven hundred and _ fifty 
(1,150) of these are boarded in the State hospitals at a dis- 
tance of twenty or forty miles from the city, because proper 
provision has never been made for their care at home. Five 
hundred (500) patients are cared for at the Boston Insane 
Hospital. During the past year the city has paid one hun- 
dred eighty-six thousand seven hundred forty-six (186,746) 
dollars for the chronic insane in the State hospitals. One 
hundred and twenty thousand (120,000) dollars has been spent 
for the care of the patients at the Boston Insane Hospital. 
At this hospital the acute and feeble cases are: received. 
These are the most expensive patients to care for, and the 
activity of the institution is indicated by the fact that there 
have been three hundred fifty (850) admissions during the 
last year. The time has come when there should be a 
radical change in the provision for the city insane, and for 
reasons of economy and humanity the city insane should be 
cared for within city limits. The situation of the Boston 
Insane Hospital is the best that could be found for such an 
institution. With additional land it would be possible to 
build a metropolitan hospital and care for all the city insane. 
The yearly increase in the number of the insane in the State 
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and the present crowded condition of the State Hospital will 
soon make a new hospital necessary somewhere. If a new 
State hospital is built elsewhere, the city will be taxed 
thirty-seven (87) per cent. of its cost, and Boston insane 
will continue to be sent to distant hospitals. With a yearly 
appropriation of three hundred thousand (800,000) dollars 
for the next five years for land and buildings, a model metro- 
politan hospital could be built and equipped. ‘This would 
avoid the necessity of a new State hospital, and the insane 
could be cared for at home.

LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


December 27, 1899. 


The demands on this department for all kinds of lamps 
have been considerable during the past year, and the outlying 
districts have generally received the most attention. A 
number of arc-lamps have been turned over to this depart- 
ment to maintain by the Park Department, in addition to 
those already maintained, and during the ensuing year sixty- 
two new lamps in Franklin Park and twenty-five on Columbia 
road will have to be lighted. Also new arc-lamps on Charles- 
town bridge, Talbot-avenue extension, Commonwealth-avenue 
extension, Summer-street extension, and L-street extension 
must be located, which will necessitate an increased appro- 
priation for this department. , 

The number of employees are as follows: 

Oue superintendent, one assistant superintendent, two 
clerks, two messengers, in the office. One electrician, three 
inspectors, one watchman and one boy outside.

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LAW DEPARTMENT. 


December 28, 1899. 


This is a two-headed department, under the joint charge 
of the Corporation Counsel and the City Solicitor. The 
Corporation Counsel is the legal adviser of the City Govern. 
ment, the Mayor and City Council, and of the departments, 
prepares and approves contracts to which the city is a party, 
and has charge of the legislative business of the city at the 
State House. The City Solicitor examines all claims against 
the city, approves or disapproves the same, and by himself 
and assistants has charge of all litigation to which the city 
is a party, and all litigation where the acts or doings of any 
department or its officers or any ordinances of the city are 
called into question. 

On account of the tendency in recent years to enlarge the 
field of municipal activity, and_to have government under- 

take to do more and more things for the people which either 

used not to be done at all, or were done by individuals or 
private corporations, the duties of the Law Department have 
increased very much faster than the percentage of increase 
in the population of the city or the taxable property of its 
inhabitants. The work of the Law Department has employed 
during the past year the following force: Corporation 
Counsel, City Solicitor, five Assistant Solicitors, two 
Conveyancers, a Stenographer, two Messengers and a 
Clerk. The appropriation for its maintenance in 1898 
was $42,000, but it was reduced in 1899 to $40,000, although 
there was no decrease in the force, the saving of $2,000 
being effected by a reduction in the salaries of the employees 
of 73 per cent. during a considerable portion of the year. 
There are pending in the office 1,219 suits, of which 367 
are accident cases, 852 miscellaneous, of which much the 
larger part are petitions to recover land damages. 
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The very large number of takings of land by eminent 
domain for parks, playgrounds, streets, sewers, school- 
houses, and the abolition of grade crossings has not only 
increased the work of the department, but has changed ma- 
terially the character of the litigation and the amount of 
money involved therein. At arough guess, there are prob- 
ably pending petitions against the city for land damages 
ageregating seven or eight million dollars. 

Among the larger matters which have occupied the time 
of the department during the past year might be stated the 
preparation of the case against the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts to recover the value of the water supply taken from 
the City by the State for the Metropolitan Water System ; 
the land damage cases arising from the takings of Columbia 
road, Huntington avenue, and the widening of Charlestown 
street; cases arising from the building of the subway, and 
the taking of land for the approaches of the Charlestown 
bridge, and the change of grade of the streets for said ap- 
proaches ; and the grade damage suit arising from the abolition 
of the grade crossings of Congress street, Dorchester avenue 
aud Spring street. By the abolition of the grade crossing 
of Dorchester avenue the grade was changed on a large part 
of Dorchester avenue, Boston street, Swett street and all the 
connecting streets between Dorchester avenue and Boston 
street, and the time of the City Solicitor has been devoted to 
a considerable extent to the settlement of the claims of the 
owners of property damaged by said changes of grade. ‘The 
widenings of Summer street and Congress street under the 
Terminal Station Act have also brought into the office quite 
a number of cases involving large sums of money. Among 
the more important cases tried during the year may be 
mentioned the case of the Boston Wharf Company against 
the city for land taken for the extension of Summer street 
and its approaches under the report of the commissioners 
appointed on the abolition of Congress street grade crossing. 
This was referred to Judge Dunbar as Auditor, and some 
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twenty odd hearings were had before him. The witnesses 
for the petitioner estimated the damages at somewhat over 
half a million. The auditor found $205,232 and interest. 
The case was afterwards settled by agreement for the sum 
of $180,000 and interest. 


LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. 


December 21, 1899. 


The Boston Public Library is a system of libraries, and 
embraces, in addition to the central library in Copley square, 
sixty-six additional, distinct agencies, including branch 
libraries, stations and places of deposit distributed in such 
parts of the city as have seemed most convenient for the use 
of citizens. The Trustees are continually receiving applica- 
tions for the establishment of new stations, most of which 
they find it impossible to grant with the means at their 
command. 

The number of regular employees in the Library service, 
employed on full time, is 233. To the above should be added 
the employees engaged in Sunday and evening service and 
other occasional services to the number of 118 more, making 
the total of employees 351. 

The Trustees of the Library owe no floating debt, and 
never incur expenditure beyond the means at their command ; 
but it requires all the money at their disposal for the admin- 
istration of the Library each year. 

The City Government last year appropriated to the Library 
$255,000. In addition to this the Trustees have the income 
of certain trust funds, amounting to $12,000 or $13,000 an- 
nually. They no longer have the benefit of certain sources 
of income formerly at their command. For instance, they 
formerly received some benefit from the rent of the old Public 
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Library. ‘There are certain ordinances which work to the 
disadvantage of the Trustees. They receive small amounts 
of money for their publications. They are compelled to turn 
these receipts into the city treasury, while the expense of the 
publications is paid from their general funds. In like manner, 
they collect fines in the course of a year amounting to some 
$5,000 at a cost of say $1,500. The expense of collection is 
paid out of the general appropriation for the Library; all the 
receipts go to the city treasury. It would seem no more than 
reasonable that the receipts from publications and from fines 
should be returned to the Library. 

A great number of the books in the Library need rebinding. 
A large expenditure in this particular is necessary for the 
proper preservation of the property. The bindings suffer 
from the ordinary use of the Library, and the removal of the 
books from the old to the new building was an additional 
source of injury. It seems to the Trustees that they must 
make application for a special appropriation in this particular 
to the amount of from $25,000 to $30,000. 


In general they add that the use of the Library continually 
increases. This results from the increased population of the 
city and the increased number of card holders. It is inevi- 
table that the expenses of the Library should increase even if 
no more be accomplished than to administer the Library in 
its present condition. In order to maintain its former relative 
position and supply it with the new books which it should 
receive it must receive an increased appropriation.

METROPOLITAN BOARDS. 


A communication from the State Auditor’s Department 


contains the following : 
December 19, 1899. 


The Armory Loan. — There was issued by the Common- 
wealth, for the purpose of building armories in the city of 
Boston, the sum of $720,000. The first issue of bonds was 
September 1, 1888, to run thirty years; the last issue, March 
1, 1897, to run thirty years. In order to sink those bonds at 
maturity, it will be necessary for the City of Boston to pay 
the Commonwealth annually up to September 1, 1918, the 
sum of $12,623.15. The interest on the same bonds for the 
same time will be $21,600. September 1, 1918, the $600,000 
worth of bonds issued for the benefit of the City of Boston 
will become due and payable. From September 1, 1918, to 
March 21, 1927, the assessment of the City of Boston on ac- 
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count of armories will be $2,566.88 annually, and the interest 
on the same $3,600. That will retire the $120,000 issued at 
maturity, and pay the interest on the same. 

Abolition of Grade-Crossings Loan. —'The Commonwealth 
is entitled to recover from the City of Boston, in consequence 
of the abolition of grade crossings up to the present time, — 


On account of Dorchester avenue . . $46,908 57 
On account of Congress street : ». 156,249 17 
On account of Tremont street 3 ‘ eno. Lpo0Dero 


with interest thereon. ‘The interest on Dorchester avenue 
and Congress street is by law 4 per cent. per annum; the in- 
terest on Tremont street is 33 per cent. per annum. ‘These 
assessments are all made up in the Treasury Department, and 
the interest up to the present-time has been only figured up 
to and including 1903, so that I shall give you only the in- 
terest for that period. The time for the payment on the 
Dorchester-avenue crossing runs from the year 1900 up to 
and including the year 1907. You can very readily see that 
the interest on these assessments gradually decreases, so it 
will be an easy matter to estimate the probable amount of 
interest from 1903 up to and including 1907. The amount 
of interest that will become due from the City of Boston 
‘on account of the assessment of Dorchester avenue will 
amount to:

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The last of these assessments becomes due in 1919, and 
you can very readily see that it will be quite a little work to 
figure the interest each year up to 1919; but the reduction 
seems to be in the neighborhood of a thousand dollars each 
year.

The last assessment on this grade crossing becomes due in 
1919, and the interest gradually decreases down to nothing. 
I should say that a fair estimate would be in the neighbor- 
hood of something over *200,000 for interest on the amount 
expended on this grade crossing to date. 

Metropolitan Sewerage. — The total issue of bonds on 
account of the Metropolitan Sewerage up to date, including 
what is called the high level sewer, is $7,990,000. The law 
provides that one-eighth of this amount shall be assessed the 
first ten years, one-sixth the second ten years, one-third the 
third ten years, and the balance in the remaining ten years, 
the bonds running forty years. Now, the first ten years 
expired December 10, 1899, the first issue of bonds being in 
1890, therefore a new assessment will attain during the year 
1900, which will be decided by a commission to be appointed 
by the Supreme Judicial Court, and it is now impossible to 
tell what the new assessment will be. 

Metropolitan Parks. — The total bonds issued for parks 
and boulevards amount to $9,425,000, of which $1,350,000, 
or one-half the boulevard loan so-called, designated on the 
bonds as series two, will be assessed on the State at large. 
The balance will be assessed on the Metropolitan Parks Dis- 
trict. When the law was passed laying out a park system, 
the same condition of things existed that applies to the 
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Metropolitan Sewerage Loan; in other words, the district was 
to be assessed in accordance with an award to be made by 
commissioners to be appointed by the Supreme Judicial 
Court, and new commissioners were to be appointed every 
five years, and the law provides that the commissioners shall 
fix and return the proportion to be paid by the City of Boston 
for the first period of five years at 50 per cent. of the whole. 
The commissioners were appointed by the Supreme Court, 
and made their report, but before the Treasurer could bring 
about the assessment, the Legislature was appealed to by 
various cities and towns in the Metropolitan district for the 
postponement of the assessment until the Park Commission 
had decided on all the land that they were to take for park 
purposes, so that the cities and towns would know what they 
were actually called upon to pay. That was chapter 550 of 
the Acts of 1896, and in consequence of the passage of that 
act, there being no money with which to pay interest and 
sinking fund requirements, and care and maintenance of 
parks and boulevards, the Legislature of 1897 authorized an 
additional loan of $1,000,000 to meet the interest and sink- 
ing fund requirements, and care and maintenance, and since 
that time there has been charged up each year to this loan 
such sum as was necessary for that purpose. 

Chapter 419 of the Acts of the year 1899 provides for the 
assessment of this district in the year 1900, and in every fifth 
year thereafter, on the same terms as the original act, and it 
provides in the first section of that act that the commission- 
ers shall fix and return the proportion to be paid by the City 
of Boston for each year of the first of said terms at 50 per 
cent. ; in other words, it means, I suppose, that for the first 
five years in 1900 Boston shall pay 50 per cent. of such 
award as the commissioners appointed by the Supreme Court 
shall return, provided their award is accepted by the Supreme 
Judicial Court. 

State Highways.— There has been issued up to the 
present time $2,700,000 worth of bonds for the purpose of 
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building State highways. The law provides that one-quarter 
of any money expended under the provisions of the act, with 
interest at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum, shall be repaid 
by counties to the Commonwealth, in such reasonable sums, 
and at such times within six years thereafter, as said com- 
mission, with the approval of the State Auditor, shall deter- 
mine. ‘Therefore, an assessment is levied on the counties 
each year amounting to 25 per cent. of the amount expended 
by this highway commission on State highways. The assess- 
ment for Suffolk County, which, I suppose, affects the city 
of Boston, has been up to date $10,731.88. The interest on 
the same is as follows:

The following are the remarks at the end of this assess- 
ment: 

“ Whether or not the assessment will increase after 1905 
will depend largely upon the amount to be paid the City of 
Boston for its water-works. Boston has already been paid 
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over $6,000,000 in cash on account of the purchase of its 
works, and in addition about $2,000,000 have been paid for 
completing the Sudbury Reservoir which Boston began, so 
that Boston is benefited to the extent of $8,000,000 already, 
and will receive a still further sum in the future in settlement 
of the account. ”’

METROPOLITAN PARKS. 


December 27, 1899. 


The appropriations are classified under three acts, as fol- 
lows : 


The Park Acts ‘ : . $6,125,000 
‘“ Boulevard Acts ; : 2,700,000

They have been increased by receipts derived from sales and 
miscellaneous sources by $118,256.19, making a total of 
appropriations and receipts, $9,543,256.19. 

It is understood that bonds have been issued to cover the 
entire amount of the appropriations. | 

Under these.appropriations 9,279 acres of land have been 
acquired for reservations, and the land for 18 miles of park- 
ways. Of these reservations, 574.41 acres lie within the 

‘ity of Boston, including within Stony Brook reservation, 
the Stony Brook and West Roxbury parkway, and along 
Charles river and Neponset river, and have cost very nearly 
~ $1,000,000. 

Construction of the Speedway, which lies wholly within 
the City of Boston, and other work on the Charles river 
within Boston, have carried the expenditures within the city 
up to nearly $1,500,000. 

In addition, the Middlesex Fells and Revere Beach are 
about the same distance from the State House as Franklin 
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Park of the Boston Park system, and portions of the shores 
of Mystic river, which have been acquired, are nearer. 

Practically, all the shores of the Neponset river, which 
are unoccupied by business, have been acquired along the 
boundary of Mattapan and Dorchester. Just across the 
river from Mattapan, and extending from there to Blue Hills, 
the Blue Hills Parkway has been constructed, and just north 
of Somerville, from a point which is the same distance from 
the State House as Cottage Farm Station, Fellsway has been 
constructed to Middlesex Fells. From this parkway at 
Mystic river, a parkway is under construction to Revere 
beach, so that 12 miles of the parkways will be either lead- 

ing into Boston, or to points very near. The full benefit of 

the reservations upon the north cannot be realized by Boston 
people until some improved road or parkway is provided 
from Charles river across Somerville and Cambridge to meet 
Fellsway. 

The share which Boston will bear in the expenditures thus 
far incurred is fixed by law at 50 per cent. of the appropria- 
tions for reservations, and of one-half the appropriation for 
boulevards, and its proportionate part of the State tax, by 
which the remaining half of the boulevard approp. ation is to 
be paid. 

It is impossible to express any opinion as to future ex- 
penses, as that must rest very largely upon what the Legis- 
lature may authorize or direct. I can say, however, that the 
Board has not in contemplation any large suggestions for 
further acquirements, except such as may be made under 
special reports. Construction will in the future be confined 
to the formal construction of the parkways for which the 
land has already been acquired, and this will probably proceed 
from time to time as appropriations are made.

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METROPOLITAN SEWERAGE. 


December 27, 1899. 

For the North Metropolitan, Charles river Valley, and Ne- 
ponset river valley Metropolitan Sewerage Systems the total 
loans authorized and issued to date amount to $6,990,000 
The total capital expenditures on these systems, to September 
30, 1899, have amounted to $6,891,976.68. This sum has 
been expended upon the construction of seventy miles of in- 
tercepting sewers, with four pumping stations, outfall works, 
siphons under streams, etc., and appertaining structures. 
These works provide for a Metropolitan sewerage district, 
comprising portions of the City of Boston, together with 
twenty-two other cities and towns. The district has an area 
of 164 square miles, with an estimated population (Septem- 
ber 30, 1899) of 578,000. 

The ratios in which these several cities and towns shall 
contribute to meet interest and sinking fund requirements are 
determined, at intervals of five years, by commissioners ap- 
pointed by the Supreme Court. The last award, dated Octo- 
ber 16, 1896, established the ratios of contribution for the 
years 1896-1900, inclusive. Under this award the City of 
Boston pays 20.8 per cent. of the total sum required under 
these heads for the North Metropolitan and Charles river 
valley areas jointly. The proportion for the N Shouse river 
system is 23.28 per cent. 

Chapter 424, Acts of 1899, added to the above district im- 
portant Boston areas in Roxbury, West Roxbury and Dor- 
chester and the whole of the City of Quincy. ‘These Boston 
areas are largely in the Stony brook valley, and the works 
will afford a gravity outlet for them. They are at present 
badly in need of relief, and will form part of a high level sew- 
erage system, to be known as the South Metropolitan System, 
embracing all of the Metropolitan districts south of the 
Charles river, together with Watertown and Waltham. The 
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South Metropolitan System thus includes the Charles river 
,and Neponset river valley districts, already provided with 
Metropolitan sewers. A loan of $4,600,000 was authorized 
for the works contemplated under this act, of which a first 
instalment of $1,000,000 has been issued and is now being 
expended. ‘The Metropolitan Sewerage District, as thus 
extended, embraces twenty-three cities and towns in addition 
to the included Boston areas. ‘The total area amounts to 185 
square miles, with an estimated population of 656,000 on 
September 30, 1899. In these figures Boston is represented 
by about 24.4 square miles and an estimated population of 
about 190,000. 

No determination of Boston’s contribution in respect to the 
South Metropolitan District has yet been made by an appor- 
tionment commission. A rough forecast, however, made last 
year for the purposes of comparison places it at about 42 per 
cent. 

I may state that Boston’s share of interest and sinking 
fund charges for the present year is estimated at $52,687. 
Its share of maintenance and operating charges is estimated 
at $40,155.

METROPOLITAN WATER SYSTEM. 


All the sources of water supply belonging to the City of 
Boston, together with the Chestnut Hill Reservoir and 
pumping station, were taken by the Metropolitan Water 
Board on January 1,1898, and these water works have since 
been operated as a part of the metropolitan system for the 
supply of the City of Boston and of the other municipalities 
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constituting the Metropolitan Water District, the various 
municipalities distributing the water within their respective 
limits. 

The expenditures of the Board on account of the comple- 
tion of the Sudbury Reservoir begun by the City of Boston, 
and the construction of new works, up to January 1, 1900, 
were substantially $11,770,000. The City of Boston has 
been reimbursed for its expenditures in beginning the con- 
struction of the Sudbury Reservoir $1,157,921.59, and has 
been paid on account of the other Boston water works 
taken $5,000,000. The total expenditures of the Board for 
works, including $25,000 paid to the City of Malden on ac- 
count of water works taken, amounted on January 1, 1900, 
substantially to $17,952,921.59. 

By the completion of the Sudbury Reservoir and the con- 
struction of the new works, the waters of the Nashua river 
have been added to the metropolitan supply, and much addi- 
tional storage has been gained, thus increasing the capacity 
of the sources from 55 or 60 millions to more than 100 mil- 
hon gallons daily. 

The increasing consumption of water has reached about 
88 million gallons daily. ‘The completion of the works now 
in progress will enlarge the capacity of the Metropolitan 
sources to nearly 175 million gallons per day. 

Annual assessments are made upon the various cities and 
towns in the Metropolitan District to defray the costs of 
maintenance and interest on the debt, and for the establish- 
ment of a smking fund to pay the principal of the indebted- 
ness incurred when the loans authorized by the Commonwealth 
shall mature. Boston’s proportion of the total assessment 
was 83.39 per cent. in 1898, and 82.37 per cent. in 1899, a 
percentage of the total which will probably continue to decrease 
from year to year. The Board believes that the annual] cost 
of water to all the different parts of the Metropolitan Water 
District will be materially decreased by the establishment of 
the Metropolitan Water Works, and that the water rates of 
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Boston, as wellas of the other cities and towns may be con- 
siderably reduced in the future. 

The water of the new supply affords the larger part now 
furnished, and is regarded by the Board as of superior quality 
to that heretofore furnished. Although the past year has 
been unusually dry and other districts have suffered, the 
supply of the Metropolitan works has been ample for the 
demands of the district. 

During the current year it is expected that the completion 
of anew pumping station at Chestnut Hill Reservoir will 
afford an increased water pressure to the low-service district 
of Boston, and that the improvements now in progress at 
Spot pond, in Stoneham, will furnish a much larger quantity 
of water in storage near at hand available for the Metropoli- 
tan District in case of emergencies. 

The adjustment of the amount due the city for the taking 
of its works for the benefit of the whole district has not yet 
been made, although a total of $6,157,921.59 has been paid 
on account. ‘The limit of time for bringing a suit being about 
to expire, the city has filed a petition in Court for the deter- 
mination of its damages, by which the amount to be paid will 
be determined, unless an agreement between the city and the 
Board is previously reached. 


MUSIC DEPARTMENT. 


December 18, 1899. 


Lhe Commissioners think it very desirable during the 
coming year to develop the work already started on more 
elaborate lines. The appropriation at their disposal during 
the past year has been utilized by them to the best possible 
advantage, but was not sufficient to enable them to carry 
out plans which were felt to be essential to the greatest 
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success of the department, and very desirable for the benefit 
of the public at large. 

The number of band concerts given during the summer 
months on the Common, in-the parks and in various sections 
of the city, and the chamber concerts given during the winter 
season, Should be, in the opinion of the Commissioners, in- 
creased in number and broadened in scope by the engage- 
ment of additional players to strengthen the forces now 
employed. 

As the organ purchased by the city from the Mechanics 
Charitable Association will be repaired and put up in the 
Vine-street ward-room, the Commissioners would like to 
give a, number of organ recitals at that place for the benefit 
of music students and the public, and would be glad if the 
appropriation for the coming year would enable them to 
carry out this desirable project. ; 

The concerts given by an orchestra in Faneuil Hall and 
in East Boston proved to be such successes and so attractive 
to a large proportion of the people that the Commissioners 
feel a continuation of these concerts and an increase in their 
number would be of great interest and advantage to many 
thousands of people, and they hope that they may be able to 
repeat these concerts during the coming year. 

For the comfort of those attending the concerts on the 
Common in the summer time, it will be necessary to provide 
a large number of seats, and in order to furnish a great 
variety in the selections played by the band, the purchase of 
music to form a music library owned by the department is of 
very great importance. ‘The Commissioners hope that these 
items may be provided for by the city during the coming 
year. 

In short, they feel that the work which they have under- 
taken has proved of the very highest attractiveness and ben- 
efit to those classes of music-loving people of the city whose 
means do not enable them to pay for attendance at perform- 
ances of as good a class of music as the department has 
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furnished since its organization, and they sincerely hope that 
means will be provided them during the coming year to 
further the objects for which the Commission was instituted. 

The department is furnished with a secretary and executive 
officer, the only regular employee of the department whose 


salary is $1,000 a year.

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PARK DEPARTMENT. 


December 26, 1899. 


In the spring of 1898 the Board of Park Commissioners 
revised the existing estimates for park completion, cutting 
out such construction work as it was deemed could be dis- 
pensed with, and substituting in many places work of a less 
expensive character than that designed, yet fulfilling all the 
requirements necessary for the development of the parks on 
natural lines, keeping in view at the same time economy in 
maintenance. 

Provision was made, in the first place, for planting on a 
comprehensive plan throughout the whole system, this work 
being of the first importance. Trees and shrubs comprise, 
with their proper arrangement, the principal feature of pleas- 
ing landscapes, and the sooner they are planted the sooner 
the public will be able to enjoy them. The matter of adding 
a generous covering of loam to the sterile rocky slopes, for 
the benefit of starving woodlands, was also considered and 
provided for. 

Thus carefully going over the whole w eit in detail, on a 
new basis, the estimates for the completion of the parks and 
playgrounds were reduced from $2,500,000 to $1,500,000 and 
the Legislature was asked to appropriate this sum. $500,000 
was granted in 1898 and another $500,000 in 1899. The work 
as planned has been faithfully carried out during the past two 
years, and the results show that the estimates of two years 
ago were correctly made. 

The development of the playgrounds and some park work 
in the outlying districts can be postponed. $250,000 will 
now, therefore, complete our parks, (including open-sided 
shelter pavilions for protection of the public from sudden 
storms, and much needed sanitary buildings in the parks), 
and in the present financial condition of the city perhaps it 
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would be best to ask only for this sum, which should be 
granted in the interests of the truest economy, as the inter- 
ruption of the work at this time by the refusal to grant the 
sum needed for completing the parks will necessarily result 
in throwing out of employment trained workmen and their 
foremen, and stopping the operation of our entire carefully 
organized construction plant. 

To resume the work of construction later will mean the 
expense aud delay of gathering together and training a new 
force, and restoring the disused plant. ‘There is also the 
danger of new and extravagant plans being proposed and 
adopted, which could not be entertained if construction is now 
closed as we urge. 

In addition to the appropriation of $250,000, we feel that 
it would be wise to give the Park Commissioners the power 
of spending not more than $100,000 forthe purchase of small ° 
parcels of land to protect and improve the system. 

With these appropriations we feel that no further money 
should be asked or granted for the construction of the parks 
of Boston, with the exception of the West Roxbury Parkway. 

We feel that now is the time to ‘take the land for play- 
grounds for the city. The amount given us heretofore is 
$500,000, to be expended at the rate of not more than $200,- 
000 a year. We feel that $500,000 more should certainly be 
appropriated, that the land may be purchased before it has 
advanced in value. 

Nothing seems so important to the health, happiness and 
general welfare of our city, and London and New York are 
paying dearly for having neglected the matter of playgrounds 
and open spaces so long.

The openness of the season has permitted the prosecution 
of out-door work, without hindrance, until this date. The 
advent of cold weather will cause the laying off of at least 
150 men, as much of our work is surface work, which cannot 
be done when the ground is frozen. One hundred and fifty 
more men will have to be discharged if the appropriation for 
construction is not made. 

I append a statement of the area of the parks and play- 
grounds, and a concise statement of the total debt and of the 
receipts and expenses for the year.

The buildings on Long Island include, as you are aware, 
an institution for men, an institution for women, and a hos-. 
pital for both men and women. 


* Balance held to meet liabilities for land taken. 
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I would especially call your attention to the needs of this 
hospital, which are increasing. Comparatively few of the 
citizens of Boston realize that there is at Long Island a hos- 
pital of 250 beds, with well-equipped wards, and a competent 
training-school for nurses. The Visiting Medical Staff in- 
cludes a number of well-known physicians and surgeons of 
this city, and their regular visits to the hospital are an in- 
spiration to its officers and employees. 

Too much importance can scarcely be laid upon the a 
that a hospital for the poor should not differ in any substantial 
respect from a hospital intended for other classes of the com- 
munity. 

It has been the endeavor of the trustees for the Pauper 
Institutions to continually raise the standard of the hospital 
service and equipment, and to this end the members of the 
Visiting Staff, the resident physicians, and the nurses have 
all contributed by faithful and regular service. There is 
probably no department of the Long Island Institutions which 
is so little known, and so largely deserving the support of 
the citizens of Boston as this hospital, where both chronic 
and acute diseases are treated (the greater number of patients 
coming naturally under the former class) and where, not- 
withstanding the difficulties attendant upon its isolated 
position, a large corps of faithful nurses and probationers can 
be found to care for the needs of the unfortunate sick who 
are the charges of the City of Boston. 

One of the requirements of the hospital is a Nurses’ 
Home. Some of the nurses are at present occupying a cot- 
tage entirely outside of the hospital building, and others are 
more or less cramped in the limited accommodations which 
can be afforded within the walls of the hospital itself. 

There is also great need for an additional wing in the 
men’s department of the hospital, where, through lack of 
Space, too many patients are cared for in Wards A and Bb. 
The necessity of providing a special ward for tuberculous 
patients has been frequently discussed by this board, and 
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cannot too strongly be urged upon the public. Should the 
City Government provide the additional wing required for 
male patients, this further classification can be made. 

With the completion of the new power-house at Long 
Island the system of heating and ventilating the buildings 
will be more satisfactory than heretofore; but among the 
changes and improvements needed none are more desirable, 
and indeed essential, than the two just mentioned, namely, a 
ward for consumptive patients, and a detached home for 
nurses, where the nurses can have quiet, rest and recrea- 
tion from their arduous duties. 

As you are probably aware the Almshouse at Charlestown 
for Women and Aged Couples contains about 100 inmates, 
and the official staff of this institution is small, consisting of 
eight officers only. It should be borne in mind, however, 
that the Almshouse and Hospital on Long Island, with its 
increasing number of hospital patients and large acreage 
under cultivation, requires also a large number of officers to 
fulfil its duties efficiently, and in such a manner that the 
Pauper Institutions may be a credit to the City of Boston 
and to its citizens, upon whose interest and liberality these 
institutions must depend for their proper maintenance.

86 APPENDIX. 


PENAL INSTITUTIONS. 


December 21, 1899. 


The institutions of this department are the Houses of Cor- 
rection of Suffolk County, located in South Boston and on 
Deer Island. | 

The South Boston Institution is an old one, erected about 
1820, and contains 496 inmates, both male and female. It 
is an admirably conducted institution, but its defects of con- 
struction are such that it should no longer be maintained 
without radical changes. The cells are too small for proper 
housing of the men, and had it been possible to have secured 
proper classification of. the prisoners I would have reduced 
the number of male prisoners 50 per cent., and made every 
pair of cells into one in order that they might have proper 
light and air. This was impossible to accomplish without 
doing away with the classification making this a prison for 
serious offenders, and the House of Correction at Deer 
Island a place of confinement for misdemeanants. This 
classification is the best that can be at present devised for 
these institutions, and prevents the association of those con- 
victed of light offences against the law with those guilty of 
grave crimes. It is not all that it should be, for, in my 
opinion, prisons should be so erected that a stricter classifi- 
cation should be made, one so close that prisoners should be 
confined in such small groups that they should be almost 
individualized. The prison should be enlarged by the exten- 
sion of the west wing and the cells so constructed as to give 
the prisoners better accommodation. This may be done 
without great expense. If this should not be deemed ad- 
visable, then this institution should be placed in some other 
location and the inmates housed in a proper and humane man- 
ner. I do not speak too strongly, I think, when I say that to 
confine men as they are confined in this institution, is a dis- 
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grace to a city like Boston. If the government will not vote 
money for the improvement of it then humanity demands 
that improvement should be made elsewhere. 

The Deer Island institution contains 1,105 inmates, 832 
men and 278 women, and is admirably situated for the pur- 
poses for which it is used, and, with some changes, may be 
made the equal of any institution in the country. Its natural 
advantages are great. Its accessibility, yet separation from 
the city, its farm attached, and the variety of out-door work, 
so necessary for the recuperation of those systems enfeebled 
by drink and disease, all combine in favor of the success of 
this institution. The great need of this prison is the erec- 
tion of a modern building for proper confinement of women 
prisoners. ‘They are now housed in the building erected for 
the House of Reformation, and, while they are comfortable 
and healthily confined there, yet it would be a great improve- 
ment to the institution if a building especially designed for 
women prisoners was erected here. ‘This, however, is not 
demanded by requirements of health or discipline, and may be 
considered as something desirable to be done, but not as an 
_ absolute necessity. This should be a model institution, a 
credit to the education and wealth of this city, and it may be 
made so without much expense or effort.

The city is sub-divided into sixteen (16) police divisions, 
each having its complement of men. All but three (3) divi- 
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sions are equipped with patrol wagons, and these are so situ- 
ated that the wagon service can be performed by the wagons 
of the adjoining divisions. 

The department has in service nine (9) ambulances, so 
located as to be able to respond promptly to calls from any 
part of the city. 

It has also in service ninety-two (92) Hee forty (40) of 
which are used for mounted service, thirteen (13) wagons, 
eleven (11) pungs and seven bicycles. 

It is estimated that it will cost one million seven hundred 
twenty thousand nine hundred fifty-nine and ninety-seven 
hundredths (1,720,959.97) dollars to pay the expenses of the 
department for the coming financial year.

RECORDS OF THE CITY. 


STaTE Houst, December 26, 1899. 


I have the honor of calling your attention to the danger , 
from fire to which many of the records of the city are ex- 
posed. 

The statute requires that the city shall “ provide and 
maintain fire-proof rooms, safes, and vaults for the keeping ” 
of the public records of the several departments, but there 
are many departments for which no adequate provision is 
made. , 

The Old Court House, containing the records of the City 
Registrar, Board of Health, and Building Commissioner, and 
the valuable maps and plans of the Street Commissioners is 
a fire-trap. The attic, which is used partly as a store-room, 
has many electric wires running through it, and has at some 
time been on fire. 

The records of the Assessors in the City Hall are not ade- 
quately provided for, and there is no claim that any of the 
construction of the building above the second floor was con- 
sidered fireproof when it was built. 

I consider Boston more poorly equipped for the safety of 
her records than most of the cities and towns in the State, 
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and, as part of my duty, must insist that immediate action be 
taken toward compliance with the plain requirements of the 
statutes. 

I would suggest that the Fire Commissioner and Commis- 
sioner of Buildings pass upon the fireproof qualities of the 
various rooms in which records are kept, and that action be 
taken upon their report.

The city owns and occupies for school purposes rather 
more than two hundred buildings, and for a number of years 
has been obliged to hire additional accommodations in various 
sections of the city for the benefit of pupils for whom no 
room could be found in regular, school-houses. The expen- 
diture for rents has grown steadily for several years past, 
owing to the fact that the number of new buildings provided 
has not kept pace with the increase in the school population, 
and will amount during the current financial year to nearly 
$34,000, while the prospective amount to be expended for 
rentals next year will be $5,000 or $6,000 more. 

The necessary appropriations for the running expenses of 
the schools are made annually by the School Committee, in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter 400 of the Acts of 
1898. ‘The total amount appropriated for the year 1899-1900 
was $2,848,413.68; and the expenditures for the year will 
probably result as follows :

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STREET COMMISSIONERS. 


December 27, 1899. 

If money could be found for the purpose of improving the 
thoroughfares in the lower parts of the city the application of a 
sufficient amount to widen Exchange street, from State street 
to Dock square, and to provide a cross-town thoroughfare 
(without a street railway) for the teamsters, from Causeway 
street to Atlantic avenue, by a widening of Cross street be- 
tween those points, would be productive of great benefit to 
the business community. The office proper, exclusive of the 
Commissioners, employed four people last year, and the ex- 
penses of this part were $22,000. The Surveying Division, 
which comprises the working people of, the old City Sur- 
veyor’s office as well as the persons engaged in the Board of 
Survey work, has a total roll of eighty-three persons, includ- 
ing the head of the division, and the expenses of that branch 
were $55,000 for the year. The Sewer Assessment Division, 
engaged in the assessment of the sewers, which under the Acts 
of 1897 and 1899 are now ordered and located by this board, 
numbers thirteen persons, and the cost of the maintenance of 
the office for the year was $12,900. The whole number of 
people employed, exclusive of the Commissioners, is 100; 
and the expenses, including all salaries for the year have 
been $89,900.

Paving Division. 
It is extremely difficult to give an estimate of the amount 
required for the maintenance of the Paving Division, for the 
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reason that much depends upon weather conditions, and the 
sum needed is also dependent upon the provision made in the 
annual loan bill to be passed by the City Council. This is 
well illustrated by the experience of the past year. The 
amount recommended by this department was $775,000, and 
an additional sum sufficient to cover the cost of snow re-. 
moval, whatever that might be. The appropriation as made 
was $690,000, plus $50,000 for snow, making in all $740,000. 
This appropriation would have been ample, had the con- 
ditions been normal, and had any fair sum or the usual 
amount been appropriated from loans for special and improve- 
ment work. The year preceding this, the amount allowed 
for reconstruction work was nearly 50 per cent. less than 
the amount allowed for the several years previous for similar 
purposes, and the expenditure for snow was nearly twice the 
average for the past few years, thus making it impossible to 
do any work other than that most necessary; and certain 
conditions, which should have been improved, had to be left 
unchanged until the present year, with the expectation that 
a proper amount would be allotted for street improvements 
in the various districts. The conditions of the present fiscal 
year, however, have been even more difficult. Commencing 
with the great storm of November 26, 1898, the winter of 
1898-99 made a record for snow and difficult weather con- 
ditions unequalled in the history of the consolidated Street 
Department; and the expense of snow removal alone was 
$135,000. . 

Under modern conditions, the streets must be cleared of 
snow; and particularly in a city where the business sections 
are so congested, the streets must be promptly put in proper 
condition for travel. 

This created at once a shortage over and above the amount 
allowed for snow of $85,000. As the current revenue of the 
city had been allotted to the various departments, it was not 
possible to make good this amount. The Mayor, however, 
in anticipation of surplus income, which, at the end of the 
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year was expected to be available, allowed it to be carried as 
an amount to be made good to the snow fund, whenever 
under the ordinances transfers of surplus money could be 
made. Even the necessity for this transfer to the snow fund, 
however, might have been avoided if an amount in any degree 
adequate to the calls upon the Paving Division had been ap- 
propriated during the year. 
~The annual appropriation for street construction and 
reconstruction under the general law had been, since the 
consolidation of the Street Department, an amount averaging 
some $800,000 with the exception of last year, when the 
amount dropped to $348,000 and the amount made available 
this year was but $292,000 of which but $75,000 was avail- 
able for general work, the balance being assigned to special 
streets. Any one familiar with the cost of street construction 
where the street is to be thoroughly rebuilt knows that $3,000 
is an utterly insignificant sum to cover any ward in the city ; 
and an equal division of the 475,000 allowed but that amount 
to each ward. | 

To show the difficulties which this entailed, it is but neces- 
sary to refer to the fact that for some years immediately 
previous to 1898, the amount allowed for each ward was 
$25,000. Thus it was absolutely necessary, in order to 
relieve conditions which were either dangerous or where the 
demand for improvement Was universal and proper, to use a 
considerable portion of the money, which was appropriated 
for maintenance only, for work usually and properly covered 
by loan money. It is safe to assume that at least $100,000 
of the maintenance money was required under such condi- 
tions as these. Thus the entire year has been a constant 
effort to keep as close to the appropriation as possible, and 
yet at the same time to do whatever was absolutely necessary 
and could be reasonably covered by the transfer expected at 
the end of the year. 

The Paving Division, which has charge of the street 
signs, has in this line done a great deal of work, so that the 
city is better supplied with signs than ever before. 
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This fall, the suburban sections, the cleaning of which de- 
volves on the Paving Division, have been most thoroughly 
gone over, this being deemed important work, as clean gut- 
ters and clean streets before the cold weather sets in mean 
much to the health and comfort of such districts during the 
winter. 

Therefore, it appears to-day that the Paving Division will 
end the year about $85,000 short on its snow account. The 
$10,000 expenditure on the regular in excess of the appro- 
priation can be covered by transfer of unexpended balances 
on Ward Improvement streets, this sum having been ex- 
pended on improvement work. 

The smallness of this year’s appropriation is perhaps best 
shown by the fact that the Paving Division has been con- 
ducted at an expenditure of $293,000 for the year less than 
the average since the consolidation of the department in 
1891. 

The amount named as a shortage covers all bills and out- 
standing accounts, and represents the total indebtedness of 
the division.

Sewer Division. 


The appropriation for the maintenance of the Sewer Divi- 
sion was $350,000, and this sum has been expended in the 
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operation of the main drainage works, maintenance of Stony 
brook, operation of the Lyons street pumping station, and 
the general expenses of the division, including the main 
office, and a permit office with both clerical and inspection 
force, and also in the cleaning, flushing and repairing of 
sewers and catch-basins throughout the city. 

The expenditures for construction in this division have 
been as follows, of which sum $230,807 have been expended 
on the main drainage works.

Action should be taken looking to more stringent regula- 
tions to prevent the placing of steam in the sewers. 

During the coming year Stony brook construction should 
be extended to Keyes street. 

The city, in conjunction with the town of Brookline, 
should take action looking to the improvement of Muddy 
river. 

That portion of Stony brook from the Boston Belting Com- 
pany’s property to the Back Bay Fens should be built, and 
the new and old channels connected, so that none of the foul- 
water flow of Stony brook can be discharged into the Back 
Bay Fens. 

In the past four years the amount of sewer work has been 
very considerable, and the main drainage works, pumping 
station and reservoirs will be found in almost perfect and 
complete condition, so that the only pressing need now 
is the new engine, which has been contracted for. The 
number of employees is 1,053. 
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Santary Division. 


The expenditures of the current year will be substantially 
the amount of the appropriation — $570,000. The plant and 
work of this division will be found in excellent condition. 
In four years much has been accomplished, and in the past 
year the development of modern methods in disposing of the 
city wastes has been brought about, the garbage being treated 
at the plant at the Cow Pasture, and the light wastes at the 
refuse-burning plant on Atlantic avenue. 

A considerable amount of extra work has been accom- 
plished from the maintenance appropriation, such as_ the 
building of a new wharf at Albany street, dredging of the 
docks, and unusual repairs on the dumping scows. 

I would recommend that the spring cleaning of private 
alleys, which has been made the past two years by this 
division, be continued; although there is no direct responsi- 
bility on the city for this work, as a matter of health it is 
very desirable and almost necessary that it should be under- 
taken. 

Suitable dumping places become less frequent every year, 
and it is very desirable that a new dumping scow be provided 
for at once. The number of employees is 513. 


Street-cleaning Division. 

The amount appropriated was $315,000, and this will 
substantially cover the cost of the work, although the 
division has been somewhat crippled owing to the snow 
work in the early part of the year, which was in excess of 
that usually required. 

The number of employees is 374. 


Bridge Division. 
The appropriation for the Bridge Division was $120,750. 
The division will end the year within this amount, but there 
should have been provided a larger sum, as it has been 
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impossible with this amount to do the work urgently called 
for. 

Many of the bridges are old, and require much reconstruc- 
tion. For some years there has been neglect on the part of 
the City Council to make appropriations for reconstruction 
work, so that the coming year there should’ be provided a 
very considerable sum to keep the bridges in even a sate 
condition. 

There are on file various recommendations of the City 
Engineer which it has not been possible to carry out, owing 
to lack of funds, a very large per cent. of the maintenance 
appropriation being required for the actual operation of the 
bridges, payment of draw-tenders, etc. 

I would recommend that apparatus operated by electricity 
be placed in position on Dover street, Federal street, Meri- 
dian street, Chelsea North, new Charlestown and Summer 
street bridges, to assist vessels through the draws. This 
would save a very considerable amount of time. 

The department has commenced the construction of a 
shelter on the Congress-street bridge which was asked for in 
a very numerously signed petition. If this is successful, I 
should recommend that it be extended to other bridges. 

The number of employees is 117. 


Ferry Division. 

The appropriation for the Ferry Division was $212,500, 
and this will be substantially the amount of expenditures for 
the year. This division will be found in excellent condition, 
with the exception of the South Ferry head-house, which 
should be rebuilt. This matter is now in abeyance, owing to 
the fact that the Boston & Maine Railroad has refused to sell 
land owned by it, adjoining the head-house, which is required 
for the building of the new structure. I would recommend 
that this matter be taken up at once, to see what action can 
be taken. 

One new boat, the “* Noodle Island,’ has been placed in 
commission the past year, at the cost of about $75,000. 


104 APPENDIX. 


The “Governor Russell,” which was sold to the United 
States government, was repurchased for the sum of $25,000 ; 
$25,000 have been expended in changing her back for the 
ferry service, and she will go into commission about the first 
of January, standing the city in only about $50,000. 

A new boat has been contracted for, which will cost in the 
neighborhood of $92,000. 

The number of employees is 180. 


Street-watering Division. 

The Street-watering Division completes its second year 
under the new Street-watering Assessment Act, whereby 
all public streets are watered by the city, and assessment 
made. The city for the past season was divided into four 
districts. Assessment was made for District 1, the down- 
town and Back Bay section, at seven cents per front foot, 
the next circle six cents, the next five, and the next four. 

The plan of watering the whole city, paved as well as 
macadamized streets, has met with the approval of the 
public; but the assessment, as arranged now, does in some 
cases work a hardship, and I would suggest that the mat- 
ter of assessment be taken early in hand, and an effort 
made to correct some of this hardship. 

The amount of the appropriation for the past year was 
$175,000, which will substantially be the cost of the work, 
this being fully covered by the assessment. 

The number of employees is nine. 


Boston and Cambridge Bridges. 

The amount of the appropriation this year was $16,000, 
and this will cover the expenses. 

The most important recommendation that I can make is 
the need of a new bridge connecting Cambridge and Boston 
at North Harvard street. This street has been widened and 
built at a very considerable expense on either side of the 
river, while the bridge remains a narrow, old-fashioned, 
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poorly-constructed affair. As Soldiers’ Field and the Cam- 
bridge park are at this point, there should be a bridge to fit 
the surroundings.

TRANSIT COMMISSION. 


December 28, 1899. 


The subway having been completed in the summer of 1898 
has now been in use as a whole for more than a year. Its cost 
to date is $4,152,224.17, and the few outstanding claims are 
small in amount. The Boston Elevated Railway Company, 
the successor of the West End Street Railway Company, as 
lessee, is paying a rental of 4% per cent. upon the cost. This 
rental for the first year of occupation of the whole subway 
amounted to $199,205.01. 

By the Act of 1897, under which the elevated railway is 
now being constructed, the Boston Transit Commission was 
required to make such alterations in the subway as would 
adapt it to the uses of said company. The alterations thus 
far made in accordance with said act have cost $192,921, 
and other material alterations will be required when the 
elevated railway approaches completion. The basis of 
rental on these alterations is the same as on the subway as 
originally constructed. 
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The Act of 1897 required the Commission to construct a 
tunnel to East Boston. A question as to the interpretation 
of the act upon which a decision was rendered by the 
Supreme Court in July last, and a question in relation to 
the constitutionality of the act which is to be argued at the 
approaching term of the court, have delayed the work of 
actual construction. ‘The plans are so far completed that 
the work can be proceeded with without delay if a favorable 
decision of the court is rendered. ‘The amount expended on 
this account to date is $57,213.88. 

The Charlestown bridge, the construction of hich was 
begun on August 15, 1896, was opened for travel on Novem- 
ber 27 last. The authorized payments on this account to 
date amount to $1,164,990.36. ‘There are still outstanding 
several large claims for real estate taken and for damages 
caused by changes of grades. A contract has been made for 
the removal of the old Charles River bridge.

Thig department has been reduced to three members, a 
Chief and two assistants. Lack of business for four has 
made the change. The duties of the Chief are more arduous. 
He must at periods of the year go out and help his assistants 
to weigh, mark and inspect vessels. His duties heretofore 
were to keep office open and accounts. The two assistant 
weighers and inspectors must do all outside work. Office 
hours for this department all days, except Holiday’s and Sun- 
day’s, between 9 A. M. and 5 P. M. Sometimes we must be 
on time before and after the hours on account of tides. Vessels 
cannot be detained when to their place of discharge. I would 
recommend a small appropriation, not over $50, set apart 
for book certificates and stationery.

The past year has been an active one in the Water Depart- 
ment. In the past five years about one hundred and fifty 
miles of water-pipe have been laid in Boston, yet the future 
demands increased activity to keep pace with the natural 
erowth of the city, and to renew the older portions of the 
system. 

During the past year an unusually large amount of work 
has been done. in the City proper in relaying old pipes. The 
necessity of this work is increasing yearly, for not only are 
the old pipes, some of which were laid in 1849, in very poor 
condition, but the demand for water by the Fire Department 
is rapidly increasing, as the capacity of the fire-engines 
increase. Another reason for this class of work is the change 
in character of portions of the city, necessitating a water sup- 
ply commensurate with the interests at stake. 

Throughout the year the work of the Water Department 
has been in sympathy with the Fire Department, and with the 
needs of the latter ever in mind. Among other steps in this 
direction is the adoption of an independent valve hydrant 
which is much more efficient than the old type, and the estab-

lishment of an emergency wagon to respond to necessary calls 
of any kind and to fires ; where the particular duty of the men 
is to shut of supply pipes leading from the main in the street 
to the burning building. 

The policy of doing any work such as relaying, repairing, 
etc., that may be required in streets about to be improved by 
the Street Department has been faithfully carried out with 
the future needs of the city in view. In all streets built 
under chapter 323 of the Acts of 1891, all the main 
pipes, branches, hydrants, etc., have been laid in advance of 
the street construction, and in many cases the services also 
have been established. To properly locate services in an 
undeveloped or partially undeveloped territory is impossible, 
being, at the best, a matter of guesswork, with the chances 
largely in favor of a poor guess. 

During the year about twenty-six miles of main pipe have 
been laid, of which about nine miles were relaying ; a number 
of requests by the Fire Commissioner for the establishment 
of hydrants have been complied with; the usual large amount 
of general work has been done, such as changes necessitated 
by other construction, repairs of all kinds, care of gates, in- 
spection of castings, listing of patterns, etc.; and the harbor 
service, which demanded much attention, is now in good order.

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With the large number of overhead wires that have been 
removed and the improved condition of those that remain 
above ground the work of the overhead division has been 
greatly reduced, and a corresponding reduction can be made 
in the number of men employed therein without impairing its 
efficiency. 

But two miles of streets can be cleared of wires each year 
from and after January 1, 1900, a much less amount per 
year than has been cleared since the organization of the Wire 
Department. The force in the underground division can be 
also decreased, and it can with profit be consolidated with the 
overhead division. 

There has been no decrease in the amount of work of the 
interior division, nor is there likely to be for some years to 
come owing to the increased use of electrical energy for light, 
heat and power, for scenic effects, advertising and other 
purposes. ; 

Many of those who are engaged in the construction of 
illuminated signs that depend on electrical energy as a source 
of light, display a woeful amount of ignorance or a reckless 
disregard of the safety of the public. New aspirants for 
public favor are continually springing up in this line, and in 
spite of the watchfulness of the inspectors some of them are 
installing defective work, but the same is quickly suppressed 
as soon as discovered. 

Temporary work and decorations for holidays are another 
source of anxiety to this department, which has led to the 
disuse of the word “ temporary ” 
construction by it. 

Professional and amateur decorators seem to be in entire 
ignorance of the possibilities for good or evil that is contained 
in the sockets of globes of incandescent lamps. Five incip- 
lent fires that might have proved serious have already oc- 
curred thus far since the opening of the holiday season. 

Reinspections which are of the utmost importance cannot 
be made by this division with its present force. 


in connection with electrical 
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The method of granting pole privileges in the streets, 
avenues and highways by the Board of Aldermen, while more 
satisfactory than formerly, can be much improved if that 
honorable body will in all cases act in conjunction, and so 
far as possible in harmony with this department. Much ill- 
feeling on the part of citizens who often feel that their rights 
have been trampled on, and too often with a good show of 
reason can thus be avoided. 

A proper disposition of poles and wires in the streets 
would remove many objections to their presence, and add 
greatly to the security of life and property as well. In order 
to enable those who are engaged in the transmission of elec- 
trical energy for the convenience of the citizens of Boston 
the presence of poles in the streets must be endured for some 
years to come in a large portion of the city, and they should 
be located in the best possible manner, and the least objec- 
tionable to the owners of property on the streets in which 
they are placed. 

I still believe that but one line of poles should be placed 
on each side of any street when it can be avoided; and on no 
account should high and low tension poles and wires be 
placed on the same side of any street. 

A suitable room is very much needed for a laboratory and 
testing purposes, as none of those at present possessed by 
this department is sufficiently large for the purpose. Sucha 
room has become a crying necessity, and the lack of it 
seriously cripples the department.

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INSTITUTIONS REGISTRATION. 


December 22, 1899. 

The Institutions Registration Department was created by 
an Act of the Legislature of 1897, entitled “An Act to 
establish separate Departments of the City of Boston for the 
care of Children, Paupers, Insane Persons and Criminals.” 
Under this act four departments corresponding respectively 
to the classes mentioned were established and, in addition, 
a fifth, known as the Institutions Registration Department. 
The first three of these departments were placed in the care 
of Boards of Unpaid Trustees, the fourth in the hands of 
a Commissioner, and the fifth in charge of a Registrar. 
The intention of the statute, as therein expressed, in regard 
to the Institutions Registration Department appears to have 
been the creation of a central bureau of investigation, regis- 
tration and statistical study of all the dependents and 
delinquents in charge of the city, for the aid and better in- 
formation of those having them in charge, and with a view 
to the more complete codrdination of the work of the 
several institutional departments. 

At the outset it seemed to those concerned and interested 
in the new arrangements for administering the public 
institutions of the city that it would be wise to allow the 
Institutions Registration Department to develop somewhat 
slowly and tentatively, in order that methods by which it 
should be of the highest service might be gradually worked 
out, largely as the result of experience. Accordinglyy the 
office of Institutions Registrar was not filled until very 
recently, the Penal Institutions Commissioner, Mr. E. C. 
Marshall, and afterwards the Chairman of the Pauper Insti- 
tutions Trustees, having served successively as Acting 
Institutions Registrar. On the resignation of the chairman 
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of the Pauper Institutions Trustees from that board he was, 
on December 6, 1899, formally appointed Institutions Regis- 
trar, to serve without pay. 

The time appears now to have arrived when this depart- 
ment, in view of its own experience and the experience 
gained by the several authorities controlling our public 
institutions, may properly ask for strong support in fulfilling 
the functions for which it was originally designed, and of 
which it has thus far undertaken to perform only a part. 
Its work falls naturally into two divisions — one devoted 


mainly to the investigation and determination of settlements, _ 


the other to the collection and distribution of statistics and 
other information relating to the dependents and delinquents 
of the entire city. When it is borne in mind that to this 
department are expressly confided the commitment of the 
pauper insane, as well as the difficult and delicate questions 
of settlement, the importance of its proper conduct and 
support, if the city treasury is to be protected against the 
imposition of burdens involved in the maintenance of 
persons having no legal claims upon it, are manifest. The 
statistical division, which has only recently been established, 
is no less important, if the wards of a great city are to 
receive that enlightened, humane and scientific treatment 
which is now properly demanded of a progressive munici- 
pality. It is the earnest desire and intention of the In- 
stitutions Registrar to proceed carefully and slowly with this 
part of the work, and to be guided largely by the experience 
and the needs of the codrdinated departments. The first 
requisite, for the securing of which steps have already been 
taken is the establishment of a common centre of informa- 
tion and registration, to which the related departments may 
contribute data, and from which they may derive assistance. 
From this central bureau as a base it is reasonable to expect 
that steady advances may be made toward the principal goal 
of all municipal institutional effort, namely, the ultimate 
prevention of pauperism, insanity and crime.

Sir, —In accordance with the requirements of the exist- 
ing ordinance, the Board of Assessors respectfully submit 
the following report: 

For convenience of assessment and as authorized by chap- 
ter 115 of the Acts of the year 1889, which provides that 
the Assessors may “divide any ward . . . into con- 
venient assessment districts,” the twenty-five wards of the 
city are divided into forty-two districts; four of them into 
three each, nine of them into two each, and twelve are 
undivided. 

The several assessment districts, and the wards of which 
they are a part, together with the names of the first and 
second - assistant assessors assigned to each of said districts, 
are shown in an appendix at the end of this report.

The valuation of 1899 for personal property can be fairly 
increased $64,298,300, in addition to the amount given in the 
foregoing table, for the value assessed by the Commonwealth 
at the rate of $15.78 per $1,000 upon shares of Massachu- 
setts corporations, the property of residents in Boston. The 
State deducts from the value of each share the amount that 
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represents the real estate and the machinery, locally assessed, 
and pays over to the city that proportion of the tax that rep- 
resents the personal property of each corporation. 

The valuation can be further increased, say $1,559,530 
for bank stock assessed at the several rates of the places 
where the banks are located, as the taxes are paid to Boston 
as assessments upon this class of property held by its citi- 
zens in Massachusetts banks located outside that city. 

This valuation of the shares in Massachusetts corpora- 
tions, and also in national banks within the State, but with- 
out the limits of Boston, is determined by taking the amount 
paid by the Commonwealth to the city during the financial 
year, on account of corporate taxes assessed as of the first 
day of May of that year. The totals are under estimates, as 
the collection extends beyond the year in which taxes are 
assessed, and a small proportion of their total sum is paid 
over to the city with the assessments of subsequent years. 

As the revenue from these two sources is always estimated 
before the amount to be raised by taxation is determined, 
the effect of the valuation of this property in reducing the 
rate of taxation upon the $1,089,984,652 assessed by the city 
is, as nearly as may. be, the same as though its amount 
was included in the Assessors’ aggregate, and the taxes were 
assessed by them. 

The valuation of personal property can properly be fur- 
ther increased by the sum of $4,770.75 for shipping owned 
by Boston citizens which was employed in foreign trade 
May 1, 1899. Section 8 of chapter 11, of the Public Stat- 
utes provides that such property shall not be included 
in the personal estate of its owners, if they make a return of 
the same and report for taxation the net yearly income 
thereof. Section 10 of said chapter required that the State 
should reimburse the cities and towns for the loss sustained 
by such exemption. The act from which these two sections 
were taken became of force May 1, 1882, and contained 
the provisions that while the exemption should continue, 
reimbursements on the part of the State should cease in 1887. 

By chapter 373 of that year, repayment for the loss of val- 
uation was extended for two years, and was again extended 
for the same space of time by chapter 286 of the Acts of 
the year 1890. Chapter 116 of the Acts of 1891 provides 
‘that such repayment shall continue to be made until two 
years from the date of its enactment, March 26, 1891, was 
extended five years by chapter 149 of the Acts of 1893 and 
was again extended five years by chapter 353 of the Acts 
of 1898. The value of the shipping returned for the tax of 
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1899 was $5,217 and the net income returned amounted 
to $446.25. In the revenue of the city the amount of the 
payment by the State for the current financial year on this 
account is put at $60.46. 

The total valuation of personal estate which is assessed for 
all purposes, for which the city may raise money by taxation, 
can for the year 1899 be put at $288,827,952.75. 

The United States, the Commonwealth, the county, the 
city, churches, charitable, scientific and other corporations, 
hold property exempt by law from assessment. ‘That of the 
nation consists of certain islands, forts and lighthouses in 
our harbor, the navy yard, custom-house and the building 
used for the United States courts, sub-treasury and _ post- 
office. The property of the State within the limits of the 
city is made up of the State House, the State Prison, an area 
of land and flats in East and South Boston, and land taken 
for metropolitan sewerage, metropolitan water system and 
metropolitan parks. The county property includes the 
court-house and jail. But as the entire cost of all county 
estate has been paid by the city, and as the other munici- 
palities, that with Boston, make up Suffolk County, pay no 
county taxes [Public Statutes, chapter 11, section 47], the 
estates used for county purposes are included as a part of 
the city property. The character and value of the property 
used for municipal purposes may be ascertained by reference 
to the list of real and personal estate, under the title of 
nominal assets of the city. This list includes all the real 
estate, and as much of the personal property as is in active 
use. But there is a large amount of chattels belonging to 
the city, which are not only difficult of estimation, but 
which should not be included at a money value, even among 
the nominal assets of Boston. The books and works of art 
in our Public Library, the statues in our squares and public 
grounds, the furniture and fittings of our city buildings, are 
of this class of property. None of the chattels of the nation, 
State or county are estimated in the list of exempt property ; 
and only the lands connected with the forts and lighthouses 
of the General Government, and with Bunker Hill monu- 
ment, are included, in our estimation, of exempt estate. 
The structures, if abandoned for their present use, would be 
valueless for any other purpose. ‘The same considerations 
control the estimation of church furniture and fittings when 
church buildings are demolished. The income-producing 
personal estate of ministerial funds and trust property is 
assessed as though in the hands of individuals. [Public 
Statutes, chapter 11, § 22, 12 Cushing, page 54.] But such 
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property when held by charitable, literary or scientific 
corporations is exempt; and the large amount so held (nearly 
twenty-two millions) is included in our estimation of un- 
taxed property. 

Buildings of any character that are adapted to public or 
partly public use are seldom capable of easy change to fit 
them for general purposes. When the estates of which they 
are a part are sold, it is found that a comparatively small 
value attaches to anything above the land. As such estates 
become unfitted for the purposes for which they are used 
the values estimated for their buildings are reduced. It is 
believed that the reductions that have been made from time 
to time have brought our exempt estates to a fair valuation 
which approximates to the selling price. By the method 
indicated we place the property of the United States lands 
value, $7,882,300; buildings, $4,829,200; total, $12,211,- 
500. That of the Commonwealth for land, $7,610,600 ; 
buildings, $4,175,700; total, $11,786,300. The real estate 
of the city is valued, for land, $31,451,400; buildings, 
$19,587,900; a total of $50,989,300, and the personal 
property used for municipal purposes at $942,000. The 
land connected with houses of religious worship is estimated 
at $9,603,500; and the buildings at $8,693,400; a total of 
$18,296,900. The valuation of the real estate occupied by 
charitable, literary and scientific institutions for the purposes 
for which they were incorporated is, for land, $11,612,700; 
buildings, $8,343,000; a total of $19,955,700. 

It appears that this class of benevolent and educational 
corporations hold $23,678,942 of personal property, as re- 
turned to the Assessors by their officers, in accordance with 
the provisions of chapter 217 of the Acts of the year 1882. 
As required by that enactment those corporations also re- 
ported that their receipts for the twelve months preceding 
the first day of May, 1899, amounted to $4,487,498, and 
their expenditures to ! $5,963,385. It appeared by their re- 
turns that at the date of assessment these benevolent and 
educational institutions held as investments $6,729,642 of 
the real estate of this city, which, not being occupied for 
the purposes of their incorporation, is assessed at its esti- 
mated value, Sor a part of the real estate valuation for

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PERCENTAGE OF ASSESSMENTS ON POLLS AND PROPERTY. 


When the assessment to meet the warrants of the State, 
county and city had been completed, 210,168 bills were 
sent to the Collector, with the lists of persons assessed, and 
the Assessors’ warrant to collect their amount. Of these 
. bills 148,799 (682 per cent.) were for poll-taxes only. 

When all the lists and warrants for the year had been 
sent to that officer, 5,388 additional bills, covering supple- 
mentary assessments, had been delivered. Of this class 
5,334 were for poll-taxes only. 

The tax assessments for the financial year were repre- 
sented by 215,556 bills, of which 30% per cent. were for 
property, and 69} per cent. were for poll-taxes. 

The total number of persons assessed on property was 
08,890, of which 41,487 were resident individuals, 4,473 
non-resident individuals, and 12,930 firms, corporations, 
trustees, etc. See Table “C,” page 385. 


ABATEMENTS. 


The amount of abatements from all the above assessments 
to January 31, 1900, was for polls, $498; for real estate, 
$46,199.71; for personal estate, $48,068.52; a total of 
$94,766.28. Of this sum $94,590.55 was abated before the 
reduced tax bills were paid, and with the money received 
for taxes is treated as a credit item to the Collector, who is 
charged with the total amount of the tax warrants of the 
year. The remainder of the abatements, amounting to 
$175.68, were made after payment by the persons assessed, 
and the several amounts were refunded by the Treasurer 
for moneys received from the Collector, for the taxes of 
the current financial year. The amount of abatements of 
street watering assessments to January 31, 1900, was 
$4,502.30 on 1899 assessments and $605.35 on 1898 assess- 
ments ; and of sewer charges of 1898, $3,016.22.

TAXATION OF CORPORATE PROPERTY. 


In accordance with the provisions of section 86 of chapter 
11 of the Public Statutes, the Assessors, in August, 1899, 
returned to the Tax Commissioner of the Commonwealth the 
names of 310 Massachusetts corporations located in Boston, 
“with a statement in detail of the works, structures, real 
estate, and machinery owned by each of said corporations 

with the value thereof.” 

No personal property other than machinery can legally be 
assessed to a Massachusetts corporation. The valuation of 
property of corporations chartered by the Commonwealth,

which was included in the total that determined the rate of 
taxation, amounted to $123,750,787, of which sum $110,- 
661,487 was real estate, and $13,089,300 was machinery. 
A statement showing the growth of corporate property locally 
assessed during the last decade is shown as a foot-note to 
table marked ““D” page 37. Under the provisions of . 
section 8 of chapter 13 of the Public Statutes, the Board as- 
sessed the 554,500 shares of the sixty-three national banks 
of Boston upon a valuation of $51,209,500 ; a total tax of 
$670,844.45. At the time the rate of taxation was deter- 
mined the estimated value of 183,452 shares, $12,825,052.38 
was included in the total aggregate as property which could 
be legally assessed in the valuation of the city of Boston. 
The balance of the total assessment of this class of property 
amounted to $38,384,447, and the tax of $502,836.26 thereon 
was Claimed by the ‘Tax Commissioner, under the provisions 
of section 18 of said chapter for the State, and certain of the 
cities and towns of Massachusetts in which shareholders 
resided. Section 16 of said chapter provides that one per 
cent. on the amount collected shall be paid “for the expenses 
of assessing and collecting” that portion of the tax which is 
not retained by the city or town where the banks are located. 
~The amount of $5,045.57 can be added to the revenue of the 
city from this source, as only slight changes are found 
necessary in the adjustment of the bank taxes with the State 
authorities. 

The Board of Assessors have, under the provisions of 
sections 14 and 58 of said chapter 18, adjusted the taxes of 
1899 upon national bank stock and the shares of Massachu- 
setts corporations, as against the claims of the State or its 
municipalities, and for that purpose have appeared before 
the Board of Appeal, provided for in section 62 of said 
chapter, as agents of the city, where its claims were disputed 
or needed defence. 


ASSESSMENT STATISTICS. . 


A table marked “ B,” page 84, will show the separate esti- 
mation of land and buildings by wards in the valuations of 
1898 and 1899, being on a basis of new wards; the estimates 
for 1891 to 1895, inclusive, being on the basis of the old 
wards, are shown only in the totals, the total gain during the 
whole period being $216,571,325, of which $126,296,425 is 
upon the land, and $90,274,900 is upon buildings. 

For the valuation of Boston for nine years, and for the 
separate estimation of the real and personal property for 
twenty years, and for the total valuation of the city for 
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thirty-five years, see tables marked “ A,” “D,” and “EK,” on 
pages 33, 36, 37 and 88. All the valuations shown on these 
tables are those which determine the rate of taxation for the 
years to which they relate, and do not include the small 
amounts subsequently added by supplementary assessment. 
The valuation of 1899, as compared with that of the preced- 
ing year, shows a gain on real estate of $36,575,800, equal 
to an advance of 4? per cent., and a gain of $17,061,034 on 
personal property, equal to 8.28 per cent. The total valua- 
tion of 1899 is more than that of 1889 by $294,302,508, 
showing a gain in ten years of 36.99 per cent. 

The table marked “ D,” pages 36 and 87, will show the rate 
of taxation in Boston for the past twenty years, and the table 
marked “ F,” page 39, will show the proportion of each an- 
nual rate required to raise the tax of a given year for State, 
county, or city purposes. | 

A table marked “G,” pages 40—43, will show the approxi- 
mate value of the dwelling-houses of the city; and a table 
marked “ H,” page 46, will give certain statistics relating to 
the real estate of Boston. : 

We deem it of sufficient interest to add also to this report 
a table which has been compiled, showing the valuations of 
property, rates of taxation, and the number of assessed polls 
for each year from 1822, when the city of Boston was estab- 
lished, to the present time. 

For many years prior to 1842, taxes were assessed on the 
basis of 50 per cent. of the true value of property, which 
custom was discontinued in the assessments of that and suc- 
ceeding years at the request of the city government. 

The result of this change will be seen in the reduction in 
the rate of taxation for that and the following years. 


STREETS, SIDEWALKS, AND SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


Before the passage of chapter 456 of the Acts of 1889, this 
department had no connection with street or sewer assess- 
ments other than attaching to tax-bills such assessments as 
had been duly apportioned, under the provisions of the Pub- 
lic Statutes, chapter 50, section 25, and chapter 51, section 
5, and certified to the Assessors by the Board of Aldermen 
or Street Commissioners. After the enactment of the law of 
1889, the Assessors were required to receive applications for 
apportionment, and hear requests for abatement of sewer 
assessments. By chapter 346 of the year 1890, the Assess- 
ors were empowered to suspend the collection of such an 
assessment made upon a person or corporation by law exempt 
from the assessment of taxes until the estate affected came 


- 
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into the possession of a new owner, when the amount of the 
charge, with interest, was to be paid. But this law was 
repealed by section 7 of chapter 402 of the Acts of 1892, 
and the connection of this department with street, sidewalk, 
and sewer assessments must now be ascertained from chap- 
ter 823 of the Acts of 1891 (known as the Board of Survey 
Act) as amended by chapter 418 of 1892, and chapters 401 
and 402 of the Acts of the last-named year as amended by 
chapters 227 and 256 of 1894. The law now in force con- 
necting this department with these classes by special assess- 
ments may be stated as follows: 


STREET ASSESSMENTS. 


After the work of building a new street has been com- 
pleted including roadway, sidewalks and sewer, and after 
the auditor has certified the expense, the Street Commis- 
sioners determine the cost, and ascertain what proportion of 
the whole amount shall be paid by the city, and what sum 
is to be assessed upon abutters. [1892, 418, §§ 7, 8.] 
“The assessable cost of the work” is apportioned by the 
Commissioners, upon the several parcels of land abutting on 
the street. If the amount fixed by the Commissioners is 
unsatisfactory, they can revise and correct their assessment, 
and their final determination is ‘‘ subject to appeal 
to the Superior Court . . . as is provided in the case of 
taxes.” [1892, 418, § 8.] If the amount of the assessment 
upon any lot is not paid in “one year from the date of such 
determination, or if the amount as found by the court, or on 
appeal . . . is not paid before the last day of May next 
succeeding . . . the Board of Assessors 
shall include a sum equal to nine per cent. of such amount 
in the next and succeeding annual tax-bills issued for the 
tax on the said parcel, and in the tax-bill issued the first year 
shall also include interest on the whole of said amount 
. . . from thirty days after the date of completion . 
to the last day of October of the year of the date of such 


tax-bill . . . and . . . for each succeeding year 
shall include one year’s interest on the whole of said 
amount . . . and shall so include such sums 

until . . ten . . . with interest have been paid.” i 


(1892, 418, §§ 5, 9.] 

The owner of the land may at any time relieve his estate 
from incumbrance, by payment in full, or may release a 
portion of his estate, by a partial payment of the balance 
due, with the consent of the Mayor and Street Commis- 
sioners. [1892, 418, § 10.] All moneys paid on account 
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of these special assessments are applied to the payment of 
the interest of, or paid into, the sinking-fund for the extin- 
_ guishment of the debts contracted on account of the work 
for which the assessments were laid. [1891, 328, § 189.] 


SIDEWALK ASSESSMENTS. 


Chapter 401 of the Acts of 1892 applies to sidewalks in 
streets already constructed. This act provides that “ the 
Mayor and Aldermen” may order “the Superintendent of 
Streets . . . to make a sidewalk” in such location, and 
of such materials as they may deem expedient. [1892, 401, 
§ 1.] The Superintendent apportions the cost to the several 
parcels of land, according to their frontage on the street in 
which the sidewalk is constructed. [1892, 401, § 3.] The 
order of the Mayor and Aldermen, and the apportionment of 
the Superintendent, in the operation of the law, take the 
place of the order and determination of the Street Commis- 
sioners, under the Act of 1891, as amended in 1892; other- 
wise, all proceedings, including the division of an unpaid 
assessment and the addition of interest thereto, are the same 
as when a street is constructed under the Board of Survey 
Act. This act [chapter 401, 1892] was repealed by chapter 
437 of 1893, so that this department will have no connec- 
tion with assessments for sidewalks built after the date of 
its passage, June 9, 1898. 


SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


Chapter 402 of the Acts of 1892 applies to sewers in 
streets already built, and requires that when sewers are 
laid they shall be built when the Mayor and Aldermen so 
order, and be paid for by assessments based on frontage, 
made by the Superintendent of Streets [see chapter 256 of 
the Acts of 1894]; and the machinery of this act is in all 
other respects made to conform to that of the Board of Sur- 
vey Act, with the following exceptions: Only lands within 
one hundred and twenty-five feet of the way in which the 
sewer is laid are included in theassessment. [1892, 402, 
§ 5; 1892, 418, §§ 5, 6, 8, 9.] A drain for any land out- 
side the line of one hundred and twenty-five feet can only 
enter the sewer “after the amount to be paid for an entry 
has been fixed by the Mayor and Aldermen.” [1892, 402, 

§ 5.] Interest shall not begin to run upon sewer assess- 
ments until after the expiration of thirty days from the com- 
pletion of the sewer on account of which the assessment is 
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made. [Chapter 227, Acts 1894.] When a sewer assess- 
ment is laid upon a church estate, or upon any other “ parcel 
of land for which the owner is by law exempt from being 
taxed, as determined by the Assessors . . . on application 
to them” by such owner, the Collector is required to 
“suspend the collection of such assessment” until a new 
owner holds the land, when its amount is collected without 
interest. [1892, 402, § 4.] But if the owner of an estate 
where the collection of a sewer assessment has been sus- 
pended desires to enter the sewer, he can do so, “after the 
amount to be paid for” such entry “has been fixed by the 
Mayor and Aldermen,” and when the estate passes to another 
owner, the original assessment, “less any payment made for 
an entry” into the sewer, “ becomes due and payable,” and 
must be collected, as if the day when the fee passed from 
grantor to grantee “were the date. of the passage of the 

order for making the sewer.” [1892, 402, 8§ 4, 5.] 
As the law now stands it must follow that if the amount 
then found to be due is not paid, it is to be collected as is 
provided for other unpaid sewer assessments ; that is, by ten 
annual instalments, with interest. Section 9 of chapter 418, 
of the Acts of 1892 provides that when an unpaid special 
assessment 1s apportioned and added toa tax-bill, it may ‘ be 
abated . . . as if a part of, and in the same manner as the 
city taxes.” In an opinion, dated December 8, 1892, the 
Corporation Counsel states that the power to make an abate- 
ment of such an assessment “ commences only when the . 
assessment is included in the tax-bill, and can only be exer- 
cised in curing mistakes in figures, facts, or the law, and 
confers upon” the Assessors “no power to abate for any 
other than a legal reason.” 

By chapter 359 of the Acts of 1896, full power to abate 
sewer assessments is given to the Board of Street Com- 
missioners, subject to the approval of the Mayor. 

Chapter 866 of the Acts of 1899 provides that the Board 
of Aldermen may divide the city into two or more street 
watering districts; and may provide that owners of estates 
abutting on public ways shall pay an assessment of a certain 
specific sum per linear foot of their estate so abutting. 

The Board of Assessors shall determine the amount of 
each assessment required to be paid for each estate in a dis- 
trict in accordance with the assessment provided for as afore- 
said for that district. 
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STREET RAILWAY ASSESSMENT. 


Chapter 578 of the Acts of 1898 directs that the assessors 
of every city and town in which street railways are operated 
shall assess on each company operating such railway therein 
an excise tax. Said tax is computed from the annual gross 
receipts per mile of track, and is assessed in the several cities 
and towns in which said railroads operate in proportion to the 
length of track in each city or town. The Boston Elevated 
Railway and all railways now owned or operated by it are for 
twenty-five years from June 10, 1897 exempt from the action 
of this statute, but said railroad pay, under chapter 500 of 
the Acts of 1897 a very similar tax to the Commonwealth, 
‘which tax is distributed by the Treasurer of the Common- 
wealth among the cities and towns in which said railroad 
operates. Boston’s proportion of this tax is $51,264.33. 

The amount of excise tax levied on street, railway com- 
panies under chapter 578, Acts 1898, $3,376.04.

The whole cost of lighting the streets and parks of the city during 
the financial year 1899-1900 was $678,915.35. On the 10th of January 
the city was lighted with 3,024 electric, 8,320 gas, 28 incandescent, 106 
fire-alarm and 2,551 naphtha lamps.

The price paid for electric lamps is 35 cents per light per night. The 
companies provide the posts, and furnish the lamps and current. The 
price paid for incandescent lamps is $2.50 per light per month in Rox- 
bury and South Boston, and $3 per light per month in Brighton. 

The price paid for gas lamps is $30 per year. The company fur- 
nishes mantles, boulevard lanterns and lights, and care for same. 

The posts are set and the underground service-pipes are laid and kept 
in repair by the various companies, under the direction of the Super- 
intendent of Lamps, and at the expense of the city, without pecuni- 
ary consideration or profit to the companies. 

The price paid for naphtha lamps is $22.81 each per year, or 6+ cents 
per night. The city furnishes the lanterns, and the company furnishes 
all material for lighting and repairs.

GALLOP’s ISLAND, containing about sixteen acres, was purchased in 
1860 for $6,600, used as a Quarantine Station, on which are a dwelling- 
house, barn, coal-shed, two hospitals, two buildings for the reception 
and care of immigrants, a bath-house, a disinfecting plant, and thirteen 
small buildings, formerly used as polling booths, but now placed on the 
island for use as hospitals; steamboat wharf, storehouse for infected 
cargoes and other buildings, with the live-stock, farming utensils, mer- 
chandise, provisions, tools, etc., for carrying on the Quarantine Station. 

DETENTION Hospirat, Swett street, two buildings erected in 1893. 

The contents of the lot are about 52,660 square feet. 

STEAMBOAT ‘ VIGILANT.’’ — This boat is about 734 tons burden, 95 
feet in length, 17 feet beam, and eight feet deep, and was built in Boston 
in 1886.

HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Trustees of the Boston 
City Hospital: 

The land bounded by Harrison avenue, East Concord street, Albany 
street and Massachusetts avenue. This lot consists of about 350,927 
square feet of land. Alsothe land to the south-west of Massachusetts 
avenue bounded by Albany street, Northampton street, and a passage- 
way near Harrison avenue, consisting of about 125,736 square feet. On 
the first lot mentioned is the City Hospital proper, which consists of a 
group of nineteen buildings. On the second lot mentioned is situated 
the South Department, a department for the infectious diseases, which 
consists of a group of seven buildings. 

The Trustees also have charge of a plot of land on the east side of 
Albany street in the rear of the hospital. On this lot is situated the 
ambulance stable, boiler-house, dynamo station, and coal-pocket. 

The Trustees also have charge of the Convalescent Home, situated 
on fifteen acres of land, at No. 2150 Dorchester avenue, near Dorchester 
Lower Mills. On this property is a three-story house with a two-story 
ell, with accommodations for thirty-four patients and eight employés. 
There is also a barn, stable, shed, and a bowling-alley. About one- 
half of this property is highly improved, and one-half woodland and

- Lot of land placed under the charge of the Trustees, by an order of

CHILDREN’S INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


MARCELLA-STREET Home. — Building formerly occupied by the city 
of Roxbury as analmshouse. Additions and alterations were made in 
1876-77 and 1881, for the accommodation of pauper and neglected 
children. Contents of lot, 338,337 square feet. No longer in use. 

PARENTAL Scuoou. — The Bolles estate, situated on Spring street, 
West Roxbury, consisting of about twenty-eight acres of land, dwelling- 
house, farmer’s house, stable, ice-house, boat-house, sheds, etc., was 
purchased in August, 1892, ata cost of $30,000, for a Parental School. 
. There have been erected on this place a kitchen and a laundry-house, 
three school buildings and two dormitory buildings, and hospital. 
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RAINSFORD ISLAND (with the buildings thereon), purchased in 1871, 
of the Commonwealth at a cost of $40,000, containing eleven acres. 
The buildings are occupied by the House of Reformation. 


INSANE HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


WoMEN’S DEPARTMENT. — In West Roxbury District. 

This site, originally purchased as a Home for the Poor, has been 
occupied exclusively by the insane since 1887. Contains about fifty 
acres, and is bounded on south-easterly side by Harvard street, south- 
westerly by Morton street, north-westerly by Canterbury street, and 
north-easterly by Austin street. 

On this estate are the original dwelling-house connected with the two 
institution buildings erected for the poor, three detached buildings for 
hospital wards, a building used for chapel and dining-room, with 
kitchen and storerooms, a boiler-house, with laundry in second story, 
a barn and stable, with silo, a hennery, ice-house, and two small out- 
buildings. 

This plant provides for 250 patients. 

MEN’s DEPARTMENT. — Situated on Walk Hill and Canterbury streets, 
West Roxbury, and containing about thirty-five acres, was purchased in 
1892 for a site for the new Lunatic Hospital, ata cost of $34,500. On it 
is a dwelling-house (twelve rooms). ‘Two tracts of land containing 
41 22-100 acres adjoining the Pierce Farm were purchased in 1893, cost- 
ing $23,000. There have been constructed for the Insane Hospital 
two hospital buildings, a domestic building, boiler and power-house. 
The stable and barn were removed to new locations. Occupied by 250 
patients. 


PAUPER INSTITUTIONS. DEPARTMENT. 


ALMSHOUSE, Alford street, Charlestown, is situated on a lot contain- 
ing 104,191 feet, near the Everett line, a short distance from the Malden 
bridge. The building is of brick, built in 1849; is 100 feet long by 45 
feet wide, three and one-half stories high, with two wings, 39 feet by 19 
feet, and two wings, one story high, 45 feet by 17 feet. One hundred 
and sixty inmates can be accommodated. There are a large barn and 
other out-buildings upon the lot. 

Lone IsLANnp.— Contains about 182 acres. A building accommodat- 
ing 500 persons was erected on this island in the years 1886 and 1887, 
and is now occupied by male paupers. A building for about 250 female 
paupers, a hospital with 275 beds, a chapel, seating 800, a power-house, 
just completed, about 116 feet long by 40 feet wide and two stories 
high, and a house for the superintendent, have since been erected. 
There are a large barn, piggery and other farm buildings, and a reser- 
voir with capacity of 180,000,000 gallons, on the premises. 

STEAMER ‘‘ JOHN HowaArp.’’— This boat was transferred from the 
Penal Institutions Department on October 2, 1899. She is 38.14 tons 
burden, 70.7 feet long, 14.5 feet beam, 5.65 feet draught, and was built at 
East Boston at a cost of $18,000. Her berth is at Long Island, where, 
being fully equipped for fire duty, she can be called on at a moment’s 
notice should a fire occur on any of the islands. 

The boat is used for the conveyance to and from the city of the visit- 
ing medical staff of the Long Island Hospital, the heads of the depart- 
ments conducting institutions on Long, Rainsford and Deer Islands, and 
the clergy officiating therein. 


PENAL INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 
The following property is in charge of the Penal Institutions Com- 
missioner: 
HovusE OF CORRECTION, DEER ISLAND. — Containing about 134 acres 


of upland, about fifty acres of flats, on which are the large brick build- 
ing, cell building and dynamo building, a brick and wooden building 
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for women, a farm-house, brick work-shop, and receiving-house, 
laundry, bakery and engineer’s house, piggery, two large barns, hospi- 
tal and other buildings; steamboat wharf and another landing place; 
stone-sheds,' farming utensils, live-stock, merchandise, provisions, 
tools, etc., required for carrying on the House of Correction at Deer 
Island. 

HovusE OF CorRECTION, SouTH Boston. — This institution, including 
the old lunatic hospital now used in part as a hospital, occupies an area 
of 821,875 feet of upland, to which is appended about 1,310,700 feet of 
flats, which, with the Master’s house, workshop, outhouses and other 
appendages, the furniture, farming and mechanics’ tools and utensils, 
provisions, machinery for manufacturing, horses and other live-stock, 
belong to the city. There are in the House of Correction workshop 
two steam-engines and three boilers, with shafting, etc., for carrying 
- machinery, and the necessary apparatus for heating the prison work- 
shops and chapel with steam. 

STEAMER ‘J. PUTNAM BRADLEE.’’— This boat is 340 tons burden, 
140 feet long, 26 feet 3 inches beam, 45 feet breadth over all, 8 feet 6 
inches deep, and was built at Greenpoint, L. I., in 1875. Cost, includ- 
ing outfit, $45,836.19. 

This boat is used for conveying prisoners, passengers, provisions, 
etc., to and from the city to the Deer, Rainsford and Long Island 
Institutions.

Boston Provident Association, Industrial Aid Society, Boston Sewing 
Circle, German Aid Society, Ladies’ Codperative Visiting Society, the 
Associated Charities, West End Branch of the Homceopathic Medical 
Dispensary, the Federation of Jewish Charities, Boston Children’s Aid 
Society and St. Vincent de Paul Society. A Physician of the Board 
of Health also occupies a room in this building. 

TEMPORARY HOME FOR THE DeEstTITUTE is located at the corner of 
Chardon and Bowker streets. This building and the one above men- 
tioned were erected on a lot, the contents of which are 19,962 square 
. feet. The total cost of these buildings, with the land and the boiler- 
house in the rear, was $210,494.38.

Paving Division. 


Building and wharf on Albany street, opposite Sharon street. The 
building is of brick and wood, and covers some 8,000 square feet of 
land, and is divided into a shed for storage, blacksmith’s and carpen- 
ter’s shops, tool-room and stable. The total contents of the lot, in- 
cluding wharf and building, are 63,180 square feet. 

Fort Hill wharf, containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge of the 
Paving Department May 18, 1874, to be used for the landing and storage 
of paving-blocks and gravel until such time as said wharf shall be 
wanted for the extension of Oliver street.

BOSTON FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


By chapter 107 of the Acts of 1880, the Mayor of the city of Boston 
forthe time being (and his successors in office), the Fire Commissioner 
of the city of Boston for the time being (and his successors in office), 
were constituted a body corporate for the purpose of receiving and 
holding all sums of money, and real and persunal estate, not exceeding 
in the aggregate two hundred thousand dollars, which may be given, 
granted, bequeathed, or devised to it for the benefit of members of the 
Boston Fire Department, or their families, requiring assistance, or for 
the benefit of any persons, or the families of any persons, who have been 
such members, requiring assistance. The property so held shall be 
known as the Boston Firemen’s Relief Fund. The said body corporate 
shall have authority to manage and dispose of the same and the income 
thereof according to their best discretion, subject to the provisions of 
any and all trusts which may be created for the purposes aforesaid. 

In accordance with the provisions of the foregoing act, the following- 
named persons, viz.: the Mayor, Thomas N. Hart; Fire Commissioner, 
Henry S. Russell— now constitute the Board of Trustees; Thomas 
N. Hart, Mayor, President; Henry S. Russell, Treasurer; Michael J. 
Lafferty, Secretary.

vided by the will, ‘‘ in the purchase of land and for the erection thereon 
of the Franklin Trades School, and for the equipment of the same.’’ 
This money has not been expended for this purpose, but is drawing 
interest in the hands of the City Treasurer as a special appropriation, 
its amount being on January 31, 1900, $368,880.07. 

The balance of the Fund, which was retained by its Treasurer, will 
remain invested in loans as provided by the will until July 1, 1991, 
when it will be divided between the city of Boston and Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts in the proportions suggested in the bequest. This 
amount in the hands of the Treasurer of the fund on January 1, 1900, 
was $129.608.66.

PEMBERTON Funp. — This fund comprises bequests and gifts made to 
the city of Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from ‘‘ A. B.’’ Daniel 
Oliver, Margaret Blackadar, Alice Quick, Annie Wheelwright, Mary 
Ireland, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, Will- 
iam Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, ‘‘a citizen 
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of Boston,’? Anonymous, Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Higginson, 
Walter E. Hawes, and Wm. B. Spooner. The most important, however, 
of the bequests, was from BENJAMIN PEMBERTON, whose will was 
proved June 25, 1782, and for that reason his name has been given to the 
fund. The income of this fund is to be expended at the discretion of 
the Overseers, in semi-annual payments to the poor of this city. The 
amount of this fund January 31, 1900, was $135,526.28. 


Boyuston Funpvs.—These funds were from a bequest by JOHN 
BoyuistTon, who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 1795. 
One portion of the bequests is ordered to be paid to ‘‘ Poor and decayed 
householders of the Town of Boston,’’ ‘‘not under fifty years of age,’’ 
‘*¢ persons of good character, and reduced by the act of Providence, not 
by indolence, extravagance or other vice.’’ The other portion to be 
applied to ‘‘nurture and instruction of Poor Orphans and Deserted 
Children of the Town of Boston, until fourteen years of age.”’ 

The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, January 31, 1900, to $30,577.17. 

The Boylston Education Fund amounted, January 31, 1900, to 
$149,097.73. 


Mason Funp. — Was a bequest of JONATHAN MASON, by will dated 
July 15, 1798. Interest to be paid annually to the Chaplain of the 
almshouse or workhouse. Interest to be added until one is appointed. 
The interest is now paid annually towards the salaries of the Chaplains 
of the House of Correction, Deer Island, and the Almshouse, Lon 
Island. Amount of Mason Fund, January 31, 1900, was $8,502.50. 


DEXTER FUND. — Was a bequest of SAMUEL DEXTER, by will dated 
May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such objects of charity 
as are not supported in the almshouse, though sometimes relieved by 
the Overseers of the Poor. Amount of Dexter Fund January 31, 1900, 
$5,484.74. 


JEFFRIES FuND.— Was a bequest of DAvip JEFFRIES, former Town 
Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. Income to be applied to the 
purchase of tea and coffee, chocolate and sugar for the refreshment of 
those persons who, in the Providence of God, are or shall be obliged to 
seek refuge in the almshouse, after having lived reputably, but always 
giving preference to the pious poor. Amount of Jeffries Fund, January 
31, 1900, $7,025.96. 


Lucy BuLLMAN CHARITY. — Consists of an estate on Cambridge and 
Joy streets, in this city, which came into possession of the city of Bos- 
ton in 1872, in accordance with the will of Lucy BULLMAN, proved at 
Probate Court, Suffolk County, January 9, 1832, in which it is provided 
that, upon the death of certain persons therein named, said estate is 
given to the city of Boston, upon condition that the estate never be 
sold, but the income used for the benefit of the poor. The estate is 
valued at about $10,300. Funds on hand January 31, 1900, $24,197.14. 

By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor, January 4, 
1873, this estate was placed in charge of the Overseers of the Poor. 


DAvip Sears Cuariry. — This is a fund contributed by the late 
DAvip SeARs for the relief of the poor. Amount of fund January 31,

PIERCE FuEL Funp. — Legacy left to the City of Charlestown by the 
late CALEB PIERCE, who died September 7, 1860, and which was ac- 
cepted by the Charlestown City Council May, 1861. Income to be 
expended in purchasing fuel for indigent widows, whose husbands had 
resided in Charlestown at least one year before their decease, said 
widows still continuing to reside in Charlestown.

and Portuguese languages and literature. At the end of twenty-five 
years the income of said sum is to be expended annually in the pur- 
chase of books of permanent value, either in the Spanish or Portuguese 
languages, or in such other languages as may be deemed expedient by 
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those having charge of the Library. The books bequeathed or pur- 
chased are always to be freely accessible for reference or study, but are 
not to be loaned for use outside of the Library building. If these be- 
quests are not accepted by the city, and the trusts and conditions faith- 
fully executed, the books, manuscripts and money are to be given to 
the President and Fellows of Harvard College. 

In order that the city might receive the immediate benefit of this 
contribution, Anna Ticknor, widow of the donor, relinquished her right 
to retain during her life the books and manuscripts, and placed them 
under the control of the city, the City Council having previously ac-

On the 18th of April, the 
same year, it was ‘‘ Voted that the Town Treasurer deliver to Aaron 
Putnam, Esq., Treasurer of the Trustees of the Charlestown Free 
Schools, all the money, bonds, notes of hand, etc. (being the property 
of said free schools), that now are, or may come into his, the Town 
Treasurer’s hand.” 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner 
of electing the School Committee, provides that the persons thus 
chosen shall have ‘‘all the powers and privileges, and be subject to all 
the liabilities, set forth” in the Act to incorporate certain persons by 
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the name of the Trustees of Charlestown Free Schools; the act of 
annexation to Boston provided for the continuance of this corporation 
in the members of the School Committee of the City of Boston from 
the Charlestown District. 

By an Act approved March 138, 1877, the School Committee were 
incorporated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School Trust 
Fund, to ‘‘ manage said funds, and disburse the income thereof within 
the limits of the former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of 
the instruments creating said trust.’’

Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1899, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston 
or the County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking fund re- 
quirements and maturing debt not provided for by sinking fund, the 
respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, 
hereby appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects 
and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriations for Water Department, current 
expenses, and the payments to the State under the provisions of chapter 
488 of the Acts of 1895, and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and 
for the interest and sinking fund requirements for loans issued for water 
purposes, be met by the income from said works; that the appropria- 
tion for maintenance of the Sewer Division of the Street Department, 
and for the interest and sinking fund requirements for loans issued for 
sewerage works, be met with the sewerage charges determined as pro-

APPROPRIATIONS AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL 
YEAR 1900-1901. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1900, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston 
or the County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking fund re- 
quirements, and maturing debt not provided for by sinking fund, the 
respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, 
hereby appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects 
and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriations for Water Department, current 
expenses, and the payments to the State under the provisions of chapter 
488 of the Acts of 1895 and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and 
for the interest and sinking fund requirements for loans issued for water 
purposes, be met by the income from said works; that the other appro- 
priations hereinafter specified be met out of the money remaining in the 
treasury at the close of business on January 31, 1900, exclusive of the 
money raised by loan or needed to carry out the requirements of any 
statute, gift, trust or special appropriation, and by the income of the 
financial year beginning February 1, 1900, and by taxes to the amount of 
$10,794,110, and that said amount be raised by taxation on the polls and 
estates taxable in the City of Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income of 
the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury and then credited to the appropriation of the depart- 
ment or division rendering such service or doing such work, and that 
all contributions made to any appropriation be expended for the objects 
and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell at such times and in 
such amounts as he may deem best, bonds, notes or certificates of 
indebtedness of the City of Boston, not exceeding seven million dollars 
in the total, in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal year; 
that all such bonds, notes or certificates of indebtedness be dated the 
day the money for the same is received, be made payable with the 
interest thereon at the office of the City Treasurer within the current 
municipal year, from the taxes of said year, and bear interest from their 
date until the same are made payable at such rate as said Treasurer 
shall deem proper. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the 
City Council, and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of 
the state tax of the year 1900, or of any other taxes or assessments pay- 
able to the Commonwealth, be due and payable on the first day of 
October, 1900; that all such taxes paid after the first day of November, 
1900, bear interest from and including said day until paid, at the rate of 
81X per cent. per annum up to the first day of January, 1901, and at the 
rate of seven per cent. per annum after and including said first day of 
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January, except that taxes assessed upon shares of stock of national 
banks shall bear interest at the rate of twelve per cent. per annum from 
and including said first day of November until paid; and that all interest 
which shall have become due on taxes shall be added to and be a part 
of such taxes. 

Ordered, That the City Auditor, from time to time during the year 
may, with the approval of the Mayor, make transfers within any depart- 
ment from the appropriation for current expenses of one division of a 
department to the appropriation for current expenses of any other divi- 
sion of the same department, and may, with the further approval of 
the Committee on Finance, make transfers from the reserve fund to 
any appropriation for current expenses of a department; and that said 
Auditor may, with the approval of the Mayor, between December 1, 
1900, and February 1, 1901, make transfers from any appropriation to 
any other appropriation, and apply any of the income and taxes not 
disposed of in closing the accounts for the financial year.

DEAR Sir, — The object which the Trustees of Public 
Baths have kept before themselves since the creation of the 
department two years ago has been to meet the needs of 
the greatest possible number of people for bathing facili- 
ties. The tables at the end of this report will show the con- 
siderable degree of success which has been attained in this 
direction. . The effect of the work of the department pri- 
marily in connection with the public baths, but also more 
recently in connection with that of the public gymnasiums, is 
already, we believe, bringing this department into a sphere 
of educational and moral influence similar to that of the older 
departments of the city government which have to do dis- 
tinctly with the physical and moral welfare of the people. 

It is the belief of the Trustees that the widespread in- 
crease of bodily cleanliness and sound physical training which 
is resulting from the work of the department will, in due 
time, noticeably advance the general average of public health 
and public order, and in these ways tend to reduce the cost 
of maintenance in those departments of the city dealing 
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directly with disease, pauperism and crime. Irom several 
neighborhoods in which important centres of the depart- 
ment are located significant testimony in this direction has 
already come. When it is considered that the daily expenses 
of the City Hospital are about $1,000, and those of the two 
Houses of Correction are about $600, it becomes an impor- 
tant practical question for the city how to prevent the causes 
which lead to the enormous expenses of the city’s penal and 
charitable institutions. 


GENERAL SUMMARY. 


The work of supplying public bathing facilities in Boston 
began thirty-four years ago, with the provision of several 
floating bath-houses and the L-street bathing beach. The 
department now has under its charge thirteen floating baths 
in many parts of the city, wherever an available water-side 
can be found. It has six beach baths for salt-water bathing, 
and two river beaches, one in the Neponset river, and one in 
_ the Charles river, at West Roxbury. The special new work 
of the department is in connection with the two swimming 
pools, one at Orchard park, in Ward 17, and one on Cabot 
street, Ward 18, the Dover-street bath-house, the gymnasiums 
in Kast Boston and South Boston, and the underground pub- 
lic convenience station on Boston Common. ‘Two gymnasiums, 
one in Ward 9, and the other in Ward 19, are fully equipped, 
and ready for use as soon as appropriations can be voted for 
their maintenance expenses. On Ninth street, in Ward 16, a 
foundation has been laid for a gymnasium and bath. A small 
sum of money still remains for the continuance of this work, 
but a further appropriation is essential before it will be possi- 
able for the department to proceed with the erection of this 
building which is so much needed in that rapidly-growing 
section of the city. The idea of the Trustees is to provide 
in this building an all-the-year-round swimming pool like the 
one which has been such a success in Brookline. 


FLOATING BATHS. 


Little need be said about the use of the floating baths. 
The limited amount of the department’s appropriation’ made 
it necessary to shorten the season for these houses somewhat. 
The new ‘houses, designed and constructed under the direction 
of the department, have proved thoroughly satisfactory. The 
most obvious of all the needs of the department at present 
is for a number of new floating baths upon this model to 
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‘take the place of those which are now so old as to be altogether 


unsuitable for use. . 
BEACHES. 


In connection with the beach bath also, the department 
was somewhat hampered by its limited appropriation, but 
the great popularity and usefulness of the beaches during 
the heated season was abundantly demonstrated. The good 
order maintained at these beaches, even on the most crowded 
days, is a source of marked satisfaction. Great care has been 
taken by the Trustees to provide against the chance of acci- 
dent, and since it has had charge of the beaches, among . 
hundreds of thousands of bathers, no life has been lost, In 
1898 an experiment was tried of providing bathing suits, with- 
out charge, at the North End park beach. It was felt that a 
large proportion of the people in that district would be shut 
off from the opportunities of the beach if even a small charge 
was made. During the past summer it was impossible for 
the department to continue this system, and a charge of five 
cents was made for each bathing suit. To be sure there was 
not so much hot weather in 1899 as in 1898, but the fact 
that the number of bathers fell off 50 per cent. seriously 
raises the question whether it is not better policy for the city 
to undertake the slightly increased expense of supplying 
bathing suits, rather than have so many people fail of the 
sanitary and recreative value which the beach affords. 

It is aserious limitation of the usefulness of L-street beach 
that at present swimming is possible only six hours a day, 
while the tide is in. The Trustees would strongly recom- 
mend that an appropriation be made for excavating the beach, 
so as to make swimming possible at all hours of the day, 
independently of the tide. 


POOLs. 


The two swimming pools are located on either side of 
Roxbury, the only district in the city which does not have 
some sort of water front. One is in the Cabot-street bath- 
house, which was originally erected for this purpose, but was 
for many years out of use. It is the hope of the Trustees 
that in due time a gymnasium may be erected on this site, 
and that the swimming pool may be available for use through- 
out the entire year. The other swimming pool is on the edge 
of Orchard park, a small open space on the eastern side of 
the Roxbury district. The Cabot-street pool is covered by 
a frame building, which includes a ward-room. The Orchard 


park pool is surrounded with a closed fence, but has no roof. 


. 
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DOVER-STREET BATH—HOUSE. 


The fact that during its first calendar year of service the 
Dover-street bath-house has provided baths for 300,000 people 
seems to the Trustees to set at rest the question of the 
value of such a public institution. The constituency of the 
bath-honse includes people of many different nationalities and 
industrial grades from various parts of the city. About 
thirty per cent. of the bathers are women and girls, which is a 
somewhat higher percentage of female bathers than is reported 
from the municipal baths in foreign cities. 


GYMNASIUMS. 


The gymnasium on Paris street in East Boston, which was 
presented to the city three years ago by a lady interested in 
the public welfare, has continued, and increased its remark- 
able usefulness. The demand for its facilities is so great, 
especially during the afternoon and evening, that few if any 
more persons could be accommodated. Gratifying testimony 
has been given by the principal of the Lyman School, the 
police captain at the East Boston station, and by local 
clergymen, as to the physical and moral value of the gymna- 
sium, especially in its effects upon the children. The 
building, which was originally erected for a skating rink, is 
by this time, in many respects, dilapidated, and is fast becom- 
ing wholly unsuited to meet the great demands made upon 
it. The Board would strongly urge the necessity of a new 
gymnasium building in East Boston. 

The example of the donor of the East Boston gymnasium 
is one that might well be followed by other public-spirited 
citizens, and it is a pleasure to the Board to note that an 
informal offer has been made to the city of the use of a well- 
equipped gymnasium in Ward 7 for a period of ten years. 


NEW GYMNASIUM, SouTtH BOSTON. 


The South Boston Gymnasium, the first to be built by the 
city, though opened only a few months ago, has already 
attained a degree of success equal to that of the East 
Boston gymnasium. ‘These gymnasiums are fitted with an 
ample supply of gymnastic apparatus, lockers and shower 
baths. Men and women come at different times. There are 
large classes for both sexes at each gymnasium. ‘The class 
work is under highly skilled direction, and is conducted with 
great care. The motive of the Trustees is to encourage 
well-directed exercise on the part of the greatest possible 
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number of people rather than have time devoted to competi- 
tive sports which involve only a few persons, and are often 
of doubtful advantage to them. 

There is no room for doubt that in all the congested dis- 
tricts of the city public gymnasiums, open all-the-year-round, 
would be as successful and valuable as are the two already in 
operation. 7 
PUBLIC CONVENIENCE STATIONS. 


The department has charge of twelve convenience stations 
in various parts of the city, in addition to those on the 
Common and Public Garden. The Trustees are strongly 
of the opinion that most of those scattered throughout the 
city ought to be replaced with a much better type of struct- 
ure. The underground station on the Common has already 
sufficiently justified the department in constructing it. The 
general public use which has been made of it, the average 
daily attendance being 6,000, indicates that it might be well 
to construct two or three similar stations in down-town 
squares. 

LAUNDRIES. 


There are two laundries under the charge of the Bath 
Trustees, the principal one at the Dover-street bath- 
house; a smaller oné at the North End park. The latter is 
used only during the summer time. ‘The Dover-street 
laundry, in addition to washing towels and bathing suits 
for this department, has done the work of laundering towels 
used in offices of some of the city departments. As the 
capacity of the laundry is by no means exhausted the Board 
is very desirous of having more work of this kind, much, if 
not all, of which is now given to private parties, and which 
might be done in the laundry which the city owns and main- 
tains.

As medical director for the women and children, it has been 
my privilege to observe the excellent results obtained from the 
gymnasium work under proper direction, and to realize how very 
important are such benefits to the health of the general public. 

Beginning with the children, who range from nine to fifteen 
years of age, we find a large number having spines slightly 
curved to either side, which, left unnoticed, would probably result 
in many deformities.. A few simple exercises, especially adapted 
for these curvatures, taken regularly, have straightened these 
spines; and where the observation could be continued a second 
year, as at the East Boston Gymnasium, they have remained 
undeformed. 

Many of the children have been educated to the use of the baths 
regularly, and among the foreign element, where the idea of bath- 
ing is associated with dire results, catching a cold, etce., the ~ 
idea of personal beauty, exemplified by cleanliness, was more 
efficacious than physical force. 

At the South Boston Gymnasium many of the girls work in 
factories, stores, offices, and therefore among them were found 
chest deficiencies and digestive disturbances. Although the time 
has been short a marked improvement has been observed in 
several cases where regular exercise, together with a simple pre- | 
scription, was all that was required. They have exhibited a deep 
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interest in their general health, by constantly seeking advice 


regarding the work, and the taking of the baths.

1, 1899, to January 31, 1900.

The number of permits granted for first and second-class 
buildings is 642; for third-class buildings, 1,167; for alter- 
ations, 2,454; for setting of steam boilers, engines, etc., 
1,199; for plumbing, 5,661; for gas-fitting work, 15,040; 
making a total of 26,163 permits granted during the year. 

The number of examinations made upon buildings in pro- 
cess of construction is 31,246; of alterations, 11,288; of 
boilers, engines, etc. (relative to setting), 1,918; plumbing 
work, 22,039; gas-fitting work, 15,325; elevators, 2,842; 
egress, 2,460; plans, 5,002; specials, 269; fires and acci- 
dents, 2,414; making a total of 94,803 examinations. 
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These examinations occasioned 372 reports relative to 
unsafe buildings, dangerous chimneys, etc.; 2,414 reports 
relative to fires and accidents; 1,153 reports relative to vio- 
lations; and 6,293 final reports (buildings completed) ; 
making a total of 10,1382 reports made during the year. 

The number of notices issued for violation of the statutes, 
etc., is 1,105; for unsafe buildings, walls, etc., 143; for 
dangerous chimneys, 48 ; for additional means of egress, 37T ; 
and for miscellaneous purposes, 1,546; making a total of 
3,219 notices issued during the year. 

Of the 5,002 plans submitted during the year, 4 103 1 were 
approved and 899 were disapproved. The department re- 
ferred to the Board of Appeal for its approval 159 applications 
to restore premises to original condition (same being damaged 
by fire). Of this number eight applications were not ap- 
proved by the Board of Appeal. 

Two appeals referred to the Board of Appeal were sus- 
_ tained, and six appeals were not sustained. 

The Board of Appeal also approved omission of fire-proofing 
in one case, as provided for in section 51, chapter 419, of the 
Acts of 1892. 

The department received six appeals, and referred same to 
the Board of Appeal; also received 17 communications from 
the Board of Appeal. 
~ Of the 642 permits issued for first and second-class build- 
ings, 426 were for dwellings, 54 for dwellings and stores, 
18 for offices and stores, 17 for stables, 14 for stores, 4 for 
school-houses, 9 for offices, 7 for manufacturing, 5 for mer- 
cantile, 8 for storage, 8 for tenement-houses, and the remainder 
for miscellaneous purposes. 

For third-class buildings, for which 1,105 permits were 
eranted, 862 were for dwellings, 37 for stables, 29 for sheds, 
25 for storage, 27 for stores, 15 for dwellings and stores, 11 
for offices, and the remainder for miscellaneous purposes. 

The greatest number of permits granted for first and second- 
class buildings in any one ward is Ward 19, 117; Ward 11, 
78; Ward 18,62; Ward 17,59; Ward 6, 46; Ward 21, 34; 
Ward 25, 34; Ward 10, 29; Ward 12, 23; and the remain- 
der distributed through the remaining wards. 

The greatest number of permits granted in any one ward 
for third-class buildings is Ward 20, 300; Ward 23, 121; 
Ward 24, 115; Ward 25, 94; Ward 21, 89; Ward 19, 71; 
Ward 16, 60; Ward 1, 60; Ward 14, 49; Ward 22, 39; 
Ward 15, 23; and the remainder distributed through the re- 
maining wards. 

The number of first and second-class buildings completed

and upon which final reports have been rendered during the 
year is 471, at an estimated cost above the land of $7,292,675. 

The number of third-class buildings completed and upon 
which final reports have been rendered during the year is 
1,240, at an estimated cost above the land of $5,198,110. 

The number of alterations completed during the year is 
2,509, at an estimated cost of $6,291,800. 

The number of plumbing jobs completed during the year 
is 4,079, at an estimated cost of $682,081. The number of © 
boilers, etc., set, 1,869, at an estimated cost of $747,087. 
The number of gas fixtures and piping installed is 8,712, at 
an estimated cost of $256,201; making a total estimated 
increase in tax valuation, by construction and improvements, 
of $20,467,954.

GAS ACCIDENT RECORD. 


On February 19 Miss Laura McPherson, a lodger at 168 Northampton 
street, Ward 12, was asphyxiated by illuminating gas while sleeping. Miss 
McPherson occupied a front room on top story of building. The room had 
one gas fixture on side wall and one burner bracket, which was provided 
with stove fitting for a six-tube radiator. It was found, upon examination, 
that the stop-cock of fitting was turned on, also valve of radiator. Itis 
supposed that the stop-cock of gas-stove fitting was accidentally turned on, 
while valve to radiator was left open, thus permitting gas to escape into 
room. 


Samuel Wright was found dead in toilet-room of premises 21 Columbia 
street, Ward 7, about 9.30 A.M., February 17. Mr. Wright was in a Bitting 
position upon floor. The stop-cock of gas bracket was turned on full, and 
judging from appearance, means of ventilation and crevices being stopped, 
death was premeditated. 


Escaping gas from leak in the street main penetrated beneath foundations 
of building Nos. 19 and 21 Gray street, Ward 10, February 16. No. 21 was 
unoccupied. In premises No. 19 two persons were overcome by the effects 
of gas and removed to the City Hospital. One, Albert Davenport, a lodger, 
was dead when found in his room. 


Miss Mary Sherman, about 20 years old, employed in family 6 Par- 
sons street, Ward 25, was suffocated by gas, February 15. She occupied 
room on third floor, which was provided with a combination gascock, 
which was found turned on. Miss Sherman had been in ill-health, and it is 
presumed she attempted to light the gas, and, having turned on the cock, 
become suddenly ill and failed to ignite it. 


February 6, Nathaniel Mc Carthy, 50 years old, was asphyxiated by illumi- 
nating gas in lodging-house 148 Shawmut avenue. Theroom was lighted by 
gas bracket, which was provided with independent cock supplying gas for 
a six-tube gas radiator. The rubber tube used with radiator was found to 
be defective, leaking badly when gas was turned on. It is thought that the 
cock on fixture supplying radiator was accidentally turned on, allowing 
gas to escape into room through the tube. 


S. C. Hart, 26 years old, of Cleveland, O., was found in an unconscious 
state in room, 16 Hancock street, Ward 8, on February 6. The room was 
situated in the rear on fifth floor, and had one window and one door It 
was lighted by gas bracket at foot of bed, between door and window. The 
key of fixture was found partly turned on, allowing escape of gas into room. 
Mr. Hart was removed to the Massachusetts General Hospital. 


March 3 Mr. E. Cassidy was found dead in bed from the effects of 
illuminating gas. He was a lodger in the premises 6 Hersey place, Ward 
7. When the room was entered the gascock of the gas bracket was found 
turned on. 
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One Mr. Resbell, lodging in premises 2 Myrtle street, Ward 8, was found 
unconscious from the effects of illuminating gas in his room on March 3. 
He occupied a room on the second floor. One two-light gas bracket was 
provided in room, the key of which was turned on. He was conveyed to 
the Massachusetts General Hospital. 


March 3 Max Lebourel, an artist, with studio at 24 Temple place, Ward 7, 
was discovered dead, with the gas turned on. The gas fixture was a com- 
mon stiff bracket, with pillar burner. The cock of this bracket was found 
open. 


Daniel E. Sullivan, 33 years old, was found unconscious in room in the 
Hotel Rossmore, corner Atlantic avenue and High street, Ward 7, on March 
4, The room had a one-burner gas bracket, with check burner and shade. 
The burner was found unscrewed from the bracket and check removed 
from burner. The turning on full of cock caused gas to escape into room. 


March 8 Ernest Renaube was found unconscious in his room, 9 Shawmut 
street, Ward 10. The two-light gas fixture had one burner turned on full, 
allowing gas to fill room. The other burner was partially turned on and 
lighted. The room had three doors and two windows, one window being 
open at time of occurrence. 


Bertha Fay, 55 years old, residing at the Hotel Brookline, on St. Paul 
street, Ward 10, was overcome by illuminating gas in her room on March 
14. The room was lighted by one two-light gas fixture, and had two doors 
and two windows. When she was discovered the gas-cock of fixture was 
partly turned on. 


March 17 Mr. A. Tumbley, 30 years old, was overcome by illuminating 
as in room. .at Hotel Ludwig, 181 Hanover street, Ward 6. There was one- 
ight gas bracket in room, the key of which was found turned on and gas 

unlighted. He was conveyed to the Massachusetts General Hospital. 


John L. Breck, an artist, was discovered in bed in room at the St. Botolph 
Club, 6 Newbury street, Ward 11, suffocated from gas, on March 20. The 
room he occupied had one window, one door, and one one-light gas bracket, 
with cock for stove fitting. The cock of stove fitting was turned on about 
three-quarters way, and it appeared that while turning off cock of bracket 
the key of stove fitting was accidentally turned on. 


March 22 one John M. Dacey, 37 years old, was found dead in room at 
Hotel Harrison, 79 Harrison avenue, Ward 7. He occupied a room on third 
floor front. In room there was a stiff gas bracket, with pillar burner and 
shade. The stop-cock of fixture was found turned on, allowing escape of 
gas into room. 


On March 24 Edward Hall, 26 years old, was found dead in his room on 
the third floor rear of building 21 Staniford street, Ward 8. The room had 
one door and window, also one-light gas bracket. The cock of gas bracket 
was found turned on. 


On May 24 William T. W. Ball and wife were found dead in their rooms 
in house 12 Akron street, Ward 21, from the effects of escaping illuminat- 
ing gas. The windows in house were found all closed, and the sixteen gas 
burners through the various rooms turned on full. 


Mrs. Clement Marliave was nearly suffocated by illuminating gas in her 
room at 103 Bosworth place, Ward 7, on June 1. The cocks on both gas 
burners in room occupied by Mrs. Marliave were very loose, and permitted 
escape of gas. 


June 7 Miss Myrtie Sylvester was discovered in her room, suffocated 
by illuminating gas, 2 Boylston place, Ward 7. Miss Sylvester rented 
building as a lodging-house, and from a note found in her room it appears 
she was despondent withher ill-success. Two of the gas burners in room 
were turned on. 


On August 1 Michael McDonough turned on gas at stove in building 38 
Park square, and did notignite the same. The gas accumulated in room 
ay caused an explosion. Mr. McDonough was sent to the Emergency 

ospital. 
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Charles Silver, 19 years old, was found dead from effects of illuminating 
gas in his room at 67 Waverly street, Ward 21, August 16. The room was 
provided with one gas bracket, the key of which was turned on. From 
conditions at time of examination, judge it must have been through care- 
lessness, and was purely an accident. 


At the Crawford House, situate on Court and Brattle streets, Ward 6, 
John Turi, occupying room on fourth floor, was found dead, having been 
asphyxiated by illuminating gas, August 29. The room was 6 feet by 10 
feet, and was lighted by one window and one gas bracket. The key to 
bracket was found turned partially on. 


Daniel J. Dacey, 36 years old, boarding at 785 East Fourth street, Ward 
15, wasfound dead in bed, September 30. He occupied a room about 9 feet 
by 11 feet 6inches. It had one door and two windows. One window was 
open at top when the body was found. The gas bracket was on side of 
room, the key of which was turned on. It is presumed Mr. Dacey, through 
illness, turned on gas without igniting same. 


October 25 L. C. C. Gatcomb, 45 years old, turned on gas in room occupied 
by him at 445 Shawmut avenue, Ward 12. From examination it was 
shown that death was not accidental, as all means of ventilation in room 
had been closed up. 


At 111 Winthrop street, Ward 17, November 10, Mrs. Jane J. Sennott, a 
widow, aged 65, and her sister, Miss Elizabeth Sarsfield, 75 years of age, 
were found dead in their room on the second floor, having been asphyxiated 
by escaping gas from gas-cock of range in kitchen, which key was found to 
be turned on half way. From examination of premises it was thought that 
deaths were accidental. 


Mr. Henry Chapman and wife engaged a room at 211 Pleasant street, 
December 8, and retired. About 1.30 A.M. a strong odor of gas was 
noticed in house, and, upon examination, Mr. Chapman was found to be 
dead, and his wife unconscious, from the effects of escaping gas from burner 
inroom. The cock on gas fixture was turned on full, probably caused by 
ignorance on part of inmates as to use. Mrs. Chapman was conveyed to 
the City Hospital. 


December 14 two sailors of the ‘‘ Olympia,’’ occupying room on the second 
floor of Charlesbank Hotel on Charles street, corner Cambridge street, 
Ward 8, were found in bed in an unconscious condition from the effects of 
illuminating gas. The room was lighted by one window and one gas 
bracket. From conditions at time of examination it was deemed to be an 
accident, caused by carelessness of occupants, gas-cock being turned on. 
One of the men died shortly after arrival of physician. 


December 28 John Sheehan, about 35 years old, was found dead in bed in 
front room, first story of building 39 Tyler street, Ward 7. Upon examina- 
tion it was learned that room was provided with a three-light gas chan- 
delier in the centre. One key of the chandelier was turned on full, per- 
mitting gas to fill room. 


At 69-71 Beach street, January 25, 1900, Elie Sarazin was found uncon- 
scious in bed in upper front room. An examination showed that room had 
stiff gas bracket, the key of which was partly turned on. The window and 
transom over door in room were closed. He was taken to the Emergency 
Hospital.

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ELEVATOR AND Hoistway ACCIDENT RECORD. 


January 28, in store 615 Washington street, Ward 7, a child, 5 years of age, 
accompanied by his grandmother, was riding up on passenger elevator. At 
the second story the car stopped to permit passengers to get off, when the 
child, supposing his grandmother was among them, stepped off with the 
rest. When he discovered his error he attempted to get on to the elevator. 
The conductor of the car had started it up, not noticing the boy. He 
squeezed through the door, and, as the elevator ascended, fell to the bottom 
of well, about thirty-five feet. He was taken to the Emergency Hospital 
where he died the next morning. 


Charles Boucher, about 60 years of age, was injured by falling from 
freight elevator in_ building 1440 Washington street, Ward 9, on Sunday, 
January 29. The elevator was operated by hoisting-ropes attached to cor- 
ners of platform. The fastening of one of the ropes broke and allowed the 
platform to slant, causing Mr. Boucher to slip off. He fell a distance of 
thirty feet. His injuries were treated at the City Hospital. 


On Monday, A.M., February 13, the engineer employed in premises 36 
South street, Ward 7, named Franklin E. Grant, sustained compound fract- 
ure of right leg by falling from street entrance of elevator shaft to bottom 
of well, about twelve feet distant. He was conveyed to the Emergency 
Hospital for treatment. 


February 11, about 12 o’clock M., George Kewer, 16 years old, em- 
ployed in building 2 Park square, Ward 7, while going from the second 
story to seventh floor, slipped on floor of elevator car as car door was opened 
by conductor to allow passenger to alight at fifth story. His foot was 
caught between car floor and header of fifth floor, crushing it badly and 
breaking the ankle. He was sent to the Emergency Hospital. 


On Thursday afternoon, February 16, the passenger elevator in City Hall, 
on School street, fell about thirty feet. The particulars and details of this 
accident were rendered in a special report to the City Council. 


William Finn, about 65 years of age, was injured while descending 
on freight elevator in building 34-50 Chauncy street, Ward 7, about 9.30 
A.M., February 20. The.car stopped suddenly and the safety apparatus 
became engaged and sustained the car, but the machinery continued in 
operation. The counterbalance fell and struck Mr. Finn. He was con- 
veyed to the Emergency Hospital, but died before reaching there. 


On Saturday, March 18, about 4.30 P.M., Joseph Curran, conductor of ele- 
vator car in building 194 Washington street, Ward 6, was on top of same 
cleaning the well and beams. Another man was inside of the car running 
it down when required in cleaning. The position of the car was with the 
top at the third floor. It is supposed that Mr. Curran reached out beyond 
beam and his head was struck by descending car of second elevator situated 
on side of one he was engaged on. 


At 9 o’clock on the morning of March 29, Miss Mary Miles, 47 years old, 
was fatally injured by freight elevator at 22 Kingston street, Ward 7. 
She was employed on fifth floor, and had proceeded to elevator shaft 
in response to call for elevator from sidewalk below. She leaned over 
to seize the rope and start the car, which unknown to her had already been 
set in motion from floor above. The car descended and crushed her body 
against the automatic gate. She was sent to the Emergency Hospital where 
she died soon after arrival. 


Mrs. Charles F. Eastman, residing in hotel, Commonwealth avenue, cor- 
ner of Dartmouth street, Ward 11, on the morning of May 8, about 10.30 
o’clock, while entering the elevator car tripped and fell forward. She 
clutched the lever controlling the power of car, and at the same time press- 
ing a button in the lever handle, releasing the car and causing it to ascend. 
She was carried upward to the door casing of well before the car could be 
stopped. Upon arrival of physician it was found her leg and back were 
broken. Mrs. Eastman died the next morning. 


On Sunday, May 14, an operator of passenger elevator, one William 
Anderson, 17 years old, was injured about 7 o’clock A.M., in build- 
ing 723 Dudley street, Ward 16. He had ascended and alighted in the hall- 
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way of the fifth story. Thecar descended about four feet. Hearing a sig- 
nal from below Anderson reached in to start the car, but slipped and fell, 
his hand catching the shipper-rope, starting the car downward, while his 
body rested upon the floor, projecting within the cage. In this manner he 
was crushed with the frame of the car. He was conveyed to the City Hos- 
pital where it was learned he had sustained severe bruises. 


May 27, a boy of 5 years of age, named John Carroll, endeavored to get 
on to platform of elevator car in building 36-40 Columbus avenue, Ward 10. 
The car was at the street landing and some one from above started the ele- 
vator, carrying the child upwards for about nineteen feet. At the top of 
the second story the car passed by the body of the child, and he fell to bot- 
tom of well, a distance of about twenty-eight feet. When picked up he was 
dead. The child lived in the immediate vicinity, and was often seen play- 
ing about the elevator-well. 


Edward Lynch and Fred E. Hutchinson, workmen for Geo. T. McLauth- 
lin & Co., were employed on Saturday afternoon, June 24, at top elevator 
shaft in building on East Ninth street and Columbia road, Ward 15. They 
were installing elevator machinery, and the blocking timbers upon which 
the machinery rested fell to bottom of shaft. This caused hoisting drum 
and driving shaft to fall to basement, together with the men. Edward 
Lynch sustained a fractured shoulder and three broken ribs, and other 
bruises, and was unconscious when reached. His companion received 
severe bruises on the head and body. Both men were conveyed to the City 
Hospital. 


A piano polisher, named C. M. Viriton, employed by Messrs. M. Steinert 
& Sons, 162-168 Boylston street, Ward 7, fell down the freight elevator well 
about 12.30 P.M., Wednesday, July 12. He opened the door of freight 
elevator shaft, and not .ascertaining whether the car was at that level, 
stepped into the well, falling to the basement. The conductor of the car 
had gone to lunch and left door of well unfastened, intending to return 
immediately. Mr. Viriton was treated at the City Hospital for his injuries. 


Cornelius Shepard, employed in building on St. James avenue, corner of 
Trinity court, was found dead in elevator well about 8.15 A.M., Monday, 
July 17. He had descended to the basement and stepped off of elevator car 
to clean door and woodwork of well. The power not being wholly shut off 
the car ascended, and it is presumed Mr. Shepard attempted to get on to the 
same and was crushed between the car floor and door-header. 


On Saturday, July 22, Thomas F. O’Neil, 16 years old, was injured in 
building 305 Franklin street, by falling down the elevator shaft from first 
floor to basement. He raised the automatic gate, and leaning forward to 
speak to employees above, lost his balance and fell. He was treated at the 
Emergency Hospital for a fractured wrist and lacerated scalp. 


July 31 William Lovett, employed as houseman at the Parker House, 
School and Tremont streets, Ward 7, about 10 o’clock A.M., went to the ele- 
vator well intending to send bag with waste paper, etc., to basement on 
freight elevator. Opening the door into well he stepped forward, believing 
the car was at that story, when he fell forward into the well. He was 
treated at the Massachusetts General Hospital. 


In premises 96-98 Beverly street, Ward 6, on July 24,about8 A.M., George 
Nugent started elevator up. The car began to descend and Mr. Nugent, 
becoming alarmed, stumbled and fell to floor, catching his leg between floor 
and machinery. He was taken to the hospital, where it was ascertained 
his ankle was broken. 


Albert E. Morse, 16 years old, about 11.40 A.M., on Thursday, August 
31, was injured by freight elevator in building 45-49 Federal street, Ward 
7. He evidently went to first floor opening, and while car was 
ascending from basement, either attempted to step upon platform or slipped 
forward when he tried to stop it. He was carried upward and his leg was 
wedged between brick wall and platform. He was conveyed to the City 
Hospital. 


August 24 Morris Rosenfeld fell down freight elevator shaft in building 
18-20 Summer street, Ward 7, and was killed. It is not known how the 
accident happened, but it is conjectured that he fell from street opening. 
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Mr. Daniel Keene, employed at the Hotel Touraine as general utility 
man, on Saturday, August 19, wishing to use the freight elevator, reached 
to the shipper-rope to bring the elevator to the first floor from basement. 
He could not stop the ascent of the elevator and he was crushed between 
the car platform and door of well. When found he was dead. 


John Deery, employed by the Whittier Machine Company, was killed 
while repairing freight elevator in building 270 Congress street, Ward 7, on 
September 29. He was readjusting the machinery and became entangled in 
the slackened counterbalance cable while the weight fell with great velocity. 
He died while being conveyed to the Emergency Hospital. 


On Friday, September 22, John Kelley, 23 years old, conductor of elevator 
ear in building 127A Tremont street, Ward 7, got caught by his neck be- 
tween the car platform and side of elevator well, and was carried up to 
fifth story. When discovered he was dead. It is presumed he attempted 
to get on to elevator car at first story. 


At 31 Hawkins street, Ward 6, on the evening of September 21, between 6 
and 7 o’clock, Thomas Foley, 19 years old, supposing elevator car was 
at first landing, where he shortly before bad left it, stepped into the 
elevator well and fell to the bottom. He was taken to the Massachusetts 
General Hospital, where it was ascertained he was slightly bruised. After 
having his wounds dressed he was sent home. ' 


Shortly after 8 o’clock, on Tuesday morning, October 3, Frank Gottlich, 
15 years old, was injured on freight elevator in building 246 Devonshire 
street, Ward 7. He was delivering goods and attempted to step upon the 
car platform while it was ascending and fell forward. His feet projected 
and he was carried upward and jambed between the car and doorway beam. 
He was sent to the Emergency Hospital. 


Between 4 and 5 A.M., October 6, Albert Bowden, night watchman in 
building 78-88 Tremont street, Ward 7, fell down the elevator well from 
sixth story on to the top of car. He was taken to the Massachusetts General 
Hospital, but died about 8.30 A.M. Itis presumed he thought the car was 
at landing of sixth story and stepped off of landing. 


On November 27, at about 4 P.M.,; Charles Downey, 23 years old, 
was killed while ascending upon the freight elevator in building 500 
Washington street, Ward 7. He had called for a parcel and had descended 
to the sub-basement and started upward unobserved, but was soon dis- 
covered with head protruding at top of door opening. When released life 
was extinct and an examination showed that his neck was broken. 


Wednesday, November 29, John Tierozowski, 26 years old, was in- 
jured while riding upon the crosshead of freight elevator in premises 22 
Purchase street, Ward 7. He was employed in building storing goods, and 
was having a load of goods conveyed to the top floor. In some manner he 
became crushed against the beams overhead and sustained contusions and 
bruises. He was conveyed in an unconscious condition to the Emergency 
Hospital for treatment. 


On Tuesday, December 19, at about 10 A.M., while Joseph Pauquette, 


42 years old, employed in the building 416-422 Atlantic avenue, was de- 


scending on the freight elevator it fell to the basement, a distance of 
twenty feet. Pauquette was thrown from the platform, breaking his ankle 
and bruising his hip. 


At 2.10 P.M., December 21, Albert Van Wagenen, 62 years old, was in- 
jured while ascending on the freight elevator in building 133-135 Essex 
street. Mr. Wagenen was a tenant in this building, but it is not known how 
the accident occurred. He was found wedged between the car platform and | 
brick wall of shaft. He was conveyed to the Emergency Hospital, where 
he died at 8 P.M. 


December 16, at 3.45 P.M., George Fife, proprietor of Fife’s Express, was 
fatally injured by freight elevator in premises 49-51 Franklin street, Ward 
7. He had called for goods, and had conveyed the bag of merchandise upon 
his shoulders from basement to sidewalk by ascending an iron ladder within 
the shaft of elevator. He had transferred the goods to the sidewalk when 
the elevator descended and crushed his head. He was conveyed in an un- 
conscious condition to the Emergency Hospital, where he died the same 
night. He was 36 years old. 
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On Wednesday afternoon, January 3, 1900, John Peterson, an electrician, 
employed in building 183-185 Summer street, Ward 7, was seriously injured 
by the elevator. He was on the seventh floor, and leaned forward against 
the iron frame around hoistway looking upward, when the car descended 
and struck his head. He was conveyed to the Emergency Hospital. 


At about 3.30 P.M., January 29, 1900, Timothy O’Brien, 44 years old, 
a laborer, fell from the sidewalk to the bottom of freight elevator shaft 
in premises 27-29 Bedford street. Itis thought he was scuffling with some 
person and was pushed backward into the opening. He was carried to the 
Emergency Hospital, where he was treated for severe spinal injury and 
paralysis of the legs. 


BOILER DIVISION.

It will be seen that the total number of boilers is 4,348, 
total horse-power 189,015, average horse-power 43-+-.

The property of the department consists of its records, 
books, maps, plans, pictures, boat and equipment, typewriting 
machine and cabinet desk for same. 

There have been 1,048 complaints made and recorded of 
violations of the statutes and ordinances during the year, and 
of these 746 have been reported removed, at an estimated 
cost of $12,137. 

There also have been 171 complaints made and recorded of 
unsafe buildings and dangerous chimneys, and of these 114 
have been reported secured, at an estimated cost of $13,724. 

During the year 238 complaints, have been referred to Mr. 
Samuel M. Child, Assistant City Solicitor, for legal action, 
of which 75 have been closed, and 163 are pending.

During the year 1899 ten appeals, outside of cases involv- 
ing investigation as to the restoration of buildings damaged 
by fire to original conditions, have been heard by this Board. 
In four of such appeals the appellants were sustained in 
their contentions, and the Building Commissioner was directed 
to issue the permits. 

Approval was given by the Board for the omission of pro- 
tection to iron columns in the Refuse Disposal Building, 462 
Atlantic avenue. 

One hundred and forty-four cases, involving investigation 
as to the restoration to original conditions of buildings dam- 
aged by fire, have been before the Board; in 185 of such 
cases approval has been given for the restoration of such 
buildings to original conditions, and in nine restoration to 
original conditions was refused by the Board.

Str, — The Cemetery Department of the city of Boston 
respectfully submits its report of the affairs of this depart- 
ment for the fiscal year 1899-1900. 

All burial-grounds owned by, and in charge of, the city of 
Boston, passed into the control of the Cemetery Department 
by an Act of the Legislature, chapter 375, of the year 1897. 

The burial-grounds, cemeteries and tombs which are either 
owned by or in charge of the city of Boston are as follows: 


Mount Horprk CEMETERY. 


Located in West Roxbury District, about five and one-half 
miles from the city proper. Additional land with dwelling- 
house and other buildings on Berry street, bought in 1878 
for $4,500, containing two acres, and two lots of land on 
Berry street, purchased in 1877 for $856.59, containing 
12,257 feet; making total contents 107 acres and 1,347 feet. 
House occupied by the superintendent of the cemetery is 
owned by the city.

MANAGEMENT OF DEPARTMENT. 


The management of this department is vested in the mem- 
bers of the Commission, who are represented by a general 
superintendent, having control over the employees and prop- 
erty of the department. 

The general superintendent, Mr. James H. Morton, with 
headquarters at Mount Hope Cemetery, directs the general 
work carried on in the cemeteries and burying-grounds, 
directs funerals therein, and keeps record of all interments 
pertaining to Mount Hope Cemetery, together with the loca- 
tion and transfer of bodies. 

The general superintendent acts under the direction of the 
Commission, and is responsible to it. In addition to an 
annual salary, the superintendent is provided with a house 
situated in the grounds at Mount Hope Cemetery, in which 
he is required to reside. The duties of this position are 
manifold, requiring a knowledge of the needs of all the 
burial-grounds and cemeteries, and personal attention to the 
varied and different kinds of work carried on in this depart- 
ment. 

During the past year the management of the department - 
affairs under the charge of the superintendent, Mr. Morton, 
has been entirely satisfactory to the trustees. He has been 
a prompt, efficient and painstaking official, and has conducted 
the affairs of his office with economy, good judgment and 
intelligence. 

The Board employs a secretary, who is the executive 
officer of the Board, and, in accordance with the requirements 
of the Acts of the Legislature, keeps the records of the 
Board, and has control of all documents, maps, papers and 
general information pertaining to the department. The sec- 
retary has charge of the finances of the department, and, in 
accordance with the City Ordinances, is under bond. 

The secretary is Mr. Albert E. Smith. 

While the general superintendent has general charge over 
all the cemeteries and burial-grounds, it is necessary, how- 
ever, in carrying on the work of the department, that the 
Commission be represented by custodians in certain ceme- 
teries which are either open for business or to visitors.

The general superintendent has complete charge of King’s 
Chapel, the Granary, the Central, the Westerly and Walter- 
street Burial-grounds, and Mount Hope Cemetery. 

The Bennington-street Cemetery is under a working cus- 
todian, who has charge of the grounds, and does the necessary 
work in the making of interments. 

The custodian is Frank L. Turner. 

The Charlestown cemeteries— Bunker Hill and Phipps 
street — are in charge of custodian, Mr. A. M. Lydston. 

Evergreen Cemetery and the Market-street Burial-ground, 
in Brighton, are also under the charge of one custodian, Mr. 
Charles P. Harding, and one custodian, Mr. John J. Burnes, 
has charge of the North and South Dorchester, Eustis street, 
Roxbury, South, Washington street and Hawes, South 
Boston, Burial-grounds. 

The department has an office in City Hall, where shes gen- 
eral business of the department is transacted.

Seven (7) brick graves were built. 

212,000 plants were grown in the cemetery greenhouses and 
frames, and used in the adornment of the department grounds. 
The plants grown are classed as half-hardy, tender, sub-tropical 
and tropical, and were grown with a view of having a succession 
of bloom, and variety of foliage from early spring until autumn. 

Estimated value of plants grown,— $10,600. 

670 trees and shrubs were planted. 

The regular employees of the cemetery were engaged as far as 
practicable in the labor of taking down the old greenhouses and 
sheds, excavating, laying foundations, and in erecting the new 
houses; had this not been done, the appropriation ($5,000) 
would not have been sufficient to establish the present range of 
ereenhouses. 

Nine tombs were repaired in the old burial-grounds at the 
expense of the department and three other tombs, for which the 
proprietors paid the charge. 

The average number of employees was 40, a force not sufficient 
to meet all the requirements, and at the same time to carry on the 
improvements deemed necessary.

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EVERGREEN CEMETERY. 


Evergreen Cemetery is situated on the Commonwealth- 
avenue extension, near Chestnut Hill Reservoir, Brighton. 

The custodian is Charles P. Harding, at a salary of one 
thousand ($1,000) dollars a year. 

The land in this cemetery was bought in 1848 by the 
selectmen of Brighton from the Heirs of William Aspinwall, 
for the sum of four thousand twenty-three and seventy-five 
one-hundredths ($4,028.75) dollars, and was laid out as a 
cemetery of the town of Brighton, and remained under the 
control of said town until it was annexed to Boston, in 1878, 
and has since been managed by the city. 

There are at present two hundred and seventy-five (275) 
lots and three hundred and eighty-six (386) single graves. 

The cemetery was not originally laid out in a proper man- 
ner, nor any considerable portion of the land prepared for 
burial purposes. 

The walks and avenues are of superficial construction, 
and need continual and profitless patching. ‘The front of 
the cemetery on Commonwealth avenue should be suitably 
treated and made more attractive. 

There is an active demand for single graves and small 
lots, which are prepared as needed. A large tract of land 
could be profitably prepared for this purpose and thereby 
save much for the city, and a special appropriation should be 
provided to develop and beautify this cemetery, which is 
located in one of the most picturesque portions of our city. 

The wisdom of maintaining a cemetery in close proximity 
to Chestnut Hill Reservoir, the water supply basin of Boston, 
is open to argument, and is at present the subject of much 
comment. 

We do not feel that this is a subject proper for this depart- 
ment to discuss on its merits. There are certain facts con- 
nected with this cemetery which the public should know. 
About one-half of its area has already been sold by the city, 
and five thousand eight hundred and eighty-three and twenty- 
five one-hundredths ($5,885.25) dollars received for the per- 
petual care of certain lots. 

It provides a place of decent burial at a small cost, and is 
the only cemetery in that portion of the city available to 
people of moderate means. So much of the ground, as 
already sold, must necessarily remain dedicated to cemetery 
purposes. ‘To discontinue the sale of more land for that 
purpose is urged by the Park Commissioners, who, by virtue 
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CEMETERY DEPARTMENT. t 


of the broad terms of chapter 274 of the Acts of 1899, are 
given the “custody, care and control of all lands owned by 
the city of Boston in the territory bounded east by Chestnut 
Hill avenue, south by the boundary line between the town 
of Brookline and the city of Boston, west by the boundary 
line between the city of Newton and the city of Boston, 
and north by Commonwealth avenue and South street.” 

This description includes Evergreen Cemetery, although 
since the passage of the act, April 15, 1899, this department 
has controlled and maintained the place without interfer- 
ence. 

The Park Department urge the question of public health, 
and that the grounds should be beautified to better accord 
with the plans for the Chestnut Hill section of the park 
system. 

This department, since its formation, has constantly and 
persistently asked for the necessary funds to properly lay out 
and beautify this cemetery. 

All that our appropriation enables us to do is to keep the 
erounds neat, care for lots, and perform the labor of making 
interments and developing such ground as is needed for 
burial purposes. 

No money is provided looking to permanent and needed 
improvements. The grounds lack a proper waiting room, and 
have no toilet facilities. The cemetery, as maintained by the 
city, is not to its credit, and far below the standard set by 
private cemeteries. 

This department has done what it could and greatly im- 
proved the grounds in many ways; it has, however, been 
little more than temporary patching. 

If the cemetery is to continue as such, an appropriation 
should be forthcoming to place it in a condition creditable to 
the city. 

The records of this cemetery, which came to this depart- 
ment in an incomplete and inaccurate state, have been gone 
over, supplied and corrected with pains and care, and much 
information, which was lacking, supplied. 

There were sixty-seven (67) interments in this ceme- 
tery during the past year. 

The cost of maintaining Evergreen Cemetery for the past 
year has been about three thousand three hundred ($8,300) 
dollars. 
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BURIAL OF UNCLAIMED BODIES. 


This department discussed this question at some consider- 
able length in its last annual report, and the matters therein 
contained are as pertinent at the present time as then. 

In reply to Circular No. 38 of His Honor the Mayor, 
requesting the statements of needs of this department to be 
provided for under a loan bill, the need of acquiring a tract 
of land in some suitable locality and the expense of obtaining 
the same, has been carefully gone into. 

This, as therein stated, is a matter of decided urgency. 

We realize the growing tendency of objections from a 
sanitary standpoint of having large areas of land devoted to 
burial purposes within the limits of the city and near its 
life. 

In the last annual report the question of cremation as a 
method of the disposal of such bodies and the expense attend- 
ant on the same,.was treated of, but this department, in 
making a careful review of that subject, feels that the citi- 
zens of Boston in a large majority are opposed to the inciner- 
ation of human remains. 

We feel that, in carrying out the work of the department, 
which is entirely in the interest of our citizens, that it would 
be entirely wrong for the members of this department to 
urge in any way a system or policy which a large proportion 
of our citizens are opposed to. As cremation does not seem 
to meet with public approval, the only method of caring for 
this class of remains is by burial in the soil. 

The number interred yearly necessarily requires a large 
area of land, and provision for that purpose should be made 
not only for the present, but witha plan to some fixed policy 
in the future. 

It is a part of the duties of the municipality to provide for 
its unfortunate members, not only while living, but to ten- 
derly care for their remains after life is extinct. 

We have urged the separation of the land which may be 
acquired for this purpose from the present Mount Hope Ceme- 
tery, as we have found that the people who have, by privation 
and denial, secured the small fee for the burial of their 
friends or relatives in the City Lot, feel that this paid burial 
should not be confused with the idea of an unpaid burial in 
a so-called pauper’s grave.

MOUNT SHORES CEMETERY. 


GREENHOUSES, 
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The term “pauper’s grave” is hardly a proper classifica- 
tion, as the parties interred in the lot so designated are 
people whose bodies are unclaimed or unknown. ‘The sepa- 
ration, however, of such burials to any great distance from 
our main cemetery would necessarily cause added expense, 
as it would have to be treated as a separate cemetery in that 
event. 

The location of such land seems a matter wholly for the 
City Government, with such advice and suggestions as to 
fitness and suitability as this department can give. It is not 
a trifling matter, and, although it has been urged for the last 
year with earnestness and care, up to-the present time no 
steps have been taken to meet the need. 

The city within a short time will be compelled to face this 
problem, because, when the land which has been supphed to 
this department for the purpose is filled, as it very soon will 
be, the department cannot receive more bodies for interment. 
This would be an unfortunate, and we trust to be an avoided, 
method of meeting the difficulty, particularly as it might 
come at a time when the city’s finances were in such a state 
as to give no chance of an immediate relief. 

This department is ready to carry out any method, or to 
develop and care for any portion of land that may be sup- 
pled for this purpose by the City Government. 

The method of burial in other cities has been carefully 
considered, and statistics collected on this point. 

We know we have persistently and fairly brought this 
matter to the attention of the City Council and our citizens, 
and feel we can do no more toward the solution of a press- 
ing requirement. 


(GREENHOUSES. 


During the short existence of this department the green- 
house plant at Mount Hope Cemetery has been entirely re built 
The greenhouses, now replaced by iron-framed and modern 
houses, were twenty-eight years old, of wood, insecure and 
totally unfit for the purposes for which they were used. 
Age and decay made it almost impossible to keep them at a 
proper temperature, and the patching and extra consumption 
of coal was a large and profitless expense. The greenhouses 
were necessary and could not be abandoned. 

Two appropriations have been made to this department for 
greenhouse purposes. 

We found, with the appropriations, that little could be 
achieved by allowing the greenhouses to be built entirely 
under contract. By utilizing, so far as possible, the laborers 
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of the department, buying the iron frames and doing so much 
of the work as could be done, with the resources of the depart- 


ment, an entirely new plant was erected for the appropria- 
tions given, and at a large saving to the city of Boston. 

The present plant consists of three large iron-framed 
houses, with brick foundation, modern methods of ventilation 
and labor-saving apphances for the care of plants and shrubs. 


These greenhouses are used entirely for the raising of plants. 


to decorate the grounds, and not for plants of a flowering 
Specie, except such as can be profitably used in outside deco- 
ration. 


CHAPEL. 


During the past year a long needed chapel has been 
erected which, in character, construction and plan, this de- 
partment. believes is a credit to the city of Boston, and a 
distinct enhancement to the grounds at Mount Hope. 

No modern cemetery of any size and distinction is without 
its chapel, and one has been needed at Mount Hope for 
several years. 

Many of the lot owners and people visiting the cemetery 
have made inquiries as to why the chapel was erected on its 
present site. For the benefit of those who may not know of 
the proposed scheme which the department hopes to carry 
out, we make the following statement: 

The site of the chapel was selected after long consideration 
on the part of the Trustees. The entire scheme when com- 


pleted calls for a chapel, administration building and gate- 


way. A cut of the same may be seen on one of the pages of 
this report. 

The gateway is to be located at the centre of a crescent- 
shaped driveway with the administration building on one 
side and chapel on the other. A low stone wall, surmounted 
by an iron paling, on either side of the gateway, is to con- 
nect the two buildings. 

The appropriation provided by the city was for the chapel 
alone. We hope before long, however, to be able to carry 


out the contemplated scheme as it will be a great addition to- 


the grounds and go a long ways towards making Mount Hope 
Cemetery one of the most attractive in the city. 

There is appended a statement of the cost of construction 
of the chapel and its erection. All the details concerning the 
same have been the careful study of the entire Board which 
has desired to get all possible for the money appropriated, and 
to have a structure that would be a credit to the city of 
Boston and compare favorably with chapels in other and near- 
by cemeteries. 
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We helieve this has been accomplished, and an inspection 
of the chapel by such of our citizens as. may be interested, 
will be more satisfactory than a detailed description in this 
report. 


THE NEEDS OF THE CEMETERY DEPARTMENT. 


Although every year since the organization of this depart- 
ment much has been accomplished toward the betterment of 
the grounds, buildings and property within our charge, the 
neglect of many years is not easily overcome, and requires 
money to bring things up to the proper standard. 


BARNS AND SHEDS. 


The barn now used by this department at Mount Hope, in 
which we are obliged to keep our horses and so many of our 
wagons and teams as it will accommodate, was constructed in 
1852, is of wood, old-fashioned and entirely unfit for the 
needs of the department. 

The sills are badly rotted and, as a whole, it is in a very 
insecure and unsafe condition. 

The sheds adjoining the same are quite as old, are exposed 
to the weather on one side, and not suitable for the storage of 
wagons or teams. The floor of the barn where the horses 
stand is insecure and not safe. 

Nothing can be done, however. This matter has been 
spoken of and appropriations asked for the building of a new 
barn since the formation of the department. 


SUPERINTENDENT’S HOUSE. 


The Superintendent’s house has had nothing done to it in 
the way of repairs for a long time, and should have a thorough 
overhauling. The Superintendent is required to live on the 
grounds, and there is no reason why he should not be provided 
with a house which is, at least, comfortable. | 


OxLp BURIAL-GROUNDS. 


The old burial-grounds of the city are, and always will be, 
a source of expense from which the city can expect to derive 
no financial benefit. Many tomb-owners are disinclined to 
do anything toward the repairing of their tombs. In many 
instances the graves cave in, and the walls and fences sur- 
rounding some of the grounds have grown insecure with age. 

A large sum of money, if available, could be profitably 
spent in a general straightening out and overhauling of these 
old grounds. 
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The appropriation allowed this department is not sufficient 
to do anything more than to keep them presentable, neat, and 
to make minor repairs. 

We feel that attention should be called to the number of 
interments that have been made in tombs in some of the old 
grounds in the crowded sections of the city. 

Several of these tombs are used by undertakers who inter 
bodies therein, and from which the city of Boston obtains no 
revenue. Such use this department is powerless to interfere 
with, as these undertakers are the owners of the tombs. 

The number of interments of this nature during the past 
year amount to over sixty (60). 

None of these tombs are air-tight or in proper condition to 
allow interments therein without a distinct danger to the pub- 
lic health. We feel that if such interments are to be toler- 
ated by the City Government, that at least the tombs should 
be reconstructed and made air-tight, and thereby diminish the 
danger to our citizens. 

The number of interments made in the private tombs by 
citizens are very few as compared to those made by under- 
takers. 

We trust that an investigation will be made of this subject, 
and acity ordinance passed restricting the matter in some 
way. 

The cost of maintaining the old grounds for the past year 
has amounted to seven thousand ten and forty-nine one 
hundredths ($7,010.49) dollars. 


The revenue derived from Mount Hope Cemetery requires 
the keeping of a large portion of the appropriation of the Cem- 
etery Department for use in Mount Hope Cemetery. The 
work of that portion of the department must necessarily go 
on at all times. | 

As no partof the earnings of this department can be used 
by the department, it can readily be seen that, with the in- 
crease of business at Mount Hope, there must necessarily be 
an increase of our appropriation in order to do the work that 
we are required to do. 

The sale of lots and single graves, which brings a distinct 
profit into the treasury of the City of Boston, means that our 
laboring force has been obliged to prepare the ground for — 
those lots and graves, and while doing this work, could not 
be utilized in the general routine work. 
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The earnings of the perpetual care fund do not afford 
enough to pay for the labor that is actually necessitated in the 
care of lots that have been paid for. Lot-holders owning lots 
in perpetual care are exacting, which, considering the perpet- 
ual care rate, is not open to criticism. 

The force employed at Mount Hope Cemetery averaging 
but forty (40) men is not sufficient to do all of the work 
required of the department. In its diversified labor it should 
be remembered that this department is expected to do every- 
thing required in and about its grounds from the preparing of 
lots to the final record of interment. 

We estimate as closely as possible the volume of business 
for the coming year, but it can readily be seen, if the sale of 
lots and and the number of interments should take any un- 
foreseen advance during any one year, that although this 
would be reflected by an added gain of income to the City 
Treasury, it would, nevertheless, find the department crippled 
for finances, and without sufficient money to carry it through 
for the year. 

At times, owing to the innate of interments coming at the 

same hour, we are obliged to have several men under pay to 
meet this requirement, which, of course, could be avoided if 
we had any power to suggest at what hour a funeral should 
take place. It is no uncommon occurrence to have seven or 
eight interments at substantially the same hour on one day. 
This requires a large force of men to meet the demand, while, 
if funerals were distributed, at least one-quarter of the num- 
ber of men employed would be sufficient. 

The force has been utilized at all times with every attempt 
to economize, but, in the making of interments and the car- 
rying out of the orders of lot-holders, owing to the nature of 
the business of this department, there can be no delay, and if 
the force is not sufficient, it has to be increased to meet the 
demands of the moment. 

This is one of the serious aspects of financiering this de- 
partment. 

Other work can be regulated with some degree of precision. 
This, however, cannot be, and whether at a great cost or a 
small cost to the city of Boston, the requirements we are 
obliged to fulfil must be met, and with precision and 
promptness. 

It should also be noted that whatever we require of any 
other department in the way of water or printing, we are 
obliged to pay for, and our appropriation is decreased by so 
much as that department charges for its services. 
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We appreciate that this is a correct system of book-keep 
ing, but, in the event that we had the right to charge upto , 
other departments the full cost of the interment of unclaimed _ 
bodies which are sent through the channels of that depart- 
ment to us, at a nominal charge, added to the other earnings 
of the department, it would materially enhance our receipts. 

We speak of this, as we feel that the citizens of Boston 
should realize that the cemeteries which are being maintained 
by them and which are in use (wedo not now include the 
old burial-grounds) are really of no expense to the city 
treasury. 


Ata meeting of the Board of Trustees of the Cemetery 
Department, held October 19, 1899, a communication was 
received from His Honor Mayor Quincy, enclosing a petition 
from the Victorian Club of this city, requesting that a site 
be granted in the Central Burial-ground, Boston Common, 
that they might place thereon a shaft of Quincy granite or 
Geelic Cross, containing the following inscription : 


‘‘In Memory of the British Officers and Soldiers, some of whom 
are here buried, who fell in the discharge of their military duties 
at the Battle of Bunker Hill, June 17, 1775.’’ 


Accompanying the petition were letters in support of the 
same from Dr. Samuel A. Green of the Massachusetts His- 
torical Society, Edward G. Porter, President of the New 
England Historical Genealogical Society, and Charles F. 
Adams. 

As there was considerable comment and discussion by the 
public on the subject, this department sent to the daily 
papers the following statement, defining their position in the 
matter : 


CEMETERY DEPARTMENT, CITY OF BOSTON. 


As there seems to be some misunderstanding as to the present 
status of a petition before this department, in reference to the 
erection of a monument on the Central Burial-ground, we make 
public the following statement : 


When this department received a communication and petition 
from His Honor the Mayor, in respect to this monument, we 
acted upon the same with the understanding that a monument 
was to be erected over the remains of certain British soldiers who 
fell in the battle of Bunker Hill, and were buried in the Central 
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Burial-ground on the Common, and that the location of that 
monument was to be absolutely fixed by those interested in the 
erection of the same over the remains of such soldiers. 

We believe that the remains of such dead as are buried in soil 
belonging to the city of Boston, if fit and proper to remain in 
such soil, are in propriety entitled to a monument in the nature 
of a marker, which shall show to those interested where such 
bodies lie. 

To this extent we, as a department, are obliged to go in the 
administration of the powers conferred upon us. 

At the present time the city of Boston provides burial-places 
for all sorts and conditions of men. If we provide them burial- 
places, we surely have no right to say the remains may be in- 
terred but over the ground no marker shall be placed. It is not 
for us to say whether the person interred was fit to merit such 
attention or not. That is a matter beyond our control and be- 
longing directly to the relatives or friends of those interested in 
such an interment. 

A while ago, on the petition of certain historical societies, we 
allowed bronze tablets fixed on boulders to be placed in memory 
of Otis and Adams, in the Granary Burying-ground, but the 
final location of such monuments was not determined until we 
were absolutely satisfied that the remains of these illustrious men 
were in the tombs over which such monuments were to be placed, 
and the sanction of the people owning those tombs was given. 
Not only was documentary proof required, but in both instances 
the tombs were opened, and such evidence as existed examined 
to the satisfaction of the department. 

We presume that the petitioners in the instance at present be- 
fore us can adduce satisfactory evidence as to the location of the 
remains over which they have asked to place a monument and 
proper ownership of the land in which such interments are. 

We appreciate that the burial-grounds under the control of this 
department are too sacred for mere memorials, no matter how 
worthy the objects of the same may be. These burial-places con- 
tain the remains of certain dead, which have ever been treated as 
sacred by the citizens of Boston, which remains were buried in 
decency, and which are entitled to decency in care and in respect. 
When any remains are definitely located, we believe that over 
them may properly be placed a fit and similar monument, stating 
that such remains exist, and are there buried, if erected by people 
having the right so to do. 

We assume that all bodies interred prior to the organization of 
this department were properly interred, and shall so assume until 
their removal is ordered by the municipality, of which we are the 
servants. We assure the citizens of this city that no monument 
shall be erected by the sanction of this department in any of the 
burial-grounds under its charge, unless we are satisfied that such 
monument is placed over the remains which such monument is in- 
tended to designate. 
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We do not believe that mere commemorative monuments or 
memorials should be placed in burial-grounds sacred to certain 
dead. There are other places fit for such purposes, directly 
under control of the City Government, where it is customary to 
order the same erected; but such remains as we have under our 
immediate control, which were decreed decent burial, are entitled, 
so long as under our custody, to impartial treatment, whether the 
same be friend or foe. 

We, as oflicers of this municipality, must administrate the 
affairs of this department in equal equity, and have no right to 
grant the privilege to erect a monument over the grave of one, 
and deny that privilege over the grave of another. So long as 
we are entrusted with the remains of the dead, so long must the 
same be treated in equal respect and in equal right. 

A petition has been presented to this department asking leave 
to erect a monument over the remains of certain British soldiers, 
which the petitioners state are buried in the Central Burial- 
eround, on Boston Common. We feel that if the remains are in 
this burying-ground, and can be definitely located, that so long 
as they rest there they should be treated as any remains interred 
in the burying-ground under the care and custody of the city of 
Boston. The location for a monument at any definite point 
within the burial-ground has not yet been asked for, nor sanc- 
tioned by His Honor the Mayor, and the same can only be 
granted upon definite proof and evidence satisfactory to this de- 
partment as to the location of these remains. Such a location 
can only be deeded by the direct authority of the head of the 
municipality, and must be of land owned by the city of Boston. 

This department has no proprietary rights, and is merely vested 
with the care and custody of the burial-grounds which the city of 
Boston has in its care.

We have endeavored to distribute the general fund of the 
department in accordance with the needs of the various 
cemeteries under our charge, and have desired to do justice 
to all people interested in any particular portion of the de- 
partment work.

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The department appreciates the sacredness of the task 
imposed upon it in the care of the beloved dead of the citi- 
zens of Boston, and realizes the importance of keeping accu- 
rate records and strict custody of the remains intrusted to 
the care of this department. 

It also realizes that many matters arise which involve per- 
plexing questions as between the individual and the public, 
which have to be answered along the narrow line of legal 
right and cannot be open to discussion on any other ground. 

Certain individual lot-holders may exercise the right of 
use of a lot in a way repellent to the idea of a large number 
of the public. Whether such use is in accord with public 
taste is not a question which this Board has any right to de- 
termine, and its only guide at such times is to so administer 
the affairs of this department as to keep all parties under its 
supervision within strict legal limitations at all times. 

In all matters we have tried to do our duty as trustees of 
this department, and we beg respectfully to submit this, the 
annual report of our administration.

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ARTICLES, BY-LAWS, RULES AND REGULATIONS OF 
THE CEMETERY DEPARTMENT. 


ARTICLE I. The ordinances of the City of Boston relating to 
the Cemetery Department shall apply to the conduct and manage- 
ment of this department. 

ARTICLE II. The Trustees of the Cemetery Department shall 
organize on the first of May. At this meeting there shall be chosen 
a Chairman, a Secretary, a General Superintendent and custodians 
of the several grounds. A majority of the Commission shall con- 
stitute a quorum. 

The regular meetings of the Commission shall be held on the 
first and thirteenth days of each and every month, except when the 
same occur on Sunday or on a holiday, when the meeting shall be 
held the day prior or following, as the Chairman shall designate. 
Other meetings to be called by the Chairman, as he may deem ad- 
advisable. 

ARTICLE III. The Chairman shall preside over the meetings 
of the Commission and shall designate the hour and place thereof. 

He shall sign the deeds of conveyance of lots and bonds given 
for the perpetual care of the same; he shall sign and approve the 
bills, pay-rolls and sign such orders as are necessary to permit inter- 
ments and removals of bodies, and the opening and closing of ceme- 
teries ; he shall make the annual and other reports to the City 
Council, and perform such other duties as are required by the or- 
dinances of the city; all bills on account of the department shall be 
approved by him before they are presented to the city for payment; 
in the absence of the Chairman, his duties shall be performed by 
such Commissioner as he delegates to act in his absence; such dele- 
gation shall be in writing, and shall specify the specific action or 
actions delegated. 

ARTICLE IV. THrE SECRETARY. The Secretary shall notify 
and attend all meetings of the Commission and perform all clerical 
work, and keep the records, plans and papers of said Commission; the 
Secretary shall keep such books as directed by the Board, showing 
transactions concerning the various cemeteries under this Commis- 
sion, and shall prepare and record in books kept for the purpose all 
deeds of conveyance of lots or bonds given for the perpetual care of 
the same; the Secretary shall have charge of all the plans, books, 
catalogues and other papers of the Commission (except as herein- 
after provided) and shall perform such other duties as may from 
time to time be delegated by said Commission. 

ARTICLE V. THE GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT. The Gen- 
eral Superintendent shall reside on the premises known as Mount 
Hope Cemetery, and under the direction of the Commissioners 
shall have the custody of said cemetery and the general supervision 
of all the cemeteries and burial-grounds under the control of this 
Commission; he shall keep the various cemeteries and burial-grounds 
in a condition satisfactory to the Commissioners; shall have the 
sole. power to engage or discharge workmen, and to order and ar- 
range their respective duties; said Superintendent shall keep in 
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books provided for the purpose, of which he shall be the custodian, 
regular and accurate records of all interments in, and removals 
from, Mount Hope Cemetery, and said record shall include the 
names and ages of all persons interred, and also the place and date 
of their interment; he shall see that all the regulations made by the 
Commission in regard to interments and the construction of tombs, 
monuments and fences are complied with; he shall see that the 
rights of the city andthe regulations of the Commissioners are re- 
spected and complied with by all persons employed on any of the 
grounds, under the control of the Commission, and by individual pro- 
prietors; he shall fulfil all contracts made with proprietors for the 
care and decoration of lots, for their permanent care, and perform 
such other duties as the Commission may require; he shall have full 
power to remove from Mount Hope Cemetery, and other cemeteries 
and burial-grounds within the control of this department, improper 
and disorderly persons, to abate nuisances, and to remove rubbish 
and unnecessary and unsightly decorations or adornments; a gen- 
eral report of all transactions of Mount Hope Cemetery, with 
proper vouchers, also the number of interments made for the pre- 
ceding month, shall be rendered by him; he shall also, from time to 
time, inspect the other cemeteries and burial-grounds within the 
charge of this Commission, and shall report monthly their condition, 
and make such recommendations as he deems advisable in reference 
to the same to the Commission. 

The compensation of the General Superintendent shall be a salary 
of twenty-five hundred ($2,500) dollars a year, and tbe use of the 
dwelling-house connected with Mount Hope Cemetery, and he may 
also cultivate such portions of the grounds of Mount Hope Cemetery 
and keep such domestic animals for his own use as the Commis- 
sioners may designate; and may be removed for cause by the vote 
of a majority of the Commissioners. 

ARTICLE VI. The Commission shall establish an office, wherein 
the Board can hold its meetings, and which shall be open to the 
public daily (Sundays excepted) at such hours as the Chairman shall 
delegate. The records of the department, under the control of the 
Secretary, shall be kept at such office, and the keys of the various 
cemeteries and burial-grounds shall also be kept there. The office 
shall be equipped in a suitable manner for the purposes of its work, 
and at said office the Secretary of said Board shall be located. 


COMMITTEES. 


The Chairman shall at the meeting succeeding the meeting of 
organization appoint each one of the Commissioners a Committee of 
One, -who shall visit from time to time such cemeteries and burial- 
grounds as shall be designated by the Chairman in said appointment, 
and shall report to the Board of Commissioners, when required, the 
state and condition, with recommendations concerning the same, of 
such cemeteries or burial-grounds as are designated. 

The Commissioners as a whole shall act asa Committee on Accounts, 
who shall in executive session of the Board consider all bills on the 
thirteenth day of each month, after which the bills shall be approved 
by the Chairman. 

There shall be a Committee on Grounds, consisting of three Com- 
missioners, who shall consider the treatment and care of the grounds, 
trees, avenues and paths in the cemeteries, and whose duties shall 
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be to make such recommendations to the Commissioners in reference 
to alterations, repairs and improvements therein, as they shall deem 
expedient. 

There shall be a Committee on Lots, consisting of three Commis- 
sioners, who shall have the general recommendation of the question 
of sales, location and enlargement of lots, and who shall also con- 
sider such questions as arise between individual proprietors or be- 
tween the proprietors and the members of this Commission. They 
shall consider such matters and shall, from time to time, make 
recommendations to the Commissioners in reference to the matters 
herein specified. 


» 


INTERMENTS. 


No interment shall be made in the cemeteries or burial-grounds 
under the control of this Commission until such a permit as may be 
required by the laws of the State, or of the city or town from 
which the deceased may be brought, together with an order from the 
proprietor of the lot or tomb in which the interment is to be made, 
or from his legal representative, shall be obtained. Such permit, 
when the interment is to be in Mount Hope Cemetery, shall be sent 
to the Superintendent of Mount Hope Cemetery, and if in other 
cemeteries to the person or persons designated by this Commission; 
but in no event until the fees have been paid. 

No removal of bodies from the cemeteries or burial-grounds in 
charge of this department will be permitted, except as provided by 
the laws of the State, city or town, and in the manner prescribed 
by the Board of Health, or an order from the Commissioners of the 
Cemetery Department. 

Until otherwise ordered, the fees for digging a grave and making 
an interment in same, or making an interment in a private tomb, 
shall be according to the following schedule: 


For a person 10 years of age and over . : : : $5 00 
For a person under 10 years. : A : : > 3 00 
Soldiers (in need) . 2 50 
Each additional body interred in a grave at the same

Lots shall be laid out by the Superintendent in Mount Hope 
Cemetery and in Evergreen Cemetery, subject to the approval of 
the Commissioners, and every lot so laid out shall be marked with 
a stone number. The erection of fences, memorial stones, tombs, 
planting of trees, shrubs and plants, the adornment of lots, shall be 
under the supervision of the Cemetery Commission, who shall have 
_ the right of determining the suitability of the same, and, in the 
event that they deem the same unsuitable, to remove or abolish the 
same. 
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SALES AND CONVEYANCES. 


No deed of any lot shall be issued to more than one grantee, nor 
to any person as trustee, executor or administrator, except by 
vote of the Commissioners. 


RECEIVING TOMB. 


Bodies may be deposited in the Receiving Tomb at Mount Hope 
Cemetery, or at Evergreen Cemetery, on the payment of ten dollars 
($10) to the Superintendent. If within four months after such 
deposit, the body shall be interred in another part of the same 
cemetery, no further charge shall be made for such interment; but 
if the body shall not be removed from the tomb within the period 
above specified, the General Superintendent may cause the body to 
be interred in such place as shall be designated by the Commission- 
ers. But the Superintendent, under the direction of the Commis- 
sioners, may allow the body to remain a longer time, on the payment, 
in advance, of three dollars ($3) per month for an adult and two 
dollars ($2) per mouth for a child. 


MONUMENTS, STONES, FENCES, ETC. 


Proprietors have a right to erect on their lots monuments and 
stones of appropriate character. Tablets or other devices of wood, 
fences of wood or iron, or hedges are not permitted. 

No grave or tomb shall be opened for an interment or removal by 
any person, except by order of the Commissioners or Superintend- 
ent. 

FUNERALS. 


Early notice should be given to the Superintendent at Mount 
Hope Cemetery of funerals which are to be held in that Cemetery, 
and in other instances to the custodians or the Secretary of the Com- 
missioners. 

At least twenty-fours’ notice shall be required. 


VISITORS. 


Mount Hope Cemetery, Evergreen Cemetery and Copp’s Hill 
Burial-ground (the latter from May 1 to November 1) shall be kept 
opened daily, Sunday included, from eight o’clock, A.M., to sunset. 
All other cemeteries shall be kept locked, and the keys thereof shall 
be in the custody of the Chairman, or of such person as he shall 
delegate to hold the same. Visitors desiring to obtain admittance to 
such cemeteries or burial-grounds shall make application to the 
Chairman or Secretary of the Commission, or to the Commissioner in 
charge thereof, who shall in his discretion under such provision or 
circumstance as he deems expedient, allow said cemetery or burial- 
grounds to be opened to the inspection of the applicant. Lot holders 
and owners of tombs in said cemeteries or burial-grounds shall have 
aright to visit the same, within reasonable time after notice of 
their desire to the Chairman or Secretary of the Commission. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


1. Mount Hope Cemetery, Evergreen Cemetery, the Dorchester, 
North and South, and Copp’s Hill Burial-grounds, as aforesaid, shall 
be open to visitors at all seasonable hours. 
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Persons desiring to visit the other burial-grounds may do so by 
making application at the office of the Cemetery Department in City 
Hall. 

2. No horse is to be driven within the cemeteries or burial- 
grounds, under this department, faster than a walk, and no horse 
shall be left in the grounds without a keeper, except by the consent 
of the custodian in charge, who may designate places where the 
horse may be fastened or secured. 

3. No bicycles or automobiles allowed on the grounds. 

4. Visitors must at all times be orderly, and will not be permitted 
‘to walk on the flower beds, upon the grass or the graded lots or 
borders. 

5. All persons are prohibited from gathering flowers, cutting or 
‘breaking any tree, plant or shrub, carrying or eating luncheon in 
any of the grounds of this department, and no one shall be allowed 
to write upon or to otherwise deface any sign, monument, fence or 
structure within the control of this department. 

6. The Superintendent or Custodian in charge of the cemetery 
is authorized to remove all persons who violate any of these regiila- 
tions. 

7. Noslab, monument, marker or other structure shall be erected 
in any of the said cemeteries or be removed from any of the said 
cemeteries without the permission of said Commission or some per- 
son delegated by it to act in the premises.

Sir, — In accordance with chapter 8, section 22, of the 
Revised Ordinances, the Trustees for Children present their 
annual report for the fianancial year ending January 31, 1900, 
this being the third year of the Department of Children’s In- 
stitutions,and the forty-second of the Institutions Department. 

Of the members of the Board in office at the beginning of 
the year, Mrs. William J. Quinn and Mr. Charles V. Dasey 
resigned on May 1, and Mrs. G. F. H. Murray and Mr. John 
A. Bruen were appointed in their places. The term of office 
of Mrs. Davis R. Dewey expired May 1,and Miss Ellen H. 
Bailey was appointed for the term ending in 1904. 

The term of Miss Helen Cheever expired May 1, and she 
was reappointed for the term ending 1904.

FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


The total cost of the Children’s Institutions Department 
for the year is $155,826.29, which, divided among the whole 
average number of children, makes an average per capita ex- 
pense of $107.54, or $2.07 per week.! 

The cost of the individual children varies very much, how- 
ever, because some of them are in their own homes or in free 
homes in the country, for some board is paid in country 
homes, some are paid for and some are taken free in special 
schools for defectives or hospitals not under our charge, 
while the rest are cared for in the Parental School and the 
House of Reformation. In the schools the per capita ex- 
pense is of necessity greater than in the country homes. 

An analysis of the cost of the House of Reformation and 
of the Parental School is given in Table 2F, Appendix, 
following page 38. The total cost of caring for juvenile 
offenders was $36,496.77, of which $35,496.77 2 was used for 
the House of Reformation, including the estimated share of 
office expenses ($671.72), making the average per capita ex- 
pense $275.25 for the year, or $5.30 per week; while the 
remainder, $1,000, was the estimated amount expended for the 
boys placed out on probation — mostly in their own homes — 
an average cost for each boy of $7.58. Taking together all 
the juvenile offenders, both in the House of Reformation and 
on probation, the average per capita cost for the year was 
$139.83.? 

The total cost of the Parental School, including an esti- 
mated share of office expenses, was $36,656.24, making the 
average per capita cost for the year $188.72, or per week, 
$3.63. 

The cost of the Placing-Out Division with its share of office 
expenses amounts to $82,886.93.° 

Of this, $12,713.51 has been paid for board of children in the 
Massachusetts School for Feeble-Minded, the Baldwinsville 
Cottage Hospital and other such institutions. The re- 
mainder, $70,173.42, has been paid for an average of 440 
children boarded in families at an estimated cost of $65,161.03 
for the whole number, and for 372 children in free homes at 
an estimated cost of $5,012.39, making an average per capita 
cost of $148.09 for the boarded children, and $13.47 for

Taking together all dependent and 
neglected children boarded or placed free in families we find 
the average per capita cost for the year to be $86.42.

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REPORT OF THE HOUSE OF REFORMATION 
FOR, 1899. 


At the House of Reformation, the institution is much im- 
proved by the alterations and repairs made after the fire of 
August, 1899, in parts of the main building, and by the trans- 
formation of the old stone hospital into the Point Cottage 
for the younger boys. 

The health of the boys has, on the whole, been good during 
the year, and the record of those released on probation 
(which is, of course, the test of the work of the institution) 
has been fairly satisfactory. 

At the beginning of the present year (February 1, 1899), 
there were 143 boys in the House of Reformation, includ- 
ing 17 runaways. 

During the year 113 boys have been received, 13 less 
than during the previous year, and 121 boys have been re- 
leased or discharged, or 21 less than last year, leaving 135 
now in the school, including 12 runaways. Table 6 of the 
Appendix shows the number committed from each of the 
districts of the city. | 

Of those received, a majority (61 percent.) had com- 
mitted offences against property; 7 per cent. offences against 
the person; 6.1 per cent. were convicted of disorderly con- 
duct; 13.5 per cent. were committed as stubborn children, 
and 12.4 per cent. were returned from probation because of 
unsatisfactory behavior. ‘These figures do not differ greatly 
from those of last year, though fewer boys were returned 
from probation in the years 1896 and 1897 than in the last 
two years.” 

The increase may be because boys on probation are now more 
thoroughly visited. Deducting those returned from proba- 
tion we find the new commitments this year to have been 99. 
Of these 75.76 per cent. were for minority; 24.24 per cent. 
for short sentences in lieu of payment of fines.

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The treatment of the “fine” cases has not been made more 
satisfactory by the change in the law of last year. The 
equivalents of fine, of #5, $10, $20, are no longer 30, 60 and 
90 days’ imprisonment, as in the past, but 8, 20 and 30 days 
respectively. In the opinion of the Trustees, many of the 
boys committed for non-payment of fines for single slight 
offences must be injured by contact with more serious offend- 
ers; on the other hand their time of imprisonment is too 
short for any discipline which might benefit them. Indeed, 
since their clothing must often be destroyed, the short sen- 
tence may mean to these boys nothing more terrifying than 
a few days at the seashore and “new clothes.” To mitigate 
the evil of contact, an effort is made to keep the short-sentence 
boys separate from the others, and they receive school in- 
struction at different hours. 

The proportion of boys committed this year who were known 
to be of native birth was 69.11 per cent. Only 28.31 per 
cent., however, of the fathers of boys committed were 
known to be of native birth, while 62.83 per cent. were 
known to be of foreign birth. The records for four years 
show a large number of commitments between May and 
October —the largest number of ~commitments occurred 
this year between these dates.) 

The ages of boys committed range from 8 to 16 years, 
280.5 per cent. being between 12 and 16 years old. The 
boys returned from probation were older, eleven out of the 
fourteen being 16,17 and 18 years of age. The average age 
of all received was 18.78 years. The Trustees consider eight 
years too tender an age at which to commit boys to Rains- 
ford’s Island. ‘They desire also to point out that boys returned 
from probation at 17 and 18 years of age are a menace to the 
school. . 

The Trustees earnestly hope that the legislation desired 
by them last year, and now again asked for, may this year be 
enacted. By this legislation the Prison Commissioners would 
acquire the power to transfer inmates of the House of 
Refcrmation of suitable age to the Massachusetts Reforma- 
tory when the Trustees consider them unfit subjects for the 
House of Reformation, and request to have them so trans- 
ferred. This legislation would not only be of benefit to the 
boys confined at the House of Reformation, but would un- 
doubtedly tend to restrain from bad behavior the older 
juvenile offenders who are now at large on probation.

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DISCHARGES AND RELEASES. 


For the last two years, while the Merit System ! has been in 
operation for all but the youngest boys, the number of boys 
discharged and released has been greater each year than the 
number committed.? 

The contrary was true of the two preceding years. The 
Trustees believe that a boy’s knowledge that he can earn his 
release by good conduct spurs him to improve. They are 
glad to note also that under this system the boys as a whole 
have a fairer chance of release than by depending upon the 
influence of friends, since some find themselves without 
friends to exert this influence. 

During the first year the Merit System was introduced forty- 
four boys who had been held from two and a half to over four 
years, earned release, while in the present year there were 
only eight boys who had been confined so long. The aver- 
age time spent in the Institution by boys released on proba- 
tion was 24.97 months in 1898 as against 16.17 months in 
1899.3 

There is no boy in the Institution now who has been 
there so long as three years; 71 per cent. have been there 
eighteen months or less. In place of longer detention in the 
Institution the Trustees have extended the time of super- 
vision over boys released on probation. Of the one hun- 
dred and twenty-one boys discharged or released during the 
present year the average age was 14.64 years ; * of these twenty- 
five were discharged at the expiration of short sentences, or on 
payment of fines, one on account of illness requiring special 
care, one to the Concord Reformatory, four to parents who 
moved out of the State. The other ninety were released on pro- 
bation, to their own families or to families in the country, as 
seemed best. The home of each boy was visited by our 
agent before his release. ‘The record of these boys on pro- 
bation will be found on. page 46. 

The chief events of the year to be reported are the opening 
of the Point Cottage and school-house for the younger 
boys, a fire, and a change of Superintendents. The first is 
of very great importance in the eyes of the Trustees, as it is 
one step toward the cottage system, which they desire to 
inaugurate in the institution as their permanent policy. 


10n January 25, 1900, the statement of the Merit System at the House of Reforma- 
tion was amended to read as follows: 

‘*That boys in the Honor Grade have certain privileges in the Institution. Their 
names are also reported to the Trustees, and at the discretion of the Trustees, and 
with the approval of the Court, such boys may be released on probation.”

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The fire of August 19 was set by seven boys. These 
boys were sent to the Municipal Court in East Boston, and 
from there to the Superior Court, but finally they were 
returned to the House of Reformation, and their cases placed 
on file. In spite of the efficient help of employees and 
friends from outside the fire practically destroyed one-half of 
the north wing of the main building. 

Superintendent Anthony had been incapacitated for two 
weeks previous to this date by a serious accident. His ill- 
ness continuing, he resigned in obedience to his physician’s 
orders, on August 26th. Mr. Anthony, in assuming the 
position had brought conscientiousness, intelligence and a 
warm sympathy with boys to his task. 

Until a new superintendent could be appointed, Mr. Rus- 
sell R. Walton, one of the instructors, took charge and main- 
tained excellent discipline. 

On October Ist Mr. Sumner D. Seavey, for many years an 
officer at the Charlestown State Prison, succeeded to the 
position. Mr. Seavey’s long experience in reformatory work, 
together with a capacity for good judgment and a natural 
kindness of heart, makes him especially qualified for the task 
he has undertaken. 

Forty of the boys have not as yet been under his direct 
control, as the burning of the dormitories necessitated. their 
removal to Deer Island, where, through the courtesy of the 
Penal Commissioner, they have been cared for until repairs 
could be completed. ‘They will be returned to Rainsford 
Island by the end of February. With the change of Super- 
intendent, some changes in teachers and officers occurred. 

In October the Trustees were permitted to transfer five 
thousand dollars from the account of the Parental School 
to Rainsford Island. Nine thousand five hundred dollars 
was grauted in addition for repairs and rebuilding, which 
were at once begun. The Superintendent’s house has now 
been thoroughly repaired, painted and furnished with new 
furnaces ; a separate school-house has been finished at the 
Point Cottage (partly by work of the boys), and the north 
wing of the main building has been so rebuilt as to greatly 
improve the officers’ quarters, the boys’ dormitories, the main 
kitchen and the whole system of plumbing. <A hospital room 
for four beds has been added, with a bath-room and the 
doctor’s room adjoining. Four bricked cells (each with an 
outside window) have been added; and general repairs 
(including the laying of new floors and the painting of black- 
ened walls) have been made in the dining-rooms, halls and 
old dormitories. The removal of the floors of the upper 
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story has given the dormitories nearly twice as much air- 
space as formerly, and though too large a number of boys 
must be accommodated in these rooms, the ventilation ap- 
pears to be good. It should be noted that one dormitory for 
twenty-five boys is without the increased air-space. Although 
the cubic air-space per boy is here altogether too small, the 
Trustees can make no other arrangement in the present 
building. Their request for money to build two cottages 
could not be granted in the fall, and the appropriation for 
rebuilding was much smaller than the sum at first asked for. 
The worn-out condition of these old buildings has made it 
impossible to keep within the appropriation granted. Rotten 
beams and falling ceilings had to be replaced, old walls and 
roofs had to be made weather-proof, and after all is done the 
buildings and location remain unfit for a boys’ reform school. 
There is not room upon the island to carry out the cottage 
system, nor for cultivation of land, nor even for proper play- 
grounds for the boys, who must play, eat and sleep in 
a crowd. Moreover, the exposed situation makes the place: 
undesirable for boys who may enter the institution with weak 
lungs. 

It will be remembered that these old buildings, isolated on 
an island, have been lighted with kerosene oil. Impressed 
by the danger of fire, the Trustees after many requests ob- 
tained on March 21, four thousand dollars and the dynamo 
at Long Island for an electric light plant. As, however, the 
Trustees of the Pauper Institutions have not yet been able to 
dispense with the dynamo, oil is still used for lighting the 
building, and was the material by means of which the fire was 
started. In afew weeks it is hoped that the electric plant 
may be fully installed, but even then there will remain 
danger of fire, for though hose and stand-pipes have been 
conveniently placed in and around the buildings, the pipe 
which conducts the, city water to the island is too small to 
make a large or high stream from the hose possible. The 
Trustees have urged that a salt-water system for protection 
against fire should be inaugurated. This could only be done 
at a cost of twelve thousand dollars. Is it not time for the 
city to cease to spend its money upon buildings unsuited to 
their use, and to furnish proper location and buildings for 
its Reform School for Boys? ‘The Trustees earnestly recom- 
mend that the school be removed to a situation upon the 
mainland, with sufficient land for farming purposes. 

Until the summer vacation, the work of the different 
departments went on as usual. School was held for five hours 
daily; one hundred and eight boys had lessons in sloyd,

twenty boys were employed at printing, twenty-eight at 
shoemaking, an average of seven at sewing and two at 
baking, while all did their part in the general work of the 
Institution. During the summer short lessons in physics, 
mechanical drawing and nature study were given; the shoe- 
shop was closed, and the boys under the direction of the sloyd 
teacher and carpenter made repairs about the buildings. 
Improvements were also made in the roads and grounds; a 
bulkhead was built at an exposed point; the cemetery was 
enclosed with a new fence, neatly painted. After September 
the boys were employed in the mornings in clearing away 
débris; putting the grounds in order; building a piggery, 
moving some old. buidings and converting them to new 
uses. An extra carpenter was engaged to assist in this work, 
and it is hoped that much of it was of use to the boys. 

From September 18th, when school was opened, to January 
1st, the boys received from four to four and a half hours of 
instruction daily in the afternoons and evenings. In the 
course of the winter, shoemaking was resumed on a small 
scale, there being no great number of boys who could be so 
employed. 

On January Ist, Mr. Walter J. Phelan was appointed as 
head teacher. Mr. Phelan is a teacher of experience, and has 
acted as sub-master in the public schools of Boston. Since 
then the usual school hours have been resumed so that the 
boys have five hours school instruction daily, and are about to 
begin sloyd again as soon as the sagging floor of the ancient 
sloyd building is propped and levelled. 

The boys at Deer Island have received three hours of 
school instruction daily since September 15th, the remainder 
of each day being spent in cane-seating chairs, or in assisting 
on the farm. ‘The reports of the teacher show a good aver- 
age standing in their studies, and their general health and 


conduct have been good. ” 


THE POINT COTTAGE. 


The Point Cottage was opened June 12th for the younger 
boys. ‘Twenty-six little fellows between the ages of eight 
and fourteen were thus wholly separated from older boys and 
placed under conditions and discipline more nearly like those 
of family life. School and play hours are both passed at the 
point, the only return to the main building being for baths, 
sloyd lessons and church services. On these occasion com- 
munication with other boys is not allowed. On September 
18th, the daily routine of school was taken up; the boys 
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have four hours of. sloyd a week, included in the five hours 
of school held daily, in morning and afternoon sessions. 
They seem happy, and their improvement is marked. They 
respond to the good influences about them. All may now 
make a forcible comparison at Rainsford’s Island between the 
cottage system and the congregate system in Institutions for 
boys. 

Early in the year the buying of bread was discontinued, 
and all the bread used henceforth was baked in the Institu- 
tion. All have enjoyed this home-made bread. The bill of 
fare in use may be found in the Appendix.! 

The number of cows has been invreased from two to four. 
The produce from the few acres devoted to vegetables has 
been about the usual quantity. 

An average of seven boys and one seamstress employed in 
the sewing-room during the year, made 1,600 garments or 
articles for household use, and repaired 8,600 garments, in- 
cluding stockings. 


NEEDS AND RECOMMENDATIONS. 


(1.) The first need of the House of Reformation is a 
brick manual training building, where the printing shop 
and the work now done in two old wooden buildings which 
are actually falling to pieces, may be concentrated. The 
safety of the main building for dormitories will be increased 
by thus separating the printing shop from it. 

(2.) Coal-sheds and a coal-bunker are also needed. 

(3.) The imperative need of the school, however, is that 
it be moved from its present location to a spot where build- 
ings may be erected on the cottage system, where the land is 
sufficient and suitable for farming purposes. 

The school is at a,disadvantage in almost every respect in 
its present location, and especially so from the economic 
point of view. The buildings are so unfit for their pur- 
pose that they can never be made thoroughly suitable, and 
safety from fire can apparently only be insured by an expend- 
iture of $12,000 for a salt-water-fire protective system. 
The Trustees have long hoped that the proceeds from the sale 
of the Marcella-street Home might be used to establish a new 
House of Reformation. 

After a month’s trial (May 18th to June 18th) of an im- 
provement long desired by them the Trustees made an 
arrangement July 1st with the Pauper Institutions Trustees, 
by which Dr. B. F. Worthing, one of the house physicians

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of the Long Island Hospital, became physician at Rainsford 
Island, spending his nights there. Since that date, weekly 
reports of the health of the boys have been rendered, and 
physical examinations of boys have been made at the time of 
commitment and sent to the Trustees. As in past years, 
through the kindness of the Pauper Institutions Trustees, 
boys needing hospital care have been received at Long 
Island Hospital. Forty-eight were so received this year. 
Sub-joined is the report of the physician. It is pleasant to 
state that the boy mentioned as sent to the country on 
account of incipient phthisis, is recovering. 


REPORT OF THE RESIDENT PHYSICIAN. 


To SumMNeER D. SEAVEY, Superintendent : 
House of Reformation, Rainsford Island, Boston : 


DEAR Sir, — On July 1, 1899, I assumed the duties of 
visiting physician to the institution under your charge, and 
as such I herewith submit my report to February 1, 1900. 

During the past seven months the general health of the 
boys has been good, and although several serious cases of 
sickness and accident have occurred I am pleased to report 
no fatalities. The usual minor afflictions — influenza, tonsil- 
litis, digestive disturbances, etc. — have been fairly numerous, 
and prior to the disastrous fire of August 19, 1899, were cared 
for and treated here at the dispensary. Since then, owing to 
our inadequate means of caring for the sick, it has been 
necessary to remove all cases to Long [sland Hospital. 

Two cases of incipient phthisis have been discovered here 
during the past year, one of which your Board of Trustees 
very properly sent into the country; the other, of recent 
discovery, the proper disposal of which you are now con- 
sidering. | 

Several boys were admitted to your institution, suffering 
with chronic conditions and malformations, which if allowed 
to remain would enhance their future struggle for a liveli- 
hood, if not actually endanger their lives. In order to obviate 
their conditions, surgical interference was necessary. In each 
case an operation was performed at Long Island Hospital, 
and I am glad to report an absolute cure in every instance. 

Five serious accidents have occurred, four fractures and a 
very severe concussion of the brain, ali of which tended to a 
perfeet recovery. 
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Following is the list of cases treated:

Upon the completion of the new dispensary and hospital 
room here, now under construction, and supplying the same 
with sufficient surgical appliances and medicines, nearly, if 
not all cases of sickness and accident can be well cared for 
and treated here. 

I desire to express gratitude to Superintendent A. T. 
Hopkins of Long Island Hospital, and to the medical staff 
and nurses of the same, for their kindness, courtesy, and un- 
remitting care of the patients under my charge. 

My sincere thanks are due to you for your kindness and 
courtesy in our official relations, and to Mrs. Seavey, the 
officers and matrons for their kind and constant co-operation 
with me.

The report of Drs. E. A. Leonard and Evan P. Wentworth, 
who have done the dental work of the school, may be sum- 
marized as follows: In sixteen days’ work scattered through 
the year, the following operations were performed: 197 
amalgam fillings, 23 cement fillings, 9 gutta percha fillings, 5 
nerves capped, 49 cleaning cases, 192 extractions, total, 475. 


Dr. LANCASTER’S REPORT. 


To the Trustees for Children : 


I submit the following brief report of work done for the 
boys at the House of Reformation during the past ten 
months. I have records of 37 examinations. To these 
should be added half-a-dozen re-examinations of which I 
made no record, as nothing new was found. None of the 
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boys were suffering from any acute or urgent symptoms. A 
very large proportion of the cases were suffering from the 
scars of old injuries or diseases, long since healed, or from 
imperfect development, or from chronic incurable degenera- 
ation. About 75 per cent. needed glasses, which were or- 
dered, not only for those who would be surely benefited by 
them, but also for those who might derive benefit, though it 
was doubtful whether they would or not. In other words, 
all the boys who by any possibility might be helped were 
given the chance. <A few of these were later advised to dis- 
card the glasses, it having become evident that they were of 
no benefit. 

Some of the boys might be treated by operation at a hos- 
pital, but not safely at the school. The following diseases 
were found, but often several occurred in one boy, so that 
each disease does not necessarily mean a separate patient.

REPORT OF Boys ON PROBATION. ! 


Ninety boys were released on probation during the year, 
of whom two have died. Of these, 66 (or 75 per cent.) were 
returned to their homes (to attend school or to go to work) 
and 24 (or 25 per cent.)*were indentured or boarded in the 
country. <A larger percentage were thus returned to their 
homes this year than last. Of the total number released 
on probation 2.22 per cent. have died, 75.35 per cent. are 
doing well, and 24.45 per cent. have failed to do well, of 
whom 6.66 per cent. were returned from probation, and 7.77 
per cent. were committed to other institutions, the remainder 
‘being still at large. A comparison of the conduct of boys 
placed at home with that of boys placed in the country 
shows that of the former 25.75 per cent. failed to do well, 
while of the latter this is true of only 20.83 per cent. 

Our visiting agent and those who assist him have, how- 
ever, a larger task than that of caring for the boys released 
during the year. All boys committed for minority to the 
House of Reformation remain in the care of the Trustees 
after release. A total of 563 visits upon such boys have 
been made during the year, the average number of visits 
paid to each boy being 3.6. The visits to boys indentured 
in the country are more frequent, averaging 5. 

Tables 12,13 and 14 inthe Appendix outline the condition 
of the probationers as a whole. Of 550 names of boys re- 
leased or discharged which appear on the books from May 
1, 1895, to date, 46 are names recurring through recommit- 
ment, or return from probation; 172 boys have been dis- 
charged from the care of the department. 

One hundred and ninety-seven boys remain subject to the 
control of the Trustees. Of these, 106 are at home; 54 are 
indentured or boarding; 9 are working independently; 2 are 
in the School for Feeble-Minded; 2 are in the Parental 
School; 3 in the South Boston House of Correction; 2 have 
left the State; 11 have been lost sight of this year and in 
previous years; 8 are no longer visited, but when last heard 
from were doing well.

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Their conduct is shown in Table 12 as follows: 71.57 per 
cent. of all now on probation are doing well; 6.08 per cent. 
are out of practical control, being either out of the State, in 
hospitals for the insane or feeble-minded, or no longer 
visited. Of 5.58 per cent. the whereabouts and condition are 
unknown ; 15.73 per cent. are not doing well, of whom 8.63 
per cent. are still at large, and 7.10 per cent. have been 
in other penal institutions, or the Parental School. 

The occupations of 130 of the boys are outlined in Table © 
14 of the Appendix. 

For boys on probation, as well as for those within the In- 
stitution, the need of right of transfer to the Massachusetts 
Reformatory is felt. When boys who are of such an age 
that it would be injurious to keep them among younger boys 
at the House of Reformation fall into bad or vicious ways, 
they soon perceive that the visiting agent practically feels 
able to exercise no power but that of admonition over them. 
The Trustees do not anticipate that the number of these 
transfers need be large. It is the power of transfer that is 
needed. 

THE PARENTAL SCHOOL. 


That the 200 boys in this school are having good care 
and training seems to be shown by some facts in the statis- 
tical tables.1. One death has occurred. The general health 
of the boys has, however, been good, and they have as a rule 
gained largely in weight. The bill of fare now in use is given 
in the Appendix.” 

The reports recently received from the public schools re- 
garding the progress of the boys after leaving the Parental 
School seem to indicate that a large percentage of those who 
have been reported upon are attending school regularly, 
doing fairly well in conduct and studies, and in a large num- 
ber of cases maintaining their places in the grade to which 
they were discharged, or even in some cases, in a higher 
grade. Of the boys released on probation since the present 
Superintendent took charge, only one has been returned to the 
school. Of 294 boys committed during his administration 
only 11 have been recommitted on a second sentence. 

The boys have in general an air of health and content- 
ment, and the records of punishments show that a fairly mild 
discipline is sufficient to maintain order. 

The school instruction follows in general the course in the 
Boston public schools, though in obedience to the convic- 
tions alike of the Trustees, the Superintendent and the

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Boston School Supervisor who visits the school, the classes 
are kept as small as our means will allow. The limit of 
25 is, however, often overstepped. The average attendance 
in the school has shown an increase of 23 for the past year, 
while nothing has been done to relieve the overcrowding 
which seemed so serious a problem a year ago, except the 
construction of two wooden unplastered buildings of a very 
temporary character, which contain eight school-rooms. Con- 
sequently all the needs so strongly urged in the last annual 
report must be emphasized. 

For the Parental School the Trustees have asked for 
money : 

(1) ‘To grade the grounds. 

(2) ‘To level a hill, tear down the stable and move an 
old wooden building, thus furnishing a site for a new dor- 
mitory. 

(3) To build a new stable at a greater distance, together 
with hen-houses. 

(4) To build a small three-roomed building for sloyd 
and carpentry. 

(5) To connect the cesspools into which two buildings 
drain with the Metropolitan sewer. 

Other urgent needs are: 

(6) The drainage of the land. 

(7) Alteration of the present brick central building to 
fit it for eight school-rooms. 

(8) Introduction of shower baths into the cottages. 

(9) Building of three new cottages for dormitory pur- 

oses. 

: (10) An administration building containing superin- 
tendent’s rooms, offices, storerooms, etc., as well as a large 
assembly-room, which might also be used for gymnastic pur- 
poses. There is now no room in which all the boys can be 
assembled. When it is remembered that 200 boys are now 
occupying an institution built with sleeping accommodations 
for 80 or 100, these demands will not seem excessive. Cer- 
tainly no department in the city is in more crying need of 
expenditure for buildings than the Children’s Institutions 
Department, for its two institutions. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
PARENTAL SCHOOL. 


To the Trustees for Children : 


During the year just closing the number of boys in the 
school has increased from 175 to 2011; the average daily 
attendance is 193 as against 170 for the year preceding. 

As the statistics which appear in the Appendix should 
reveal to some extent at least the amount and quality of the 
work accomplished during the past year, I will endeavor to 
point out the more significant of the facts tabulated. 

Table No. 16? is interesting chiefly as showing the steady 
erowth of the school. The figures relating to release on 
probation and return therefrom show that the tendency of 
late has been to release fewer boys than formerly. The 
figures also tend to show that closer discrimination has been 
exercised than formerly in this regard, for of the 34 boys 
released since August 1, 1898, the date of the beginning of 
the present administration, only one has been returned, as 
against 25 returned of a total of 120 released in the two and 
one-half years previous. I hope and expect that the number 
of those who can be wisely released will gradually increase. 

The fact that forty boys were recommitted the first time, 
and five boys the second time, during 1899, is at first 
rather startling. However, of these 45 boys, 34 of the 40 
were originally committed, and all of the five were both 
originally committed and recommitted the first time before 
August 1, 1898. The percentage of foreign-born boys com- 
mitted was, for 1898, 21.9 per cent. and for 1899, 19.8 per 
cent. 

Tables 18, 18A, and 18B® deal with the parentage of 
boys. Of the 189 committed during 1899, 17.9 per cent. 
were boys both of whose parents were born in the United 
States, 55 per cent. were boys both of whose parents were 
foreign born, and 9.5 per cent. more were boys one of whose 
parents was foreign born. 

Table 18A* shows that 33 per cent. of boys committed

varied only 15 days; 77 per cent. of the boys committed ~ 
last year were between the ages of ten and thirteen. This 
is about the usual percentage for the ages indicated, and is 
doubtless largely due to the school attendance law. How 
much it may be due to the arrangement and presentation of 
the school work for the ages named, and how much to 
natural tendencies of boys of the ages named, time alone 
may tell. 

Tables Nos. 20 and 20A! give the proportion between the 
total number of boys attending grammar and primary schools 
in each court district, and the commitments for truancy from 
each district for the year just past. Dorchester has the 
lowest percentage of commitments, followed by Brighton, 
West Roxbury, and Charlestown, in order. South Boston, 
Roxbury and East Boston have a considerably larger per- 
centage and do not differ greatly from one another. By far 
the largest percentage of commitments is from the central 
court district. 

Table No. 21? shows that October as usual led all the 
months in number of commitments. 

The table further shows that more than half of the boys 
released during the past year were released during Septem- 
ber. The choice of the opening of the school year as 
probably the best time for releasing boys seems to have been 
a wise one — only one of those released having been returned. 

Table No. 22% indicates what I believe to be a correct ten- 
dency, in that only 26 boys discharged or released last year 
spent six months or less in the school, as against 48 for the 
preceding year, whereas 108 spent from nine to twelve 
months, as against 95 for the preceding year. 

If it is economy to send a boy here at all, it is certainly 
economy to keep him here long enough to admit of the 
possibility at least of the good he gets becoming permanent. 
Money expended for the very short terms is usually wasted. 
The table further shows that the average time spent by boys 
sent out last year was four days less than for the year pre- 
ceding. 

Table No. 234 showing average increase in height and weight 
of boys, should be compared with Table No. 24 compiled from 
Dr. Bowditch’s measurements of Boston school boys of 
American parentage. It should be remembered in this con- 
nection that the measurements for boys of American parent- 
age are at nearly every point slightly greater than those for 
the nationalities which predominate at the Parental School.

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From a scientific standpoint, Table No. 23 is probably of 
little value. For the present purpose, however, it simply 
tends to show that the boy who enters the Parental School 
is usually inferior to the average boy of American parentage 
in both stature and weight, that his increase in height is 
almost uniformly slightly less than that of the average 
American boy, and that his increase in weight is probably 
quite equal to, if not in excess of, the average American 
boy. Of all the boys weighed, only three lost in weight, 
and those only very slightly, while many, a few of which are 
cited in connection with the table, made records of increase 
in weight that are remarkable. 

Table No. 251 marks the beginning of a record which, for 
the light it may throw upon the character of Parental School 
work, it is to be earnestly hoped, may be continued and _per- 
fected. Cards were recently sent out by the Superintendent 
of Public Schools calling for information from public school 
teachers concerning the boys who had been returned from 
the Parental School. Complete return was made for 61 
boys. The facts are classified in Table No. 25.1. As by far 
the largest group reported is of those who left the Parental 
School between the end of the summer term, 1899, and 
January 1, 1900, and as that group best represents the pres- 
ent work of the school, the other groups are disregarded in 
the following analysis : 

Of this group eighty-three and eight-tenths per cent. were 
reported to be maintaining a position in the class to which 
they were discharged from the Parental School, or in a higher 
class. Up to January 1, 1900, 62 per cent. had been inexcus- 
ably absent no times, and 18 per cent. less than ten times. 
The deportment of 54 per cent. was excellent or good, and of 
32 per cent. fair. The class work of 24 per cent. was excel- 
lent or good, and of 40 per cent. fair. Although we have no 
system of visitation, we are able to account as follows, for 44 
of-the 62 remaining boys discharged or released between the 
end of the summer term, 1899, and January 1, 1900: Eigh- 
teen are at work; thirteen are in school, though not officially 
reported to us ; ene is excused from school by advice of physi- 
cian ; four are loafing ; four have been returned to this school ; 
one is at the House of the Angel Guardian; one is at Deer 
Island; one is at the House of Reformation; one has died. 
Thus of the 99 sent out during the period named, 68 per 
cent, are reported either at school or at work, 10 per cent. 
are known to be not doing well, and 18 per cent. are unac- 
counted for.

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ScHOOL WORK. 


The work of the schools has proceeded very much upon 
the lines laid down during the preceding year. In its essen- 
tial features the course of study of the Boston public schools 
is followed. The boys are brought into grades as soon after 
their arrival as possible, though with 75 per cent. of our 
pupils coming from ungraded classes, a grade, always a 
compromise, is even more of a compromise here than in 
most other schools. The boys in school to-day are placed as 
follows: 

First year, 9; second year, 12; third year, 44; fourth 
year, 20; fifth year, 36; sixth year, 84; seventh year, 25; 
eighth year, 8; ungraded, 18. Of these, 28 are now at work 
in the ungraded class. As there is no fixed point, as grad- 
ings go, upon which to base an accurate reckoning, the 
determination of the progress in grades made in a given time 
is rather difficult. Our judgment, based upon written work 
that is saved at intervals, and upon the opinions of teachers, 
who have been able to keep close watch of given boys during 
their stay here, is that, disregarding those mentally or morally 
abnormal, of whom we have more than most schools, boys 
here make progress quite as rapidly as in the average public 
scliool. 

The ungraded class was organized and recently put in 
operation for those who, upon arrival, are found to be unpre- 
pared for the work of a given grade, and for those who appear 
to be able, with a little individual attention, to take up the 
work of the grade next higher than that in which they are, and 
for those unfortunates who flounder and only succeed in stir- 
ring up uncertainty in their own minds, and the mind of the 
teacher. Perhaps we shall find that properly to prosecute the 
work of a school like this several such classes are necessary. 
To yield best results the ungraded classes should be kept 
smaller in numbers than the regular classes. As time advances, 
I am more strongly of the opinion that the number of boys in 
the regular classes should be limited to 25. If the number of 
pupils continue to increase, an additional teacher, now desir- 
able, will soon become a necessity. The special summer classes 
with new teachers and popular subjects, as in the preceding 
year, constituted a feature of the summer vacation. The sub- 
jects taught were nature-study, cookery, literature and mili- 
tary drill. In nature-study, work was provided in three lines : 
common domestic animals and pets; germination and 
growth of plants, as exemplified in the gardens of the school ; 
and a study of the characteristics of the different trees found 
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on the premises. ‘These lessons were given always in the 
presence of the object studied, either indoors or outside. In 
cookery, the object was to teach the boys the importance of 
sanitary methods in the preparation of common articles of 
food. The interest of boys in cookery is surprisingly active. 
Each boy, when the course was over, had his recipe book to 
carry or send home to his mother. ‘The teacher of literature 
told to the younger boys classic tales from mythology and 
fairy-lore, while with the older boys she read and explained, 
so far as explanation was necessary, Scott’s “Lady of the 
Lake.” The younger boys came to look forward with great 
eagerness to their daily stories, and the older boys developed 
and sustained an interest in the reading that was remarkable. 
Several boys have re-read the “ Lady of the Lake”’ since last 
summer. 


MANUAL TRAINING. 


In sloyd, the Normal Course, covering three years’ work 
and calling for the completion of thirty-one models, and which 
is similar to the course pursued in the 7th, 8th and 9th years 
of most Boston public schools where sloyd is taught, has 
been superseded by the Elementary Course which calls for 
the completion of fourteen models, and is similar to the 6th 
year course of the public school. In the sloyd classes the 
work is all individual — each boy making such advancement 
as his ability and energy will admit. Owing to the fact that 
the sloyd course is designed primarily for pupils of the 6th 
year or higher grade, while more than half of our boys are 
below 6th year grade, some modifications have to be made in 
certain parts of the work to adapt it to the powers of the 
boys concerned. Some boys—not many — complete the 
course in a year’s time, a very few in less than a year, while 
practically all are interested in their sloyd, and wish to do 
well in it. All of the models of the course are useful and 
designed to draw the boy closer to home life. Many boys 
are glad to spend extra time to make something special for 
some member of the home circle. 

At this stage in the development of education it is hardly 
necessary to speak of the value of manual training as an 
educative means. In making a thing one must make it 
definitely right or definitely wrong, and so he learns precision. 
He must often decide for himself as he works, and so he 
learns to be self-reliant. In working from the drawing or 
the model to his product he must focus his attention, and so 
he gets power of application. In expressing himself by 
making things he cannot dissimulate and so he learns honesty.

In this way manual training affects intellectual fibre and 
makes character. Now with the present equipment we can 
give each boy only one sloyd lesson per week, and for four 
classes — about 70 boys— we have been obliged to reduce 
the lesson from the regular length of two hours, to an hour 
and a half. I need hardly mention the unfitness of the room 
we are obliged to use for the sloyd. Cold in winter, and at 
all times awkward in shape and too small in size, it is strik- 
ingly unfit for the use to which it is put. 

There is urgent need of a manual training building of 
three main rooms —two for sloyd and one for: carpentry. 
Another teacher of sloyd and an instructor in carpentry who 
would make the ordinary repairs in his line about the place 
are much needed. An instructor in carpentry would, in my 
opinion, save the school enough money in repairs to nearly, if 
not quite, pay his salary. 


PHYSICAL TRAINING. 


The Swedish system of gymnastics is taught quite compe- 
tently by the grade teachers, — the day’s orders prescribed 
for the various grades in Boston being followed by the cor- 
responding grades here. ‘This is very good as far as it goes, 
but it does not go far enough. Itis a noticeable fact that in 
many of the most progressive institutions in which reform- 
atory work is carried on, increasing attention is being given 
to the matter of systematic and thorough physical training. 
The prominence given to this training is not chiefly because 
of its favorable effect upon the physical development of the 
subjects, but rather, because of the results which it is known 
to work upon the nervous centres. Because it has been 
found to furnish admirable means of bringing the nervous 
and muscular systems up to pitch and generally arousing and 
ventilating the whole being, systematic physical training 
with suitable appliances has taken a leading place among 
means of reform and education. A properly equipped gym- 
nasium which could also be used for an assembly hall consti- 
tutes one of the most pressing needs of the school. 

The boys of Cottage 1, under the direction of their master, 
have begun the cultivation of English violets. They now 
have several large beds of these flowers, which, as our school 
year closes, are beginning to blossom luxuriantly. The boys 
hope to pick some for the market soon, and so get money with 
which to buy sashes for hot-beds. The boys of Cottage 2, 
with the assistance of their master, have made some houses 
of fitting size, and a yard for their dog, guinea pigs, and 
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bantam fowl. It is my feeling that these and similar enter- 
prises are quite in keeping with the spirit and method which 
should characterize the work of this Institution. Many 
avenues toward wholesome things should be opened. Healthy 
interests must be cultivated, or the old interests will hardly 
be stamped out. I would hasten the day when a truant sent 
to the Parental School shall find there so many wholesome 
things appealing to boys of varying natures that he can 
hardly fail to acquire a new attitude of mind and a new pur- 
pose of life. 


LIBRARY. 


The Parental School, being a deposit station of the Public 
Library, has constantly on hand about two hundred books. 
During the year 1,695 books were issued to the boys. The 
Henty books and fairy tales are, as formerly, most wanted. 
In general, Parental School boys are not especially different 
from other boys in respect to reading. 

The eight school-rooms constructed during the autumn of 
1899, although rough and temporary, brought us welcome 
relief at several points. First, a comfortable room is pro- 
vided for each of the seven classes; second, the boys’ sitting- 
rooms at the cottages are made fully available for social pur- 
poses; third, a large, light, and cheerful room in the office 
building takes the place of the gloomy bakery as a dining- 
hall for the one hundred and twenty boys of the third divi- 
sion; fourth, an equally large and pleasant room provides for 
additional dormitory and sitting-room privileges for the third 
division boys; and fifth, the room formerly used for a dining- 
room is now used for a bakery and much needed store-room. 

The five cows, four of which were purchased during the 
year, besides partly providing the school with milk at a net 
profit, furnish profitable employment to the boys who care 
for them. 

The barn is too near other buildings, and inadequate to the 
needs of the school. A poultry house would furnish another 
means for engaging a healthy interest of the boys and would 
be practically sure to make a profitable return for the money 
invested. 

The Roman Catholic boys attend St. Theresa’s Church, and 
the Protestant boys the South Evangelical Church of West 
Roxbury. Mr. Louis Cohen has continued to give religious 
instruction to the Hebrew boys during most of the year. 
The helpful influences of these religious agencies are grate- 
fully acknowledged. 

I wish to thank the medical staff, and the dentist, Dr. 
F. P. Barnard, for valuable services rendered. 
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I am gratified to report that the spirit of the school for the 
past several months has been remarkably good. Attempts 
to run away have been infrequent, there having been but five 
escapes since November 1. The conduct of the boys in other 
respects has been orderly and helpful. This fact and the 
favorable reports which are received of boys who have re- 
turned to the public schools furnish the best kind of encour- 
agement to those who have had a hand in producing the 
results. In a work of this kind the best results are not 
likely to appear quickly. Real reform is usually a matter of 
growth, and a governing factor in bringing it about is time. 
If a successful work is to be prosecuted in this school it will 
be the result, I fancy, not so much of patent devices and 
popular schemes, as of conformity to approved pedagogical 
principles and of steady adherence to the real and the per- 
manent. 

For an easy success may we not be impatient. .

Dr. JAMES S. STONE, 
Secretary of the Medical Staff : 


DerAR Sir, — The health of the boys during the past year 
has been good. 

There has been a small number of contagious diseases, but 
by prompt isolation a more general epidemic was prevented. 
Malaria has been prevalent during certain months of the year. 
The seemingly large number of gastro-intestinal disturbances 
have been for the most part only of a very mild type. 
There has been one death from appendicitis.

PLACING-OUT AND OFFICE DtIvisIon.! 


The Marcella-street Home having been finally closed in 
November, 1898, all neglected or dependent children received 
during the past year (except the few placed in hospitals or 
schools for the defective) have been placed directly in 
families. The plan has been eminently successful. Care is 
taken to have a few homes near at hand, each of which can 
accommodate four or five children needing training, special 
care or medical treatment. Any child for whom it seems 
best can thus be kept under close observation after admis- 
sion, for alonger or shorter period, before being placed in the 
family selected for it. The Trustees feel no doubt that the 
children are not only healthier, but also happier in their 
present life in families than were the inmates of the Marcella- 
street Home. ‘They certainly, too, have more opportunity to 
develop their individual powers.

It continues to be the policy and desire of the Trustees to 
place children, whenever possible, in families of the same 
religious faith as their parents. 

The work of this division has as usual been done with care 
and faithfulness. The statistical tables in the Appendix 
serve as a record of the work done, and are worthy of com- 
ment. 

The table upon investigation shows that no child was 
admitted to the department, or placed in any family, or 
released or discharged from the care of the Trustees, without 
a personal visit to the home of its parents, or to the country 
home under consideration. ‘The only exceptions to this rule 
were where children received were committed by the courts, 
or discharged at the expiration of fixed sentences. 

There were 514 applications for admission of dependent 
children during the year, a slight decrease from last year’s 
number. A larger proportion proved, however, to have no 
settlement in the city. Of the 246 having settlement, 44 
per cent. were admitted to the care of the department, as 
against 69 per cent. last year. Undoubtedly the percentage 
was much higher in the years preceding, when little inquiry 
was made. Perhaps no more important work is now done in 
this department than the careful investigation which leads to 
this decrease in admissions. Few of these applicants have 
been refused outright; for many, careful advice has sufficed. 
Of the 188 not admitted, 33 were sent to private societiesor 
hospitals ; for one, application was made to the School for 
Feeble-Minded. ‘The disposal of fifty cases (taken as speci- 
mens) was as follows: Relatives were found who were able 
and willing to care for twenty-five children; the fathers of 
seven children, and the mother of one were induced or en- 
abled to return to their families and support them ; work, or 
a home and work, or acheaper tenement and promise of work 
were found for the parents of 12 children; one infant was. 
sent with its mother to the Boston Almshouse; the mothers 
of 3 illegitimate children withdrew their applications when 
investigation was suggested. One child, needing care and 
not support was admitted to the City Hospital, where the 
mother was made happy by the possibility of visiting it fre- 
quently. Of the children not admitted 35 were under 3 
years of age. ‘The total number of children under 3 years of 
age admitted was also 35, of whom 4 were neglected children. 

To the 108 dependent children admitted during the year, 
must be added 30 neglected children committed by the courts. 
The neglected children are thus 21.73 per cent. of the whole. 
For each class the number of boys is larger than the number 
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of girls. Only 3.6 per cent. of all the children admitted were 
of foreign birth, but of their fathers, 42 per cent. were known 
to be of foreign birth, while of nearly one-quarter, the birth- 
place was unknown. From inquiries concerning home and 
family conditions the following facts, among others, were 
gathered. | 

Of the dependent children 46.28 per cent. had only one 
parent or none to care for them, while in addition the parents 
of 18.51 per cent., though living, were separated. A few had 
step-parents. The mothers or fathers or both parents of 
43.50 per cent. were sick or disabled. The head of the 
family was, in the case of 10.18 per cent., out of work. A 
large number of these families had received charitable aid. 
Sickness, death, or lack of work thus contributed to the mis- 
fortunesof many. Less frequent causes were intemperance 
and erime. One or both parents of 18.50 per cent. were in- 
temperate; members‘of the families of 14.81 per cent. had 
been arrested. 

Turning to the neglected children we find that so many 
as 63.3 per cent. had only one parent, or none to care for them, 
while in addition the parents of 6.66 per cent., though living, 
were separated. The percentage of those having step-parents 
was so large as 20 percent. The percentages of parents sick 
or disabled (no fathers are so recorded) of those out of work, or 
receiving charitable aid, are decidedly less than for the de- 
pendent children. On the other hand, 66.66 per cent. of 
the children had one intemperate parent; of 13.33 per cent. 
both parents were intemperate; and members of the families 
of 30 per cent. had been arrested. 


DISCHARGES. 


The number of children discharged during the year is 
233, or 94 more than the number admitted. A large propor- 
tion of those discharged from indenture (96 out of 125) 
reached majority. 

An inquiry has been made into the present condition of 
47 of the children discharged from board during the year. 
Of these 35 were found to be happy and doing well at home ; 
one had been married, one had been with her mother until 
the death of the latter, and is now in an institution, and 
homesick for her country friends; and 10 had fallen into 
misfortune again. Of these 8 had been taken by the Society 
for Prevention of Cruelty to Children, and placed 5 in the 
eare of the Home for Destitute Catholic Children, and 
3 in the care of the State. The 2 children remaining are 
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with relatives in the country, their home having been broken 
up. Of these ten, 5 were neglected children, whose parents 
failed to do well. 

In all, four neglected children have been discharged this 
year whose parents are doing well. 

Investigations were made of 56 homes of children who 
had been in the charge of the department two years or over, 
to see if any parents had become able to receive their chil- 
dren. As a result, five children were discharged. 

At the close of the year there were a total of 928 chil- 
dren in charge of this division, of whom seven were on proba- 
tion in their own homes, 156! in institutions not in the care 
of the Trustees, and 765 placed in families. 

Of the children placed in families, 94 were 5 years of age 
and under, 490 were between 5 and 15, and 181 were over 
15 years of age. The 339 in free homes naturally include 
the older children, while the 426 at board are the younger 
group, the greater number being under 12. Older children 
are placed at board only if peculiar, or mentally or physically 
defective or ill, and every effort is made to place children, 
when possible, in free homes. Sixty-one were so indentured 
for the first time this year; in the meantime, 33 with whom 
the trial had been made had to be returned to boarding 
homes. Other transfers from one home to another were 
made (such transfers being necessary in order to find the 
home and family best suited to each child). Few of the 
boarded children are placed outside of Massachusetts. Ina 
few towns near at hand a large number of young or delicate 
children are gathered, so that they may be more frequently 
visited, but with this exception we endeavor to place only a 
small number in any one town. ‘This year the average 
number placed in one town is four. The indentured chil- 
dren are more widely scattered, being placed in more towns 
and in different States; the greater number, however, are 
still in Massachusetts; the average number in a town is 2.6. 
A larger number are indentured in the suburban parts of 
Boston than in any other one town. An effort is made to 
place not more than two children, who are not related, in a 
family. Little sisters and brothers, however, share seventeen 
homes in groups of 8 or4. There are fifteen homes containing 
each three or more children who are not related; it is fair to 
say that several of these are special homes for children need- 
ing treatment at hospitals, | ) special care or training, while 
two are temporary homes. {hese being subtracted, there re- 
main 4 other homes containing 4 children. 


1 For 94 of these board is paid. 
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We seek to comply with the laws of Massachusetts re- 
garding school attendance. Visitors make inquiries of the 
teachers, who also fill out and send school reports to the 
Trustees. A largernumber of children naturally were in 
charge throughout the whole year than at any given moment. 
Of the whole number in charge only 22 children of the pre- 
scribed school age are reported as not attending school. One 
of these was transitional, 7 were considered mentally unfit, and 
14 physically unfit. Of those considered unfit, 7 have since 
been transferred to the care of other institutions. Besides 
those of the prescribed age, 56 children over 14 years have at- 
tended school regularly. 

A total of 5,298 visits have been made by agents of the 
departments upon children, or an average of 5 upon every 
child who has been at any time during the year in the care 
of this division. The boarded children are, however, visited 
about twice as often as the indentured children (those under 
3 years of age, in especial, receiving frequent visits). The 
average number, above, therefore, is low for the boarded, 
and high for the indentured children. ‘The Trustees have 
also visited a number of the placed-out children during the 
year in various localities. 

The general health of the children has been good; most of 
those needing medical care have been visited by local physi- 
cians; 86 have, however, been brought to the city for 
treatment. 

Table No. 471 shows how the 156 children in other insti- 
tutions are distributed. Almost all of these are either in hos- 
pitals or institutions for defectives. 

Christmas presents were sent to all the children of this 
department. 

Subjoined is the report of the general agent of this division, 
to whom, together with his subordinates, is due this detailed 
knowledge and care.

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REPORT OF THE GENERAL AGENT FOR THE 
OFFICE AND PLACING—-OUT DIVISION FOR 
THE YEAR ENDING JANUARY - 31, 1900. 


To the Trustees for Children: 


I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
Office and Placing-Out Division for the year ending January 
31, 1900. 

The principal duty of this division is to take charge of 
the dependent and neglected children committed to your care 
and, if eligible, to place them directly in private families at 
board, on indenture, or for adoption. 


HoMES FOR CHILDREN. 


No work connected with the department requires better 
judgment or is of greater importance than that of providing 
proper boarding or free homes for children. The number 
of suitable places found usually exceeds the number of 
children waiting. As a rule not more than two children are 
placed in a family to board. The fitness of any family for 
the home of a child, especially for any particular child, or 
the suitableness of a child for the family cannot be determined 
except by trial; but care and thoroughness in examining 
places which offer, generally secure good homes. 

The influence of home life upon the children boarded in 
families is noticeable; they improve both morally and physi- 
cally, and are better fitted to combat with the world than are 
children crowded together in an institution. 

Another advantage is the attachment which arises between 
the children and the families with whom they are boarding. 
We have many cases where board has been paid but a few 
months, when they are taken on indenture, or occasionally, if 
eligible, for adoption. 

Children requiring special treatment because defective in 
body or mind are placed in suitable hospitals or institutions. 


VISITS. 


Visiting the children is a work which must be handled 
with much tact. In ascertaining the condition of a child 
the feelings of both family and child must be considered, 
and the information must be gained as unobtrusively as pos- 
sible.

The first visit to a child is rarely satisfactory, as being 
unfamiliar with his surroundings he is apt to be on his best 
behavior; usually his true disposition, either for good or 
evil, is learned during later visits. The treatment the child 
receives at the hands of the family in whose charge he is 
may not be satisfactory, hence the need of constant watch- 
fulness and care of these wards of the city. Adjusting 
cases where dissatisfaction has arisen on either side is a 
frequent duty. Conference and advice are often sufficient 
to remove difficulties and few complaints of ill-treatment 
have arisen. Whenever any such have been brought to 
our notice, whether by anonymous letters or otherwise, they 
have been promptly and thoroughly investigated. The chil- 
dren visited during the year, have been found with few 
exceptions, to be in good homes, where they live a free, 
healthy, out-of-door life, and are trained for lives of self- 
support and usefulness. 


GENERAL HEALTH. 


The health of the indentured children has been remarkably 
good, only one death occurring since my last report. 

Of the children boarding 12 deaths have occurred; 7 of 
these came to us in a very delicate and neglected condition. 


INVESTIGATIONS OF APPLICANTS FOR ADMISSION. 


The small number of children of the dependent class 
admitted to our care during the past year is In a great 
measure due to thoroughness in investigating cases before 
receiving them, and to pains taken to suggest or discover 
other assistance. 

In emergency cases children are sent to the temporary 
home pending the result of the visitor’s report. 

Many more of these children would become wards of the 
city were it not for the interest taken in them by various 
charitable and religious organizations. Among societies to 
which applicants have been referred are the Boston Children’s 
Aid Society, the Society of St. Vincent de Paul, the Home 
for Destitute Catholic Children, the Home of the Angel 
Guardian, the Federation of Jewish Charities, the Associated 
Charities, the Children’s Mission and many others. 


RELEASE. 


Applications for release usually proceed from parents ; 
those for indenture are from those who want service and 
those for adoption from those who are childless,

Whenever applications have been made for the release of 
truants, or for the release, indenture or adoption of juvenile 
offenders, or neglected or dependent children in the care of 
the Board, the investigation of the character of the applicant 
and home, which is the requirement of your Board, has been 
made. 


PROBATIONERS FOR THE HOUSE OF REFORMATION. 


We have experienced no difficulty in procuring homes in 
the country for boys from the House of Reformation who 
have reached the Honor Grade and are eligible for release on 
probation, but whom it is thought best not to return to their 
own homes. ‘To place and visit such boys is a part of the 
work of this department. 


CONCLUSION. 


The business of the office is one of detail, each case re- 
quiring personal attention. The daily work includes corre- 
spondence, the making of permanent records of each ward of 
the city, writing statements of investigations for the release 
or admission of children, preparing reports, hearing state- 
ments of persons who come to the office to procure or dispose 
of children, providing and sending clothing to children 
placed at board, and accompanying children to and from the 
country. 

The correspondence for the year was 7,800 communica- 
tions received, and 8,950 sent. 

There has been no change in the office force during the 
year except through the resignation of Miss Harriet A. 
Leavitt, who accepted the position of Superintendent at the 
Maine State Industrial School for Girls in January, 1900. 

I wish to express my thanks to the Trustees, and for your 
kindness and confidence I am sincerely grateful.

The Parental School laundry does the laundry work for 
both officers and boys of the Parental School and the House 
of Reformation. A man and two women are employed all 
the time, and a third woman part of the time. Employment 
is given to about fifteen boys. The total number of pieces 
done in the laundry during the year was 256,000, of which 
97,199 came from the House of Reformation.

Sir, —In accordance with the provisions of chapter 3, 
section 24, of the Revised Ordinances of 1898, I have the 
honor to transmit herewith a report of the receipts, expendi- 
tures and transactions of this department for the financial 
year ending January 31, 1900. 

During the year the Board of Aldermen held sixty meet- 
ings, including ten special meetings, two of which were 
called to take action on the deaths of former Mayor Frederick 
O. Prince, and Hon. John H. Sullivan, a member of the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment. 

The number of jurors drawn by the Board of Aldermen 
was 1,575, and the number of petitions and orders acted upon 
was 3,122. 

Of the orders sent to the Mayor for his approval, forty were 
vetoed, five of which were passed over the veto. 

The number of thoroughfares laid out as public streets 
and reported to this office by the Board of Street Com- 
missioners was fifty-five, not including eight public alleys. 
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The following changes in street names made by the 
Commissioners were confirmed by the Board of Aldermen 
and approved by the Mayor: 


Avon place in the city proper, changed to Avon street. 

Name of the way at Dorchester known as High street, 
changed to Port Norfolk street. 

Name of the way at Dorchester known as Shelton street, 
changed to Wrentham street. 

Name of the way at West Roxbury known as Bell street, 
changed to Biltmore street. 

Notice of the above changes was filed with the Register 
of Deeds according to law. 

There were 3,671 newsboys’ and bootblacks’ licenses issued 
during the year, an increase of 919 over the previous year. 

The work in the mortgage department has been kept up 
to the usual standard, and many improvements have been 
added for the accommodation of the public. 

New metallic file cases for mortgage records, etc., have 
replaced the old open ones, and these with the renovation 
made a year ago, make it one of the best offices in the Hall 
for the transaction of business. 

During the year, 9,985 papers were submitted for record, 
and 3,566 documents, such as assignments for the benefit of 
creditors, liquor license bonds, accident notices, constables’ 
bonds and returns of election expenditures were placed on 
file.

GENERAL WORK. 


During the past year the general work performed has been 
the attendance at meetings of both branches of the City 
Council, and the Committees thereof; the care, custody, de- 
livery, and filing of all city documents, minutes, books and 
pamphlets of the City Council; the care of the city flag-staffs, 
flags, ropes and stakes; the care and cleaning of the City 
Hall; also special work performed at the request of the 
Mayor, both branches of the City Council, and some of the 
city departments.

FuLAGs, RoPES AND STAKES. 


The flag on City Hall was displayed every day during the 
past year, Sundays excepted. 

The flags were displayed on the public grounds on Febru- 
ary 12, Lincoln’s Birthday; February 16, visit of the Presi- 
dent of the United States; February 22, Washington’s 
Birthday ; March 17, Evacuation Day; April 19, Patriots’ 
Day; April 27, Grant’s Birthday; May 30, Memorial Day ; 
June 14, the anniversary of the adoption of the National 
colors; June 17, Bunker Hill Day; July 4, Independence 
Day; September 4, Labor Day; September 17, Anniversary 
of the Settlement of Boston; October 12, Columbus Day; 
October 14, visit of Admiral Dewey; and on January 17, 
Franklin’s Birthday. 

During the past year, a new top-mast was placed on the 
Sullivan square flag-staff and repairs made to the Union 
park staff. 

A number of repairs are necessary to the several staffs, 
including painting of the entire number. | 

The State having taken the site of the Thomas park staff 
for a monument, the same was removed and stored in De- 
cember last; it is intended to relocate same in the immediate 
vicinity during the coming spring. 
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There are twenty-two flag-staffs located as follows:

Belmont square. Meeting House Hill. 
Boston Common. Monmouth square. 
Central square. Orchard park. 
City Hall. Peabody square.

An unusual amount of roping and staking was required 
last year for Memorial, Bunker Hill, Independence and 
Labor Days; for the visit of the President of the United 
States ; for the visit of Admiral Dewey; and for the visit of 
the 26th Regiment, U.S.V. on their way to the Philippine 
Islands : 

The ropes and stakes were used the entire season at the 
Sunday concerts on the Common and Marine park and also 
for military and other organizations in various localities. 


REVIEWS. 


The department was called upon last year to arrange for 
eight reviews of military or other organizations by the Mayor 
in front of City Hall. 


ELECTION RETURNS. 


In accordance with a vote of the City Council, arrange- 
ments were made to open the Council Chamber, for the an- 
nouncement of the City election returns to the members of 
the City Government and press on December 12th. To per- 
form this duty required the services of about eighteen extra 
clerks and messengers, four extra telephones, and four large 
blackboards ; about twenty police officers were detailed to 
preserve order in the building. 


“THe City RECORD.” 


The total receipts from subscriptions and sales of ‘“ The 
City Record” by this department during the past year was 
$184.50. 


1Thomas Park staff to be relocated. 
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THANKS TENDERED. 


I desire to hereby express my thanks to the Board of Police 
for the very valuable assistance rendered in furnishing details 
of police during the past year on ordinary and special occa- 
sions. 

I also desire to thank the Superintendent of Streets for the 
prompt removal of snow and ice from the yard and sidewalks 
around City Hall during the winter months, and also the 
_ Superintendent of Public Grounds for the excellent care and 
maintenance of the grounds in front of City Hall. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The custom in vogue in this department has been to re- 
quest the Public Buildings Department to make such repairs 
as were imperative, and I would accordingly recommend that 
a varnisher be employed to go over all the furniture in the 
building, thereby saving the same and the expense of fre- 
quent repairs. 

I renew my recommendations of last year that the alder- 
manic chamber and anteroom be painted, as both rooms need 
it very much; they are frequently visited by citizens of 
Boston and also strangers in our city. 

A large committee room is very much needed, as the 
aldermanic chamber has to be used a great deal, it being 
the only available place for ceo and committee meet- 
ings at the present time. 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 


On February 16th last, owing to a flaw in the machinery, 
the west elevator fell from the second floor to the sub- 
basement; six passengers and the attendant were in the car 
at the time, but beyond a severe shaking up, all escaped 
without serious injury. 

New machinery has now been installed, the car put in 
thorough order and equipped with a safety appliance. 


EMPLOYEES. 


The total number of persons employed, and paid from the 
department appropriation, including the City Messenger, and 
two police officers who attend the meetings of the Common 
Council, is twenty-three. 

There i is a sergeant and twelve police officers at present 
assigned to City Hall, under the direction of this department, 
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to protect the building and preserve order therein, who receive 
a salary from the Police Department; the night men are re- 
quired to patrol the building each hour, and the Collector’s 
and Treasurer’s offices every half-hour of the night, also on 
Sundays and holidays, in order to discover any fires or any 
leaks in the water and gas-pipes, and are obliged to visit 
forty-three signal stations in different parts of the building 
during their tour of duty, the same being recorded on a 
watchman’s clock located in this office. °

Sir, —In accordance with the requirements of the ordi- 
nances, I hereby present the following report of the work of 
this department for the financial year ending Jan. 31, 1900. 

The whole number of committees appointed for the 
period was ninety-two, classified as follows :

These committees have had referred to them upwards of 
three thousand orders, petitions, remonstrances, and com- 
munications of various kinds, and the greater part of them 
have been acted upon with very little delay. 

The aldermanic committees on building department and 
public improvements and the joint committee on claims 
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transacted the largest amount of business. The number of 
claims considered and acted upon by the latter committee 
was 306, requiring for settlement the sum of $44,073.04. 

The standing committees of the board of aldermen on 
electric wires, railroads, and licenses, and the special commit- 
tee on state aid have each had a large amount of work as- 
signed them. The public celebrations on June Seventeenth, 
Farragut Day, Fourth of July, and Labor Day were arranged 
by the joint special committees in the usual satisfactory man- 
ner. 

Among the more important events of the year, in which 
committees of the city council were concerned, were the 
celebration of the return of Admiral Dewey, the reception to 
the Lord Mayor of Dublin and the Hon. John E. Redmond, 
and the entertainment of the Twenty-sixth Regiment on its 
departure for the Philippine Islands. An investigation of 
the children’s institutions at Rainsford Island occupied the 
attention of a joint special committee for a number of weeks. 


LICENSED MINORS. 


The new system of licensing minors inaugurated the first 
of the year, by which the minors were required to surrender 
their badges and receive new ones at the expiration of each 
year, has worked very satisfactorily, and although it greatly 
increases the work of the department, the results are shown 
in the constantly decreasing number of unlicensed boys.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


KELECTION DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1899. 


Boston, February 15, 1900. 
Hon. THomAs N. Hart, 


Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — In compliance with the requirements of section 24, 
of chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners respectfully submits its annual report 
for the year 1899. 

At the beginning of the year the figures submitted by us 
to the Board of Estimate and Apportionment as our estimated 
requirements for the year were based upon the probability of 
an unusually heavy registration, owing to the fact that the 
contest for the mayoralty nomination, particularly in one of 
the two leading political parties, would bring out a large 
number of voters at the caucuses, and the experience of this 
department warranted us in assuming that as the registration 
increased so the cost of carrying on the department became 
greater. Though the amount allowed by the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment was $9,500 less than our figures, 
it was our good fortune to carry on the department, not only 
within the amount allowed, but to have a substantial balance 
left to our credit, as was the case also the preceding year. 
This result was brought about only by exercising great care 
im our expenditures and it has been demonstrated to our sat- 
isfaction that the additional demands upon this office in the 
years of heavy registration can be met successfully without 
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a great increase in the office force. The supplementary regis- 
tration was very heavy in September, owing to the Act of 
1898, chapter 548, section 20, which provides that there 
shall be no supplementary assessment after October first. 
During the month of September the registration was done 
entirely at the central office, and for most of that month the 
office was kept open, in connection with the assessors’ office, 
until ten o’clock in the evening in response to the claim that 
many of those seeking to be assessed and registered had 
neither the time nor opportunity to attend to it during the 
day. It may be thought advisable in the future to provide 
places for evening registration in co-operation with the Assess- 
ing Department in the different wards during September to 
relieve the central office. If such places are provided, the 
number of evenings usually provided for registration in the 
different wards prior to the State and City elections may be 
reduced, so that no additional expenditure will be necessary 
to make such provision. 

The number of male voters on the first printed list made 
up from the assessors’ returns to this department was 84,967. 
There were 15,524 names added prior to the State election 
and 2,334 names added before the city election making after 
the necessary revision the total number of male voters regis- 
tered for the city election 102,875, thus exceeding the simi- 
lar registration in 1897 of 102,473, which up to that time 
was the largest in the history of the city. At the city elec- 
tion in 1897 79,763 votes were cast for mayor, and in 1899 
81,341 votes were cast for the same office, the latter being 
the highest number of votes cast in this city for mayor. In 
1896 out of the total registration of 96,746 male voters 
82,198 votes were cast for president and 80,405 votes for 
governor. There was no mayor elected that year so the 
comparison of votes cast cannot be further extended. 


CAUCUSES AND ELECTIONS. 


The Act of 1899, chapter 546, regulating the holding of 
caucuses reduced the number of caucuses held in Boston from 
seven to four for the two leading political parties. The sepa- 
rate caucuses for choosing a ward and city committee, and 
the separate caucuses for the nomination of candidates for 
representatives to the General Court and for the Common 
Council are no longer held as formerly by one of the two 
leading political parties, but their nominations are made at 
one or the other of the two regular caucuses. The interval 
between the State and City elections is so short that in order 
to comply with the requirements of law with regard to issu- 
ing the call for caucuses prior to the city election, and with 
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regard to filing certificates of nomination and nomination 
papers, the caucuses of the two leading political parties were 
held in the past year on successive evenings in the same 
place, and created some embarrassment in making proper 
arrangements for the caucuses held on the second evening. In 
two wards the votes cast in the caucuses on the first evening 
were not counted until the afternoon of the second day, and 
in one of these wards the caucus officers had not completed 
the count and return of votes cast until nearly two hours after 
the time fixed for the beginning of the second caucus. This 
condition of affairs could have been prevented by agreement 
of the two parties not to call their caucuses on successive 
evenings, but in the absence of any such agreement, without 
a change in the law the same embarrassment is likely to 
arise again. 

The Socialist Labor party having established itself as a 
political party in accordance with law, by the vote cast for 
its candidate for governor in 1898, held caucuses for the 
first time during the past year. On account of failure to 
comply with the provisions of law, no caucuses were held by 
this party prior to the State election, but a call was season- 
ably issued for caucuses in all.the wards of the city prior to 
the City election, and suitable and convenient places were 
provided by us for holding ‘such caucuses. In some of the 
wards it was understood by us, and it proved to be the case, 
that no nominations were to be made, yet it became neces- 
sary to provide a blank ballot in such cases, and to equip the 
polling places as if a caucus were to be held. No ballots 
were cast in these wards, and we submit that some change in 
the law should be made whereby it will be necessary to pro- 
vide polling places only in such wards where nominations 
are made and printed on a ballot furnished by this depart- 
ment, notwithstanding the original call for the caucuses 
included all the wards. 

In addition to the caucuses and elections above referred 
to, a caucus and election were held in the Thirteenth Suffolk 
Representative District, to fill a vacancy caused by the death, 
previous to the meeting of the Legislature, of the candidate 
chosen at the State election. 

The caucus officers have as a rule performed their work 
satisfactorily, and the conduct of the caucuses shows from 
year to year a great improvement. Unusually large caucuses 
were held the past year, and the returns generally were 
prompt and accurate. Whether any further improvement 
could be accomplished by providing compensation for such 
officers, is a matter worthy of serious consideration. 

It is claimed that where such officers are paid voluntarily 
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by the ward committees better service is given. If the law 
required that some compensation should be paid to such 
officers, either by the political parties or by the city, it would 
undoubtedly be welcome to such as already perform their 
whole duty, and perhaps secure greater efficiency throughout 
the city. 

The election officers, too, have generally served the city 
faithfully and well the past year. In each of the 191 pre- 
cincts in the city we appointed a warden, clerk and four 
inspectors, representing equally the two leading political 
parties, and 1,146 such officers were appointed and qualified, 
after being gathered together in different sections of the city 
to be instructed as to their duties. With so large a number 
it is not surprising that a few cases of dereliction of duty 
should arise, but these are dealt with summarily. Two 
election officers were discharged during the past year during 
the progress of the election, as their conduct and condition 
were such as to disqualify them from further service, and one 
officer who was nominated from the floor to fill a vacancy 
was removed upon complaint, which was sustained, that he 
was not affiliated with the political party which he was 
chosen to represent. As against these cases of malfeasance 
in the discharge of their duty, it can be said that the great 
majority of our election officers, many of whom serve from 
year to year, are loyal to the public and to the party which 
they represent, and their work is uniformly characterized by 
promptness, honesty and accuracy. In addition to the six 
election officers regularly appointed to serve in each precinct, 
the same number of deputies are also appointed in accord- 
ance with law, and we experienced some difficulty in secur- 
ing the presence of these deputies prior to the election in 
order that they might be instructed as to their duties and 
sworn to faithfully and impartially discharge the same, 
which is necessary before they are entitled to receive com- 
pensation for their services. As very few of them are called 
upon to fill the places of regulars at the elections, the great 
majority of those who qualify receive one dollar and fifty 
cents for reporting at the opening of the polls, which is the 
only duty required of them. 

Our opinion previously expressed that these deputy elec- 
tion officers should be dispensed with and the money now 
paid them saved is strengthened by the experience of the 
department the past year. 

The difference in the number of male voters in the several 
precincts has become so great as to call for some change in 
the existing conditions. The ward lines will be changed again 
in five years, but the precinct lines should be changed at once, 
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if additional precincts are not deemed advisable. With the 
191 existing precincts the average of male voters based upon 
the registration at the city election of 102,875 would be 539. 
The number of voters in the precincts varies from 8638 to 234, 
while 104 precincts contain less than 5389 male voters and 
87 precincts over that number. We are of the opinion that if 
enough additional precincts were provided to make the whole 
number 250 the best results would be accomplished; with 
the registration at the present figures there would then be 
an average of 411 voters in each precinct, and this number 
would ensure a more prompt: return of votes cast. The 
rapid growth and development of the suburban wards have 
caused them to exceed greatly the number of voters in most 
of the old wards ; and by an examination of the tables in the 
following pages it will be noticed that there is a wide vari- 
ance in the number of voters in each ward, the highest 
number being 5,915 and the lowest 2,780. This would seem 
to warrant an immediate change in the ward lines if such a 
course were authorized by law. 


ELECTION BoOoTHS AND POLLING PLACES. 


In our last annual report we stated at some length the 
reasons which made it necessary to purchase one hundred 
voting booths made of thin corrugated steel, and we then 
admitted that the severe test given these booths at the city 
election in December, 1898, when the weather was unusually 
trying and the temperature at zero, proved conclusively that 
they were not adapted for use in such weather as is likely to 
occur at the time of the city election. The matter of mak- 
ing them comfortable at such times was considered, and it 
was decided to have the sides and top lined with thin wooden 
sheathing, and we believe they are now so equipped as _ to 
fully and satisfactorily answer the purpose for which they 
were built, although the weather at the last city election was 
mild and afforded no opportunity for a thorough test. The 
expense of making this change was greater than we expected, 
but was largely covered by the amount received the past year 
from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for moving, fitting 
up and repairing the old wooden booths belonging to this 
department which were loaned in 1898 during the war with 
Spain for the use of the State troops enlisting into the service 
of the government. Until we are again allowed the use of 
the school buildings for polling places the public must be 
contented with the accommodations and facilities offered by 
these booths. 
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RECOUNTS. 


The reduction in the number of caucuses held in this city 
by one of the leading political parties before referred to has 
reduced somewhat the number of petitions for recounts of 
votes cast at caucuses, but there has been no falling off in 
the number of petitions for recounts of votes cast at elections. 

On the whole such recounts have been conducted with little 
friction, and apparently to the satisfaction of all parties. 
Owing to the other demands upon the office at the busy sea- 
son and the limited office force it has been necessary to 
recount votes on the Sabbath day on two occasions much to 
our regret and annoyance. We hope it will not again be 
necessary to do this. In 1898 achange was made in conduct- 
ing the general recount after the city election by securing 
a large and well lighted hall in the immediate vicinity of our 
offices, and employing an extra force of skilled clerks that the 
work might be more quickly done than in the small and 
poorly ventilated room connected with our offices where such 
recounts had been previously conducted. So successful were 
the results that we conducted the general recount after the 
last city election in the same hall which had sufficient floor 
space to allow the placing of fifteen tables, at each of which 
two clerks were assigned representing the two leading politi- 
cal parties. We were enabled also to accommodate the large 
number of candidates interested by giving them full repre- 
sentation, and we believe that until the law is changed so 
that some limitation shall be placed upon the right to peti- 
tion for a recount the method of conducting a general recount 
of the votes of the city, thus followed by us, is the one 
which gives the greatest satisfaction to the public, and accom- 
plishes the best results. 

The abuse of the right to petition for a recount does not 
diminish. Numerous petitions are filed, signed by the ten 
required voters, who make oath to the truth of their petition 
which sets forth that a recount would affect the result, 
whereas in truth and in fact the margin is so great that no 
such change could naturally be expected. As the recount 
progresses, it is found that an inspection of the ballots, 
particularly of caucus ballots, is only desired, and by the 
admission of interested parties present it is evident that 
there is no expectation that the result will be changed. If 
a penalty were imposed by statute upon petitioners in such 
cases we believe that the abuse above set forth would be 
greatly modified. 


Nine complaints for illegal registration were filed with 
this department during the past year, and but two com- 
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plaints in 1898, which would-indicate that the lists of voters 
as prepared by us on the whole contain only such names as 
are entitled to be placed thereon. Of the nine complaints 
in 1899, in two cases no warrant was issued, as the evidence 
submitted was deemed insufficient. In the remaining seven 
cases warrants were issued, and after hearings conducted in 
accordance with the new method of procedure established by 
the Legislature of 1898, five of these complaints were dis- 
missed, in two instances from the failure of the complaining 
parties to further prosecute. The evidence in two cases was 
adjudged sufficient, and the names were stricken from the 
lists. We again urge the passage of a law which shall give 
the complainants in this class of cases authority to summon 
witnesses, and an adequate penalty should be attached to the 
failure to respond to such summons. 


During the past year objections in writing were filed with 
us as the Ballot Law Commission of the city of Boston in 
seven cases, all of which were objections to the nominations 
of aldermanic candidates. We were called upon to hear 
and determine four of these cases, objections in the other 
three being withdrawn before reached. Of the cases heard 
three were unanimously decided adversely to the objectors, 
and in one case the designation of the candidate was ad- 
judged not to be within the statute and the objections were 
sustained and the name of the candidate was not printed on 
the ballot. 


JURORS. 


The system of preparing the jury list by this Board was 
set forth at length in our report last -year, and certain sug- 
gestions were made which, in our opinion, if carried out, 
would be an improvement on the present system. It is our 
aim to prepare a list which shall contain men of the character 
and intelligence desired for such service, and we exercise 
great care in the selection, and during the past year we have 
received no complaint that the jurors drawn for service had 
not the requisite qualifications, which is some evidence that 
the present system works well. We agree with the Attorney- 
General that the exempted class is too large, and are in- 
clined to join in his opinion that if the term of service were 
further reduced, active business men who object to serving 
on the jury, but whose experience and judgment especially 
fit them for such service would be less incommoded. It is 
claimed, too, that a large number of our intelligent citizens 
do not register as voters because they wish to escape jury 
service. A partial remedy for this would be to prepare the 
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jury list from the list of assessed polls, but we see so many 
objections to the latter course that we cannot recommend 
any such change. 

Under the law a person who is drawn and serves is ex- 
empt for three years, but there is no requirement that clerks 
of courts send to us the names of jurors who actually serve. 
Our practice is therefore to follow the list of persons drawn 
sent to us by the city clerk and mark such names as exempt 
for three years. It is known that some of those drawn do 
not report on account of temporary illness, or for some other 
good cause, and others are excused by the Court for reasons 
then judged sufficient, but who might be required to serve 
at another time. The law could be more strictly adminis- 
tered by us if the names of persons serving were thus sub- 
mitted to us. 


A few changes in the law have been suggested in the pre- 
ceding pages, but in no instance do we believe the public 
would suffer greatly if the suggestions were not acted upon 
immediately. The laws regarding caucuses and elections are 
now fairly understood, and in the main are working well. If 
the Election Act of 1898 is to be further amended or modified 
it should be done, in our opinion, only when serious defects 
are discovered in the operation of the law which can be 
remedied only by new legislation. In this connection we 
desire to cite a few additional instances of defects in the law 
which have come to our attention during the past year. 

At the caucus in one of the wards prior to the city election 
two lists of delegates to the mayoralty convention appeared 
on the ballot as pledged to the same candidate while the 
candidate of the opposition had one delegation only. It was 
claimed, and from the evidence disclosed at the recount, the 
claim seemed to be justified, that but one of the two dele- 
gates pledged to the same candidate was filed by the sup- 
porters of that candidate, while the other was filed with the 
intention of confusing and deceiving the voters and thereby 
secure the election of the delegation pledged to the opposing 
candidate. If such were the purpose the scheme was success- 
fully carried out. A bill is pending before the Legislature 
(House No. 245) to allow the person, to whom such a delega- 
tion is described as pledged or favorable, the right to have 
such designation or description stricken from the nomination 
papers before the ballot is printed. If this bill should 
become a law the relief desired would be accomplished. 

The district system of electing aldermen provided by 
chapter 855 of the Acts of 1899 became operative the past 
year, and the contests for the caucus nominations in several 
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of the districts were very warm. Following the caucuses 
numerous nomination papers in the interest of independent 
candidates were circulated for the required signatures and 
then filed with us that the number of legal voters appearing 
thereon might be certified. The papers were then returned 
to the persons filing the same or their duly authorized 
representatives and when the required number of legal voters 
was obtained, the nomination papers were finally filed with 
this department. On the last day provided for filing nomina- 
tion papers prior to the city election one of these papers 
which had been duly certified was returned to the person 
who said he had filed the same, and who signed in a, book 
provided for the purpose the name of the person who was 
the filer of the paper. It appeared almost immediately 
thereafter that the paper had been obtained by fraud, but the 
culprit had disappeared, and in the crowded condition of the 
office at the time an accurate description of him could not be 
given the police who were called upon to apprehend the 
criminal, and any possible accomplices. Though suspicion 
pointed to certain persons we were unable to procure suffi- 
cient evidence to warrant an arrest. The would-be candi- 
date who was thus defrauded petitioned for the right to have 
his name placed on the official ballot, but under the circum- 
stances, though anxious to do so, after careful inquiry, we 
decided we could not grant the relief desired in the premises. 
Hereafter in addition to the usual precautions taken against 
such deceit we shall give a receipt to the person so filing a 
nomination paper for certification of the signatures, and shall 
return the paper only on presentation of the receipt or to the 
candidate in person if he is knownto us. We believe such 
a practice will prevent a similar occurrence, and do not con- 
sider that any legislation on the subject is called for. 

A practice of filmg independent nomination papers con- 
taining the same surname as that of the candidate nominated 
at the caucus has arisen, and if these papers are not filed in good 
faith, but if as is claimed, for the sole purpose of defeating the 
regular candidate, we believe it to be an abuse of the law . 
which should be remedied. If objections to such independent 
nomination papers for candidates to be voted for at the city 
election were made before this Board sitting as the Ballot 
Law Commission on the grounds above set forth it could be 
determined whether the statute defining the duties of the 
Commission were broad enough to consider such objections. 
If the statute does not confer such power it would seem 
advisable to have it so amended that the regular nominated 
candidate may not be defeated by any such questionable 
practice. 
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The same Christian name as well as surname, it is claimed, 
also, has been used for the purpose mentioned above, which 
is even a more objectionable feature of this practice. 

It has been found that the operation of section 128 of the 
Election Act of 1898, which provides for the appointment 
by this Board of additional caucus officers, has not in most 
cases accomplished the results desired. Instead of the fac- 
tion in the party without representation behind the rail 
obtaining these officers the drawing by lot has often given a 
majority of these five additional caucus officers in each ward 
to the faction in control of the rail. Yet we believe a 
further trial of the law should be given rather than to repeal 
a statute so recently enacted. 

Two important matters of great interest to the public are 
before the Legislature, and we hope will receive serious con- 
sideration. ‘The holding of primary elections has for some 
time been favored by many on the ground that it would cure 
existing abuses of the caucus laws. If but one caucus 
should be held prior to the State election and one caucus 
before the city election at which all political parties shall 
select candidates there would be a substantial saving of ex- 
pense to the city. The details of such a new system, such as 
the printing of a single ballot or separate ballots for each 
political party, the selection of officers to preside and con- 
duct the caucus and the proper safeguards to regulate the en- 
rolment of the voters with the different parties are matters to 
be deliberately considered and passed upon only after such 
careful consideration. 

The proposition to change the system of placing the names 
of candidates for the same office now placed alphabetically on 
the official ballot at caucuses and elections is one in which 
the public have a deep interest. There is no doubt but that 
the names having the first places on the ballot receive an 
undue advantage on this account. A bill is before the Legis- 
lature providing that in this city the arrangement of names 
on the ballots in elections shall be decided by lot, the drawing 
to take place under the direction of this Board in the presence 
of the different candidates, and if such a change is desired by 
the public it seems to us an entirely feasible proposition. 

There have been several changes in the Board during the 
past year. In October, 1899, Hon. Joseph J. Corbett, in ac- 
cordance with a fixed determination of many months’ standing, 
resigned as a member of the Board. The resignation of Mr. 
Corbett was deeply regretted by his remaining associates. 
He brought to the discharge of his duties an experience that 
rendered him peculiarly well qualified to fill the office, and 
during the eighteen months that he was with us the depart- 
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ment benefited distinctly by his services, and by his retire- 
ment the city suffered the loss of a capable, experienced and 
upright official. 

Upon the retirement of Mr. Corbett, the Mayor, acting 
under the provisions of the Revised Ordinances, designated 
Mr. John H. Donovan of the Assessing Department to tem- 
porarily discharge the duties of Election Commissioner. 
Such duties were faithfully and intelligently performed by 
Mr. Donovan, who continued as acting Election Commis- 
sioner until after the recount which followed the city election, 
when Hon. Patrick J. Kennedy was appointed Commissioner 
for the unexpired term. 


EXPENSES. 


At the beginning of the year the Board submitted as an 
estimate of the probable expenditures of the department the 
sum of $137,000, and the Board of Estimate and A ppor- 
tionment allowed therefor the sum of $127,500. <A fur- 
ther sum of $5,006.62 was received from the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts in payment of expenses incurred by this 
department in fitting up the wooden booths for army pur- 
poses, and for damages and loss of property, which sum was 
credited to this department’s appropriation ; and a balance to 
the account of Special Loan for new steel voting-booths and 
furnishings of $404.27 gave to our appropriation for the year 
1899 a total sum of $132,910.89. 

There has actually been expended by this department dur- 
ing the year 1899, chargeable to the regular appropriation the 
sum of $126,892.44 and on account of the special loan for 
new voting-booths the balance from loan of $404.27, or a 
total expenditure of $127,296.71. There remains, therefore, 
to the credit of this department the sum of $5,614.18.

103 Voting booths made of thin corrugated steel, built in 1897 and 1898. 
20 Wooden voting booths built in 1898 as permanent structures. 
34 Old wooden voting booths, known as ‘‘ knock-down ”’ buildings. 

The above booths when not in use are stored at different 
places in the city. Two additional old wooden booths, not re- 
moved from locations, are also used as polling places. To each 
booth belong railings and voting compartments, tables, chairs, 
stove and other necessary furnishings and voting paraphernalia. 
The department now owns 1,654 chairs, 744 tables, 554 voting 
compartments and 1,106 wooden horses for the same, 200 stools 
for ballot-boxes, 196 counting boards, 174 stoves and the re- 
quired lamps, coal-hods, shovels, pokers, coal-barrels and other 
minor equipment for the voting booths. 

Many of the old wooden voting booths were loaned in former 
years, by order of the Mayor, to other departments of the city. 
Seventeen of these have not been returned, and are charged to 
the following departments: Health Department, 1; Street De- 
partment, 1; Bath Department, 13; City Hospital, 2. Of the 
booths loaned to the State in 1898, two were not returned; a 
fair value for the same has been paid to the city. 


185 Federal ballot-boxes, mostly in fair condition, used at elections. 
25 United States ballot-boxes, comparatively new, used for caucuses, 
25 Standard ballot-boxes, formerly used at caucuses, and now used as 
‘‘extras’’ at caucuses and elections. 
29 Acme ballot-boxes, 6 of which are regularly used at elections and 
the balance as ‘' extras’’ at caucuses and elections. 

All of the above are kept in the basement room in the Old 
Court House. At the store-house in South Boston are 277 old 
ballot-boxes, not answering the present requirements of law, but 
placed at each polling-place at elections for temporary use in case 
of emergency; also 108 old revolving ballot-boxes, not now of 
any available use. 


Office furniture in Rooms 1, 2, 8 and 9, Old Court House, used 
as the offices of the department, consisting of 8 roll-top desks, 8 
swivel chairs for the same, and 23 smaller swivel chairs, 1 library 
table and 5 library chairs, 2 atlas cases, 1 metal filing case, 
1 card index cabinet, 1 roll-front document case, 1 wardrobe, 
1 coat-rack, 4 long tables, 2 counters, 1 typewriting table, 
1 large iron safe, 3 small tables, 4 clocks, metal frame rack in 
one of large vaults for holding caucus and election cardboard 
boxes (about 500 in number), and books, stationery, and required 
minor furnishings and fixtures for office purposes.

Str, — The following report of the expenses and operation 
of this department for the year ending January 31, 1900, is 
submitted : 

The duties of the City Engineer include the designing and 
superintending of the construction of new bridges, retaining- 
walls, city wharves, and such other public engineering works 
as the City Council may authorize; the making of such sur- 
veys, plans, estimates, statements and descriptions, and taking 
such levels as the city government or any of its depart- 
ments or committees may require; the custody of all surveys 
and plans relating to the laying-out, locating anew, altering, 
widening or discontinuing of streets; and the new engineer- 
ing construction for all departments of the city. He must 
be consulted on all work where the advice of a civil engineer 
would be of service. The office of the City Engineer was 
established by ordinance on October 31, 1850, and by chapter 
449 of the Acts of 1895. 

The Architectural Division of the Public Buildings De- 
partment was detached from that department January 15, 1898, 
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and placed under the Engineering Department. The work of 
this division is that of a consulting or expert force. It may be 
called upon by any department for technical advice on matters 
relating to building, heating or ventilation. Plans or specifi- 
cations for work to be done, in certain cases, by the Repair 
Division of the Public Buildings Department, are prepared 
by this division, which is also charged with a general super- 
vision of the work done by the Repair Division of the Pub- 
lic Buildings Department.

Agassiz-road Bridge (in the Fens). 


This bridge was built in 1887, of brick and stone masonry.. 
It is maintained by the Park Department, and is in good 
condition. : 


Albany-street Bridge (over the Boston § Albany R.R. Freight 
tracks). 


The original structure was built in 1856-57, and rebuilt in 
1867-68. ‘The present bridge was built in 1886-87, and is. 
maintained in part by the City of Boston, and in part by the 
Boston & Albany Railroad. 

Attention has been called in the reports for the past three 
years to the rusty condition of the portion of this bridge 
below the flooring. As the passenger tracks under the 
bridge have been removed there is no good reason for longer 
delaying the work of cleaning and painting the floor beams 
and bottom chord bars. 

The iron railing has rusted so badly that the web plates in 
some of the sections have entirely disappeared, and the railing 
is in such condition that it cannot be considered safe. ‘The 
sidewalk planking is very thin, and should be renewed. It is. 
recommended that this bridge be repaired and painted early 
this season. 
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Albany-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R. Passenger 
tracks). 


This is a new structure built the past year over the new 
location of the tracks of the Boston & Albany Railroad lead- 
ing to the South Station. The new structure consists of 
_ steel-built beams twenty-eight inches deep and about fifty- 
three feet span, spaced thirty-six inches on centres. Between 
the beams, arches are turned of two courses of bricks and 
filled solid with concrete. The wearing surface is of asphalt. 


Allston Bridge (over the Boston § Albany R.R., Brighton). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1892. The fences and the 
ironwork below the flooring should be cleaned and painted as 
recommended in last year’s report, and when the painting is 
done a new lower floor should be laid. 


Arborway Bridge (over Stony brook, in Parkway, near Forest 
Hills Station). 


This is a wooden bridge resting on abutments of vulcan- 
ized spruce piles. The stringers and under-planking are of 
vulcanized hard pine. It was built in 1893, and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. The bridge has been 
sheathed during the year, and is now in good condition. 


Ashland-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford h.h., West Roxbury). 


The present structure is of iron, and was built in 1875. 
The fence on the southerly side has been rebuilt during the 
year, and the bridge is now in good condition. 


Ashmont-street and Dorchester-avenue Bridge (over Old Colony 
Division, New York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is a wooden bridge formerly maintained by the rail- 
road company. It was lengthened on the Boston side in 
1895, and now the city maintains 75 feet of the northerly 
part. The fence needs painting; the bridge is in good con- 
dition. 

Athens-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, New 
Haven § Hartford R.R.). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1874. The bridge is in 
poor condition; it should be stripped and painted, and the 
upper woodwork should be renewed. 
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Audubon-road Bridge (over the Boston ¢ Albany R.R.). 


This is a steel-plate girder bridge, built in 1895-94, and 
is now in good condition. It is maintained by the Park 
Department. 


Beacon-street Bridge (over Outlet of the Fens). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1880-81. The deck is in 
poor condition, and should be renewed, and the sidewalks 
should be replanked. 


Beacon-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1884-85, widened in 
1887-88, and the central roadway further widened in 1890 
for the convenience and at the expense of the Street Rail- 
way Company. The roadway needs sheathing, and the facias 
should be repaired, otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


Bellevue-street Bridge (over Muddy River, in Riverway). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 44 feet span and 
15 feet rise. It was built in 1893 by the Park Departments 
of Boston and Brookline, and is maintained jointly by them. 


Berkeley-street Bridges (over Boston g¢ Albany R.R., and 
Providence Division, N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R.). 


The bridge over the tracks of the Boston & Albany Rail- 
road was originally built for the Boston Water Power Com- 
pany and accepted by the city in 1869. ‘The structure over 
these tracks is a through plate girder bridge, and was built 
in 1891. During the past year a second bridge of the same 
type has been built over the new tracks of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad. The south abutment of 
the old bridge was replaced by a granite masonry pier about 
3 feet wide and the span shortened about 8 feet. This work 
was done by the railroad company. The iron work of the 
span over the Boston & Albany Railroad needs painting, and 
the temporary fence at the north-easterly corner of the 
bridge should be replaced by a more permanent railing. 


Berkeley-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This bridge has been reported for a number of years to be 
in a poor condition, and only such repairs as seemed abso- 
lutely necessary to keep the bridge in a safe condition for 
travel have been made. As the railroad tracks have been 
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removed it is probable that this bridge can be removed in the 
near future. It should, however, be watched very closely, 
and the sheathing kept in good condition. 


Bernier-street Foot-bridge (over Bridle Path in Riverway). 

This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 88 feet 4 inches 
span. It was built in 1893, and is maintained by the Park 
Department. 


Bernier-street Foot-bridge (over Muddy River). 
This is a segmental masonry arch of 52 feet span and 14 


feet rise. It was built in 1893 by the Park Departments of 
Boston and Brookline, and is maintained jointly by them. 


Berwick-park Foot-bridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 

This is an iron foot-bridge, erected in 1894. The iron 
stairs and piers were new, but the trusses and floor-beams 
- were those built for Franklin street in 1883. It is now in 
good condition. 


Blakemore-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1881-82. In the annual 
reports for 1897 and 1898 the recommendation has been 
made that this bridge “be painted, and the under planking 
renewed.” This planking is now in such a state that it 
must be relaid this year to maintain the bridge in a safe con- 
dition. It should be painted when the planking is laid. 


Bolton-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, New 
Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1889. The fences 
should be repaired and painted; otherwise the bridge is in 
good condition. 


Boston-street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New York, 


New Haven § Hartford R.R.).

Boylston-street Arch Bridge (in the Fens). 


This is a stone arch bridge, built in 1881. It is in good 
condition. 
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Boylston-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1886-88. The ironwork 
below the floor of the bridge, although painted in 1895, is 
now very rusty. The sidewalk planking is very thin and 
should be renewed, and the facias should be repaired. 


Bridle-path Bridge (over Muddy River, in the Riverway). 


This is a masonry bridge of three arches; the central arch 
is elliptical in form, with a span of 380 feet and a rise of 9 
feet 6 inches; the side arches are semi-circular, 15 feet in 
diameter. It was built in 1894, and is maintained by the 
Park Department. It is in good condition. 


Broadway Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1869-71, and the 
draw and its foundation were rebuilt in 1874-75. The 
bridge was temporarily strengthened in 1898, to allow elec- 
tric cars to use it, and the woodwork on the draw was re- 
newed in 1896. Only ordinary repairs have been made; the 
sidewalks, the lower planking of the main bridge and the 
fender piers are in poor condition, the draw foundation 
should be pointed, the fences are out of line, two of the iron 
columns have been injured by cars, the iron hangers over 
the railroad are rusty, and should be uncovered and 
thoroughly examined ; owing to the work of building Broad- 
way and Albany-street bridges over the railroad this bridge 
is not used by the street cars, and during part of the yas 
it was closed to team travel. 


— Broadway Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


The iron bridge, built in 1880-81 has been removed dur- 
ing the past year and a new bridge is now under construc- 
tion. ‘The old southerly abutment was also removed to 
permit of the new alignment of the tracks leading to the 
South Station, and three granite piers built to support the 
southerly ends of the new trusses and the northerly ends of 
the beams of the new bridge over the tracks of the Proy- 
idence Division of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad. It is expected that the new structure will be 
opened for travel early in the summer. 


Broadway Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 


New Haven § Hartford R R.). 


This is a new structure, built the past year over the tracks 
leading to the new South Station. This bridge is similar to 
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that on Albany street over the Boston & Albany Railroad, 
consisting of 28-inch steel built-beams, about 53 feet span, 
spaced from 80 to 86 inches on centres, with brick and con- 
crete arches, and an asphalt wearing surface. 


Brookline-avenue Bridge (over Boston § Albany Rh.f.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1884. It is in good con- 
dition with the exception of the wooden facias, which are 
somewhat rotten, and need repairing generally; the whole 
bridge should be painted during the coming year. 


Brookline-avenue Bridge (over Muddy River, in the River- 
way ). 
This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 15 feet span. It 
was built in 1892 by the Park Departments of Boston and 
Brookline, and is maintained by them jointly. 


Byron-street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn 
R.R.). 

This is a wooden bridge, built in 1889. The sidewalks 
and bulkheads need repairing, and the nests under the bridge 
made by the English sparrows should be removed; otherwise 
the bridge is in fair condition. 


Cambridge-street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. It 
was rebuilt in 1884; the draw was rebuilt in 1891. The 
bridge is in the care of the Commissioners for the Boston 
and Cambridge bridges, and the city pays one-half the cost 
of maintenance. Last fall the Boston Elevated Railroad 
Company laid a second track across the bridge, adding two 
new draw arms and a header to each leaf of the draw; some 
of the channel piles were strengthened, and the decks on the 
Boston side of the main bridge and draw were repaired. On 
the Boston side the abutment, pier, and fender-guard need 
repairing, and some of the deck planking needs renewal ; one 
draw arm on the Cambridge side should be renewed. 


Canal, or Craigie’s Bridge. 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden turn-table 
draw. The city pays one-half the cost of maintenance. The 
bridge was originally built in 1808, was rebuilt in 1852, and 
again rebuilt and widened in 1874. The bridge is in the 
care of the Commissioners for the Boston and Cambridge 
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bridges. The wharf has been strengthened by the addition 
of a few timbers, but it is still in a poor condition; some of 
the paving has been relaid, new shafting furnished, and 
general repairs made. The sidewalks, sidewalk bulkheads, 
and fencing that have not recently been rebuilt are poor, and 
need rebuilding; additional stringers are needed near the 
draw, and some pile work is needed near the ends of the 
bridge; some of the spur-shores need refitting; the roadway 
pavement needs repairing; the up-stream fender-guard is in 
avery poor condition; the draw, draw-pier, and wharf need 
extensive repairs, and the bridge should be painted. 


Castle Island Foot-bridge (from Marine Park to Castle 
Island). 


This isa temporary foot-bridge, built in 1892, and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. It connects the Marine 
park with Castle Island, and is furnished with a draw, so that 
if desired by the United States authorities, the island can be 
cut off from the shore. Repairs are needed on the fence and 
planking, and the bridge should be painted; otherwise the 
bridge is in fair condition. 


Castle-square Bridge (over Providence Division N. Y., N. H. 
ie Bee ml GRD) 


For the purpose of supporting the streets over the exten- 
sion of the tracks of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad to the South Station a two-span bridge has been 
built extending from Chandler street across Castle square 
and down Castle street to Village street, a total length of 
about 576 ft. The bridge as built consists of 18-inch steel 
I-beams of about 27 ft. clear span spaced from 2 to 8 ft. 
on centres and brick arches turned between the beams, the 
whole filled solid with concrete. The wearing surface is of 
asphalt, two inches in thickness. The southerly abutments 
of the bridges on Ferdinand and Tremont streets were 
removed, and a continuous brick pier 3 ft. in width built to 
support the southerly ends of these bridges, as well as the 
northerly ends of the beams of this bridge. An intermediate 
brick pier 2 ft. in width was also built the entire length of 
the bridge. 


Central-avenue Bridge (over Neponset River, Dorchester 
Lower Mills). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1876. The city 
maintains the part within its limits. The bridge has been 
painted, and breaks in the deck have been repaired. The 
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woodwork of the roadway is in poor condition; the bridge 
should be stripped, the upper part of the floor-beams should 
be cleaned and painted, and the woodwork renewed. 


Charles-river Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with an iron draw. The 
present bridge was built in 1854-55; the draw was built in 
1870. A contract has been made for removing that part of the 
bridge between the harbor lines as authorized by the Acts of 
the Legislature, and the bridge was closed to travel Decem- 
ber 22. The ends of the bridge are in fair condition, but will 
require some repairing near the harbor lines. 


— 


Charlesgate Bridge (in the Fens, over Boston & Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1881-82, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. It has been closed part of the 
year on account of the construction of the bridge over Ips- 
wich street. It is in good condition. 


Charlesgate Bridge (in the Fens, over Ipswich Street). 
See page 164. 


Chelsea Bridge (over Boston § Maine R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built by the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road Company in 1894, and is over the railroad location. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city; the 
remainder by the railroad company. The wheel-guard on 
the bridge is too narrow, the fences need repairing and paint- 
ing; otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


Chelsea Bridge, North (over North Channel, Mystie River). 


The city maintains the part within its hmits. The original 
structure was built in 1802-8. The piles under the main 
bridge were driven in 1880. ‘The upper part of the bridge, 
the draw and draw foundation, were built in 1895. General 
repairs have been made. ‘The bridge needs painting, and the 
sidewalk planking needs small repairs; the old fender-guard 
is in poor condition; otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 
The drawway of this bridge will soon be widened from 
forty-five feet to sixty feet, and while the work is being done 
travel will be carried around the draw on a temporary bridge. 
See page 164. 
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Chelsea Bridge, South (over South Channel, Mystie River). 


This is a pile bridge with an iron draw. ‘The original 
bridge were built in 1802-3. The piles of the present bridge 
were driven, and the draw was built in 1877. That part of 
the bridge above the girder caps was rebuilt at a higher 
grade, and the draw was raised in 1895. The fencing has 
been painted, the waterways and piers repaired, and other 
general repairs have been made. ‘The fender-guards and 
the top of the pier are in poor condition, and the water 
ways need repairing; the sidewalk stringers and facias on 
the draw need renewal, and the iron brackets need repairing ; 
otherwise, the bridge is in good condition. 


Chelsea-street Bridge (from Kast Boston to Chelsea). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron swing draw; 
the original bridge was built in 18384; was rebuilt in 1848, 
1873, and again in 1894-95. ‘The iron fence on the draw 
needs painting, and the wooden fence needs repairing; the 
bridge is in good condition. 


Cireuit-drive Bridge (over Scarboro Pond, in Franklin Park). 


This is an elliptical masonry arch of 30 feet span and 6 
feet 3 inches rise. It was built in 1893, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. 


Columbus-avenue Bridges (over Boston § Albany R.R. and 
Providence Division N. Y., N. H. § H. R.RK.). 


The bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad was built 
in 1876-77. The old south abutment has been replaced 
during the year by a new pier which now supports the 
north end of the new bridge over the tracks of the N. Y., 
N. H. & H. R.R. as well as the south end of the old bridge 
-over the B. & A. R.R. The old bridge has been shortened 
about eleven feet at its south end, the work being done by 
the railroad company and with the exception of the absence 
of paint on the new steel-work added in making necessary 
changes, the construction has been done in a very satisfactory 
manner. 

The new bridge over the extension of the tracks to the 
South Station is in two spans of about twenty-six feet, in 
the clear. It consists of 18-inch I-beams spaced from two 
to three feet on centres, with brick and concrete arches and 
an asphalt pavement. The centre pier is two feet wide, 
built of brick with blue-stone belt courses. 
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Commercial Point or Tenean Bridge (Dorchester). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw, 
built in 1875. This bridge is in poor condition; the draw 
and most of the woodwork above the piles should be 
renewed. 


Commonwealth-avenue Bridge (in the Fens). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1881-82. It has 
been sheathed during the year, and is now in good condition. 


Congress-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with an iron turn-table draw 
on a stone foundation, and was built in 1874-75. Some of 
the sidewalk near the Boston end and part of the roadway 
flooring are in very poor condition. The track circles are 
much worn, the roadway paving and the fender-cuards are 
in poor condition, the spur shores on the pier need refitting. 
The draw should be provided with new tracks, the lower 
chord should be uncovered, examined, repaired if necessary, 
and be painted; the centre of the bridge and part of the 
gutter and sidewalk should be uncovered, the poor timber 
and planking should be renewed, and the bridge repaved, 
and repairs are needed on the cross bracing, fender-guards, 
iron on channelway, ends of draw and draw landings; the. 
sidewalk on the draw needs renewal. Part of the top of the 
pier has been rebuilt, and the whole top except a small por- 
tion near the draw has been rebuilt within two years. Work 
has commenced on building two shelters over the sidewalk 
near the draw and painting the fence. 

In connection with the work of abolishing the grade cross- 
ing on Congress street, a sea-wall has been built twenty feet 
outside the northerly line of this bridge, between the harbor 
line and the abutment, on the Boston side of the channel, 
and the work of filling solid this portion of the bridge is now 
in progress. 


Cornwall-street Bridge (over Stony Brook, West Roxbury). 
This is a small wooden bridge, burlt in 1892. It is in 
good condition. 
Cottage Farm Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R., 
Brighton). 


The present bridge was built in 1895-96. With the ex- 
ception of the plate girders on the outside lines of the bridge, 
and some special construction under the sidewalks, the super- 
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structure is composed of twenty inch steel beams filled be- 
tween with brick arches and Portland cement concrete, on 
which is a wearing surface of Sicilian rock asphalt. The 
sheet lead on the lower flanges of the beams has been torn 
off in places. The bridge is in good condition. 


Cottage-street Foot-bridge (over flats, Hast Boston). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, built in 1889, for foot travel 
only. Some of the piles are commencing to decay. The 
cross-bracing is poor, and should be renewed,where necessary ; 
the flooring and the fences at the ends of the bridge need 
repairing ; otherwise, the bridge is.in fair condition. 


Dartmouth-street Bridges (over Boston § Albany R.R. and 
Providence Division, N. Y., N. H. §& H. R.R.). 


The bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad was 
built in 1878-79. Very extensive changes have been made 
in this bridge during the past year by the railroad companies 
necessitated by the new location of the tracks of the N. Y., 
N. H. & H. R.R., leading to the South Station and the 
abandoning of the tracks connecting this road with the B. & 
A. R.R. The old south abutment and the pier just north of 
the main line of the B. & A. R.R. were entirely removed, 
and a new face added to the old north abutment so that it 
should be parallel with the tracks of the latter road. The 
old plate girder span over the tracks connecting the two 
roads was removed entirely, and the main truss span was 
moved north-easterly from its original position, 83 feet 8 
inches along the line of the street and lowered eighteen 
inches, a new abutment being built at the proper location to 
support the southerly end of this bridge and the northerly 
end of the new bridge over the tracks of the N. Y., N. H. & 
ite Way nt be 

This bridge should be painted at once. The flooring 
should be removed, and a careful examination of the stringers 
made to ascertain if any have been injured during the moy- 
ing. The sidewalk plank should be renewed. 

The new bridge is built of 15-inch steel I-beams, spaced 2 
feet 6 inches on centres under the roadway and 3 feet 6 
inches on centres under the sidewalks, supported on steel 
columns, the span of the beams being from fourteen to 
seventeen feet in the clear. Between the beams arches are 
turned, built of two courses of brick and filled solid with 
concrete, on which rests a wearing surface of asphalt, two 
inches in thickness. 
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Dorchester-street Bridge (ever Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven and Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1869. It is principally 
maintained by the railroad company, and was repaired and 
put in fair condition in 18938; it is, however, too light a 
structure for the street-car traffic now passing over it. 


Dover-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This was originally a wooden pile bridge, built in 1805, 
rebuilt in 1858-59, and again in 1876. In 1893-94, upon 
the abolition of the grade crossing of the Old Colony Rail- 
road, the present iron structure resting on masonry piers 
was built. The Boston Electric Light Company have placed 
a conduit under the pier, channel, and bridge; part of the 
conduit is carried by the bridge and part is supported on 
new piling. This bridge needs painting, and work has 
already been commenced on it. The sidewalk planking on 
the draw is poor, and should be renewed. ‘The upper parts 
of the old draw piers are in poor condition, and should be 
rebuilt. The planking on the channelway needs repairing ; 
~ some new track is needed for the draw; the rack should be 
realigned in order that the draw may be reversed; the piers 
need repointing. 


Ellicott-arch Bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This is a semi-circular masonry arch of 17 feet 6 inches 
span. It was built in 1889, and is maintained by the Park 
Department. 


Essex-street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This bridge is in the care of the Commissioners for the 
Boston and Cambridge bridges; the city pays one-half the 
cost of maintenance. It is a wooden pile bridge, with a 
wooden leaf draw, and was originally built in 1850; the draw 
was rebuilt in 1891; the woodwork above the piles was 
renewed in 1896. The draw has been redecked, and gen- 
eral repairs have been made. The up-river pieris in very 
poor condition, the top work needs renewal; and the cross 
bracing needs repairing; the bridge should be painted; one 
Samson post needs additional fastening ; the draw-way should 
be replanked; the curb irons on the Cambridge side need 
regulating, and the staging under the bridge on the Boston 
side needs strengthening. 
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Everett-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R., Brighton). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1891, by the Boston & 
Albany Railroad Company. The bridge needs painting and 
slight repairs to some of the woodwork. 


Federal-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double retractile iron 
draw, and was rebuilt in 1891-92. The entire bridge was 
painted last fall; the track timbers, which were forced up by 
the pile driving done by the Boston Terminal Company, have 
been trimmed, the trucks have been cleaned without being 
taken apart. The cross bracing irons on the waterway, and 
the sills on the pier need repairing ; the sidewalks and central 
way on the draw need replanking, and a set of spare trucks 
should be provided. The draw works much easier than it 
did, but should it work hard during the hot weather the 
trucks should be taken apart and cleansed, and some of the 
rails may have to be realigned. 


Fen Bridge (in the Fens). 
This bridge was built in 1891-92. It is in good condition. 


Ferdinand-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1892. 

The span of this bridge has been shortened on account of 
changes in location of railroad tracks, about three feet being 
cut from its southerly end. The old south abutment was 
replaced by a brick pier three feet wide which also supports 
the northerly end of the new bridge at Castle square. This 
work was done by the railroad companies. The fences of 
the bridge have been painted during the year, but the fence 
on the retaining-wall adjoining the bridge at its north-west- 
erly end still remains in a damaged condition. The lower 
planking of the bridge is poor, and should be renewed. 


Forest Hills Entrance Bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This bridge was built in 1894-95. It is maintained by 
the Park Department, and is in good condition. 


Gold-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, New 
Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This bridge was built in 1895, replacing a foot-bridge 
which was built in 1890. The fences are badly cut and 
dirty, and should be repaired; the bridge should be painted, 


- 
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and the roadway should be resheathed; the walls need some 
repointing. 


Granite Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden leaf draw. 
The city maintains the part within its limits. The bridge 
was originally built in 1887. The bridge has been redecked 
with 4-in. hard pine, and a new header has been put on the 
draw. The sidewalk should be patched, the draw chain 
needs refastening, the up-river pier needs replanking, the 
abutment should be repaired, and the bridge should be 
painted. 


Harrison-avenue Bridges (over Boston § Albany R.R. and 
Providence Division, New York, New Haven § Hart- 
ford R.f). 


The present bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad 


tracks was built in 1886. During the past year the south 


abutment was removed, and a granite pier 8 feet wide built, 
which supports the south end of the old bridge and the north 
end of the new bridge over the tracks of the Providence 
Division of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad. 
About two feet was cut off from the south end of the old 
bridge, and that end raised about 12 inches. ‘The northerly 
end was raised about 6 inches. The new bridge is a through 
plate girder bridge, similar to that over Washington street, 
with the exception of the floor beams, which in this bridge 
are about 20 inches deep and about 388 feet long. 


Harvard Bridge (from Boston to Cambridge). 


This is an iron bridge, with an iron turn-table draw, and 
was built in 1887-91. The bridge is in the care of two 
Commissioners, one appointed from Boston, and one from 
Cambridge, and the expense of maintenance is borne equally 
by each city. The roadway has been sheathed during the 
year, and some painting done. 


Harvard-street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford K.R., Dorchester). 


The sidewalks are supported by the city, the roadway by 
the railroad; the brickwork under one of the walks is in 
poor condition; otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


Huntington-avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1872, and in 
1876-77 the abutments were rebuilt and the bridge widened ' 
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by the addition of two new girders. In 1896, in conse- 
quence of changes in the grade of the avenue, the floor was 
entirely rebuilt, the ironwork thoroughly cleaned and painted, 
and new girders added for supporting the water-pipes. The 
bridge is in good condition, 


Ipswich-street Bridge (over Waterway in the Fens). 


This bridge was built in 1898, and consists of steel beams 
of depths varying from 10 inches in the gutter to 20 inches 
on the outer lines of the bridge; they are spaced from 2 feet 
to 3 feet 2 inches apart; the spaces between the beams and 
above them to within 23 inches of the surface of the 
street are filled with Portland cement concrete; sheets of 
expanded metal are imbedded in the concrete 2 inches above 
the under surface, this surface being flush with the bottoms 
of the beams; on top of the concrete an asphalt covering 
was laid 24 inches thick. There is a sidewalk 8 feet in 
width on the southerly side of the bridge, but none on the 
northerly side, a curb being placed on this side 1 foot from 
the outer line. The depth of the bridge is 20 inches on the 
outside lines, 19 inches at the sidewalk curb and 14 inches 
in the gutter. ‘The surface of the bridge is 61 feet in length 
by 50 feet in width. 


Irvington-street Foot-bridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron foot-bridge, it in 1892, and is now in 
good condition. 


L-street Bridge (over Reserved Channel, South Boston). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron retractile draw. 
It was built in 1892. The under part of the draw and the 
houses have been painted. Some of the pier plank and 
fencing need refastening, and two piles in the fender-guard 
need renewal. The bridge is in good condition. 


Leverett-Pond Foot-bridge (in Leverett Park). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 24 feet span and 5 
feet 5 inches rise. It was built in 1894, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. 


Leyden-street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach §& Lynn 
R.R.). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1889. The roadway is 

generally very dirty, and should be cleaned oftener. The 
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hand-rails should be painted; otherwise the bridge is in 
good condition. 


Linden Park-street Bridge (over Stony Brook). 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1887. The sidewalk 
planking is very thin, and should be renewed, and the entire 
bridge painted. 


Longwood-avenue Bridge (over Muddy River and Boston 
g Albany R.L.). 


The original structure was built in 1857, and rebuilt in 
1877. During the past year the work on the new masonry 
bridge has been completed. The structure consists of a large 
arch of 100 feet span crossing Muddy river and a portion of 
the park, and a smaller arch of about 31 feet span crossing 
the Boston & Albany Railroad. The length of the masonry 
portion of the bridge is about 220 feet, and the width between 
parapet walls about 56 feet. The bridge was built by the 
Park Departments of Boston and Brookline, and is main- 
‘tained jointly by them. 


Malden Bridge (from Charlestown to Hverett). 


The present structure was built in 1875, and the draw in 
1892. Only general repairs have been made. The bridge is 
in poor condition, and will soon be rebuilt. See page 171. 


Massachusetts-avenue Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1876. It was thoroughly 
repaired in 1893, with the exception of the wooden fences. 
These fences are now in very poor condition, and should be 
rebuilt, and the middle and westerly sections of the roadway 
should be redecked. 


Massachusetts-avenue Bridge (over Providence Division, 


New York New Haven § Hartford R.L.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1876. Itis in good con- 
dition with the exception of the lower planking and sidewalk 
planking; these should be renewed. 


Mattapan Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This is an 
-old iron bridge, and is in a dangerous condition, and it should 
be replaced by a stone bridge; only general repairs have 
been made. 
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Meridian-street Bridge (from East Boston to Chelsea). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden turn-table: 
draw on a pile foundation. The original structure was built. 
in 1858. It was rebuilt soon afterwards, and was widened 
and rebuilt in 1884, excepting the draw, which was built in 
1875-76. The chords of the draw were rebuilt in 1896. 
The waterways are in poor condition, some of the piles 
should be replaced, the ribbons, caps, planking and irons 
need renewal in places; the wharf and part of the draw 
should be redecked, the facias on the sidewalks are getting 
poor, the stringers and bulkhead at the Boston end of the 
channel need strengthening, the draw should be furnished 
with some new rack, the track is getting much worn, one of 
the rods under the draw should be repaired, and one pile 
under the sidewalk should be spliced. 


Milton Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 

The city maintains the part within its limits. The origi- 
nal structure is very old. It was widened in 1871-72. The 
older part of this bridge was built of stone, and the widen- 
ing is an iron structure on stone columns. The bridge 
should be painted, the sidewalk planking should be renewed, 
and additional stringers should be placed under the up-stream 
sidewalk; one of the cap-stones over the first waterway is. 
cracked. 


Mt. Washington-avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron draw. It was 
built in 1854, and rebuilt in 1870-71; this bridge is in poor 
condition. It has the only draw of importance in the city 
that is moved by hand-power; the draw-pier is in poor con- 
dition, and is so low that it is covered with water at every 
high course of tides. The sidewalks, draw landings, bracing 
on bents, roadway pavement and one of the fender-guards 
are in very poor condition, the waterways are out of repair, 
the foundation of the house is in poor condition. The bridge 
should be rebuilt. 


Neponset Bridge (from Dorchester to Quincy). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The origi- 
nal structure was built in 1802, and the present one in 
1877. The draw is too heavy to be handled by hand, and 
should be replaced by a turn-table draw. Only general 
repairs have been made. The upstream draw arm has been 
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struck and bent, and a hole was made through the web. The 
piers and fender-guards need extensive repairs, and the draw 
should be painted. 


Neptune-road Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach g¢ Lynn 
BSR: 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1887-88, and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. The roadway plank should 
be renewed; otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


Newton-street Bridge (over Providence Division, New York, 
New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1872. It is in good con- 
dition, excepting the concrete sidewalks, which should be 
resurfaced. 


North Beacon-street Bridge (from Brighton to Watertown). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This is a 
wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. The original 
structure was built in 1822, and the present one in 1884. 
The bridge is in poor condition; the old draw arms, which 
were not renewed in 1898, are weak, some of the piles and 
deck planking need renewal, the stringers have begun to 
decay; the wheel-guard needs repairing; the painting and 
the pier are in poor condition. 


North Harvard-street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This bridge 
was originally built in 1662, and was rebuilt, except the 
piling, in 1879; the draw was built in 1891. The bridge is 
in the care of the Commissioners for the Boston and Cam- 
bridge bridges; the city pays one-half the cost of mainte- 
nance. <A new house has been built on the Boston side, and 
ordinary repairs have been made. The abutment, piling, 
roadway plank and fence are in poor condition; the counter- 
balances need additional rear strikers. This bridge should 
be replaced with a new and wider structure, more in keep- 
ing with the improvements recently made in the vicinity. 


Prison-Point Bridge (from Charlestown to Cambridge). 


This bridge was originally built in 1833, and the present 
structure was built in 1876-77. It is a wooden pile bridge, 
with an iron leaf draw. The bridge is in the care of the 
Commissioners for the Boston and Cambridge bridges; the 
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city pays one-half the cost of maintenance. It is in poor 
condition. Two sidewalks have been rebuilt. The draw, 
machinery, hinges, two sidewalks and the woodwork on the 


main bridge near the channel need thorough repairing; the 


top of the pier also needs repairing; this bridge will prob- 
ably be soon rebuilt at a higher grade, owing to the abolish- 
ing of the grade crossing of the Boston & Maine Railroad. 


Public Garden Foot-bridge. 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1867, and was 
thoroughly repaired in 1887. The bridge is now in fair con- 
dition, but will need resheathing this year. 


Scarboro’ Pond Foot-bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This is an elliptical masonry arch of 40 feet span and 8 
feet 3 inches rise. It was built in 1893, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. 


Shawmut-avenue Bridge (over Boston ¢ Albany R.R., and 
Providence Division, New York, New Haven g Hart- 
ford R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1871, although it was 
cleaned and painted in 1897, parts of it, particularly over 
the main tracks, are very rusty. The only changes made at 
this bridge to accommodate the new arrangement of tracks 
leading to the South Station were the raising of the southerly 
end 10 inches, and replacing the old centre pier, which was 6 
feet wide, with a new one only 8 feet wide. The recommenda- 
tion made in the annual reports for the last three years is 
again renewed, that the cast-iron covering over the sidewalk 
girders, which has not been removed since the bridge was 
built, to be taken off, so that a thorough examination can be 
made of the condition of these girders. 


Silver-street Bridge (over the Midland Division of the N. Y., 


This bridge was closed to team travel on account of its 
dangerous condition, during part of the year; it was rebuilt 
and opened to travel last fall. 


Spring-street Bridge (from West Roxbury to Dedham). 


This isastone bridge. The city maintains the part within 
its limits. It is in good condition.

Stony-brook Bridge (in the Fens). 


This is an ornamental brick arched bridge, with stone 
facings, built in 1891-92, and maintained by the Park 
Department. It is in good condition. 


Summer-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 
See page 165. (Congress-street Grade Crossings.) 


Swett-street Bridges (over South Bay Sluices). 


These are wooden bridges, built in 1875, as temporary 
structures ; the westerly bridge was redecked in 1898 and, 
except the wing bulkheads, is in fair condition. ‘The easterly 
bridge is in very poor condition, and extensive repairs should 
be made on it immediately. Owing to the work of abolishing 
grade crossings this bridge has been practically closed to 
travel for some time, and the piling should be strengthened 
before travel is resumed. 


Tremont-street Bridge (over Muddy River). 


This is a semi-circular masonry arch of fifteen feet span- 
It was built in 18938, and is maintained by the Park Depart- 
ments of Boston and Brookline. 


Warren Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double retractile iron 
draw. The present structure was built in 1885-84. Only 
general repairs have been made. ‘The track timbers, fender- 
guards, upper parts of the pier and wharves, the planking on 
the waterway, the sidewalk bulkheads and the fencing are in 
poor condition; the planking on the sidewalks is poor in 
places ; the curbs on the draw should be straightened. Some 
of the piles under the wharf supporting the draw tenders’ 
house are broken, and the concrete walks on the Charlestown 


side of the draw need repairing. 
f 


Washington-street Bridges (over Boston § Albany R.R. 
and Providence Division, N. Y., N. H. §& H. R.R.). 


The present bridge over the B. & A. R.R. tracks was built. 
in 1870, excepting the sidewalk girders which were put in 
place in 1897. During the past year the south abutment 
was taken down, and a new granite pier built, three feet 
wide. The old bridge was moved about one foot southerly, 
and raised about nine inches. 
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The new bridge over the tracks of the Providence Divi- 
sion of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R., which’ rests at its north- 
erly end on the new pier, is a through plate-girder bridge, 
consisting of four lines of girders six feet deep and fifty-four 
feet span over all. The roadway girders are spaced thirty- 
three feet on centres, and the roadway flooring is supported 
by floor-beams sixteen and one-quarter inches deep, spaced 
thirteen feet on centres. The flooring consists of two 
courses of planking, the lower one being four inches thick, 
and the upper one two inches. ‘The stringers are 4 inches by 
12 inches, except under the street-car rails, where two 8 
inches by 14 inches are used, all being of hard-pine timber. 


West Boston Bridge (from Boston to Cambridge). 
This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden turn-table 


draw. ‘The bridge was, originally built in 1792-93, was ° 


rebuilt in 1854, and repaired in 1871; it is in the care of 
the Commissioners for the Boston and Cambridge bridges. 
This bridge was closed to travel Oct. 19, 1899, the travel 
going over the temporary highway bridge, which was built 
in 1898-99 to accommodate the travel until a new bridge 
should be built to replace West Boston bridge. See page 171. 


West Fourth-street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 


In 1893-94 the grade crossing of the Old Colony Railroad 
on this street was abolished, and an iron bridge built, extend- 
ing from the end of Dover-street bridge at the South Boston 
side of Fort Point channel to the easterly line of Foundry 
street. The surface is maintained by the city, the rest of 
the structure by the railroad company. The sidewalk plank- 
ing and the lower planking on the roadway are in poor con- 
dition, and should be renewed this year. The ironwork 
needs painting. 


West Rutland-square Foot-bridge (over Providence Division, 
New York, New Haven § Hartford R.R.). 
This is an iron foot-bridge, built in 1882; it is now in 
good condition, except the planking which should be renewed 
this year. 


Western-avenue Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


The present bridge was built in 1879-80, and the draw in 
1891. It is in the care of the Commissioners for the Boston 
and Cambridge bridges, and the city pays one-half the cost 
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of maintenance. The Boston Elevated Railroad Company 
put a second track across the bridge inthe fall, adding four 
new draw arms and renewing the headers; six stringers and 
the cap at the draw landing on the Boston side, the planking 
on the Boston half of the draw, and some of the roadway 
planking were also renewed. The main bridge on the 
Cambridge side is in good condition; the house on the 
Cambridge pier has been removed; the planking on the piers 
and waterway needs repairing. On the Boston side, some 
of the piling needs strengthening, the fender-guard should be 
rebuilt, and the deck plank needs renewal in part; the draw 
piers are too short. 


Western-avenue Bridge (from Brighton to Watertown). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This is a 
wooden pile bridge, with an iron draw, and was rebuilt in 
1892-93. The Watertown end of the bridge has been 
painted. The draw and its bearings should be adjusted, and 
scupper-holes should be made in the flooring of the draw 
foundation. The casting, which supports the screw at the 
end bearing, on the up-stream end on the Watertown side, is 
cracked. 


Winthrop Bridge (from Breed’s Island to Winthrop). 


This is a pile bridge without a draw. It was originally 
built in 1839; it was rebuilt in 1851, and was extensively 
repaired in 1870. This is an old bridge, and is in poor con- 
dition; the caps need additional fastenings; a few bolsters 
and stringers need strengthening, and some new piles are 
needed immediately to replace others that have been destroyed 
by the limnoria. The fences should be repaired, and the 
sidewalk planking should be renewed. 


Wood Island Park Foot-bridge. 


This is a’new steel foot-bridge, built during the years 
1898 and 1899, and connects Prescott street, East Boston, 
with Wood Island Park, spanning the tracks of the Boston, 
Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad. 

A flight of wooden steps, supported by iron stringers and 
columns, leads from Prescott street to the bridge. From the 
top of this flight of stairs the railroad is spanned by two 
riveted double triangular trusses, each 4 feet 6 inches deep, 
33 feet 6 inches long and spaced 8 feet apart, supported at 
each end by steel columns resting on stone foundation piers. 
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The rest of the bridge is made up of two spans of 10-inch 
steel I-beams, each span being 18 feet 7% inches long, and 
supported by steel columns on stone foundations. 

The flooring consists of five-inch steel I-beams each 11 feet 
3 inches long, laid crosswise of the bridge, and upon these 
are laid the one and one-half inch hard-pine floor plank. An 
iron gas-pipe fence is built the entire length of both sides of 
the bridge, and there are two electric light posts at each end 
of the bridge. 


The work was done by the Boston Bridge Works; the | 


total cost of construction being $3,126.90. The stone piers. 
need pointing. ‘The bridge is in good condition. 


Bridges wholly Supported by Railroad Corporations. 


The bridges maintained by the several railroad companies. 
are in good or fair condition, with the exceptions noted. 
Most of the railroad bridges over the Midland Division, 


N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R., in South Boston, are in need of 


repairs; the stringers should be examined by removing the 
planking, and the woodwork should be renewed where neces- 
sary. Norfolk-street bridge, near the Dorchester station, 
over the same railroad, has been repaired in part, but is still 
in poor condition. 


Widths of Draw- Openings. 


The widths of draw-openings in the bridges over tide-water 


in this city have all been remeasured for this report, and will 
be found in Appendix A.

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SURVEYING DIVISION. 


The work of the Surveying Division during the year 
ending January 31,1900, has been of the usual miscellaneous 
character. . 

The work of this division in its relation to the Street 
Department has consisted in giving lines and grades on 
streets under construction by the department. 

The construction of Commonwealth avenue has engaged 
the attention of one party continuously for six months. The 
work has involved an entire reconstruction from Warren 
street to Chestnut Hill avenue, including two roadways, car 
reservation and grass-plot, as well as a complete system of 
sewer and water-pipes. ‘The work is nearly completed, except 
a ledge which remains to be blasted out near Chiswick road. 

Lines and grades have been furnished for the construction 
of Talbot avenue, which is now completed. Some work has 
been done on Blue Hill avenue, between Walk Hill street 
and Mattapan. 

Two hundred and six petitions to lay artificial stone side- 
walks have been reported upon to the Superintendent of 
Streets. 

The amount of edgestone required for one hundred and 
forty-nine estates has been furnished to the Paving Division. 

In seventy-three cases the Paving Division has been 
notified of the necessity of resetting edgestone on account of 
artificial stone sidewalks to be laid. 

Forty-two petitions for permits to construct coal-holes, 
bulkheads, and sidewalk areas have been examined and 
reported upon to the Superintendent of Streets. 

Ninety-one petitions, calling for eighty-seven catch-basins, 
were referred by the Sewer Division and reported upon. 

Locations were furnished the Sewer Division for construc- 
tion purposes of nine hundred and forty-three catch-basins 
on one hundred and sixty different streets. 

Some of the more important surveys and plans made for 
the Street Commissioners, are as follows: Morton street 
widening to eighty feet, from Canterbury street, West Rox- 
bury, to a point near Sanford street, Dorchester; Walnut 
avenue widening, from Columbus avenue to Sigourney 
street; Cambridge street, Brighton, a widening to eighty 
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feet, from Union square to Washington street; Rutherford 
avenue, Charlestown, from Chapman street to City square, 
including Devens and Bow streets, making a sixty-foot 
street; Alford street, from the Charlestown playground to 
the Everett line, including the Malden bridge widening, to 
sixty feet; Atlantic-avenue extension, from Kneeland street 
over the Terminal grounds, and the Fort Point Channel to 
Dorchester avenue. 

An assessment plan of Huntington avenue has been pre- 
pared, covering the entire length from Copley square to the 
Brookline line. 

The location and grades of twenty private streets submitted 
to the Street Commissioners by property owners, asking for 
permission to open the same into public ways, were examined 
and favorably reported upon. 

Two hundred and three plans and profiles representing a 
total length of twenty-five and seven-tenth miles, showing 
1,085 buildings, property owners’ names, established grades, 
areas of land taken or to be taken for street widenings or 
relocations, public alleys, etc., were completed for the Street 
Laying-out Department. 

Plans were made of the streets centreing near the new 
Charlestown bridge, for the purpose of revising the grades 
affected by the approach to the bridge on the Boston side. 

Plans and profiles were made of Wheeler street, Corning 
street, Kirkland street, Porter street, and Pleasant street, in 
Boston proper, and Dana street, Zeigler street, Warren street 
and Dudley street in Roxbury, for the purpose of revising 
their grades necessitated by the construction of the elevated 
railroad. 

Plans are now in progress for the purpose of revising 
grades in connection with the change of location of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, between Dartmouth 
street and the South Terminal. 

Acting under the provisions of chapter 426 of the Acts of 
1897 and amendments thereto, three surveying parties have 
been engaged in preparing plans for brook and sewer takings. 

These plans cover a total length of about 16,000 feet, or 
three miles. 

About four miles of takings made in former years have 
been staked out during the year. 

The division has been called upon to give lines and grades 
for the building of walls around Franklin Park and the 
Arnold arboretum. 

Other work for the Park Department includes a survey of 
land takings for an addition to Chestnut Hill Park, Brighton, 
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and a survey of Jeffries Point, East Boston, for a proposed 
playground. 

The work of the Street Watering Division of the Street 
Department has been extended over the whole city, for the 
purpose of which the frontages of eleven thousand and eighty 
estates, covering a distance of two hundred and sixteen 
miles, have been furnished by this division. 

Surveys and plans have been made for school purposes for 
the taking of land for additions to the Hancock School, in 
Boston proper, and the Warren School, in Charlestown; also 
for new school lots on Parker street, Roxbury, and Morton 
street, at the corner of Norfolk street, Dorchester. 

Plans involving surveys for other public purposes, include 
an engine-house lot, on Warren avenue, Boston proper; a 
bath-house lot, on Magnolia street, Dorchester, and an addi- 
tion to the South ferry, on Lewis street, East Boston. 

Acting under authority of chapter 433 of the Acts of 
1899 (which requires that the Street Commissioners shall 
forthwith, after passing an order to lay-out and construct a 
public highway, estimate the value of any benefit and 
advantage, beyond a general advantage to all real estate in 
said city, to be received from the carrying out of said order 
by so much of the several parcels of land as is situated within 
one hundred and twenty-five feet of said highway), thirty- 
eight estimate plans have been prepared and furnished the 
Assessment Division of the Street Laying-out Department. 

A complete list, giving all plans made during the year, 
will be found in the Appendix. 

The Boston city base is in such common use that some- 
thing of its history may be of interest at this time. 

The earliest reference to benches which we have is found 
in Survey Book No. 1, dated 1851, which places the base of 
“city water levels” 84.729 feet below the coping of the 
dry dock, mean low water 14.7 feet below the coping, and 
marsh level 5.089 feet below the coping. 

Level Book 22 contains levels to establish bench marks in 
the City of Boston, commenced May 18,1854. The starting 
point being the coping of the “dry dock in the Charlestown 
Navy Yard at elevation 15.000, on the west end of the 
dock right side of centre on curved stone on which is an 
inscription.” These benches established in 1854 have been 
in use ever since at the same elevations. This base was 
designated as mean low water on plans made by the city 
up to 1878. 

Level Book 31 (1855) has a list of two sets of benches, 
one made from the old base and one from the new base. 
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There is nothing there shown to give the relation of the two 
bases, the points not being identical. In Book 22 we find 
levels taken on the old benches, making them from 0.06 to 
0.13 lower than the heights given in the old lst. 

In 1878 the benches in the City Proper were compared. 
They were found to be in substantial agreement. The dry 
dock bench.at entrance was also compared with city base, 
and was found to be grade 15.3838 city base. A second 
bench on the dry dock, on the westerly side over arrow cut, 
in the face of wall, was found to be grade 15.14. The north- 
west end of the dry dock was made grade 15.18. United 
States Coast Survey Report, 1870, page 93, gives the height 
of the dry dock bench above mean low water as 14.69 and 
4.89 above mean high water. These figures make the 
mean rise and fall of tides as 9.80. Boston city base thus 
appears to be 0.64 below mean low water (15.33 minus 
14.69 equals 0.64) and 5.54 below mean sea level (4.90 plus 
0.64 equals 5.54). The result of these levels was to change 
the designation of the Boston datum plane from mean low 
water to city base. 

The effect of establishing benches upon buildings erected 
on made land is shown by a series of tests upon a bench 
established upon the Museum of Fine Arts. 

In 1886 the bench at the Museum of Fine Arts was estab- 
lished from the original line of benches on Pleasant street at 
gerade 20.297. This bench is on made land in the Back Bay 
district, the building resting on piles. 

About 1895 a careful line of levels was run from the old 
benches, for the State Metropolitan Water Board, touching 
on the bench at the Museum of Fine Arts, which made it 
gerade 20.215, an apparent settlement of 0.082 in nine years 
(.009 per year). 

In June, 1898, a line of levels was started by the State 
Topographical Survey from this bench taking it to be 20.297 
-above city base or 14.757 above mean sea level, obtained by 
subtracting 5.56 from city base. 

As something, which may have a bearing on this subject, it 
may be stated that it is understood that the Harbor and 
Land Commissioners use a mean low water, which is 0.38 
above city base. 

_ In connection with the Surveying Division there have beer 
2,762 titles examined, 1,550 deeds and 458 plans copied from 
the Registry of Deeds.

BOSTON PROPER.

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ARCHITECT DIVISION. 


The duties of this division are to furnish to the different 
departments, upon application, information, sketches, esti- 
mates, etc., on all matters pertaining to the construction, 
alteration and equipment of buildings, and to prepare plans 
and specifications, and to superintend the construction of 
alteration work. The Consulting Architect of the depart- 
ment is connected with this division, and through him the 
division acts in an advisory capacity to the Mayor in all 
architectural matters, including the approval of plans and 
specifications and of contracts and changes in the same. 
The office has been organized as an expert force, and every 
effort lias been made to place at the disposal of the different 
departments full and reliable information on matters of archi- 
tectural design, and construction, plumbing, heating and 
ventilating, power plants, cooking and laundry apparatus, 
elevators, etc., etc. 

The services of the division along the above lines have 
been in demand throughout the year by nearly every depart- 
ment, as shown in the appended itemized statement of work 
performed, and has unquestionably had a strong influence in 
obtaining better and more economical work in all building 
matters. 

The office is maintained upon a business basis, employing 
men only for such time as there is actual work for them. 
Charges are made against other departments only in cases 
where plans are made and construction work actually per- 
formed and superintended. ‘These charges have averaged 
about 22 per cent. of the cost of construction. 

The need of an expert office for reference has been well 
established, together with the fact that its legitimate work 
can be performed at the greatest convenience and at the 
lowest cost by an office of this kind. The greatest field of 
influence of the division will lie in consultation and altera- 
tion work, together with the preparation of schemes and 
estimates, rather than in the actual construction of large and 
important new buildings which, under the present system, 
are placed in charge of architects in private practice. 

The total cost of the division for the year has been 
$12,529.40, which is properly distributed as follows:

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[FROM THE CITY ENGINEER'S REPORT TO THE 
WATER DEPARTMENT. | 


During the past year 27.4 miles of main pipe have been 
laid and 10.5 miles abandoned, making a net increase of 16.9 
miles, and a total length in the system of 706.1 miles; the 
pipe laid can be classified as follows: 


(1) Extension of large supply mains . : 2.2 
(2) Extension for new buildings (by petition) Gak 
(3) Work done in advance of street construction 6.6 
(4) Relaying old or small mains 8.0 
(5) Miscellaneous work necessitated by other con- 
struction, etc. . : : ; : t ywaneteAd 


In addition to the work demanded by the natural growth 
of and improvements in the city there is an increasing neces- 
sity for relaying small mains in order to ensure ample fire 
protection ; for several years past much has been done in this 
direction, but an equal or increased amount of relaying is 
required in the future. 

It will be necessary to lay at least twenty-five miles of 
pipe yearly under present conditions. 

The following is a brief statement of the most important 
work done during the year, for all of which plans were fur- 
nished, lines and grades given when required, and the actual 
construction inspected. 

The 24-inch high service main in West Roxbury was ex- 
tended in South street to Centre street and thence through 
Centre street to Spring street, reducing at Beach street to 
twenty inches; connections were made at Beach, La Grange, 
and Spring streets. The completion of this main to Spring 
street has improved very greatly the service in the south- 
westerly portion of West Roxbury. 

A 20-inch low service main was laid in Washington street 
from Boylston to Kneeland street under difficulties of loca- 
tion shown by accompanying plan; connection was made at 
Kneeland street with the existing 16-inch pipe in Washington 
street, and from this point a 16-inch main was laid in Kneeland 
- street to Atlantic avenue, replacing the old 6-inch pipe; in 
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Atlantic avenue the old 12-inch main was relaid with 16-inch 
as far as Oliver street. This work was made necessary by the 
new conditions brought about by the construction of the South 
Terminal Station. | 

The 12-inch low service main in Western avenue, Brighton, 
was relaid-with 16-inch from Barry’s corner to Everett street, 
and it is intended to carry the larger main as far as Market 
street, to. improve the fire protection for the large industries 
in this neighborhood. 

A 16-inch pipe was laid in Columbia road, between I and 
O streets, under contract by O’Rourke & Nelson. 

A 16-inch main was laid in Q street, South Boston, from 
East Third to East Sixth street. A 16-inch main was laid 
in Talbot avenue from Nightingale street to Washington 
street. A 16-inch main was laid in Bowdoin street from 
Beacon street to Somerset street. Two 12inch mains were 
laid in Commonwealth avenue, on the westerly side from 
Warren street to Chestnut Hill avenue, and on the easterly 
side from Warren street to Wallingford road. 

In anumber of localities 10-inch and 12-inch pipe were laid 
replacing mains of a smaller size, notable on Beacon Hill and 
in the neighborhood 6f Fanéuil Hall square in the City 
Proper, in Charlestown, East Boston, and South Boston, in 
the northern part of Roxbury, in Jamaica Plain, and in the 
neighborhood of Neponset, Dorchester. This work was all 
caused, entirely, by the need of more water for fire protection, 
the supply being ample for domestic service in each case. 

A large amount of relaying and changing pipe was caused 
by the extension through the city, easterly from Columbus 
avenue, of the Boston & Providence Railway; by the work 
of the Massachusetts Pipe Line Company; by the operations 
of the Boston Elevated Railway and Transit Commission, 
and by the abolishment of grade crossings at Summer-street 
extension and Dorchester avenue.

A number of hydrants, etc., were changed. 
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During the year a large section, containing 6,000 people, 
in Charlestown, was changed from high to low service, and in 
the neighborhood of Milton Lower Mills a section containing 
3,000 people was added to the high service. 

Three additional connections were made with the large 
mains of the Metropolitan Water Board, viz.: a 16-inch on 
Morton street, near Blue Hill avenue; a 16-inch on River 
street at Morton street; and a 16-inch on North Harvard 
street at Spurr street. The connections previously made 
with the Metropolitan Water Board mains are as follows: 

A 36-inch on Beacon street, near Harvard street, Brook- 
line. 

A 30-inch on Pearl street at Walnut street, Somerville. 

A 24-inch on Broadway at Walnut street, Somerville. 

A 20-inch and a 24-inch on Broadway at Williams street, 
Chelsea. 

A 20-inch on South street at Morton street. 

A 12-inch on Orient avenue near Farrington street, East 
Boston. 

The policy of abolishing the old Boston hydrants has 
been continued during the year, 188 being abandoned. 

Two new recording gauges have been established in Dor- 
chester and two have been abandoned; two have been estab- 
lished in Brighton, and one in West Roxbury. 

The results of the work done by the men operating the 
Deacon meters have been computed, and monthly statements 
of the waste found have been made. 
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THE CORROSION OF PIPES BY ELECTROLYSIS. 


During the past year there has been no marked improve- 
ment in electrical conditions in the pipe system, while 
nothing has been observed to indicate a greater cause for 
uneasiness than in the past. The fact that conditions are 
ever changing, owing to the construction of new lines of 
electric railway, the laying of new pipe lines, etc., demands 
intelligent and constant investigation that new dangers may 
be detected and guarded against before serious damage 
occurs; this field of work is largely without precedent, and 
an element of uncertainty in regard to actual conditions 
must obtain. While it is true that the return systems of 
electric railways have been improved in the past few years, 
it is equally true that the use of electricity for motive power 
is rapidly increasing, and that the water pipe proves, too 
often, to be the line of least resistance to the power station. 

The following extracts from the report of Messrs. Stone 
& Webster describes the work done by them during the year, 
and the existing conditions as determined by them : 

“In accordance with your request, we have, in the year 
1899, as in preceding years, made an electrical survey in all 
parts of the City of Boston where the electric car tracks are 
located, to determine, if possible, the extent or likelihood of 
injury to the water mains and services by corrosion due to 
the electric current escaping from the return sytems of the 
street railways. 

“In our last year’s report we showed by diagram how, in a 
general way, the conditions compared with those of the pre- 
vious year, and for this report we have paid still more atten- 
tion to getting data for comparison. We took pains to obtain 
readings at the same places as in 1898; and furthermore we 
took the readings twice between piping system and tracks, 
once in the spring and a second time in the autumn. 

“ Appendix A, to this report, gives in tabulated form the 
three sets of readings, 7.e., 1898, spring of 1899 and autumn 
of 1899, respectively. The maximum values are given 
wherever the readings fluctuated, and for convenience the 
figures are recorded to only the nearest half volt.” 
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“ VoLT-METER READINGS BETWEEN PIPING SYSTEM 
AND. TRACKS. 


“ These readings are taken to ascertain the general tendency 
of the flow of electric current, which, under existing condi- 
tions, is bound to escape in larger or smaller quantities from 
the car tracks and on to the water pipes, as it seeks the path 
of least resistance in completing its circuit back to the power 
station. Where the piping system, which for convenience 
we shall also speak of as ‘hydrant,’ is of higher potential 
than the track, as shown by what we call a plus (++) or pos- 
itive reading, the presumption is that here the current is 
flowing off the piping system through the ground back to the 
rails. On the contrary, where it is of lower potential, as 
shown by a negative reading, the flow is presumably in the 
reverse direction. Single readings, however, are hardly 
reliable in an investigation of this kind, and often, after 
many readings in a given locality, we have but general indi- 
cations of how the current is flowing. 

‘Corrosion by electrolysis takes place only where the 
current leaves the metal, whether to flow through the earth 
back to the rails, or on to some other pipe, or simply around 
a joint of poor electrical conductivity. Since, however, the 
current which flows off must necessarily first have flowed on, 
indications of a large current flowing on to the piping system 
are to be considered as indirect danger signs. Furthermore, 
since a perfect return system would carry the entire current 
back to the power station, without any of it flowing along 
the water pipes, these symptoms of escaping current afford a 
rough index as to the quality of the street railway returns. 

“« Appendix A is inserted for a study of the conditions in 
detail; Appendix B, a table of averages, and Appendix (, 
a diagram giving a general view, contain most of the data 
essential for understanding the conclusions which we have 
drawn from this part of the examination. 

“In our report for 1898 we gave the averaged hydrant 
readings of the familiarly recognized districts of the city, as 
East Boston, Charlestown, City Proper, and the like; giving 
these districts the somewhat arbitrary boundaries which we 
thought would best serve the purpose. In this report, how- 
ever, we have adopted what we consider a more logical 
classification, though it may appear at first sight less simple. 
We have grouped the readings according to general size, 
holding to the usual geographical boundaries only where 
they happen to be convenient. 

“ These hydrant readings and their averages, thus recorded

can, we think, be easily misunderstood, and therefore as our 
interpretation we offer the following: 

‘One volt positive, or one volt negative, between hydrant 
and rail, is approximately the average of all the readings for 
the years 1898 and 1899. ‘Taking this as a standard we 
assume, for the present, that the piping system in all the dis- 
tricts in which the averages do not exceed this amount is free 
from any widespread, serious electrolytic corrosion. On 
this basis the following districts, except possibly in very 
small sections, are not in danger of immediate trouble to 
water pipes: I. East Boston; III. City proper; IV. South 
Boston; VI. most of South End; VIII. most of Brighton ; 
XI. a large section of Dorchester; and also District B, 
along North Beacon street, Brighton (location of the New- 
ton and Boston Street Railway). 

“ It will be noticed by referring to tables in Appendix A, 
and B, that the highest single reading in any of the above- 
mentioned districts was —3. volts; this was in South Boston, 
at one hydrant in the spring, and at another near by in the 
autumn. But since these two cases are so isolated, and 
since they indicate a flow on to and not off from the pipes, 
we need call attention to them only for future comparison. 
Other local high readings also occur in these districts; as, 
for instance, on Bowdoin street, Dorchester (District XI.), 
near Geneva avenue and near Olney street. These were 
+-2.5 and +-2, respectively, and were taken this last autumn. 
Being positive readings they point to a possible danger dis- 
trict; but since the other positive readings of that vicinity 
are so much smaller we consider the value of. these particu- 
lar ones to be principally for reference in future examinations. 

“Of the districts that showed a higher average than the 
standard, I1., including most of Charlestown, averaged for its 
negative readings —2.5 volts, with a maximum (in 1898) of 
—8; but evidently the extension of the tracks over the top 
of Bunker Hill, to connect again at the bottom with those on 
Main street at Sullivan square, has bettered the return 
system, as shown by the readings in 1899. ‘The reading of 
—4 last spring on Chelsea street is unusually high, but too 
local to be considered of much significance just now. Dis- 
trict XV., on Alford street, Charlestown, and across the 
Malden bridge, with an average of positive readings of over 
-+-2, and a maximum (in the spring) of +-4 would, we think, 
in all probability suffer much from electrolysis to-day, were 
it lined with houses. So long, however, as we know of no 
trouble that has developed here, and while there are so few 
ser'vice-pipes on Alford street, we should hardly call this a 
serious danger district. 
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«District V., along Harrison avenue, between Dover and 
Northampton streets, has an average of positive readings de- 
cidedly higher than the standard, being +-1.9 for the spring 
and +1.7 for the autumn, with maxima of +3 and -+2.5, re- 
spectively. The negative readings were too low to consider. 
This is a danger district which we shall refer to again when 
we speak of excavations. 

« District VIL, Back Bay, has no positive readings, but its 
negative readings averaged about —1.5 volts, with a maxi- 
mum of —8.5, in both spring and autumn. Since, however, 
the maximum readings are so isolated, and since the average 
is so shghtly above the 1 volt, we do not consider its condi- 
tion as serious. 

«District [X., along Chestnut Hill Reservoir, is without 
positive readings, but shows indications from the large nega- 
tive readings that much current tends to flow on to the 
pipes, the average being over —3 volts in the spring and 
over —4 volts in the autumn, with a maximum of —5d. 
Whether this is due to inferior rail-bonding, and whether 
there actually is a large flow of current, as indicated, we 
cannot be sure without making careful and somewhat com- 
plicated tests, which we think would be worth the while 
another season. 7 

«« A source of trouble which we have not considered aserious 
menace to the pipes in Boston, but which has been thought 
serious in other cities, as proved by actual cases of electro- 
lysis, is the flow of current along the water mains themselves. 
So long as the joints in the pipes are such good electrical 
conductors that there is little or no tendency for the current 
to flow around them, and hence to cause corrosion when it 
leaves the pipe, we know of no harm done by the current 
simply flowing along the mains. Experience in Boston 
seems to show that serious trouble from this flowing around 
joints has rarely occurred here. One probable case, in the 
South End district, we shall consider under the head of 
‘ Excavations.’ 

“District X., Roxbury and part of West Roxbury, 
although showing a somewhat high negative average for 
1898, shows by later measurements an improved condition. 
The local high readings on Centre street are not so high as 
in 1898, and we understand that the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way has taken much pains to remedy the peculiarly high 
reading on Washington street, near Morton, where the Nor- 
folk & Suburban Street Railway also has a terminus. 

“ District XII., Field’s Corner and Neponset, has no nega- 
tive readings, but a high ‘average of positive ones. It is a 
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danger district where serious trouble has been found which 
we shall consider under the head of ‘ Excavations.’ 

“ District XIV., Blue Hill avenue, between Grove Hall 
and Walk Hill street, has no positive readings worth con- 
sidering, but a high negative average, and, like the Reservoir 
District, will warrant particular study to see how much 
current is actually flowing. 

“ District X V., Charlestown, we considered with District II. 

“As a whole, the hydrant readings along the Boston 
Elevated Railway system had nearly the same average as the 
standard of 1 volt, positive or negative; and, as compared 
with most of the other street railways which enter the city, 
the Elevated shows a more efficient return system. 

“The districts other than those of the Boston Elevated do 
not, for the most part, show particularly high averages ; 
but this characteristic was noticed, that the size of the read- 
ing depends largely upon whether a caris near. In general, 
the smaller the system, 2. e., the fewer the cars, the more 
sensitive to the nearness of the cars is the voltage between 
hydrant and rail, and consequently the flow of current. 
Thus, the maximum of 10 volts last spring on Washington 
street, in the district of the West Roxbury & Roslindale 
Street Railway, maintained only for a moment, shooting up, 
as it were, as the car approached from Forest Hills Station. 
This fact should be remembered in judging of the danger 
threatened by smaller roads, for the damage to be done by a. 
large flow of current depends upon how long a time it flows. 

“District A, of the Lynn & Boston Railroad, we visited 
for the first time this autumn. It is but a short strip on 
Breed’s Island, and the readings were low, except for the 
few moments that the car was near. It may be that in the 
summer season, during Sunday traffic, the current flows on 
to and off the pipes in large quantities, so that we would 
reserve our decision as to how much trouble may be appre- 
hended from this source until we have taken measurements 
under more representative conditions. 

“ District B, along North Beacon street, Brighton, part of 
the Newton & Boston Street Railway, shows almost no signs 
threatening serious trouble. Here is a recently laid track, 
in operation only about two years, and if that company 
maintains it in as good condition as we have found, we should 
be surprised to learn of any trouble to water-pipes resulting 
in the near future. 

“District C,in Squantum and the neighboring section of 
Quincy, part of the Quincy & Boston Street Railway, showed 
the high negative average of —3, with a maximum of —6 
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last autumn. Just like District A, of the Lynn & Boston, 
this district should be visited at a time when there is heavier 
traffic than we have found. 

“District D, along River street, Dorchester, part of the 
Norfolk Suburban Street Railway, shows a high positive 
average in the autumn, and a high negative average in the 
spring. The readings in this district have evidently been 
much influenced by the opening of the Boston, Milton & 
Brockton Street Railway, which has a terminus on Eliot 
street, Milton, and which is fed from the same power station 
as the Norfolk Suburban in Hyde Park. We have not 
traced any metallic connection between the tracks of the two 
railways, but we think it possible that the pipes of the Met- 
ropolitan Water Works, affected by both of these street rail- 
ways, have made a connecting link for the current so as to 
materially change the quantity and direction of its flow. <A 
branch of the West Roxbury & Roslindale Street Railway 
connecting with the Norfolk Suburban at Mattapan, and fed 
from the same power station, also has probably affected the 
conditions. We shall consider this district again under the 
head of ‘ Excavations.’ 

“ District E, along Hyde Park avenue, also a part of the 
Norfolk Suburban Street Railway, showed particularly high 
positive readings in the spring, but a much improved condi- 
tion in the autumn, when, however, the negative readings 
were somewhat high. As a whole, the road shows a return 
system inferior to that of the Boston Elevated; but of 
course the lighter traffic gives a different color to an inter- 
pretation of the size of the readings. 

“ District F, including most of the West Roxbury & Ros- 
lindale Street Railway, shows a lower average, particularly of 
positive readings, than might be expected of so small a road. 
It gave some high local negative readings, as on Washington 
street, between Forest Hills Station and South street, where 
there was a maximum of — 10 volts lastspring. The new line 
to Mattapan, over Ashland street, gave somewhat high posi- 
tive readings. Scarcity of service-pipes here, however, as in 
fact along the locations of this entire railway, should be con- 
sidered in deciding the question of present damage to water- 
pipes. 

“District G, a short length of the Needham & Boston 
Street Railway, has been opened recently, and one of the two 
readings which we took, being —6, is sufficiently high to 
warrant further consideration in the near future, in order to 
learn approximately how much current leaks on to the mains 
and service-pipes.” 


/ 
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‘“ HXCAVATIONS. 


‘¢ or an inspection of the mains and services in certain 
localities where we suspected they might have been injured 
by electrolytic corrosion we requested that excavations be 
made, and short lengths of pipe exposed for examination. 

“On Dover street, between Washington street and Shaw- 

mut avenue, there was a break in the main early last April, 
and our attention was called to it. Examination showed 
that in all probability the trouble was the result of electroly- 
tic corrosion. The voltmeter readings which we took were 
at first misleading, because they differed widely according to 
which of the points of contact wires were attached. The 
pipe had been cut and the electric current, therefore, broken, 
so that the readings were not characteristic of the normal 
electrical condition of the pipe. A few days later, after the 
pipe had been mended, we again took voltmeter readings, 
not at the same spot, but at the excavations near by, and 
these showed a difference of potential of from +1 to +1.5 
between pipe and rail, and from +.2 to +.4 between pipe 
and ground. ‘This was on the high pressure main. ‘The low 
pressure service-pipe showed a somewhat lower potential; 
but other readings at hydrants and high pressure gates in 
this section lead us to conclude that in general the relation 
between each of the two systems and the tracks is about the 
same. - 
“It is possible that the Dover-street main burst on account 
of recent action. We think likely, however, that most of its 
weakening took place several years ago, under conditions 
which have since been improved upon. 

«]ixcavations at seven places on Harrison avenue, all 
between Dover and East Canton streets, revealed little or no 
corrosion, except in one place, the service to No. 491, some- 
what north of the Central Power Station. The note we 
made of this excavation was as follows: Five feet down, 
damp clay, almost wet; +2.5 to track; +.3 to ground. 
Bad corrosion in places, tending to peel off, but not deep. 

“ How recently this corrosion was formed we cannot say ; 
but considering the number of years the electric road has 
been installed and this power station in operation we were 
surprised that in these seven excavations worse symptoms of 
serious injury to water-pipes should not have appeared. A\l- 
though slight corrosion is doubtless going on along the Har- 
rison avenue service-pipes in this district we do not expect 
any general trouble to arise in the immediate future. We 
strongly recommend, however, that the authorities in charge 
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of the water-pipes in this, and in every other part of the city, 
take pains to keep, as far as practicable, specimens of all 
broken mains and services showing the character of the 
break and the condition of the pipe a foot or so at either side 
of it. All such evidence is useful in determining to what 
extent the trouble may have been due to current from the 
electric road. 

“The voltmeter readings along River street, Mattapan, a 
location of the Norfolk Suburban Street Railway, and the 
fact that in many places between Blue Hill avenue and the 
Hyde Park boundary the ground is apt to be muddy for a 
considerable length of time after wet weather, led us to sus- 
pect that there might be trouble from electrolysis in this dis- 
trict. In two out of four excavations the corrosion was 
quite marked; in the third noticeable, but in the fourth 
almost imperceptible. ‘The serious trouble threatened in the 
first two instances may be due to past conditions, but we 
think more likely it is owing to recent ones, because last 
autumn’s readings in this locality were larger than heretofore, 
a fact that may be partially accounted for by the opening of 
the Boston, Milton & Brockton Street Railway, which uses 
the Hyde Park power station for feeding its lines in Milton. 
We know of no actual bursting of water-pipes from electro- 
lysis in this district, but we think the same pipes should be 
examined next season to see if their condition has changed 
for the worse. 

“ A locality in which serious trouble has occurred, and 
where there promises to be more, is at Fields Corner, Dor- 
chester, particularly along the short section of Park street, 
between Dorchester avenue and Adams street. Learning 
that here there had been several cases of service-pipes badly 
corroded so that they had to be removed and replaced by new 
ones, we requested that the pipes be exposed in several places 
on Park street and on the south side of the street where, in 
order to connect the houses with the water-main they run 
beneath the tracks and beneath the buried return feeders of 
the Boston Elevated Railway. Two representatives of that 
company examined the pipes with us. We give the data 
from our note-book as follows: November 25, 1899, 11 A.M., 
Park street, Dorchester. Service to No.119. Pipe five feet 
down in somewhat damp gravel. Reading from pipe to 
ground (different places) +1 to +1.5 volts. Very marked 
‘corrosion, about ;/, inch deep, along the 24 feet of pipe that 
was exposed. A dark purple scale. 

“Service to No. 101. Pipe 5 feet down, in damp clay. 
Reading from pipe to ground +1 volt (in various places). 
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Regie from pipe to rail +2. General corrosion, about 

g inch deep, along most of the 10 feet of pipe that was 
ey Whitishin color. Pipe was laid about one month 
ago. 

a Service to No. 129. Pipe 5 to 6 feet down, in damp 
gravel. Reading from pipe to ground +4 volt. Reading 
from pipe to rail +4 to +1 volt. Very much corrosion, 
nearly 4 inch deep; caking off in pieces, say 3 inches long by 
1 inch wide. Five feet of pipe exposed. Pipe should be 
taken out. 

“Service to No. 121. Pipe 4 feet down in not very 
damp, clayey gravel. Reading from pipe to ground +2 
volt. Reading from pipe to track +3 volt. Very much 
corrosion, almost as much as on service to No. 129. Pipe 
white on top, purple underneath. Probably corrosion was 
about % inch deep, but most of it had been taken off by 
workmen. 

“There seems to be no question but that the return 
electric current is domg much damage in this section at 
least, and we are told of a pipe that gave out near by on 
Dorchester avenue. The Boston Elevated Railway should, 
of course, be requested to take radical measures for stopping 
further damage. It seems to us that the underground 
feeder return system in all probability is largely the cause of 
trouble, as the current in the service-pipes which run beneath 
it finds an easy path through the damp soil and damp 
woodwork encasing the cement in which the bare returns 
are laid. 

“We did not have excavations made for an examination 
of the iron water mains, but we strongly recommend that 
such an examination be made at an early date, for if the 
mains themselves are badly injured the sooner it is known 
the better. 

“This is hardly the place to discuss what means of 
remedy should be adopted. Obviously, however, were the 
returns run in a terra-cotta conduit like the outgoing 
feeders the current from off the water pipes could not. 
possibly flow on to them directly. This would doubtless 
relieve the situation to some extent, but since the electric 
car tracks run through that section of Park street where we 
have found the service pipes so much injured it might be 
necessary to take still further measures to effect a complete. 
remedy.” 
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“ VOLTMETER READINGS ALONG SECTIONS OF TRACK. 


“For the purpose of ascertaining in a general way the 
quality of rail-bonding, we took voltmeter readings along 
sections of track varying in length from 1,000 feet over 2,500 
feet. We did this also in our investigation for the previous 
year, and we give the results, tabulated, in Appendix D, and 
in diagram form in Appendix H, reducing them to readings 
per 100 feet to allow of comparison. We have recorded the 
maximum readings when there was a fluctuation, and, for 
convenience, we have recorded only the approximate values. 
It will be noted that .38 volts per 100 feet is the highest 
maximum recorded and .008 per 100 feet the lowest. .3 
volt per 100 feet is at the rate of over 15 volts to the mile, 
which is, of course, high, the averages for all the readings 
being .085 in 1899, and .085 in 1898 (when much fewer 
readings were taken). 

“We have as yet done hardly more with this data than to 
use it for reference and comparison. In an examination for 
another city in 1893, where in one case we found a fall of 
potential of 7 volts per 100 feet, there was clearly evidence 
of neglected rail-bonding. In our report of that examination 
we took the somewhat arbitrary standard of .1 volt per 100 
feet, and said that in places where the readings showed a 
difference of potential to be higher than this ‘the bonding 
is defective somewhere within the given interval.’ ” 


“ VOLTMETER READINGS ACROSS BOUNDARIES. 


“We give in Appendix F the readings between Boston 
water-pipes and those of adjoining places for 1899 and 1898, 
recorded to approximate values. At the Hyde Park boun- 
daries only are the readings particularly high, showing that 
the current hus a tendency to flow off in large quantities 
from the Boston pipes. <A further study along the Norfolk 
Suburban Street Railway on River street and Hyde Park 
avenue should be made, as on account of new railways in- 
stalled on the same system the conditions are likely to change 
for the worse. Meantime, that company should be notified 
of the danger that threatens, and is already apparent from an 
insufficient return system. 

“In Appendix G are voltmeter readings between hydrants 
and rails in Boston and in other cities and towns on either 
side of boundaries, which should be considered in connection 
with the above, as they are a check upon them. In the case 
of the Dorchester and Hyde Park boundaries, for instance, 
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they confirm the indications of a large flow of current off the 
_ Boston pipes and through the earth on to the Hyde Park pipes. 


“ READINGS ON METROPOLITAN WATER WORKS SYSTEM. 


“We give in Appendix H (a) the tabulated voltmeter 
readings between the Metropolitan Water Works piping 
system and the Boston piping system, and also between the 
former and the Milton piping system; (6) the readings be- 
tween the Metropolitan Water Works system and the street 
railway tracks. 

“These readings were made on October 25, 1899, in 
co-operation withthe Metropolitan Water Board. They show 
that the Metropolitan pipes carry a large quantity of current 
in certain localities. By a further study the pipes of that 
system may be found-to assist in carrying the current from 
the Milton system, and thus to account for the large flow of 
current off the Boston pipes in the Mattapan district. 

‘We know of no specific injury, however, which has been 
done to the Metropolitan water-pipes by the electric current 
in the neighborhood of Boston; but there might be such 
serious difficulties, should corrosion thus occur, that we 
strongly recommend the continued co-operation in watching 
for possible trouble that may arise. 


‘SUMMARY AND CONCLUSION. 


“In general, we think the City of Boston is comparatively 
free from injury to water-pipes due to electrolytic corrosion, 
considering heavy electric traffic on the street railway system. 
The serious trouble in Dorchester seems to be due not to 
negligence, but to conditions arising in spite of an effort to 
avoid them, and which cannot be fully accounted for as yet. 
The injury to the service-pipes in Mattapan seems to be 
largely due to conditions that have arisen within a year. 
The Norfolk Suburban Street Railway Company should be 
notified that its return system threatens serious trouble.”

[FROM THE CITY ENGINEER’S REPORT TO THE 
STREET DEPARTMENT. ] 


In general, the construction of assessment streets and boule- 
vards, and the laying of new street paving has been supervised, 
the repairs of asphalt pavement, not under guaranty, superin- 
tended, the grading of street railway tracks determined, numerous 
estimates for street improvements made, and many miscellaneous 
matters reported upon and attended to upon your request. 


Lenetus, AREAS, ETC., OF ACCEPTED STREETS. 


The tables showing lengths and areas of paving on accepted 
‘streets have been brought up to February 1, 1900, and tables 
giving statistical details of the asphalt pavement in the city, and 
the cost of repairing the same have been prepared. 


ASPHALT STREETS. 


All repairs on asphalt streets that are paid for by the city have 
been supervised, and the patches measured for payment. The 
patches are carefully located in all cases, so that they may be 
identified, and where suitable plans are on file in this office they 
have been plotted. Trenches cut in asphalt roads by city depart- 
ments or corporations are made under permit from the Permit 
Offce, and the repairs are made by the company which originally 
put down the pavement, at the expense of the party making the 
opening. Asphalt streets laid under a maintenance guaranty for 
a term of years have been looked after, and the companies giving 
the guaranty have been notified when repairs were required. The 
cost of repairing asphalt has been 24.7 cents per square yard 
for the year. The recommendation is repeated that rates for 
doing this work, for a term of years, be made with the several 
companies.

All asphalt pavement laid during season of 1899, was laid with 
a maintenance guaranty for ten (10) years, except that on 
Genesee, Mason and Oswego streets the guaranty is for five years. 

Edgestones set, 93,325 linear feet; gutter paving laid, 30,527 
square yards; brick sidewalks laid, 26,163 square yards; crushed 
stone sidewalks constructed, 38,860 square yards; artificial stone 
sidewalks, 80,972 square feet; flagging crosswalks laid, 5,033 
square yards; macadam surface (6 inches), 83,933 square yards ; 
Telford base (8 inches), macadam (4 inches), 29,456 square 
yards. 

Endicott street, from Cooper street across Thacher street, 
was paved with 14 inches of Trinidad lake asphalt, with 14 
inches of bituminous concrete binder on a 6-inch American 
cement concrete base, by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. 
The old pavement was removed and roadway excavated by the 
Street Department. The edgestones were reset, flagging cross- 
walks and brick sidewalks relaid by Patrick McGovern. Former 
payment was asphalt on cobblestones. 

Mason street, from 450 feet west of West street to about 
120 feet westerly, was paved with 24 inches of Seyssel natural 
rock asphalt, on a 6-inch American cement concrete base, by 
Jones & Meehan. ‘The old pavement was removed and roadway 
excavated by the Street Department; edgestones were reset and 
brick sidewalks relaid by Jones & Meehan. Former pavement 
was old granite blocks. 

Park street, from Tremont street to Beacon street, was re- 
paved and newly macadamized, the sidewalk on the Common side of 
the street was removed, the edgestones on that side being set one 
foot from the bases of the iron fence to form a wheel guard; on 
the other side of the street the sidewalk was widened about two 
feet, making it twelve feet wide, by this means the roadway was 
also widened about six feet. The roadway was graded and 
macadamized, edgestones reset, granite block paving, flagging 
crosswalks and brick sidewalks relaid by W. H. Glenn & Co. 
Three new catch-basins were built, one was rebuilt, and three 
were abandoned and sealed up. Former pavement was old granite 
blocks and macadam.

Atlantic avenue (including the tracks of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company and Union Freight Railroad), from 
Dewey square to Oliver street, was paved with large granite blocks 
on a 6-inch American cement concrete base with pitch and pebble 
joints. ‘The old pavement was removed and roadway excavated 
by the Street Department, concrete base laid by The Metropolitan 
Contracting Company. Inthe portion from Dewey square across. 
Congress street the roadway paving was laid, edgestones set, 
brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks laid by Jones & Meehan; 
in the portion from Congress street to Oliver street similar work 
was done by Patrick McGovern. The Boston Elevated Railway 
Company and Union Freight Railroad, by agreement, paid for the 
portions within their tracks. Former pavement was old granite 
blocks on gravel bed with gravel joints. One new catch-basin 
was built. 

Blackstone street, from Hanover street across North street, 
was paved with large granite blocks on a 6-inch American cement 
concrete base with pitch and pebble joints. The old pavement 
was removed and roadway excavated by the Street Department ; 
concrete base was laid by the Metropolitan Contracting Company.. 
Roadway paving was laid, edgestones set, brick sidewalks and 
flagging crosswalks laid by Patrick McGovern & Co. Former 
pavement was old granite blocks on gravel bed with gravel joints. 

Charles street, from Fruit street across Allen street, ex- 
clusive of the tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, 
was paved with 14 inches of Trinidad lake asphalt with 14 inches. 
of bituminous concrete binder on a 6-inch American Portland 
cement concrete base, by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. 
The old pavement was removed, roadway excavated, edgestones 
set, flagging crosswalks and brick sidewalks laid by the Street 
Department. Former pavement was large granite blocks on 
gravel bed, with pitch and pebble joints. 

Congress street, from Atlantic avenue to the old sea-wall,. 
was paved with Philadelphia size granite blocks, on a 6-inch 
American cement concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints. 
The old pavement was removed and roadway excavated by the 
Street Department; concrete base, roadway paving, flagging 
crosswalks, and brick sidewalks were laid, and edgestones set by 
Jones & Meehan. Two catch-basins were rebuilt, and four 
abandoned ones sealed up. Former pavement was old granite 
blocks on gravel bed with gravel joints. 

Devonshire street, from Milk street to Water street, was 
paved with 2 inches of Trinidad lake asphalt, with 14 inches of 
bituminous concrete binder on an American Portland cement con- 
crete base of varying thickness, by the Barber Asphalt Paving 
Company. The old block payement was removed and former 
concrete base cleaned by the Street Department. Upon this: 
existing concrete base was deposited sufficient new concrete to- 
bring the base to the proper grade and crown for the new pave- 
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ment; several corporation trenches were found from which’ the 
former base had been removed and not replaced. These trenches 
were excavated to adepth of six inches below the top of old con- 
crete and filled with the new concrete. Flagging crosswalks and 
brick sidewalks were laid and edgestones reset by the Street 
Department. Former pavement was granite blocks on a concrete 
base. 

Federal street, from Dewey square to Milk street, including 
the tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, was paved 
with large granite blocks on a 6-inch American cement concrete 
base, with pitch and pebble joints. The old pavement was 
removed and roadway excavated by the Street Department; con- 
crete base, roadway paving, flagging crosswalks, brick sidewalks, 
were laid and edgestones set by Patrick McGovern. The Boston 
Elevated Railway Company, by agreement, paid for the portion 
within its tracks. Former pavement was old granite blocks on a 
gravel bed with gravel joints. 

Genesee street, from Harrison avenue to Albany street, was 
paved with 24 inches of Seyssel natural rock asphalt, on a 6-inch 
American cement concrete base, by Jones & Meehan. ‘The old 
pavement was removed and roadway evcavated by the Street 
Department; edgestones were reset, granite block paving and 
brick sidewalks relaid by Jones & Meehan. ‘Two square granite 
catch-basin frames were removed and cast-iron D frames substi- 
tuted. Former pavement was fire bricks on a gravel bed, laid 
in 1891. 


Harrison avenue, from about 20 feet south of Kneeland 
street, to about 20 feet north of Harvard street, including the 
tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, was paved 
with 14 inches of Trinidad lake asphalt with 14 inches of bitumi- 
nous concrete binder, on a 6-inch American cement concrete base, 
by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. The 20 feet at Knee- 
land and at Harvard streets was paved with large granite blocks 
on a 6-inch American cement concrete base with pitch and pebble 
joints, by Patrick McGovern, except that the Barber Asphalt 
Paving Company laid the concrete base; from north side of 
Harvard street to north side of Bennet street the roadway was 
paved with large granite blocks on gravel bed with gravel joints, 
except that in front of the Fire Department ladder-house about 
127 square yards of paving was laid with pitch and pebble joints, 
by Patrick McGovern. The old pavement was removed and 
roadway excavated by the Street Department; edgestones were 
set, flagging crosswalks and brick sidewalks laid by Patrick 
McGovern. Six square granite catch-basin frames were removed 
and cast-iron D frames substituted. The Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company, by agreement, paid for the portion within its 
tracks. By changing the line of edgestones the roadway was 
widened about 1.5 feet, it now being 32 feet between the edge- 
stones. Former pavement was old granite blocks on gravel bed 
with gravel joints. 
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Kingston street, from Essex street to Beach street, was 
paved with 2 inches of Sicilian rock asphalt on a 6-inch Amerti- 
can cement concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt Company. 
From Bedford street across Essex street, including the tracks of 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company, was paved with Phila- 
delphia size granite blocks on a 6-inch American cement concrete 
base, with pitch and pebble joints, by H. Gore & Co. The old 
pavement was removed and roadway excavated by the Street 
Department, edgestones were set, flagging crosswalks and brick 
sidewalks laid by H. Gore & Co. Former pavement was old 
oranite blocks on a gravel bed with gravel joints. 

Leverett street, from Craigie’s bridge to Causeway street, 
including the tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, 
roadway paved with large granite blocks on gravel bed with 
eravel joints, tracks paved with Philadelphia size granite blocks 
on gravel bed with gravel joints. The old pavement was removed 
and roadway excavated by the Street Department; granite block 
paving was laid, edgestones set, flagging crosswalks and brick 
sidewalks laid by Jones & Meehan. Former pavement was old 
granite blocks on gravel bed, with gravel joints. The Boston 
Elevated Railway Company, by agreement, paid for the portion 
within its tracks. 

Milton street, from Brighton street to Spring street, was 
paved with 2 inches of Seyssel, naturai rock, asphalt on a 6-inch 
American cement concrete base, by Jones & Meehan. The old 
pavement was removed and roadway excavated by the Street De- 
partment; edgestones were set and brick sidewalks laid by Jones 
& Meehan. By changing the line of edgestones the roadway was 
widened about 1 foot, it now being 8 feet between the edgestones. 
Former pavement was old cobble stones. 

Oswego street, from Harrison avenue to Albany street, was 
paved with 24 inches of Seyssel, natural rock asphalt, on a 
6-inch American cement concrete base, by Jones & Meehan. The 
old pavement was removed and roadway excavated by the Street 
Department; edgestones were reset, granite block paving and 
brick sidewalks relaid by Jones & Meehan. Former pavement 
was of red bricks laid in 1891. 


ASSESSMENT STREETS. 


The following streets were constructed under chapter 323 of 
the Acts of 1891, and acts in amendment thereof or in addition 
thereto. 

The cost of the work herein given is the cost of the work 
done, and materials furnished, by the contractor, and does not 
include the cost of materials furnished by the city. 

Albany street, northwesterly corner at Northampton street, 
was widened by taking i37 square feet of land from the corner 
estate. The contract for doing the necessary work in connection 
with this widening was awarded to H. Gore & Co. Work under 
this contract was begun October 16, 1899, and completed Novem- 
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ber 22, 1899, at a cost of $149.92. The work consisted of 
repaving roadway with granite blocks, setting new edgestones, 
and paving brick sidewalks. 

Alexander street; Alexander street southerly is about 611 
feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to James McGovern. Work under this con- 
tract was begun October 25, 1899, and suspended November 25, 
1899. 

Amory street, School street to Bragdon street, is about 725 
feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Patrick McGovern. Work under this con- 
tract was begun May 1, 1899, and completed December 21, 1899, 
at a cost of 89, 210.86. Itis a 6-inch macadam road with crushed 
stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter blocks and straight 
edgestones were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of 
the work by the contractor. Circular edgestones were furnished 
on the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks was furnished 
by the contractor. 

Andrews street, East Canton street to East Dedham street, 
is about 216 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to the Barber Asphalt Paving Com- 
pany. Work under this contract was begun September 26, 1899, 
and completed October 22, 1899, at a cost of $1,077.55. It is 
an asphalt road with brick sidewalks. The roadway is paved 
with 14 inches of Trinidad lake asphalt, with 14 inches of 
bituminous concrete binder on a 6-inch American cement concrete 
base. New edgestones and flagging for crosswalks were furnished 
by the city and hauled to the site of the work by the contractor ; 
new bricks and gutter blocks were furnished on the work by the 
city. 

Angell street, Blue Hill avenue to Canterbury street, is about 
877 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to James Doherty & Co., November 2, 1898. 
Work under this contract was begun April 17, 1899, and com- 
pleted June 10, 1899, at a cost df $2,316.11. It is a 6-inch 
macadam road with brick sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter 
blocks and edgestones were furnished by the city and hauled to 
the site of the work by the contractor; bricks for sidewalks were 
furnished, on the work, by the city; flagging for crosswalks was 
furnished by the contractor. 

Annabel street, Columbia road to Sumner street, is about 
429 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to James McGovern. Work under this con- 
tract was begun November 14, 1899, and suspended December 21, 
1899, only the rough grading being done. 

Ashley street, Breed street to Walley street, is about 641 
feet long. A contract for filling this street to sub-grade was 
made with H. & D. Burnett on November 20, 1899, at the rate of 
44 cents per cubic yard, measured in place. Work under this 
contract was begun December 4, 1899, and is not yet completed. 
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Astor street, Massachusetts avenue to Hemenway street, is 
about 890 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing this street 
was awarded to Patrick McGovern, November 5, 1898. Work 
under this contract was begun May 26, 1899, and completed 
August 18, 1899, at a cost of $2,220.02. Itis a 6-inch mac- 
adam road with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter 
blocks and straight edgestones were furnished by the city and 
hauled to the site of the work by the contractor; circular edge- 
stones were furnished, on the work, by the city. Flagging for 
crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. 


Athelwold street, at School street, was widened by taking 
- 789 square feet of land from the corner estates. The contract 
for doing the necessary work in connection with this widening was 
awarded to Collins & Ham. Work under this contract was 
begun July 5, 1899, and completed July 17, 1899, at a cost of 
$150. The work done was to build a 6-inch macadam roadway 
and crushed stone sidewalk, set edgestones and pave granite 
block gutters. All stock required was furnished by the city and 
hauled to the site of the work by the contractor, except that the 
city furnished the circular edgestones on the work. 


Atherstone street, Fuller street to Bailey street, is about 314 
feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Philip Doherty. Work under this con-. 
tract was begun August 19, 1899, and completed October 26, 
1899, at a cost of $701.94. It is a 6-inch macadam road with 
artificial stone sidewalks (3.5 feet wide and loam space about 2 
feet wide. Cost of sidewalks not included in above cost). 
Crushed stone, gutter blocks and straight edgestones were fur- 
nished by the city. and hauled to the site of the work by the con- 
tractor; circular edgestones were furnished on the work by the 
city; flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. 
Artificial stone sidewalks were built at Numbers 1 and 5 by H. | 
Johnson & Co., and at Number 10 by Patrick Lyons. On the 
remainder of the street the sidewalks had been previously con- 
structed. | 


Belvidere street, West Newton street to Dalton street, is 
about 507 feet long. A contract for filling this street to sub- 
grade was awarded to William Gilligan, at the rate of 40 cents 
per cubic yard in place. Work under this contract was begun 
January 25, 1899, and completed May 9, 1899, 1,535 cubic yards 
of filling being deposited, costing $614. 

Another contract for building wooden bulkhead and fence was 
awarded to Wm. H. Ryan & Co. Work under this contract was 
begun April 4, 1899, and completed April 29, 1899, at a total 
cost of $538.40. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work under this 
contract was begun May 24, 1899, and completed July 11, 1899, 
at a cost of $1,619.59. It is a 6-inch macadam road with brick 
sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter blocks and straight edgestones 
were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the work by 
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the contractor; circular edgestones and bricks for sidewalks 
were furnished on the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks 
was furnished by the contractor. , 


Bennington street, Chelsea street to Belle Isle inlet, is about 
10,621 feet long. A contract for depositing about 82,000 cubic 
yards of filling in this street was awarded to Jones & Meehan, 
November 20, 1899, at the rate of 53 cents per cubic yard meas- 
ured in place. Work under this contract was begun January 16, 
1900, and is being carried on at the present time. 


Blandford street, Commonwealth avenue to the Boston and 
Albany Railroad, is about 399 feet long. A contract for deposit- 
ing about 15,000 cubic yards of filling in this street was awarded 
to the Boston and Albany Railroad Co., December 27, 1899, at 
the rate of 45 cents per cubic yard measured in the bank. 
Work under this contract was begun January 3, 1900, and is 
still in progress. 

Bragdon street, Columbus avenue to Amory street, is about 
622 feet long. A contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Thomas A. Dolan. Work under this con- 
tract was begun September 28, 1899, and completed October 14, 
1899, at a cost of $1,052.22. It is a 6-inch macadam road with 
crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, edgestones, and gutter 
blocks were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractor. Flagging for crosswalks was furnished 
by the contractor. 

Burt street, Washington street to Ashmont street, is about 
1,365 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work under this 
contract was begun August 17, 1898, and completed May 22, 
1899, at a cost of $3,831.24. It is a 6-inch macadam road with 
brick sidewalks. Crushed stone, straight edgestones, and gutter 
blocks were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractor; circular edgestones and bricks were fur- 
nished, on the street, by the city; flagging for crosswalks was 
furnished by the contractor. 

Cambridge street, Brighton avenue to Washington street, is 
about 3,642 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 


of this street was awarded to J. L. Bryne & Co. Work under | 


this contract was begun October 26, 1899, and suspended Decem- 
ber 23, 1899. 

Canal street, Haymarket square to Causeway street, is about 
1,097 feet long. The contract for paving and regulating this 
street, including the tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company, was awarded to Jones & Meehan. Work under this 
contract was begun October 15, 1898, and completed May 15, 
1899, at a cost of $11,588.95, not including cost of granolithic 
sidewalks. This street was widened on the northeasterly side 
about twenty-five feet, making it 75 feet wide between street 
lines. It was constructed in the following manner: Northeasterly, 
sidewalks 10 feet wide, paved with brick; roadway 50 feet wide, 
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paved with large granite blocks on a 6-inch American cement con- 
crete base, with pitch and pebble joints; southwesterly side- 
walks 15 feet wide, paved with artificial stone, sidewalks with 
granite edgestones. Straight edgestones, granite paving blocks 
and flagging for crosswalks were furnished by the city and 
hauled to the site of the work by the contractor; circular edge- 
stones and bricks for sidewalks were furnished on the work by 
the city. | 

The artificial stone sidewalk from Haymarket square to Market 
street, 2,946.75 square feet, was laid by W. A. Murtfeldt Com- 
pany, at a cost of $589.35; from Market street to Causeway 
street, 10,943.78 square feet, by Simpson Brothers Corporation, 
at a cost of $2,188.76. 

The Boston Elevated Railway Company, by agreement, paid 
for the portion of the work within its tracks. 


Charlestown street, Haymarket square to Causeway street, is 
about 1,056 feet long. The contract for paving and regulating 
this street, including the tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company, was awarded to the Metropolitan Contracting Company. 
Work under this contract was begun July 31, 1899, and com- 
pleted November 23, 1899, at a cost of $16,883.78. This street 
was widened on the westerly side about 42 feet, making it 92 feet 
wide between street lines. It was constructed in the following 
manner: Two sidewalks, each 12 feet wide, paved with bricks ; 
roadway 68 feet wide, paved with large granite blocks on a 6-inch 
American cement concrete base with pitch and pebble joints; 
brick sidewalks with granite edgestones. Straight edgestones, 
granite paving blocks and flagging for crosswalks were furnished 
by the city, and hauled to the site of the work by the contractor. 
Circular edgestones and bricks for sidewalks were furnished on 
the work by the city. The Boston Elevated Railway Company, 
by agreement, paid for the portion of the work within its tracks. 


Chester street, Brighton avenue to Commonwealth avenue, is 
about 650 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to James Doherty & Co. Work under 
this contract was begun June 1, 1899, and completed August 3, 
1899, at a cost of $1,158.62, not including the artificial stone 
sidewalk on easterly side. It is a 6-inch macadam road, with 
crushed stone sidewalks on the westerly side. Crushed stone, 
straight edgestones, and gutter blocks were furnished by the city 
and hauled to the site of the work by the contractor; circular 
edgestones were furnished on the work by the city; flagging for 
crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone 
sidewalk (easterly side) was laid by J. C. Newborg. 


Chiswick road, Chestnut Hill avenue to Englewood avenue, is 
about 2,046 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work under this 
contract was begun September 10, 1899, and suspended December 
28,.1899. 

Congreve street, South street to Centre street, is about 1,409 
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feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to William Finneran. Work under this con- 
tract was begun November 4, 1899, and suspended January 1, 
1900. 

Cummington street, Blandford street to Avon street, is about 
1,186 feet long. <A contract for depositing about 54,000 cubic 
yards of filling in this street was awarded to the Boston & Albany 
Railroad Company, December 27, 1899, at the rate of 45 cents. 
per cubic yard measured in the bank. Work under this contract 
was begun January 3, 1900, and is still in progress. 


Devon street, Blue Hill avenue to Columbia road, is about 
1,860 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to John Connors. Work under this contract 
was begun June 12,1899, and completed September 8, 1899, at a 
cost of $3,774.79, not including cost of artificial stone sidewalks. 
It is a 6-inch macadam road with artificial stone sidewalks. 
Crushed stone, straight edgestones and gutter blocks were 
furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the work by the 
contractor; circular edgestones were furnished on the work by 
the city; flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the con- 
tractor. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid by Patrick Lyons 
at a cost of $4,161.80. 

Edwin street, Dorchester avenue to Florida street, is about 
1,188 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Philip Doherty. Work under this con- 
tract was begun Sepetmber 28, 1899, and completed December 8, 
1899, at a cost of $1,801.35, not including cost of artificial stone 
sidewalks. It is a 6-inch macadam road with artificial stone 
sidewalks. Crushed stone, straight edgestones and gutter blocks 
were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the work by 
the contractor; circular edgestones were furnished on the work 
by the city; flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the con- 
tractor. A contract for laying the artificial stone sidewalks was 
awarded to Patrick Lyons. Work under this contract was begun 
October 30, 1899, and suspended November 24, 1899. 


Florida street, King street to Templeton street, is about 1,133 
feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Philip Doherty. Work under this contract 
was begun October 30, 1899, and suspended December 27, 1899. 


Fowler street, Greenwood street to Glenway street, is about 
874 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Collins & Ham, November 2, 1898. Work 
under this contract was begun April 24, 1899, and completed June 
5, 1899, at a cost of $1,410.38, not including the cost of artificial 
stone sidewalks. It is a 6-inch macadam road with artificial 
stone sidewalks 4.5 feet wide and loam. spaces 2 feet wide, 
bounded by granite edgestones. Crushed stone, straight edge- 
stones and gutter blocks, were furnished by the city and hauled 
to the site of the work by the contractor ; circular edgestones were 
furnished on the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks was 
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furnished by the contractor. A contract for laying artificial 
stone sidewalks was awarded to Barnes-Ruffin Company. Work 
under this contract was begun June 12, 1899, and completed July 
27, 1899, at a cost of $1,613. 

Francis street, Huntington avenue to Brookline avenue, is 
about 1,455 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to James Doherty & Co., November 5, 
1898. Work under this contract was begun May 1, 1899, and 
completed June 28, 1899, at a cost of $3,601.33. Itis a 6-inch 
macadam road with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, 
straight edgestones, and gutter blocks were furnished by the city 
and hauled to the site of the work by the contractor; circular 
edgestones were furnished on the work by the city; flagging for 
crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. 

Hamilton street, Bowdoin street to Homes avenue, is about 
944 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to James McGovern. Work under this con- 
tract was begun October 26, 1898, and completed June 15, 1899, 
at a cost of $1,869.64. It is a 6-inch macadam road with crushed 
stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, straight edgestones and gutter 
blocks were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractor; circular edgestones were furnished on 
the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks was furnished by 
the contractor. 

Harold street, Munroe street to Walnut avenue, is about 748 
feet long. A contract for constructing the surface of this street 
was awarded to Patrick McGovern. Work under this contract 
was begun November 21, 1898, and completed June 15, 1899, at 
a cost of $1,628.10. Itis a 6-inch macadam road with crushed 
stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, straight edgestones, and gutter 
blocks were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractor; circular edgestones were furnished on 
the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks was furnished by 
the contractor. A retaining wall and fence was built in front 
of Harriet V. Sanderson estate by Patrick McGovern, costing $360. 

Hewins street, Columbia road to Erie street, is about 701 
feet long. A contract for constructing the surface of this street 
was awarded to Philip Doherty. Work under this contract was 
begun September 13, 1898, and completed May 17, 1899, ata 
cost of $1,432.05. Itis a 6-inch macadam road with crushed 
stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, straight edgestones and gutter 
blocks were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractor; circular edgestones were furnished on 
the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks was furnished by 
the contractor. 

Hubbard street, Chestnut avenue to Lamartine street, is 
about 449 feet long. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Thomas Minton. Work under this 
contract was begun November 20, 1899, and suspended December 
27, 1899. 

Idaho street, River street to Manchester street, is about 867 
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feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to James McGovern. Work under this con- 
tract was begun July 20, 1899, and completed October 12, 1899, 
at a cost of $1,978.30. It is a 6-inch macadam road with crushed 
stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, straight edgestones, and gutter 
blocks were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractor; circular edgestones were furnished on 
the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks was furnished by 
the contractor. 

Ipswich street, Boylston road to Boylston street, is about 2,366 
feet long. A contract for constructing the surface of this street. 
was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work under this contract was 
begun August 16, 1899, and suspended December 8, 1899. 

Lauriat avenue, Ballou avenue to Norfolk street, is about 
769 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Timothy F. Bradley. Work under this 
contract was begun August 22, 1899, and suspended November 
25, 1899. 

Lonsdale street, Dorchester avenue to Adams street. (See 
report of Superintendent of Streets for 1898, page 261.) When 
work was suspended December 28, 1898, the macadam roadway 
required a small amount of rolling, which was done early in sea- 
son of 1899. The cost of the contract work for constructing the 
surface of this street was $3,490.53, not including cost of arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks. It is a-6-inch macadam road with artificial 
stone sidewalks. Crushed stone and straight edgestones were 
furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the work by the 
contractor ; circular edgestones and gutter blocks were furnished 
on the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks was furnished 
by the contractor.

It is a 6-inch macadam road with brick side- 
walks. Crushed stone, straight edgestones and gutter blocks 
were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the work by 
the contractor; circular edgestones and bricks for sidewalks were 
furnished on the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks was 
furnished by the contractor. 

Middleton street, Norfolk street northerly, is about 593 feet 
long. <A contract for constructing the surface of this street was 
awarded to Philip Doherty, November 14, 1898. Work under 
this contract was begun April 3, 1899, and completed August 19, 
1899, at a cost of $1,502.26. It is a 6-inch macadam road with 
crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, straight edgestones 
and gutter blocks were furnished by the city and hauled to the 
site of the work by the contractor; circular edgestones were 
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furnished on the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks was 
furnished by the contractor. 

Newburg street, Beech street to Belgrade avenue, is about 
1,980 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to James Doherty & Co. Work under 
this contract was begun November 14, 1899, and suspended 
December 16, 1899. 

Northampton street, at Albany street. (See Albany street. ) 

North Harvard street, Western avenue to Charles river, is 
about 2,573 feet long. The contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this street was awarded to Geo. H. Wentworth & Co, 
Work under this contract was begun October 4, 1898, and com- 
pleted June 23, 1899, at a cost of $15,142.31. It is a Telford 
(8-inch) macadam (4-inch) road with crushed stone sidewalks. 
Crushed stone, stone for Telford base, straight edgestones and 
gutter blocks were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of 
the work by the contractor; circular edgestones were furnished 
on the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks was furnished 
by the contractor. 

Oakview terrace, Centre street southeasterly, is about 861 
feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work under this con- 
tract was begun November 9, 1899, and suspended January 24, 
1900. 

Orkney road, Strathmore road to Sutherland road, is about 
841 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Daniel EK. Lynch. Work under this con- 
tract was begun May 2, 1899, and suspended October 16, 1899. 

Peterborough street, Audubon road to Audubon road (see 
report of Superintendent of Streets for 1897, page 373), is about 
1,835 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to James Doherty & Co. Work under this 
contract was begun July 19, 1899, and completed September 27, 
1899, at a cost of $4,734.46. It is a 6-inch macadam road with 
crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, straight edgestones, 
and gutter blocks were furnished by the city and hauled to the 
site of the work by the contractor; circular edgestones were 
furnished on the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks was 
furnished by the contractor. 

Peverell street, Sawyer avenue to Salcombe street, is about 
486 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work under this contract 
was begun August 25, 1898, and completed May 22, 1899, ata 
cost of $2,399.94. It is a 6-inch macadam road with crushed 
stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, straight edgestones and gutter 
blocks were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractor; circular edgestones were furnished on 
the work by the city; flagging for crosswalks was furnished by 
the contractor. 

Pontiac street, Hillside street to Tremont street is about 919 
feet long and 40 feet wide, and is to be cut through a solid ledge 
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for about 420 feet. The work of excavating the ledge was com- 
menced January 19, 1900, by the Paving Division, and is still in 
progress. 

Public Alley No. 101, District No. 2, Richmond street to 
Cross street, between Fulton and Commercial streets, is about 
385 feet long, and averages 15.5 feet wide. A contract for 
paving and regulating this alley was awarded to Patrick 
McGovern. Work under this contract was begun August 28, 
1899, and completed September 16, 1899, at a cost of $1,044.23. 
This alley is paved with large granite blocks on a gravel bed 
with pitch and pebble joints, and is without edgestones or side- 
walks. The paving blocks were furnished by the city and hauled 
to the site of the work by the contractor. 

Public Alley No. 102, District No. 2, Marshall street to 
Creek square, is about 205 feet long and averages 10.5 feet wide. 
The contract for paving with asphalt and regulating this alley was 
awarded to Jones & Meehan. Work under this contract was 
begun October 10, 1899, and completed November 11, 1899, at a. 
cost of $874.27. This alley was paved with 2 inches of Seyssel 
natural rock asphalt on a 6-inch American cement concrete base, 
with edgestones and brick sidewalks for about half its length on 
one side. ‘The paving blocks and edgestones required were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled to the site of the work by the con- 
tractors. Bricks for sidewalk were furnished on the work by the 
city. 

Public Alleys Nos. 401, 402, 403 and 404, District No. 5, 
between Huntington avenue and St. Botolph street, from Irving- 
ton street to Public Alley No. 405; and Public Alley No. 405, 
District No. 5, from Huntington avenue to St. Botolph street. 
These alleys are respectively 490, 486, 466, 587, and 236 feet 
long, and each 16 feet wide. The contract for paving with 
asphalt and granite blocks and regulating these alleys was awarded 
to Simpson Brothers Corporation. Work under this contract 
was begun August 9, 1899, and completed October 11, 1899, at 
a cost for each alley, as follows: No. 401, $1,885.19; No. 402, 
$1,501.02; No. 403, $1,423.07; No. 404, $1,844.74; No. 405, 
$690.79. These alleys were paved with 14 inches of Trinidad 
land asphalt with 13 inches of bituminous concrete binder on a 
6-inch American cement concrete base, and also with granite blocks 
on gravel base with gravel joints where too steep for asphalt. 
These alleys, except No. 405, were constructed with a roadway, 8 
feet wide, two brick sidewalks each four feet wide, bounded by 
granite edgestones.

asphalt, with 14 inches of bituminous concrete binder on a 6-inch 
American cement concrete base. This alley was constructed with 


a roadway 8 feet wide, and two brick sidewalks each 4 feet wide, 


with granite edgestones. Paving blocks, edgestones and flag- 
ging for crosswalks were furnished by the city and hauled to 
the site of the work by the contractor ; bricks for sidewalks were 
furnished on the work by the city.

This alley was paved 
with 14 inches of Trinidad land asphalt, with 14 inches of bitumi- 
nous concrete binder on a 6-inch American cement concrete base, 
and with granite blocks on a gravel bed, with gravel joints where 
too steep for asphalt. It has a roadway 8 feet wide, and ° 
two brick sidewalks each 4 feet wide, with granite edgestones.

School street, at Athelwold street, was widened by taking 
548 square feet of land from the corner estate. The contract for 
doing the necessary work in connection with this widening was 
awarded to Collins & Ham. Work under this contract was 
begun July 5, 1899, and completed July 17, 1899, at a cost of 
$125. The work done was to build a 6-inch macadam roadway 
and crushed stone sidewalks, set edgestones and pave granite 
block gutters. All stock required was furnished by the city and 
hauled to the site of the work by the contractors. 

Seymour street, Canterbury street to Brown avenue, is 
about 1,150 feet long.

A set of plans showing the improved pavement in the central 
part of the city has been prepared for the use of the Permit 
‘Office, the object being to show the location of all openings made 
in this class of pavement. These openings have been plotted 
from the inspectors’ notes upon request. 


CoLuMBIA ROAD. 


Columbia road construction has been completed from Blue Hill 
avenue to Edward Everett square, with the exception of the 
bridge by which the Midland Division of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad will cross the road; this work has 
not been commenced. 


Bridge over the Railroad and Columbia Avenue. 


The work under the contract with Mr. Dennis F. O’Connell, 
dated October 10, 1898, was finished in June at a cost of 
$25,773.44. This work consisted of building two abutments and 
a pier. The southerly wing wall of the west abutment was left 
unfinished, as it was necessary to leave Carson street unobstructed 
until other means of access to Mt. Vernon street east of the rail- 
road can be provided. 

The foundations rest on a hard clay or sand bottom at Grade 
2.5 above city base for the West abutment and at Grade 2 for the 
East abutment and pier. The foundations below a grade 3 feet 
below the grade of the surface in front are of American cement 


concrete, and above that grade the abutments and pier are of ° 


granite ashlar and rubble backing with cut stone parapets and 
coping. The walls are well ballasted with quarry chips. 


Road Surfacing. 


The section of road between Dorchester avenue and Button- 
wood street has been completed. The work was done under a 
contract with Philip Doherty, dated June 14, 1899, and was 
finished August 30, 1899, at a cost of $1,911.04. 


Bridge over Shoreham Street. 


This bridge is to be built to carry Columbia road over Shore- 
ham street, a traffic street to connect Mt. Vernon street with Car- 
son street. It will be parallel with the railroad and 100 feet 
distant from it. Its grade will be the same as the existing 
streets, and the crossing of the Parkway by a traffic street at this 
point will be avoided. 
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Under a contract with Mr. Michael A. Meany the excavation 
across Columbia road above the grade of Shoreham street was 
completed on January 1, 1900, at a cost of $591.44. 

Plans have been prepared for the construction of the bridge, 
but the work of erection awaits the completion of a proposed 
storm water sewer at this point. 


Filling. 


The section of Columbia road between the bridge over the 
railroad and Mercer street, South Boston, also so much of the 
proposed Columbia avenue as lies east of the old location of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad have been filled 
to grade. For this work there were three contracts. Under a 
contract with Mr. J. J. Sullivan, dated December 24, 1898, there 
were brought from the excavation near Story street, South Bos- 
ton, 4,978 cubic yards at a cost of $2,986.80. Under a contract 
with John S. Jacobs & Son, dated October 20, 1898, there were 
brought from the site of the new high school building on Thomas 
Park 25,811 cubic yards at a cost of $9,233.85. 

The larger part of the filling was done under a contract with 
Mr. Simon J. Donovan, dated December 28, 1898. The work 
was finished in October, and there were deposited 116,471 cubic 
yards at 694 cents per cubic yard. This contract included the 
construction of an extension of the culvert under the railroad to 
the bay outside the slope of the new filling. This culvert is of 
wood on a pile foundation; it is 250 feet in length and 4 feet by 
5 feet 8 inches inside. The total amount paid under the contract 
was $83,375.59. 

Under the contract with Mr. Simon J. Donovan for filling 
that portion of Columbia road between Atlantic and I streets, 
dated October 25, 1898, there have been deposited 71,109 cubic 
yards. The work is not yet completed. | 


COMMONWEALTH AVENUE. 


Warren street to Chestnut Hill avenue, cross-section plans for 
estimating amount of rock excavation under five contracts, aggre- 
gating 45,857.4 cubic yards costing $64,634.84, which includes 
the cost of loading and hauling 9,851.7 cubic yards to the 
crusher and loading 19,436.7 cubic yards into city teams at foot 
of ledge. This work was begun in September, 1898. Plans and 
specifications were also prepared for two retaining walls, one 
near Summit avenue, and one near Sutherland road; these walls 
were not built. 

During the year the reconstruction of Commonwealth avenue 
from Brighton avenue to Chestnut Hill avenue has been under 
way, and is nearly completed as far as Chiswick road. 


CONGRESS STREET, SOUTH BOsTON. 


On Congress street, between B and C streets, a roadway about 
40 feet in width has been paved with granite blocks on a giavel 
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base, granite edgestones have been set on the southerly side of 
the street, and two catch-basins have been built. The paving of 
this short portion of Congress street in connection with the work 
done by the Commonwealth, and that under the decree abolishing 
the grade crossing on this street has provided a continuous 
thoroughfare paved with granite from Atlantic avenue to South 
Boston by way of the L-street bridge. 


DUMPING WHARF FOR THE SANITARY DIVISION. 


The high platform and runway at the Sanitary Wharf on 
Albany street was completed in March by Thomas E. Ruggles, 
at a cost of $5,476.

EAST Boston FERRIES. 


New drop. —The northerly drop for the East Boston landing 
of the South Ferry was completed, and put in commission Feb- 
ruary 4, 1899, at a cost for contract work of $5,775. 


CHARLESGATE BRIDGE OVER IPSWICH STREET. 


Under a contract with the King Bridge Co., of Cleveland, 
Ohio, dated March 25, 1899, the steel work was completed on 
January 2, 1900. A contract has been made for the erection of 
the ornamental -railing of the same design as that on the bridge 
over the railroad. 

As the season was too far advanced to permit of laying cement 
concrete, when the steel work was finished, the laying of the 
concrete and asphalt floor of this bridge has been deferred until 
spring, and a temporary wooden floor has been constructed to allow 
of the bridge being used during the winter. 


SoutH UNION STATION. 


The portion of the paving on the westerly half of Dorchester- 
avenue extension, between the southerly end of the new station 
and Federal-street bridge, which was not laid in 1898, has been 
completed. ‘The entire length of the new avenue, on which was 
laid a temporary granite pavement on fresh fillings in 1898, has 
been repaved, and the edgestone reset. The sidewalk on the 
harbor side of the avenue has been paved with brick, and an iron 
railing built on the sea wall for its entire length. 

The paving on Summer-street extension, between Dewey square 
and the harbor line, has been relaid, and a bulkhead carrying 
a plank sidewalk has been built along the property of the 
Boston Electric Light Company. 

Karly in the season the narrow strip of paving on Atlantic 
avenue in front of the express buildings, which could not be laid 
when the other paving was done around the station, was com- 
pleted and the edgestone set. 
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The work of paving Atlantic avenue, between Dewey square 
and Kneeland street, with pitch and pebble joints and on a con- 
crete base, was commenced early in November, 1899. This work 
had been delayed until almost the close of the season, because of 
the special track-work of the Boston Elevated Railway and the 
Union Freight Railroad in Dewey square. As soon, however, as 
any of this material was in position the work of concreting and 
paving was carried on day and night whenever the weather and 
temperature would permit. With the exception of a small area 
at Beach street, where the special track-work was not ready, all 
of the paving between the tracks and westerly of the tracks on 
Atlantic avenue has been put on a concrete base, the paving laid 
with pitch and pebble joints, the edgestones set and the westerly 
sidewalk laid with brick or artificial stone. The work in Dewey 
square has also been completed with the exception of two small 
areas adjoining Summer and Federal streets. A small refuge 
island has been built in the square, surrounded by granite edge- 
stone and paved with brick. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Lines and grades have been furnished for the construction of 
Talbot avenue, which is now completed. Some work has been 
done on Blue Hill avenue, between Walk Hill street and 
Mattapan. 

Two hundred and six petitions to lay artificial stone sidewalks 
haye been reported upon to the Superintendent of Streets. 

The amount of edgestone required for one hundred and forty- 
nine estates has been furnished to the Paving Division. 

In seventy-three cases the Paving Division has been notified of 
the necessity of resetting edgestone on account of artificial stone 
sidewalks to be laid. : 

Forty-two petitions for permits to construct coal-holes, bulk- 
heads and sidewalk areas, have been examined and reported upon. 

Ninety-one petitions, calling for eighty-seven catch-basins, were 
referred by the Sewer Division and reported upon. 

Locations were furnished the Sewer Division, for construction 
purposes, of nine hundred and forty-three catch-basins on one 
hundred and sixty different streets.

CHELSEA BRIDGE NORTH. 


General plans were made for widening the draw-way from 
45 to 60 feet to accommodate the larger class of vessels 
needed for carrying coal; the widening to be made on the 
Chelsea side of the channel. These plans were approved by 
the War Departnent, and further plans were made for a tem- 
porary wooden pile bridge around the draw to accommodate 
travel while work was being done on the permanent bridge; 
the principal cost of the temporary bridge being borne by the 
New England Gas & Coke Co. and the Lynn & Boston Rail- 
road Co. 

This temporary bridge is 46 feet wide, with one sidewalk 
8 feet wide on the down-stream side. ‘The old draw used at 
West Boston bridge, the engine, shafting and other machin- 
ery were moved to this bridge and set up on foundations pre- 
pared for them; the draw was strengthened by renewing 
several chord-sticks, keyes and packing blocks, about two- 
thirds of ‘the four-inch deck plank and all of the sheathing. 
The contract for doing the work was awarded to William J. 
Lawler, and the work is nearly completed. 

Specifications and plans have been made for the work on 
the main bridge, but no contract has yet been made for doing 
the work. 

A contract has been made with the Boston Bridge Works 
for lengthening the draw on the permanent bridge.

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CONGRESS-STREET GRADE CROSSING. 


During the year the work of building a new street in sub- 
stitution for Congress street, where it crosses the tracks of the 
Midland Division of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R., has been 
carried on in accordance with the decree of the Superior 
Court. The work was so far advanced that on August 14, 
1899, the portion of the new street across Fort Point channel 
and the approach leading to A street, South Boston, were 
opened to public travel, and have remained open since that 
date. At that time, however, only one of the draws was put 
in service, the power for operating it being furnished by a 
temporary steam plant. Later an electric plant was installed, 
and on January 26, 1900, the care of the portion of the new 
street and the approach which had been opened to travel and 
the operating of the draws, were turned over to the Street 
Department. 

The work done during the past year on the several sections 
of the new street and its approaches has been substantially as 
follows: 

On the approach leading from Atlantic avenue the work 
has been the building of a sea-wall to support the filling on 
the southerly side of Congress street. As the piers under 
the building projected so far into the street it was necessary 
to build the wall about five feet back from the street line and 
to support the sidewalk on overhanging beams. This work 
was done under a contract with W. J. Lawler, and was com- 
pleted early in January. Under the same contract a tempo- 
rary roadway and sidewalk were built on the northerly side of 
the street over the area taken for widening Congress street 
under the decree. By this means it has been possible to pro- 
vide a clear roadway about thirty feet wide for traffic during 
the time required for the construction of the sea-wall, the 
extension of the storm overflow sewer and the removal of 
the old bridge. <A large amount of filling has been deposited 
between the sea-walls on either side of the street so that as 
soon as the southerly half of the wall across the street on the 
harbor line is completed the street can be paved on that side 
and travel transferred to it. A contract has been made with 
W. L. Miller, dated November 6, 1899, for building the sea- 
wall along the harbor line on the easterly side of Dorchester 
avenue extension, between Summer and Congress streets, 
calling for the work to be completed by May 1, 1900, but as 
it was impossible to clear the premises so as to begin work 
promptly, it will be well into the summer before the wall is 
finished. By an arrangement with the owners, a contract 
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was made with A. A. Elston & Co. for removing the portion 
of the building within the street area, and the building is now 
substantially out of the way. A contract has been made with 
W. J. Lawler for building a sea-wall on the westerly side of 
this street, calling for its completion by May 1. This sea 
wall will also be used as a foundation for the new side wall 
of the building. 

The work done during the year to complete the section of 
the new street between Dorchester avenue extension and A 
street, already opened to travel, has been the erection of the 
steel superstructure and flooring of the fixed spans of the 
bridge over Fort Point channel, which was done by the A. & 
- P. Roberts Co. under two contracts, and was finished early in 
August, 1899. The roadway paving of granite blocks, with 
pitch and pebble joints, and the waterproofing of the floormg 
were done under contract with Patrick McGovern, and was 
completed about August 1, 1899. The asphalt sidewalks 
were laid by the Boston Asphalt Co. ~The pile foundations 
for the draws and the necessary draw fender piers, which 
were under contract with W. J. Lawler at the date of the last 
report, were finished in August, 1899, and the same contractor 
built the fender guard on the northerly side of the bridge. 
The two retractile draws were built under a contract with 
the Berlin Iron Bridge Co. and the trucks upon which the 
draws move were made by the Coffin Valve Co. from the 
standard patterns owned by the City. The motors were fur- 
nished by the General Electric Co., and the other machinery 
required for moving the draws was built by Miller & Shaw. 
A neat house has been built for the draw-tenders from plans 
prepared by the Architect’s Division of this department, and 
furnished with all the necessary furniture. 

Timber bulkheads were built along the southerly side of 
the new street between Fort Point channel and A street and 
on both sides of the approach from A street, under a contract 
with Ross & Fowler. Fences were built on these bulkheads. 
and plank sidewalks on both sides of the approach from A 
street under contract with W. J. Lawler. <A plank sidewalk 
was also built on the northerly side of the new street from A 
street to Fort Point channel. The filling of this portion of 
the street was done by carts at a cost of 35 cents per cubic 
yard measured in place, except about the anchors of the bulk- 
heads where 20 cents per cubic yard additional was paid for 
ramming the filling in six-inch layers. ‘The catch-basins and 
piping for surface drainage for this section were built under 
contract with H. Gore & Co., and the granite block paving, 
with gravel joints, was laid and the edgestones set by Patrick 
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McGovern, the whole being finished about August 1, 
1899. 

On the section between A street and the freight yard of the 
N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R., the only work done during the year 
has been the building of a timber bulkhead on both sides of 
the street for its entire length, under a contract with W. H. 
Ellis, which was completed in November, 1899, and the de- 
positing of the filling required to bring the street to the sub- 
gerade required for paving. ‘This filling was also done by 
carts at a cost of 85 cents per cubic yard, measured in place. 
The superstructure of the bridge over A street is now under 
contract with the New England Structural Co., calling for its 
erection in October last, but on account of the impossibility 
of obtaining the delivery of structural steel from the rolling 
mills at the date agreed, work on this bridge has been delayed. 
The material is now, however, in the shops, and they will be 
erected early in the spring. 

On the section east of the railroad freight yards the east- 
erly abutment of the bridge over B street, and both abutments, 
and centre pier of the bridge over C street, were completed 
in August, 1899, under a new contract made with Ross & 
Fowler, the former contractor having abandoned the work in 
February last. A contract for the superstructure of the 
bridge over B street was made with the Pennsylvania Steel 
Co., dated August 38, 1899, and required that the bridge should 
be erected before May 1, 1900. ‘The work is now well under 
way, and will undoubtedly be completed on time. The steel 
work of the bridge over C street was erected by the New 
England Structural Co., and was completed in October last. 
On the northerly side of the street, between B and C streets, 
a timber bulkhead has been built to support the filling, and 
on the southerly side, from B street, for a distance of 291 feet 
in front of the property of the Cunningham Iron Works, a 
pile bulkhead has been built. The outer line of piles, which 
are spaced three feet on centres, are surrounded by concrete, 
forming a continuous wall two feet in thickness. This form 
of construction was adopted to protect the piles in case of a 
fire occurring in the adjoining wooden buildings. The filling 
of this entire section, including the approach along Fargo and 
D streets, has been completed during the year. Fully three- 
quarters of this filling was brought in by train over the N. Y., 
N. H. & H. R.R., a special track being laid for this purpose. 

Under a contract made by the Board of Harbor and Land 
Commissioners for the. paving of that part of Fargo street 
controlled by the Commonwealth, the portion of that street 
between C and D streets, which was laid out by the decree of 
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the court as an approach to the new street, has been paved 
with granite blocks, the edgestones set and the necessary 
catch-basins and drains built for surface drainage. ‘The 
amount paid for this work was $7,173.76. The portion of 
this approach on C street has also been paved with granite 
blocks, the edgestones set, and the crushed stone sidewalks 
and fences built. By doing this paving in advance of the 
other work a continuous paved street was opened to public 
travel from L-street bridge to the city proper. 


DORCHESTER AVENUE GRADE CROSSING. 


The work of abolishing the grade crossing on Dorchester 
avenue in South Boston is being done in accordance with 
the decree, dated June 22, 1898, of a commission appointed 
by the Superior Court. The plan calls for the relocation of 
the Old Colony Division ‘of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad between Crescent Avenue and South 
Boston Stations. The new line leayes the old one at a point 
551.03 feet north of Crescent-avenue Station and a short 
distance south of Columbia road. It curves to the west, 
crossing Dorchester avenue about 970 feet south of Andrew 
square. It crosses Boston street about 630 feet south of 
Andrew square; thence, curving northerly, it crosses Swett 
street about 580 feet west of Andrew square. It continues - 
across South Bay and crosses the Midland Division of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad by an over- 
head bridge about 900 feet southwest of the present bridge 
over the same road. The line then continues through the 
yard of the Old Colony Division until it connects with the 
present line. 

The decree requires the City to do all work necessary to 
raise the grades of the three main thoroughfares of Dorches- 
ter avenue, Boston street, and Swett street, so as to pass 
over the railroad, and also to make necessary changes in the 
grades of all streets connecting with these main streets, with 
the exception of Blake street, which is discontinued. 


Dorchester Avenue. 


A contract was made on May 27, 1899, with Messrs. 
Holbrook, Cabot and Daly for building the abutments of the 
bridge on Dorchester avenue over the railroad. The con- 
tract provided that so much of the work as could be done 
without obstructing travel should be done at once. Work 
was begun on June 22, and suspended on August 15. It 
was resumed on December 16, and is still in progress. 
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On December 17 Dorchester avenue was closed to travel. 
The car tracks, paving and curbstones were removed at 
once and work begun on the filling. This latter work is 
now in progress. 

Boston Street. 


The first work entered upon by the city was the raising 
of Boston street. 

On March 1 the street was closed to travel, and work was 
begun by Messrs. Holbrook, Cabot*& Daly under their con- 
tract, dated January 16, 1899, for building the abutments of 
the bridge. This work was finished on June 27, at a cost 
of $18,247.29. The abutments are built with American 
cement concrete foundations, resting on a hard clay bottom 
at grade 3.5 above city base, and with the top of the concrete 
at grade 12. Above this grade the abutments are of granite 
ashlar, with rubble backing, and cut stone bridge seat and 
parapet courses. 

On September 22 a contract was made with the same firm 
for the building of a temporary wooden bridge superstructure, 
to serve until the erection of the permanent bridge. The 
work was finished on December 4, at a cost of $1,742.49. 

Owing to the failure to make satisfactory settlements of 
damages with several of the abutters on Boston street, it was 
necessary to build several retaining walls within the lines of 
the street for supporting the street. The total length of such 
walls was 496 feet, and their cost, $8,637.86. These walls 
were built by Messrs. Holbrook, Cabot & Daly. 

Under an arrangement with the Boston Electric Light 
Company the street front of their building on Boston street 
was strengthened by buttresses. The work was done by 
that company at a cost of $8,120. 

The filling of Boston street and the approach from Ellery 
street was done by several parties, the material baving been 
obtained mostly from cellar excavations. A small amount 
was obtained from the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad Company. The total amount of filling deposited 
was 15,117 cubic yards, for which there was paid $5,120.80. 

On September 23, 1899, a contract was made with Messrs. 
Jones & Meehan for paving and regulating Boston street, 
and parts of Ellery and Rawson street. This work was com- 
pleted on December 28, at a cost of $12,677.26. 

The Boston Elevated Railway Company having laid its — 
tracks through Boston street with temporary tracks in Howell 
and Bellflower streets, connecting with those on Dorchester 
avenue, the travel was turned on to Boston street on Decem- 


ber 17, 1899. 
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Swett Street. 


On Swett street a temporary road was built around the 

site of the new bridge, over the railroad. ‘The filling was 
composed of ashes furnished by the Street Department, and 
of earth from the excavations for the bridge. By this means 
travel was maintained through Swett street until November 
8, 1899, when the street was closed. 
- On February 21, 1899, a contract was made with Messrs. 
Holbrook, Cabot & Daly, for building the abutments for 
the bridge over the railroad, on Swett street. The work was 
completed on August 1, 1899, at a cost of $17,406.55. The 
- work was of the same character as that for the bridge on 
Boston street. 

The filling of the street has been completed with the ex- 
ception of a small portion due to the recent widening of the 
street to a width of 70 feet. Most of the filling has been 
furnished by the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
Company. 

On December 1, 1899, a contract was made with William 
L. Miller for building a temporary wooden superstructure for 
the bridge on Swett street. The work was completed on 
January 27, at a cost of $2,798. The bridge occupies about 
one-half of the width of the street. | 

A contract was made with Messrs. Jones & Meehan, on 
December 8, 1899, for paving and regulating Swett street, 
and parts of Dexter and Ellery streets. This work is not. 
yet completed.

Lone ISLAND WHARF. 


At the request of the Penal Institutions Commissioner 
plans and specifications were made by this department for 
building a wharf on the easterly side of Long Island. 

This wharf was proposed to be built in order to facilitate 
the transportation of children from the city to the southerly 
end of this island, in connection with the George L. Ran-. 
didge fund excursions and the Boston Municipal Camp. 

The wharf has not been built. 
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MALDEN BRIDGE. 


The Acts of 1899, chapter 280, requires the City Engineer 
to construct a bridge not less than sixty feet wide across 
Mystic river, at or near the site of the so-called Malden 
bridge. 

General plans made for a bridge sixty feet wide with a 
draw-way of fifty feet and for a temporary bridge forty feet 
wide to be used while the new bridge was being constructed. 
November 23, 1899, a contract was made with Benj. Young 
for building the temporary bridge for $28,867, and 15 per 
cent. of the work has been done.

TEMPORARY HIGHWAY BRIDGE ACROSS CHARLES RIVER. 


This is a pile bridge 2,248 feet long and 47.17 feet wide, 
with one sidewalk ten feet wide on the up-stream side, and 
is provided with two draws; it is about 300 feet south of 
West Boston bridge, and connects with the approaches to that 
bridge; it was built under two contracts, the first was for 
building 1,920 feet of the bridge and was completed July 38, 
by Benjamin Young, at a cost of $83,689.24 ; the second con- 
tract was made April 27, 1899, with W. J. Lawler for build- 
ing the draws, piers, fenders, and remaining parts of the 
bridge, and the work was completed August 15, at a cost of 
$20,884.30. The draw machinery was furnished by Miller 
& Shaw, the electrical apparatus by the General Electric Com- 
pany, and the electricity for operating the draw is obtained 
from the Boston Elevated Railway. This bridge was opened 
to the public October 19, 1899. 


MISCELLANEOUS WoRK. 


A system of inside fire protection for the hospital at Long 
Island was designed and carried out, the work being done 
under contract by the Walworth Manufacturing Company. 

A system of inside fire protection was established in the 
Sloyd building on Rainsford Island, the work being done by 
the Repair Division of the City of Boston. A complete sys- 
tem of inside fire protection was established in the Ann 
White Vose Home for Nurses at the City Hospital, the work 
being done under contract by Richardson & Clements. 

A salt-water system of fire protection on Long Island has 
been partially completed; 3,400 linear feet of main pipe 
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have been laid, 11 hydrants have been established, and the 
pump, well, and concrete retaining wall have been completed. 
The failure of the contractors to complete the suction pipe 
and crib in season, made it inadvisable to attempt to finish 
the work this year. 

About 180 feet of sea-wall was built at the wharf on the 
west side of Long Island, the work being done under con- 
tract by Wm. L. Miller. 

Studies and estimates were made for the improvement of 
the bank of Charles river, between Massachusetts avenue and 
Mt. Vernon street, and for tunnelling Beacon Hill from the 
‘foot of Mt. Vernon street to Scollay square, so as to provide 
a new route for street-car traffic. 

Additional estimates have been made of the cost of the 
proposed abolishment of the grade crossings on Blue Hill 
avenue and Oakland street. 

Plans and specifications have been prepared for steps and 
railings on Independence square, South Boston, at the corners 
of Second and M streets, and Second and N streets.

HEADQUARTERS FIRE DEPARTMENT, 
BRISTOL STREET, Boston, February 14, 1900. 


Hts Honor Tuomas N. Hart, Mayor: 


Sir, — While the losses by fire for last year exceed those 
of several years passed, we can derive some satisfaction from 
the fact that there were 2,444 alarms, with an attendant loss 
of $1,630,149, averaging $677.27; while in 1898, 1,980 
alarms with a loss of $1,441,261 averaged $727.90. In 
sending out these alarms from headquarters 9,792,000 
electric blows have been necessary, while for the previous 
year 7,355,000 blows did the work; and it is unnecessary 
for me to say that the successful work done by the depart- 
ment in handling this number of fires, increased in magnitude 
as well as in number, has strengthened my confidence in the 
hope that the dreaded conflagration against which we are 
daily preparing may still be delayed through the activity and 
zeal of our officers and men and the increased strength of our 
apparatus. 

The fire-alarm branch of the department deserves much 
praise for its successful work in receiving and transmitting 
this unusual number of alarms during the past year; there 
having been no important failure in any part of the intricate 
system established and maintained by it. There are 624 fire- 
alarm boxes in service from which all information of fires is 
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received, and in which there has been only one failure during 
the year; the total length of wire conductors now under- 
ground is 761 miles with some 800 miles of wire stretched 
on poles, and I hope that during all future years we may be 
able to place an additional amount below ground until the 
whole system is so covered. 

I cannot too often or too strongly impress on our fellow- 
citizens the necessity of outside standpipes on high buildings, 
for adequate fire-escapes and for a change in the so-called 
fire limit for preventing the erection of wooden buildings, 
which now in our country districts offer tempting food for 
conflagration and disaster. 

In my opinion the principle on which the department has 
been conducted during the last five years has, by its results, 
proved itself a good one, our efforts having been devoted to 
strengthening the force within its present limits, rather than 
enlarging it by additional houses and companies at necessarily 
a great expenditure of money; and to-day I cannot recom- 
mend any additional houses, other than one for a ladder truck 
to be located near the present engine-house of companies 
38-389 on Congress street, South Boston, for the protec- 
tion of the many large buildings lately placed in that 
vicinity. 

While I appreciate the possible advantage of the salt-water 
system already extending from Central Wharf up Central 
street through Post Office Square and Congress street to 
Atlantic avenue, I feel that property-owners should equip 
their buildings with outside standpipes, made available to the 
apparatus of this department, before the city should be 
called on to lay out much money on the further adoption of 
that system.

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ANNUAL REPORT

FOR THE YEAR 1899-1900. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT, OLD CouRT HOUSE, 
Boston, February 1, 1900. 


Hon. THomaAs N. HART, 
Mayor of the Crty of Boston: 


Sir, — The Board of Health respectfully submits its 
twenty-eighth annual report, covering the work of the Health 
Department for the past year, together with a statement of 
the receipts and expenditures of the department from Febru- 
ary 1, 1899, to February 1, 1900. 

The total number of deaths for the year was 11,167, an 
increase over the previous year of 281 deaths. The popula- 
tion, as estimated at the end of the year, is 555,057, which 
is based on the geometrical rate of increase between the last 
two census years, 1885-1895. The death-rate for the year, 
as calculated on this population, is 20.12 per 1,000 inhabi- 
tants. This rate is more by .03 than that of the previous 
year, and with one exception the lowest on record. ‘There 
were 1,444 deaths from zymotic diseases, a decrease of 26 
deaths from the same group of the previous year. ‘There 
were 107 more deaths from diphtheria than in 1898, with a 
proportionate increase in the number of cases. The percent- 
age of deaths to the number of cases of diphtheria reported 
was 9.77 as against 10.23 per cent. the preceding year. 
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There were 74 deaths from scarlatina, 41 more deaths than 
in the preceding year, and 45 less than the average of the 
five previous years. Typhoid fever caused 165 deaths during 
the year, 20 less deaths than the preceding year. Seventy- 
six of the deaths from this cause occurred during the months 
of August, September, and October, and 119 of the whole 
number died between the ages of 20 and 40 years. There 
were 83 deaths from measles during the year. The number 
of deaths of children under five years of age was 3,591 com- 
pared with 3,577 for the previous year, showing an increase 
of 14 deaths. The respiratory diseases are still the most 
fatal, causing fully 27 per cent. of the whole mortality the 
past year, as against 25 per cent. in 1898.

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QUARANTINE REGULATION. 


Owing to the breaking out of yellow fever at Hampton, 
_ Va., the following orders were added temporarily to our 
quarantine regulations, and on cessation of the fever the 
order was rescinded : 


August 2, 1899. 
Until further orders all vessels arriving at this port from 
any port in Virginia or the Chesapeake bay, shall first stop 
at quarantine for examination, and no such vessel, or any 
person on board of such vessel, shall proceed to the city 
until authorized to do so by the Port Physician. 


August 11, 1899. 
It was voted that the order passed by this Board on the 
2d inst., quarantining all vessels arriving at this port from 
any port in Virginia or the Chesapeake bay, be rescinded, to 
take effect the 12th inst. 


DEPOSIT OF SPUTUM. 


October 18, 1896. 

The regulation of the Board of Health against spitting on 
the floors of the street cars having brought about a marked 
improvement in the sanitary condition and safety of the 
street cars, it was thought advisable to extend the scope of 
this order to cover several other places where the need for it 
was also great. The order was therefore amended and 
issued as follows: 


Boston, March 23, 1899. 
Ata meeting of the Board of Health, this day, the regu- 
lation dated October 13, 1896, respecting the deposit of 
sputum in street cars, was amended so as to read as follows: 


“The Board of Health hereby adjudges that the deposit 
of sputum in public places is a nuisance, source of filth and 
cause of sickness, and hereby orders: ‘That spitting upon 
the floor, platform, or steps of any railroad or railway 
station, car, public building, hall, church, theatre, market, or 
any sidewalk immediately connected with said public 
places, be, and hereby is, prohibited.” 

There can be no doubt as’ to the general public approval 
of this step for the suppression of one of the most common, 
vulgar, and uncleanly public habits. The surprisingly 
general compliance with this order without legal inter- 
ference is good evidence of its popularity. The enforce- 
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ment of the order rests with the police and other custodians 
of the several public places which are affected by the orders. 
Prosecutions have as yet rarely been resorted to. 


ALLEYWAYS. 


The following alleyways have been selected during the 
past year as sufficiently bad to require paving and draining 
under the Special Act of the Legislature of 1898, and we have 
so certified them to the Board of Street Commissioners : 


Passageway from 237 Northampton to 230 Camden street. 

Northampton place. 

Passageway leading from 1 Northampton place. 

Passageway leading from 174 Northampton to 51 Camden 
street. 

McLean court. 

Passageway from Windsor place, between Hammond and 
Windsor streets. 

Passageway rear 9-11 and 13 Windsor street. 

Passageway from 139 North street to 58 Fulton street. 


The Board of Health regrets to find that the Act referred 
to, and as interpreted by the Corporation Counsel, does not 
authorize the paving of certain alleyways, as indicated by the 
following letter from the Board of Street Commissioners : 


City OF Boston, 
STREET COMMISSIONERS OFFICE, 
City Hatt, Boston, July 25, 1899. 


To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN, — The Street Commissioners do not under- 
stand that under the statute for the laying out of public 
alleys —chapter 298 of the Acts of 1898 — the city is au- 
thorized to take other care of them than that mentioned in 
section 2 of the Act, —“to keep the same free from any 
substance which is liable to cause sickness or a nuisance.” 
The Street Commissioners understand the Act to apply to 
what are commonly called “ back alleys,” and that any small 
streets or passageways with houses fronting upon them are 
not to be considered within the scope of this Act. The ob- 
jection to the laying out of these small streets or alleys with 
places of residence upon them is found in the fact that they 
lose their designation as: streets, places, courts, etc., and be- 
come known simply as “public alleys.” This has kept the 
Commissioners from laying out anything but back passage- 
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ways leading to rear of estates. The first section of the Act 
also limits the widths of any passage to be laid out under 
this authority to twenty-five feet. 

Of the list of passages submitted in your letter those com- 
ing within the description of small ways or streets upon 
which there are apparently houses, stables, or places of busi- 
ness located and numbered are: 


Draper’s lane, Ivanhoe street, 
Asylum street, Thatcher court, 
Stillman place, -Powers’ court. 


Crescent place, 


The passages in the list seeming to the Street Commis- 
sioners to come within the intention of the Act are: 


The alley from Stoddard street, | Cambridge-street avenue, 
Crab alley, Medford court. 
- Cotton lane, 


The passageway mentioned in the rear of 685 to 703 Tre- 
mont street is probably within the class intended, but its 
relation to the grade of West Newton street and Rutland 
square might be an obstacle to its acceptance, that is if it is 
approached by steps at both, or either, ends. ‘The alleyway, 
called Hancock row, from Marshall street to Creek square, 
has been made public under the designation of Public Alley 
No. 102 in District No. 2.

RoxBuRY CANAL. 


The remaining portion of the old Roxbury canal extends 
from Swett street and in the rear of Albany street to South 
bay. It is navigable for small vessels, and is appurtenant to 
several lumber wharves, and receives the storm overflow from 
the Albany-street sewer. It constitutes a long pocket into 
which foul matters are lodged without any means of flushing. 
The bottom of the canal is a bed of pulpy filth several feet 
in depth, which is partly exposed at low tide, and can be 
removed only by dredging. The canal is a nuisance at all 
times of the tide and at all seasons of the year, although it 
is much worse in-summer and at low tide. There can 
be no doubt about the sickening and damaging effect of this 
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foul odor upon the inmates of the several departments of the 
City Hospital and upon the whole neighborhood. 

This is a matter which ought to receive immediate atten- 
tion on the part of the city and the abutters who have inter-. 
ests in the use of the canal and in the cause of its pollution. 


Stony Brook AND BAck BAY FENs. 


Stony brook passes through a series of populated sections 
from the Dedham line through Forest Hills, Jamaica Plain, 
Roxbury, and Back Bay to the Charles river. It is the 
natural receptacle for a great variety of cast-off and waste 
matter, and from its low grade receives sewage matter from 
drains and overflowing cesspools along its course where 
sewers are not available. Much of this polluted water has 
flowed into the comparatively quiet water basins of the Back 
' Bay fens where it has at times been quite offensive. 

Complaints by the people along the borders of the brook 
and fens have been made for many years, but more so during 
the year of 1899 when, owing to the small amount of rain, 
the brook ran very low, and exposed more filth than usual, 
which it was unable to carry away. 

The Board of Health, being powerless to give the needed 
relief, requested a conference of the interested departments 
by the following letter addressed to the Mayor: 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT, OLD Court HOUSE, 
Boston, July 6, 1899. 


Hon. JOSIAH QUINCY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


DEAR Sir, — For many years a nuisance has existed to a 
greater or less extent in the summer season in the Stony 
brook, between Jewett street, Ward 23, and Huntington 
avenue, Ward 22. Between these two points seventy-five 
houses and factories discharge their sewage directly into the 
brook. This sewage, added to a variety of other filth, inci- 
dental to a stream running through a thickly populated dis- 
trict, makes the brook so foul as to be a serious menace to 
the health and comfort of all who live or do business along 
its borders. ‘The lack of rain for flushing purposes has made 
the present season one of the worst in the history of the 
brook. 

On reaching Huntington avenue this stream discharges 
into the deep and sluggish basins of the water of the Back 
Bay fens, where the foul matter is deposited and remains to 
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annoy all who live or travel about the Fenway. The remedy 
for this evil is, undoubtedly, to be found in diverting all the 
sewage from the brook into the public sewers, or by closing 
all dwellings and factories which now drain into the brook. 
The city departments find grave difficulties in the former 
method, and severe hardships to citizens in the latter. The 
waters in the Fenway might be relieved by diverting the 
foul brook elsewhere, as has been proposed by good engineer- 
ing skill, but this would not relieve the serious condition of 
the brook above the Fenway. 

In view of the magnitude and importance of this question 
the Board of Health respectfully suggests that the Mayor 
call in conference the several departments interested in this 
question, including the Street, Engineers and Health De- 
partments, to discuss and devise a proper plan for an imme- 
diate and permanent remedy for the evil complained of. The 
Board of Health would further recommend that if the sug- 
gestion meet with the Mayor’s approval the conference be 
held as early as possible.

The time was set and a conference held in the Mayor’s 
office, when it was stated that the flow of polluted water 
from the brook into the Back Bay fens had been stopped 
for several weeks, that plans were being considered for the 
relief of both brook and basins, and it was agreed that the 
brook should be flushed at once with city water for tempo- 
rary relief. 

The conditions along the borders of Stony brook are such 
as to make its pollution inevitable, and the conditions of the 
water beds of the Back Bay Fens (low grade and lack of 
efficient means for flushing) are such that foul matter turned 
into them becomes cumulative, troublesome and expensive 
to remove. 

The remedy seems a simple one to suggest ; namely, that 
the brook, which must exist, should be protected by public 
sewers, and the Back Bay Fens basins should be flushed and 
served with clean water only. But for practical and reason- 
able ways and means the Engineer and Treasurer must be 
consulted. 

The Board of Health respectfully urges that the necessary 
plans be provided and put into execution as soon as the 
Mayor and City Council shall find it reasonable. 
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THE GARBAGE PLANT. 


The garbage plant adjoining the pumping-station in Cow 
Pasture, Dorchester District, has been the subject of much 
serious complaint from the people of Dorchester and South 
Boston during the greater part of the year, and these com- 
plaints and the causes thereof were carefully investigated by 
the Board of Health after having given due hearing to the 
complainants. Asa result of these proceedings the follow- 
ing communication was sent to the Superintendent of Streets, 
through His Honor the Mayor, in August last. This commu- 
nication, which is herewith submitted, contains a full summary 
with respect thereto: 


August 25, 1899.

Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR Srr,— The Board of Health respectfully calls your 
attention to the following facts concerning the garbage plant 
adjoining the pumping-station at Cow Pasture, Dorchester 
District, and recommends such immediate action on your 
part as the terms of the contract between the City of Boston 
and the New England Sanitary Product Company, seem to 
demand. 

This garbage plant was installed and called into use 
November 15, 1898. Complaints of offensive odors from 
said plant began to be made early in the present summer. 
The Board of Health made a thorough investigation, and 
found that offensive odors from this garbage plant were reach- 
ing distances of over one mile, and that the complaints from 
the residents of Dorchester and elsewhere were well founded. 
Hearings were given by the Board of Health to the com- 
plainants and to the officers of the New England Sanitary 
Product Company in June and July. Promises were made 
to the Board of Health by the officers of the said company 
so to alter and repair the plant as to do’ away with any 
nuisance and that such repairs and alterations would be com- 
pleted on or before August 1, 1899. This time was granted 
as requested, and the officers of the company reported the 
work completed about the first of August. 

Notwithstanding these alterations in the plant and the 
assurances of its management that its condition was then such 
as to control the odors the complaints of the residents of 
Dorchester and elsewhere have continued with increasing 
frequency and force down to the present date. The Board 
of Health has diligently traversed the territory within the 
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range of the odors complained of, by day and by night, with 
a view of estimating the degree of nuisance and with an 
earnest hope that the alterations in the plant would be found 
to have been successful in so far diminishing the nuisance 
as to make the plant tolerable to the people living in the 
vicinity. 

The Board of Health now, however, feels bound by its 
convictions and obligations to report to you that the said 
garbage plant at Cow Pasture has been, for several months 
and is now, causing such offensive odors to the inhabitants 
of Dorchester, South Boston, and elsewhere, as to warrant 
it in declaring said plant to be “objectionable to the public 
health or comfort” within the meaning of the terms of the 
contract between the City of Boston and the New England 
Sanitary Product Company, and to request immediate action 
on the part of yourself under the following terms of the 
said contract : 

(Art. 8, Sect. E.) ‘Carry on all said work in such man- 
ner that the appearance, smell, and use of said scows and 
their loads and the appearance, smell, and operation of said 
plant and the taking of any substances, materials, residues, or 
waste to or from said island, and the depositing or keeping 
any thereof in any place, will not be objectionable to the 
public health or comfort. 

(Art. 9.) ‘If the contractor from any cause, except fire 
or extraordinary ice in the water surrounding the city or in 
Boston Harbor, or process of law, or other extraordinary or un- 
avoidable cause as aforesaid, shall fail for more than five 
successive days to remove, or to cremate or render, said garbage 
as required in this contract, or to dispose of the residue or 
waste thereof as so required, the superintendent acting for the 
city, by notice in writing to that effect, signed by him and 
_ approved by the Board of Health of said city and the Mayor, 
given to the contractor or mailed to him at the business 
address given by him to the superintendent, may cancel 
this contract, or using any labor, materials, implements, or 
machinery of the contractor with any others he may deem 
necessary, and by day labor, contract, or otherwise, without 
further notice, may take possession of the plant and any 
scows of the contractor he may desire, forcibly if necessary, 
and thereafter do the things required in this contract of the 
contractor; and in case that such cancellation, or the taking 
possesion of the property and doing things as aforesaid any 
expenses, losses or damages incurred by the city in each and 
every month of said term of ten years in removing and dis- 
posing of the garbage, to be removed by the contractor under

this contract, over and above the amount which would have 
been paid to the contractor by this contract, shall be paid to 
the city by the contractor.

This action was decided upon by the Board of Health as 
being the one evidently contemplated and provided for in the 
contract between the city and the company. In this action 
the Board of Health sought not only to perform its evident 
duty to the complainants, but to place the Mayor and the 
Superintendent of Streets in possession of all the facts 
necessary for their action as provided for in the contract. 

After this communication had been sent complaints con- 
tinued to be made by the residents of Dorchester and South 
Boston, and, notwithstanding the claim on the part of the 
managers of the plant that successful alterations were con- 
stantly being made, the complaints continued to come to the 
Health Department until late in the season, when windows 
are kept closed and the atmospheric conditions generally 
lessen the severity of nuisances of this character. During 
the winter months there have been occasional complaints, but 
hardly of a sufficiently serious character to warrant action on 
the part of this Board. | 

Meanwhile the plant continues in operation, and it remains 
to be seen what developments the warm season will bring. 


REMOVAL OF OLD BUILDINGS. 


The work of removing buildings and parts of buildings 
which have become, by reason of age or other cause, unfit for 
further occupancy or repairs, or by reason of injury to other 
property, has been pursued as in previous years upon the 
personal examination and judgment of the Board of Health. 

Ninety-two have been ordered down, 59 have been re- 
moved, 11 remain under order for removal, and in 13 in- 
stances the order has been withdrawn to allow unusual and 
satisfactory repairs. 

No litigation or other difficulties have arisen in the settle- 
ment of damages. 


PuBLIC SCHOOL—HOUSES. 


There has been during the past year fully as many com- 
plaints as usual concerning defective drainage, want of ven- 
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tilation, and other causes of discomfort or unhealthfulness in 
our school-houses. Inspections are always made on com- 
plaint, and the results communicated to the School Com- 
mittee. A general examination of all public school-houses in 
the city has been asked for by the School Committee re- 
cently, and this work is now being done, and will be reported 
later. 

A few special cases have been reported during the year, as 
follows : 


Honorable School Committee: 


GENTLEMEN, — Complaint having been made at this office 
of offensive odors in basement of the Brighton High School 
building, the Board of Health has made personal examination, 
and finds that the washout under the girls’ closets is in bad 
condition, and is the cause of a nuisance of the most un- 
pleasant character, and which ought to be corrected without 
delay. The Board would suggest that the situation of these 
closets makes it practically impossible to utilize a washout as 
a means of flushing, without annoyance through the fresh-air 
shafts, and otherwise to the whole building; it does, there- 
fore, respectfully suggest that the individual short hopper, 
with local vent for each and an extension of the drain for 
about twenty-five feet, will be the most serviceable, satisfac- 
tory, and, in time, the most economical means of correcting 
the evil.

To the Common Council, City of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN,— In response to your order of the 2d inst., 
concerning the Brighton High and William Wirt Warren 
school-houses in Brighton, the Board of Health respectfully 
reports that, on examination the latter house is found to 
have defective drainage in its basement at the foot of the 
soil-pipe near the sink on the boys’ side; also in that part of 
the basement where the urinal is located. All the fixtures 
are trapped and ventilated. The latrines are located in base- 
ment, and were found to be in a fair condition. At the time 
of the examination a slight odor was noticeable from the 
urinal in the basement. The ventilating apparatus con- 
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nected with the school appeared at the time of this. inspec- 
tion to be in good working order. The fresh-air shaft, 
however, passes through the basement and rooms in which 
the privy and urinal accommodations are located, and when 
its valves are open the air-shafts receive air from the base- 
ment rooms, which ought not to be permitted. 

The Brighton High School-house was examined on com- 
plaint the latter part of January, 1899, and a report of its 
condition and needs was made to the School Committee, a 
copy of which we enclose herewith. 

The only addition we would make to the enclosed report 
to the School Committee is that the same alterations from 
the Mott washout to the single and ventilated water-closets 
.be made on the boys’ side as was recommended for the girls’ 
closets and for the same reasons. 

An estimate of the expense of such repairs and alterations 
might better be obtained from the Building Department.

To the School Committee, City of Boston: 


DkAR Sirs,— The Board of Health would respectfully 
call your attention to the poor sanitary condition of the 
Dudley Street Grammar School-house, and say that repeated 
complaints, examinations, and reports to the School Com- 
mittee and the Superintendent of Public Buildings have 
been made without avail, and covering a period of several 
years. Another examination has been made within a few 
days which shows the continued bad condition of the venti- 
lation, the plumbing, and draining of the building. 

There is a lack of traps, a defect in the drain, putty 
joints, insufficient flushing to water-closets, offensive odors 
from the basement, and a want of repairs otherwise in the 
building, and inefficient means of ventilation. 

The Board of Health would respectfully, but earnestly, 
recommend that the sanitary condition of this building be ' 
improved as soon as practicable.

To the School Committee, City of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN, — On complaint, the Board of Health has 
examined the sanitary condition of the following school 
buildings, and report as follows: 


WinsHip ScHoot—Housk, BRIGHTON. 


This is an old wooden building in fair state of repair, but 
the rooms are very much overcrowded. Ventilation is poor. 
The drainage is defective, and the waste-pipes from the sinks 
appear to discharge into a cesspool in the yard. ‘The drain- 
age from the flush vaults is connected with the sewer. The 
flush vaults are too near the school-rooms, are offensive, and 
in cold weather are unfit for comfortable use by the children. 
Rain conductors, without traps, discharge into the flush 
vaults and open at the roof in a direct hne with the windows 
of the upper school-rooms. 


BENNETT SCHOOL. 


The vault for this school is located in the yard, and the 
contents of the vault in the annex are discharged into it. 
This vault is constantly in a filthy and offensive condition, 
the only means of flushing is by attaching a hose. The 
building is not heated, and in cold weather is unfit for use 
by the children. 


ANNEX TO THE BENNETT SCHOOL. 


Flush vaults in basement defective and offensive. There 
is no means of ventilation from the basement where these 
vaults are located, and doors to basement are close to doors 
leading to the school-rooms from the lower floor so that the 
odors from the basement permeate the school-rooms on this 
floor.

I beg to say that to do 
this work while the school is in session would be an unneces- 
sary addition to the present danger to the pupils, and it 
should not be done. I also beg to say that I deem it impor- 
tant that this work should be done without delay, and that it 
does not require two or three weeks for its completion. I 
will guarantee to furnish you a man who will do the entire 
work during the usual suspension of school for one week, and 
unless the work is all completed within that time no bill shall 
be presented for the work. This shall be by a concern 
which has no superior in New England in the plumbing busi- 
ness.

GENTLEMEN, — Upon examination of the Sherwin School- 
house, made November 24, the Board of Health begs to make 
the following report: 

The waste from sinks runs into flush vaults in the base- 
ment. ‘Trap under sink in boiler-room siphons is not effect- 
ive. Lead waste-pipes under sinks on second story are 
improperly connected with the iron pipe. Offensive pan 
water-closet in toilet-room in the basement. The waste from 
the set bowl-in the same room has no separate trap, but dis- 
charges into the trap of the water-closet. Vent-pipe from 
drain opens into brick flue in the basement. Offensive odors 
from flush vaults and slate urinals in the basement.

MepicAaL INSPECTION OF SCHOOLS. 


The total number of children examined in the public 
schools during the year is less than in 1898, owing to the 
fact that in 1898 a special examination was made of the 
children’s heads for a special reason. ‘The number examined 
otherwise, however, was somewhat larger than the average, 
and the number of infectious diseases found exceeded that 
of any previous year, as will be seen by the tabulated lst of 
diseases given below. 
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It is gratifying to note the fact that the medical inspection 
of schools, which was started in Boston in 1894, after a four 
years’ persistent struggle to inaugurate this work, has been 
already adopted by many of the American cities, and is 
steadily growing in favor wherever it has been adopted or is 
being discussed.

IV.— DISEASES OF THE EYE. 

1, Foreign Bodies.

Hearings were had on 145 applications for the occupancy 
of stables with the following result: granted, 102; refused, 
22; applications withdrawn, 10; dropped for not fulfilling 
requirements, 3; and 8 are still awaiting action. 
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EXAMINATION OF PLUMBERS. 


During the year ending January 31, 1900, the Board of 
Examiners held fifty-two meetings, and examined 320 can- 
didates for plumbers’ licenses ; 77 were for master plumbers’ 
licenses and 87 (or 48 per cent.) passed the examination, and 
were certified to the Building Commissioner for license. 
Two hundred aud forty-three were examined for journeymen 
plumbers’ licenses and 185 (or 55 per cent.) passed the pre- 
liminary examination, and were notified to report at the shop 
for the practical test. Of this number 111 passed successful 
examinations at the shop and were certified for licenses. 

There were in addition fifty-two candidates whose exami- 
nations became necessary by a neglect to renew their licenses 
on May 1. Eighteen of this number were masters and 
thirty-four journeymen. Six masters and ten journeymen 
failed to pass the examination.

GAS—FITTING. 


Defective gas-pipes and fixtures have been followed wp 
the past year as was done in 1897 and 1898, and with eq ual 
satisfaction. This work is considered by the Board of 
Health as of greater importance than that which is done 
upon leaky and otherwise defective waste and drain pipes, 
inasmuch as the air from waste, drain, and sewer pipes is 
extremely mild in its unhealthful effects upon the people, 
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when compared with the slow poisoning, or the sharp and 
fatal results of illuminating gas from leaky gas-pipes and 
gas-fixtures. It would be interesting to show the amount of 
sickness caused by illuminating gas, but such data- is not 
now available. The number of deaths recorded from this 
cause in Boston for the last seven years may be seen in the 
following table, which shows a constantly increasing number 
each year:

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REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF BACTERIOLOGICAL 
LABORATORY. 


To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending January 31, 1900: 


The work of the laboratory, consisted of routine examina- 
tions, including the diagnosis of diphtheria, typhoid, glanders, 
malaria, rabies, influenza, etc., examinations for pus-organ- 
isms, and other diagnostic work for physicians and veterina- 
rians, and special investigations, including bacteriological tests 
of public telephones, examination of the ice supply, and test- 
ing of disinfectants. The making of mallein for the use of the 
department in the diagnosis of glanders has become part of 
the regular work. Beginning with the year 1900 the ex- 
amination of suspected tubercular sputum is to be carried out. 

The number of cultural examinations for the diphtheria 
bacillus during the past year was greater than for any pre- 
vious year since these examinations were begun in Boston. 
Other lines of work have increased also. Reports to physi- 
cians are made by telephone in all positive cases for diagno- 
sis, and in all cases where the first examination is unsuccess- 
ful. A number of culture stations have been added to the 
list. 

Research work has been carried on as time permitted, and 
the results of the necessarily slow progress in this direction 
will be published when completed. 

The first part of this report deals with laboratory methods, 
of the second part with the results of the routine work and a 
description of the special work and results. The appendix 
gives tabular statements of the routine work, illustrating the 
points discussed in Part II. 


PARTIALS 
METHODS. 
Diphtheria Diagnosis. 


Outfits. —'The copper boxes heretofore in use have been 
retired, and pasteboard boxes substituted. The latter are 
decidedly lighter and cheaper than the former, notwith- 
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standing that the “life” of the latter is much the shorter. 
The pasteboard box is of the same general pattern and 
dimensions as the copper box. It contains the same tubes, 
directions, etc. ‘These boxes are disinfected after use, by 
exposure to formaldehyde vapor and used again until worn 
out. 

Culture Stations. — The outfits are distributed to certain 
regularly appointed drug stores, known for this purpose as 
“culture stations.” There they are kept for two months, or 
until called for by a physician who wishes to take a culture. 
After the culture is taken the physician returns the outfit 
to the culture station, from which it is forwarded to the 
laboratory. ‘The culture should reach the station not later 
than will allow ample time for its arriving at the laboratory 
by 6 P.M. (A list of culture stations is given on page 55.) 

Incubation. — On receipt of the culture outfit at the 
laboratory the patient’s name is immediately recorded, the 
box is credited to the station from which it comes, and the 
card is stamped with the date of receipt. At 6 P.M. all 
the boxes received during the day are placed in the incu- 
bator at 87° C. for examination next morning at 8.30. 

Reports. — The diagnosis, +- or —, is marked on the 
card at the time of the morning examination. As soon as 
the cards are marked they are compared with the card cata- 
logue consisting of cards previously received. They are 
thus classified: The positives as primary or secondary 
cards; the negatives as primary, or, if for release, as first or 
second negatives. The report to the department is then 
made out, and individual reports sent by mail to the physi- 
cians. <All positive results for diagnosis and all results 
unsatisfactory for any reason are reported to the physician 
by telephone. Many other cases are reported by telephone 
at the request of the physician, and many calls are received 
from physicians, asking for reports. The number of tele- 
phone calls relating to this work alone was about 3,500 for 
the year. | | 

Release Cases.— By a regulation of the Board of Health 
two consecutive negative cultures were required from each 
case reported as diphtheria by the physician, or showing 
diphtheria bacilli on examination in the laboratory, before 
isolation was officially terminated and disinfection performed. 
Cases yielding positive cultures from both nose and throat 
were required to show two consecutive cultures from the 
nose and two from the throat.! In all cases, the second 


1Beginning May 15, 1900, two consecutive negative cultures from both nose and 
throat will be required for release in all diphtheria cases, 
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negative is taken by the medical agent of the district in 
which the patient resides. When a first negative culture 
for release is obtained the medical agent of: the district in 
which the case exists is notified by mail to take a culture. 
If this prove negative it constitutes the required second 
negative. Should this culture be positive, a “ first negative ” 
must be again obtained, and so on, until the required two 
consecutive negatives are received. The Board of Health is 
then at once notified and disinfection proceeded with. The 
ruling is made that two negative cultures in succession will 
not be considered as first and second negatives, if both were 
made on the same day. 

Swabs and Five-Hour Hxamination. — When requested, 
the laboratory is ready at all times during hours (9 A.M. to 
5 P.M., Saturdays, 9 A.M. to 1 P.M., Sundays, 9 A.M. to 
10 A.M.) to examine the swabs from cases for diagnosis 
directly. It has been found that in about one-half of the cases 
finally proving positive after the ordinary incubation, a posi- 
tive diagnosis can be made from the swab without waiting for 
incubation, thus saving from fifteen to twenty-four hours. 
A negative result from the swab is unreliable. In such cases, 
if the culture has been brought into the laboratory before 
12 M., a five-hour ineubation may be given and reported on 
at 5 P.M., except on Saturdays, Sundays and holidays. A 
negative result from this examination also is unreliable, and 
the regular over-night incubation must then be proceeded 
with. 

Positive results from the swab, the five-hour or the over- 
night incubation are equally reliable. 

Removal of Cases to the City Hospital. — By arrangement 
with Dr. J. H. McCollum, any case on which a positive 
result is reported from this laboratory will be accepted at the 
City Hospital as showing the presence of diphtheria. bacilli, 
and will only be discharged on obtaining the regular release , 
cultures. Under this agreement a report on all the positive 
cultures obtained in this laboratory each day is forwarded to 
Dr. McCollum. The isolation of well persons carrying 
diphtheria bacilli is not involved, however, in this agreement. 
When the hospital is crowded preference will be given to 
membrane cases. 

Classes of Cases Eligible for Examination. — Boston physi- 
cians may send cultures from patients resident within or 
outside of Boston. Physicians resident outside of Boston 
may send cultures from patients resident in Boston. When 
both physician and patient reside outside of Boston the 
cultures should be sent to the State Board of Health. 
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Typhoid Fever. 


The dried blood method for the Widal reaction is used. 
The outfit consists of aluminum foil (after Wesbrook), on 
which the blood is to be dried, let into three-layer cards, 
carrying also a small cooper wire loop (after Johnson) for 
transferring the blood to the foil. ‘The card gives directions 
for handling the foil and wire. With this card is sent another 
eard, to be filled out by the physician, and a circular of direc- 
tions. All three fit into a manila envelope for safe keeping, 
and the whole is mailable for two cents postage. The outfits 
are sent by mail on receipt of requests therefor at the labora- 
tory. After the physician has taken the blood preparation 
it is returned to the laboratory by mail. The examination is 
made thus: ‘The dried blood on the foil is mixed with ten 
times as much sterile water; a drop of this dilution is mixed 
on a coverslip with a drop of broth containing typhoid bacilli, 
making a total dilution of one in twenty. This preparation, 
mounted as a “hanging drop,” is observed at intervals under 
the microscope for from thirty minutes to one hour. If only 
loss of motility or only clumping is observed the preparation 
is called atypical, and another requested. If both occur, a 
positive, and if neither, a negative report is sent. A new 
typhoid culture on agar, reaction + 15 (1.5 per cent. acid) 
is made every day from a previous agar culture one month 
old. ‘This ensures that there shall always be an agar culture 
one month old in the laboratory. From this month-old agar 
is made also every day a broth culture ( + 10 initial re- 
action) which is ready for use next day after incubation for 
twenty-four hours at 37° C. 

LL. B. Wilson’s Modification of Widal-Johnson Test. — ‘The 
writer willingly concedes the excellence of the method as used 
by the Minnesota State Board of Health. The blood is placed 
on a very thin piece of foil, which is then folded. The blood 
dries, and on receipt at the laboratory may be readily flaked 
off and weighed on a delicate balance. Thus very accurate 
dilutions may be obtained. For research work no more ac- 
curate method is yet devised, but the writer believes the 
method in use here is efficient for diagnosis. 


Malaria. 


The outfit consists of a small flat tin box which contains 
half-a-dozen clean coverslips wrapped in paper (after the 
Massachusetts State Board of Health.) On applecation to 
the laboratory, one such box, accompanied by a circular of 
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directions and a card to be filled out with the particulars of 
the case by the physician, is mailed to the address given. 
The outfit should be returned to the laboratory by mail. 
Upon receipt of the coverslips, with the blood smeared on 
them as directed, the examination is carried out. Futcher’s 
method is followed. ; 

This in its latest form is here given. 

Fixative : — 

Formalin, ¢ to per cent. solution in 90 per cent. alcohol. 
Stain: — | 

Thionin, 50 per cent. alcoholic solution — 20 c.e. 

Carbolic acid, 2 per cent. solution — 100 c.c. 

Fix for one minute in the formalin solution. Remove for- 
malin with blotting paper. Stain with the thionin solution 
for ten to fifteen seconds, wash in water and mount. Asa 
rapid stain for diagnosis this method is excellent, although 
a better method for fine work is that of Romanowsky. 


Glanders. 


This service was organized at the suggestion of Dr. Alex- 
ander Burr, veterinarian to the Boston Board of Health. 

The outfit consists of a cylindrical copper box containing 
an eight-inch test tube, a card for particulars of the case and 
a circular of directions. The test tube contains a large swab 
of a design similar to that used for the diphtheria work. 
The cotton used is absorbent, however, instead of the non- 
absorbent used for the diphtheria swab, because in glanders 
the object sought is the accumulation in the cotton of as 
much as possible of the suspected material. The outfits are 
sterilized each time before being sent out, and are kept at 
the same culture stations with the diphtheria outfits. On 
receipt of an outfit from the veterinarian the swab is trans- 
ferred to 5 c.c.’s of sterilized water and shaken thoroughly 
in it. The resulting suspension is inoculated intra-abdomi- 
nally into well-grown male guinea-pigs, and a positive or 
negative diagnosis is usually based upon the development 
or non-development of scrotal inflammation in from two to 
seven days, after further examination of the tissues in every 
case for the isolation of the organism. 

Cases Eligible for Examination. — Boston veterinarians 
may send preparations from horses whose owners are resident 
either within or outside of Boston. Veterinarians resident 
outside of Boston may send preparations from horses, the 
owners of which reside in Boston, or from horses stabled or 
working in Boston, although their owners are non-residents. 
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If the veterinarian resides outside of Boston and the horse is 
stabled and works outside of Boston, preparations may be 
sent if the owner is a resident of Boston. | Otherwise the 
preparations should go to the State Board of Cattle Com- 
missioners. 

Pathology and Bacteriology of the Guinea-pig Lesions. — 
The lesions produced by inoculation of a male guinea-pig 
with pure cultures of the Bacillus mallez (bacillus of glanders) 
are most commonly nodular deposits in the viseral layer of 
the tunica vaginalis, which, in the guinea-pig is continuous 
with the peritoneum. The nodules extend into the testicle and 
also to the outer layer of the tunica. ‘The testicle enlarges, 
and, as a result of this enlargement and of the formation of 
the nodules, becomes adherent in the sac, in sharp contrast 
with the condition in health, when the testicle may readily 
be pushed upward into the peritoneal sac of the abdomen. 
Infiltration of the scrotal tissues, with cedema sometimes ex- 
tending into the groin and the supra-pubic region, are also 
found. Sometimes only one testicle is eusiiely. affected 
and adherent. (See plates.) 

Other lesions are often not evident, especially when the 
euinea-pig is killed early, as is usual in this service. Some- 
times, however, nodular deposits in the peritoneum, omentum, 
mesentery, liver, spleen, lungs, and lymphatic glands are found 
in the male, generally with scrotal lesions, but sometimes with- 
out. In the female the lesions are the same, omitting the 
scrotal lesions. According to Wright (Journ. Expt. Med., 
Vol. IL, No. 4, Nov., 1896) the process resulting in a nodule 
is a primary necrosis, due to the glanders bacillus, followed 
by imflammatory exudate, often suppurative. 

The glanders bacillus may be detected in the nodules, 
mounted direct. It is a short, thick rod, with rounded ends, 
usually slightly curved or bent, sometimes elongated in a 
thread form. It stams only faintly with Loffler’s methy- 
lene blue, and often shows unstained spaces within its outline. 
Transfer of a portion of a nodule to potato at 37° C. results 
in the development within twenty-four to forty-eight hours 
of small, smooth, glistening, amber-colored colonies, increas- 
ing slowly in size and depth of color. If the potato is very 
moist the color develops very slowly. ‘The bacillus obtained 
from these colonies resembles more or less the form presented 
in the nodules, but on potato, as on other media (agar, broth, 
gelatin, etc.), the morphology is variable. On account of 
these variations, together with the occasional presence of 
branched forms, and the tendency of the organism to produce 
nodules in the living tissues, there is some reason to classify 
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DESCRIPTION OF PLATES. 


Lesions Found as Result of Inoculation with Glanders. 


Plate I. Guinea-pig (dead), showing enlargement of both 
testicles from the exterior. 

Plate IT. (ruinea-pig.— Male. Intestines, kidneys, and 
spermatic receptacles removed. Scrotal tissues dissected off, 
leaving testicles in situ. The left testicle is seen enlarged, 
and its lower half covered with nodules. The whole testicle 
was found in the scrotal sac and adherent thereto. The fat 
surrounding the spermatic vessels is seen, swollen and cede- 
matous above the testicle. The right testicle was lying in 
the peritoneal cavity, a small part of its lower end resting 
in and adherent to the scrotal sac. The lower end shows 
several discrete nodules. On the right side of the testicle is 
a nodule, elongated transversely. This testicle was but little 
enlarged, and the fat above it but little infiltrated. In the — 
median line is the penis. Above the penis is the bladder, 
and passing to each testicle above the bladder are the vasa 
deferentia of the cord. 

Plate III. is a photograph of a part of the same guinea- 
pig, giving a higher magnification. 
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this “ bacillus ” with those of tuberculosis and actinomycosis, 
which are not improbably streptothriceae rather than bacilli, 
in the present sense of the latter term. 

Under the conditions of this test, when used for diagnosis, 
it is well to isolate the glanders bacillus from the lesions 
before giving a final positive diagnosis. It is especially de- 
sirable to do so if only peritoneal lesions are found. If 
lesions are found anatomically atypical, a negative diagnosis 
should be withheld until cultures have been obtained. This 
for the reason that in one case examined here the only 
lesions found were two nodules, one on each side, in the peri- 
toneum overlying the spermatic vessels at their entrance to 
the scrotum, swelling and adhesion of the testicles being 
absent, but the glanders bacillus being found in these lesions. 
Even when the guinea-pig dies of acute peritonitis (as de- 
scribed beyond), due to injection with acute septic organ- 
isms mixed with the glanders bacillus, it may sometimes 
be possible to isolate the glanders bacillus from the mixture 
found in the peritoneal cavity. On the other hand, in 
another case, a swelling and adhesion of one testicle was 
shown to be due to organisms other than the glanders 
bacillus. 

Interpretation of Results of Guinea-Pig Test. — On inject- 
ing a guinea-pig with the emulsion obtained from a swab 
taken from a suspected horse, a mixture of organisms is 
usually introduced into the peritoneal cavity, especially if the 
preparation comes from the horse’s nose. ‘This mixture may 
or may not contain the glanders bacillus. If the glanders 
bacillus is not present, and no other pathogenic organism 
in sufficient numbers or of sufficient virulence to produce 
death is present, the guinea-pig, after a few hours or days 
of depression, recovers completely. If the glanders bacillus 
be present, and the other organisms also present fail to 
kill, the typical scrotal lesions or the peritoneal lesions 
will develop, the former within twenty-four to seventy-two 
hours usually, the latter later on. If, however, acute septic 
organisms be present in the injected liquid, the guinea-pig 
is likely to die within twenty-four hours, whether the 
glanders bacillus be present or not, before the glanders lesions 
have time to develop. In such cases the test is evidently 
of no value, and should be repeated. Such a result 
certainly fails to demonstrate the presence of the glanders 
bicillus, so that a positive report is impossible. It also 
fails to demonstrate its absence, since experimentally it 
has been shown that a guinea-pig injected with a pure 
culture of glanders, mixed with a pure culture of the © 
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phneumococcus (the latter isolated from a case of acute 
peritonitis in a guinea-pig injected for diagnosis), may die 
within twenty-four hours, without glanders lesions. A nega- 
tive report based on such a case is evidently out of place, 
and therefore an “ unsatisfactory result’ is reported, accompa- 
nied by a request for another preparation. In brief, the fol- 
lowing summary of the relation of the guinea-pig result to 
the diagnosis in the horse may be given: 


Guinea-pig inoculation positive (scrotal or peritoneal lesions, 
with isolation of the glanders bacillus) — lesion in horse 
positive (glanders). 

Guinea-pig inoculation negative (guinea-pig survives without 
lesions ) — lesion in the horse negative (not glanders). 
Guinea-pig inoculation unsatisfactory (guinea-pig dies within 
a short time, without development of typical lesions and 
without isolation of glanders bacillus) — lesion in the horse 

undetermined (no diagnosis ). 


It must be remembered that a negative diagnosis may 
occasionally be obtained from a lesion in the horse, due to 
the glanders bacillus, but from which the glanders bacillus has 
disappeared, or has been outgrown by other organisms. In 
some cases a faulty technique in collecting the specimen may 
have existed. Moreover, a negative result may be obtained, 
and be correct, from one lesion in a horse, whereas another 
lesion may yield a positive result, the first lesion in such 
cases being due to other causes than glanders, notwithstand- 
ing that the horse was infected with glanders at the time. 
Thus more than once a negative result from an ulcer on the 
leg has been accompanied by a positive result from the nose 
of the same horse. 

Swab Examinations, and Cultures direct from the Swab. — 
Occasionally a direct microscopic examination of the material 
obtained from the suspected horse will show an organism 
which is indistinguishable from the glanders bacillus. A 
diagnosis can rarely if ever be made by this method, since 
the glanders bacillus presents no morphological characters so 
distinctive as to permit of its absolute recognition under the 
microscope alone. In some cases also a direct inoculation 
on potato from the swab will result in the development of 
typical glanders colonies. This is a reliable method if the 
glanders bacillus be isolated, but unfortunately rarely suc- 
ceeds in practice. 

The results of the glanders diagnostic service, most of 
which were obtained by Dr. Burr, working in this laboratory, 
will be found in the Appendix to this report. 
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Rabies. 


Rabies is examined for by injecting under the dura (ex- 
posed by trephining) of a full-grown rabbit half a c.c. of an 
emulsion consisting of about one gram of the brain or spinal 
cord from the suspected animal in 10 c.c.’s of sterile water, 
filtered through absorbent cotton and paper. ‘The trephine 
hole is just posterior to a line joining the centres of the eyes. 
Paralysis or convulsions developing after fourteen days, fol- 
lowed by death, is good evidence of the presence of rabies, if 
other lesions can be excluded by a careful autopsy of the rab- 
bit, with cultures from blood and organs. ‘Two rabbits at least 
should be inoculated with the same material in each case. 

Complications due to B. Diphtherie.— The necessity for 
a careful autopsy, including cultural tests, of the suspected 
animal when possible, and of the experimental animal in 
all cases, before giving a positive diagnosis, is emphasized 
by a case reported by L. B. Wilson, in which the diphtheria 
bacillus was detected in the brain of a patient dead of sup- 
posed rabies. Rabbits inoculated subdurally from the brain 
of this patient shown apparently typical rabic symptoms, but 
it was conclusively demonstrated by a series of experiments, 
that their symptoms were due to the diphtheria bacillus. 
It was shown also that the effects due to the diphtheria 
bacillus could be eliminated by the use of diphtheria anti- 
toxin, thus permitting the diagnosis of a case of mixed infec- 
tion with rabies and diphtheria bacilli, if such should be 
presented for examination. (Head and Wilson, Jour. Expt. 
Med., Vol. IV., Nos. 38 and 4, May—July, 1899.) 

Complications due to B. Aerogenes Capsulatus.— As an 
evidence of other difficulties, which may be encountered in 
the diagnosis of rabies by inoculation of rabbits, the following 
summary of a case occurring here is appended : 

The brain of a deerhound, suspected of rabies by the 
attending veterinarian, showed under the microscope a large 
bacillus subsequently identified as B. aerogenes capsulatus. 
The rabbits inoculated from this brain and from anaerobic 
cultures of the bacillus died within twenty-four hours, yield- 
ing the bacillus in large quantities in the tissues and showing, 
on autopsy, the presence of gas in the heart and blood vessels, 
and of gas-cysts in the organs. Subsequent events showed 
that this deerhound probably had not suffered from rabies, 
but it is difficult to see how a diagnosis of rabies, had it ex- 
isted, could have been made by rabbit inoculation, under the 
circumstances. 
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Gonorrhea. 


Gonorrhea is examined for by two methods. ‘The first is 
the direct staining of the discharge itself, sent in spread as a 
thin film on coverslips or slides, by the method of Gram, 
followed by Bismarck Brown in aqueous solution. The more 
or less biscuit-sshaped gonococci are then seen as brown 
diplococci, often lying in cells; other cocci which sometimes 
resemble the gonococcus in shape, arrangement and situation, 
retain the Gentian-violet stain of Gram’s method, thus show- 
ing purple in contrast to the gonococci which lose the purple 
stain under the Gram treatment and become brown on adding 
the Bismarck Brown. ‘The second method resembles that 
used for the diphtheria diagnosis, in that cultures are made 
on Wasserman’s nutrose-serum-agar, described in the 1898 
report, and the organism thus isolated for subsequent exam- 
ination. ‘The first method is applicable to acute cases where 
the infection is likely to be almost pure or the gonococci 
present in decided excess of the other organisms. The 
second method allows of plating if necessary, and is applicable 
to later stages, where the gonococcus may be obscured by the 
presence of considerable numbers of other organisus. 


Influenza. 


Influenza is examined for by direct staining of nasal or 
bronchial discharges, and by cultures from these regions and 
from the blood on glycerine agar, on the surface of which 
sterile human or pigeon’s blood has been smeared. Sputum, 
etc., for examination, should be sent to the laboratory in small 
sterile wide-mouthed bottles. properly stoppered and labelled. 


Disinfectants. 


In the examination of a ieee ae the following points 
must be considered: 


I. Bactericidal action. 


1. Absolute — the action of the disinfectant in various 
degrees of dilution on pure cultures of bacteria, 
exposed to the disinfectant in the most isolated 
condition, that is, without admixture with salts 
albumengs, ete. This condition is best obtained 
by using, first, cultures from solid media, sus- 
pended in distilled water or normal salt solu- 
tion, and, second, cultures from solid media, 
dried upon some chemically inactive substance. 
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2. Practical — the action of the disinfectant in various 
degrees of dilution on pure cultures of bacteria 
exposed to the disinfectant in the conditions 
most commonly found in practice, that is mixed 
with sewage, feces, urine, sputum, etc., or dried 
on wood, cloth, leather, etc. 


II. Physical and chemical characters, including stability. 
III. Physiological action — effect on man and lower animals. 


IV. Range of application — to surgical work, disinfection of 
infected liquids, feces, etc., disinfection of rooms, ete. 


V. Convenience in storage, handling, etc 
VI. Cost. 


To complete the examination for scientific purposes the 
effect of the disinfectant on ptomains, its ability to inhibit 
growth and reduce virulence, and various other points not 
directly essential to practical sanitation should be worked out 
also. : 


Preparation of Media. 


This, a very important part of bacteriological work, was 
discussed in the report of 1898. It is sufficient to say 
here that the methods then employed have been continued 
without change. Owing to an epidemic of B. subtilis, or 
some allied form in the laboratory, resulting in a number of 
liquified serum tubes, the method of collecting serum at 
the abattoir was modified successfully by substituting 
granite-ware pails for the glass jars previously used, and direct- 
ing that these should be thoroughly washed and sterlized 
with steam after each use, at least weekly. A siphon for 
drawing off the serum was devised of hard and soft rubber 
tubing combined, so arranged that it could be set running 
without applying the mouth to the orifice through which the 
serum escapes. Disinfection of the media room with for- 
maldehyde gas was also done. ‘The result of these measures 
was an almost complete disappearance of the organism from 
the laboratory media. 

A table is appended, showing the method in use for making 
the three principal media, other than Lofflers serum : 
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Method for Making Nutrient Broth, Nutrient Gelatin and 
Nutrient Agar.

Storage of Media. 


Media of all kinds are kept for use, ready tubed, in square 
wire baskets, which the writer finds most convenient when 
not more than four inches deep, the tubes being five and six 
inches long. ‘This ensures the projection of the tubes above 
the top of the basket and makes their handling more easy. 
Each basket is labelled with the name of the medium 
(broth, plain agar, glycerine agar, etc.), the date of its prepara- 
tion and a number corresponding with the records kept of its 
preparation. An excellent label consists of a small piece of 
aluminum foil attached to the basket by a wire ring. The 
name can be written on the foil with the blue Faber pencils 
used for writing on glass. These labels have the advantage 
that they will pass through the steam sterilizer without 
effacement. The baskets of media are kept in a refrigerator. 
The writer finds that drawers with perforated sides and bot- 
toms, fitted into the lower part of an ordinary refrigerator, 
make the most convenient method of storage. When tubes 
are removed from any basket for use, the name of the medium 
and its number is copied from the aluminum label on the 
test tube label. ‘Thus every culture made carries with it a 
reference to the records showing when and how the medium 
was prepared, its exact composition, etc. 


Preparation of Mallein. 


Notwithstanding the occasional inaccuracy of the mallein 
test for glanders, it supplies a diagnostic factor of consider- 
able value; mallein has been prepared by Dr. Burr for the 
use of the Board of Health in this laboratory. 

Ordinary nutrient broth is used to which has been added 
five per cent. of pure re-distilled glycerine. The reaction is 
adjusted to + 15 (1.5 per cent. acid) and the broth is then 
sterilized in litre flasks, about 400 to 500 c.c.’s. in each flask. 
After incubation at 87° C. for three days to test sterility, 
each flask is weighed with the broth it contains and the 
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weight recorded. The weight of the flask being known the 
weight of the broth is easily ascertained. 

B. mallet, grown on plain nutrient agar at 387° C. for 
forty-eight to seventy-two hours, is inoculated into each 
flask, preferably by rubbing the loopful of bacilli on the 
inside of the flask wall at the upper level of the broth, in 
order to secure the formation of a surface pellicle. Melted 
paraffin is then poured on the surface of the cotton plugs 
after burning them down to the level of the flask mouth, 
and the flasks are incubated at 87° C. for four to six weeks. 
The surface pellicle should begin to develop in two or three 
days, but sometimes requires a week or ten days. It appears 
as a white, moist, opaque viscid mass at the edge of the upper 
level of the broth, which by that time is cloudy with the 
erowth of the bacilli. It develops by extension from this 
mass, or sometimes by detached islands of membrane floating 
on the surface. These are flat and semi-transparent, resem- 
bling films of paraffin at first, but soon increase in diameter 
and become whitish, opaque and wrinkled, simulating some- 
what the surface pellicle formed by B. subtilis. At the end 
of the period specified most of the membrane has usually 
disappeared, breaking up and settling to the bottom of the 
flask. 

The mallein cultures are then concentrated by boiling to 
one-half the original weight, filtered through a porcelain or 
Berkenfeldt bacterial filter, sterilized, filled into sterilized bot- 
tles containing one or two c.c.s. each and again sterilized. 
They are then ready for use. One-half per cent. of carbolic 
acid may be added as a preservative. | 

A note by Dr. Burr on the diagnostic value of mallein as 
found in the Boston Board of Health work, is given in his 
report.

Diphtheria Diagnosis. 


Table I. shows the weekly totals of cultures received, and 
the total positive, negative, and no growth results obtained 
from the primary cultures, z.e., the first cultures received 
from each new case. A rise from the beginning to the end 
of February is followed by a considerable fall to the middle 
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of April. Rising again through May, a fall in the middle 
of June and a return thereafter to the May level in July, 
August and September is followed by a gradual rise through 
the remainder of the year, terminating in January. 

Table IJ. shows the classification of the cultures into pri- 
mary and secondary, and the sub-classification of each of 
these into those for diagnosis and those for release. In order 
to understand why there are primary cultures for release, 
it is necessary to remember that many cases are examined by 
cultures for the first time after the disease has run its course 
when the question of release from isolation comes up, the 
diagnosis having been made on clinical evidence alone. The 
secondary cultures for diagnosis are made up of those cases 
in which the first culture was unsatisfactory or the clinical 
evidence did not appear to the physician to bear out the 
bacteriological result on the first culture. 

Table IL. shows the classification of cases as positive, nega- 
tive and no growth. ‘The positive cases include all positive 
cases, both for diagnosis and release. ‘The negative cases 
include all those on which no positive culture was received at 
any time. The no-growths are those cases on which only 
unsatisfactory cultures were received. 

It will be seen that while the total of cultures for this year 
was a little more than double the total for the preceding nine 
months of the existence of the laboratory (7,930 as against 
3,948) the total of cases examined in 1899 was more than 
two and one-half times the total for the same period (4,536 
as against 1,747 in 1898). 

Table IV. shows the total cases in which a positive result 
was obtained for diagnosis, and illustrates also the fact that 
a single negative result, and even occasionally two successive 
negative results, may be obtained from a case in which the 
bacilli, nevertheless, are finally found. The percentage in 
which the first examination was successful is slightly higher 
than that obtained last year (95.8 per cent. as against 92.6 
per cent.). It is only fair to state that in this, as in the 
corresponding table of the last annual report, it is quite 
possible that a number of cases turned out to be diphtheria, 
after a negative report from this laboratory, of which no 
further record reached us. 

Table V. shows the relation between the clinical diagnosis 
given by the physician at the time of making the culture and 
the bacteriological diagnosis furnished by the laboratory from 
the physician’s culture. 

The physician’s diagnosis of diphtheria was confirmed by 
the laboratory in about 60 per cent. of cases as compared 
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with about 56 per cent. last year. The physician’s diagnosis 
of “not diphtheria” was reversed in almost exactly the same 
percentage of cases in both years (11 per cent.). <A larger 
percentage of positive results from the “ doubtful” cases was, 
however, obtained (22 per cent. against 15 per cent. last 
year). The theoretical concordance (see table) was slightly 
ereater than that obtained last year. 

Table VI. requires no comment. ‘The number of examina- 
tions made under this head (cases merely exposed to diphtheria 
but showing no symptoms) was too small to justify any de- 
ductions. In this connection a closely allied question, that 
of the presence of diphtheria bacilli in the throats of healthy 
people not exposed to cases of diphtheria has been investi- 
gated (Zeit. f. Hyg. 31, p. 463), and is quoted by Dr. 
S. W. Abbott in Gould’s “ American Year-book of Medicine 
and Surgery” for 1900. The investigator found 4 of 1 per 
cent. of such persons yielded the bacillus of diphtheria, or 
four persons out of 500. 

Another allied subject, the presence of diphtheria bacilli 
in throats where the clinical symptoms and course of 
the disease simulate closely an acute tonsillitis or simple 
angina, was investigated by Biggs in 1896. (Report of the 
New York Board of Health, 1896.) The results showed 
that 6 per cent. of the bacilli so found were non-virulent, 
but in the remaining cases Biggs attributed the symptoms to 
the virulent bacilli found, and concludes with the statement 
that the diphtheria bacillus is responsible wholly or in part 
for such cases. 

The infectiveness of persons carrying the bacilli in their 
throats after recovery from diphtheria, or even without devel- 
opment of symptoms at any time, cannot be questioned. If a 
patient suffering from the disease is capable of infecting 
others (undisputed), and if such a patient infects others by 
the transfer to them from his mouth, directly in the act of 
expectorating, coughing, sneezing, etc., or indirectly through 
fomites, of virulent diphtheria bacilli (also undisputed) 
it is impossible to believe otherwise than that a person in 
health similarly distributing virulent diphtheria bacilli is 
sunilarly capable of infecting others. Actual and conclusive 
evidence on this matter is naturally hard to establish in indi- 
vidual cases. Nevertheless, here and there such cases occur. 
‘Thus, Chase of Brookline holds that an epidemic of diph- 
theria, apparently traceable to milk supply, originated from 
infected throats of otherwise healthy milk-handlers. While 
this is the most striking recent and local evidence on the 
subject, cases have been observed by Chapin of Providence 
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and Park of New York amongst others. The latter 
quotes a case of infection of the mother and nurse of a 
recovered child on the ninety-first day of persistence of bacilli 
in the latter. 

It is evident, however, that the number of diphtheria 
bacilli usually present in a recovered or always healthy but 
infected throat, is smaller than the number present during 
the course of the disease, and that for portions of the time 
they are present only in the folds or follicles of the mucous 
membrane (indicated by the fact that negative cultures may 
intervene between two positive cultures). These cases are 
intrinsically less liable to infect others than are active cases 
of the disease. Nevertheless, in the face of evidence show- 
ing even occasional danger from healthy but diphtheria-carry- 
ing persons, it is advisable, in the writer’s opinion, to take 
proper precautions to obviate the danger whenever the 
danger is evident. 

Table VII. shows the advantage of two consecutive nega- 
tive cultures for release, demonstrating the fact that a single 
negative culture followed by a positive has been obtained in 
thirty-one per cent. of the total positive cases released by us. 
Such negatives are designated as premature negatives, since 
they seem to show the absence of the bacilli from the throat 
before the bacilli have in fact disappeared. 

Table VIII. needs no comments other than those accom- 
panying it. 

Table LX. shows the results obtained from the swab exami- 
nations and five-hour incubations made. The percentages of 
successful results are somewhat smaller than those obtained 
and published heretofore in this laboratory, but are still suf- 
ficiently large to make this feature of the work a very valua- 
ble one. 

Typhoid Diagnosis. — The work of this service is much 
less complicated than that of the diphtheria diagnosis, and the 
tables therefore need little comment. The total of the ex- 
aminations made during the year is nearly four times the 
number made during the previous nine months (483 against 
122). The total of the cases examined was six times as 
great (412 against 66). 

Table IV. shows that about 84 per cent. of the finally 
positive cases were positive on the first examination, about 
12 per cent. on the second examination, about 3 per cent. 
on the third or fourth. 

Glanders Diagnosis. — The tables illustrate the facts 
already discussed in the section on Glanders (page 67 of 
this report.) 
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Table IV. shows the cases finally proving positive, and the 
number of tests required to obtain a positive result. This 
table shows that only 71 per cent. of these cases yielded a. 
positive result on the first examination. Since the corre- 
sponding figures for diphtheria were 95 per cent., and for 
typhoid 84 per cent., it would seem that these two services 
yielded positive results on the first test more often than the 
glanders service. It is to be noted, however, that in the 
elanders table is included certain cases which turned out 
clinically to be glanders, in spite of unsatisfactory guinea-pig 
tests. Similar diphtheria and typhoid cases, doubtless exist- 
ing, are nevertheless unavoidably excluded from the tables 
on diphtheria and typhoid, since reports on the final clinical 
results of these cases are seldom made to us. The glanders 
table is on this account really more accurate than the other 
two. Omitting, however, from these glanders cases, the finally 
clinically positive cases, to make the ‘percentages comparable 
with those of the diphtheria and typhoid work, it will be found 
that the percentage of positive glanders cases positive on 
the first examination is 87 per cent., lying between the 
figures for diphtheria and for typhoid. 

Investigation of a Suspected Case of Bubonie Plague.— 
Owing to the prevalence of this disease in various parts of the 
world, and the discovery of at least two cases on board ships 
admitted to the Portof New York, the chairman of the Board 
of Health deemed it advisable to prepare for the possible dis- 
covery of an imported case in Boston ‘The writer was 
directed to secure cultures of the bubonic plague bacillus 
(B. pestis bubonice) and to institute a series of investiga- 
tions concerning it, and to determine the efficiency of the 
sulphur disinfection recommended for vessels coming from 
infected ports. Cultures could not be obtained in Boston, but 
through the courtesy of Dr. W. H. Park of the New York 
Health Department, Dr. Durgin was able to secure and to 
bring with him from New York two cultures on agar, with 
which experiments were at once begun. Within three weeks 
of the receipt of these cultures, a suspected case was reported 
to the Board of Health by Dr. Irving of the Marine Hospital 
in Chelsea. Although on investigation the case proved not 
to be a case of plague, the possession by the laboratory of the 
cultures thus obtained was of great assistance in arriving at 
a diagnosis from the bacteriological standpoint. 

The organism of bubonic plague was first detected by Kitas- 
ato and Yersin,! independently, and within a few days of each 


1 The descriptions given by these two bacteriologists differed in several important 
points. It is now generally conceded that Yersin’s description was the more correct. 
ans description here given applies to the Yersin bacillus, the form studied in this 
jaboratory. 
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other, in 1894. Its morphology varies considerably. Fresh 
from the subject, it is a short, plump, non-motile bacillus, rather 
uniform in size and shape, sometimes presenting a capsule 
in tissues and frequently showing bi-polar staining, es- 
pecially with carbol-thionin. On solid media, it pre- 
sents a mixture of forms varying from almost coccoid to 
distinctly thread-like bodies. ‘“Invoiution forms,” irregular 
rods, with much expanded ends, staining irregularly, are 
common after incubation for forty-eight hours or more. 
Distinctly branching forms also occur. In liquid media, 
particularly in broth, it forms chains otf various lengths, the 
individual rods being very short, so that at the first glance a 
streptococcus is strongly suggested. The organism grows 
best at 37° C., but also at 22° C., more slowly. Gelatin is not 
liquified, nor is milk coagulated. Potato presents a slight 
whitish film. Almostall the lower animals, particularly rats, 
are susceptible. 

Adami describes the types of the disease in the human as 
bubonic, pulmonary, intestinal, typhus, ambulatory, pestis 
siderans and pestis minor. 

The two principal forms are the bubonic and the pul- 
monary. ‘The former is characterized anatomically by the 
swelling and cedema of the glands and surrounding’ tis- 
sues following an inoculation involving the lymphatics lead- 
ing thereto. The pulmonary form is probably produced by 
inhalation of dust containing the organism or other direct 
transfer of the organism to the lungs. In epidemics it is not 
always possible to trace the infection with absolute clearness, 
but a direct contact or association with previous cases is the 
most common method. Rats, flies, etc., are also factors. 

The bacteriological diagnosis is best made direct from the 
elands and cedematous tissue surrounding them, or from the 
sputum in the pulmonary form. ‘The site of inoculation, if it 
can be determined, may or may not yield the bacilh. ‘The 
fear inspired by the disease and the necessity for making the 
diagnosis as early and as absolutely as possible justify the 
cutting down on or tapping, ante mortem, the enlarged glands, 
under proper bacteriological precautions, in a suspected case 
of the bubonic form. In the pulmonary form it is sufficient 
to examine the sputum secured from the lungs. 

A microscopical examination alone is not conclusive. The 
suspected material, distributed in sterile water or broth, 
should be plated out in agar, streaked out on agar slants 
and inoculated into rats. All suspicious colonies obtained 
from the plates or slants should be transferred to broth and 
potato, gelatin, milk, etc., and again incubated. In this way 
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the organism may be isolated in twenty-four hours, partially 
identified in forty-eight, and in seventy-two hours the final 
test, that of death of the rats, with proper autopsy findings, 
will go far to establish the diagnosis. Isolation of typical 
bacilli from typical autopsies on the rats will complete the 
work. 


SPECIAL EXAMINATIONS. 
DISINFECTANTS. 


The use of Sulphur Dioxid for Destroying the Plague 
Bacillus. 


The regulations of the Marine Hospital service require 
that sulphur dioxid to the extent of 5 per cent. of the cubic 
contents of the space to be disinfected should be used to dis- 
infect ships, with an exposure of twenty-four hours, when 
sulphur burning in pots must be employed. Where an ap- 
proved form of blast furnace is available for injecting the 
sulphur into the ship, 10 per cent. of the gas with twelve 
hours exposure is required.! 

Sulphur dioxid (the gas formed by burning sulphur in air) 
is ineffectual as a disinfectant in the absolutely dry state. 
Its efficiency increases with the humidity of the atmosphere. 
With large quantities of moisture in suspension in the air, 
the specified amounts of sulphur dioxid give very good bac- 
tericidal results. Sulphur is inappropriate for use in many 
cases, because of its action on dyes, metals, etc., and because 
‘its odor is very persistent. On the other hand, it is a cheap 
and easy method of disinfecting large spaces in which there 
is nothing lable to injury from the gas. 

Since one kilogram of sulphur yields 700 litres of the gas, 
about four and one-half pounds thoroughly burnt furnishes 
fifty cubic feet of sulphur dioxid, which, if set free in 
1,000 cubic feet of space, constitutes the required 5 per 
cent. of cubic contents. Since one part of water will dissolve 
at ordinary temperatures fifty parts by volume of sulphur 
dioxid so forming sulphurous acid, the real disinfecting 
agent, one cubic foot of water, or about eight gallons, ought 
to be supplied to each 1,000 cubic feet of space to insure the 
conversion of the fifty cubic feet of sulphur dioxid into 
sulphurous acid. ‘To obtain this amount of water in sus- 
pension in the atmosphere is beyond the possibilities in 
ordinary practice. It remains advisable, however, to saturate 


1 The latest regulations require double these exposures. 
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the air as thoroughly as possible in order to get the best 
results. 

Experimental work in this laboratory is necessarily sub- 
jected to many interruptions, since the routine work cannot 
be neglected. Two completed tests have, however, been 
made. A closet in the laboratory containing approximately 
200 cubic feet was used in both experiments. In both experi- 
ments dry sulphur was used, no water being evaporated, since 
it was desired to test the efficiency in the relatively dry state 
first. A sufficient quantity of sulphur to produce 5 per 
cent., or ten cubic feet of gas was used. The temperature of 
the closet before, during, and after the experiment was 
taken, and the humidity before and after also. In both ex- 
periments the time from the lhghting of the sulphur to the 
tinal opening of the closet was twenty-four hours. The 
sulphur was found practically completely burnt. In the first 
experiment a great leakage occurred from the closet, and at 
the end of the test only a very faint odor of sulphur re- 
mained. In the second experiment the leakage was greatly 
reduced by appropriate measures, and the odor left in the 
closet was fairly strong. Eighteen preparations, consisting 
of plague bacilli dried on glass, wood, and cloth were made 
in the first test; twelve preparations, all on glass, in the 
second. Controls were also made. 

The results of the first test were as follows:

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Two of the preparations of plague bacilli were not killed. 
Ten others showed growths, not plague bacilli, but other 
bacterial forms, doubtless deposited on the wood and cloth 
from the air of the closet, showing that, even if the plague 
bacillus was killed in these cases, the disinfectant action was 
not strong enough to destroy other bacteria. The highest 
temperature (40° C.) in the neighborhood of the exposed 
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preparations was reached in thirty minutes, and immediately 
began to drop, reaching the original temperature (20° C.) 
about two and a half hours later. 

In the second experiment no growth was obtained from 
any of the twelve preparations. The highest temperature 
(40-45° C.) was reached in twenty minutes and dropped to 
normal about two anda half hours later. The humidity 
at the beginning of the first experiment was 54, at the end, 
54.5. For the second experiment the figure was 56, and 
remained unchanged. 

The cultures used in both tests were about seventy-two 
hours old, grown on plain nutrient agar at 87° C. The test 
objects were prepared within half an hour of the beginning of 
the experiment, to prevent the effects of prolonged drying. 
Direct sunlight was avoided during the preparation. The 
closet itself was quite dark during the test. The closet was 
four feet wide, six and one-half feet high, about seven and 
one-half feet long. The test objects were placed on the floor, 
one set on each side of the sulphur and two sets ona shelf at 
each end of the room, about six feet from the floor. The 
shelf sets were thus from five to six feet distant from the 
sulphur and above it, the floor sets three or four feet distant, 
and from five to eight inches below the top of the pan contain- 
ing the sulphur. Each “set” consisted in the first experi- 
ment of a glass rod, a piece of wood, and a piece of coarse 
towelling, all sterilized by dry heat and then inoculated 
with the plague bacillus. In the second experiment each 
set consisted simply of two glass rods similarly prepared. 
' The tests for growth were made by rubbing the glass rods and 
the wood on the surface of plain nutrient agar, leaving the 
rods and wood in the tubes and incubating at 387° C, with 
observation for two weeks. The cloth was dropped into 
tubes of plain nutrient broth, and similarly observed. Micro- 
scopic and cultural examinations of the growths which 
resulted completed the test. The results may be sum- 
marized thus: 

Four and one-half lbs. of sulphur per 1,000 cubic feet will 
kill plague bacilli, provided no great leakage occurs in the 
absence of great humidity, and after an exposure of twenty- 
four hours. Much less than this quantity of sulphur, or 
ereat leakage, will reduce efficiency. Further experiments 
are needed to confirm these and to determine the necessary 
time limit. 

TELEPHONE EXAMINATIONS. 

A bacteriological examination of the transmitters of public 
telephones was ordered by the Board of Health, and was 
undertaken by the laboratory in February, 1899. 


‘ 
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A list of the public telephones most largely in use was 
obtained. A moist sterile swab of cotton was wiped carefully 
over the inside of the transmitter, and a second swab over the 
outside, in each case. The swabs were inoculated on the 
surface of serum tubes, and the latter incubated. The swabs 
were then shaken thoroughly with distilled water, and inocu- 
lations from the suspensions of bacteria thus obtained were 
made subcutaneously and intra-peritoneally into guinea-pigs. 
The serum tubes and guinea-pigs were thereafter kept under 
observation, the latter for three months. 

The results obtained were as follows: 

Serum Tubes.— No growth of any kind —8 telephones. 
“Hay bacillus” (harmless) —7 telephones. Other organ 
isms (harmless) — 38 telephones. 

Guinea-pigs. — One, inoculated subcutaneously, died in 
twenty-six days, with no appreciable lesions. Since the 
guinea-pig inoculated intra-peritoneally from the same sus- 
pension was alive and well three months later, and showed 
no lesions on being chloroformed and autopsied, the former 
guinea-pig must be considered as having died from causes 
other than the inoculation. The remaining guinea-pigs also 
survived for three months, were chloroformed and showed 
no lesions. 

Notwithstanding these negative results, it must be conceded 
that a telephone transmitter is lable to be infected from 
direct contact of the lips of a person suffering from lesions of 
an infectious disease or carrying the bacteria of infectious 
diseases in the mouth. As diseases of this class may be 
mentioned syphilis, tuberculosis, diphtheria, and influenza. 
Loud talking, laughing, coughing, and sneezing while at the 
telephone is also able to project a fine spray of saliva over 
the transmitter, the saliva carrying with it whatever organ- 
isms may be present in the mouth. Once the telephone is 
thus infected, it is possible for a subsequent user, especially 
if he follows closely after the person who infected the instru- 
ment, to become infected if his lips touch the transmitter. 

While care should certainly be exercised in using a public 
telephone to avoid actual contact with the transmitter, it is 
unlikely that the public telephone is a frequent source of 
infection. The cleansing of public telephones with proper 
disinfectant solutions, such as 5 per cent. carbolic acid 
solution after each use, would prevent any danger which 
might otherwise exist. 

The receiver, or ear-piece, of the telephone necessarily 
comes in contact with the external ear, and might also receive 
disinfection with advantage. The risk, however, is less 
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than that involved in the use of public phonograph ear-tubes, 
which enter the auditory canal, and may sometimes transmit 
pus organisms and the discharges from suppurative middle-ear 
affections. 

Attention is directed to private telephones in offices or 
families where one or more of those constantly using the 
telephone may be infected with a contagious disease, espe- 
clally syphilis or tuberculosis. In such cases the opportunity 
for infection of the telephone is increased and also the oppor- 
tunities for the infection of one of the other constant users of 
the same telephone. Under such circumstances, disinfection, 
as advised above, should certainly be carried out. 


EXAMINATION OF ICE SUPPLY. 


Under instructions from the Board of Health, the ice sup- 
ply of Boston was investigated. 

The following table shows the principal sources from which 
the Boston ice supply is obtained and the companies which 
obtained their ice from these ponds in 1889:

The ice for the Boston supply is usually cut in January 
and February, depending, however, on the character of the 


particular season. 


The ice is stored usually in ice-houses on 


the banks of the pond or river from which it is obtained. 
The ice is shipped to Boston by rail and delivered by carts 
directly from the freight cars. 


/ 
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Infection of ice in transit is not a matter of such moment 
as it is in the case of milk, the constant melting of the 
ice tending to wash off any surface contamination which 
it might receive, its solidity preventing any admixture 
through the ice of foreign material, and its temperature 
preventing any development in it of pathogenic bacteria. 

Danger from ice is therefore to be looked for rather in the 
condition of the water previous to and during the process of 
freezing, and it has been properly held that no water unfit 
for drinking purposes should be a source of ice supply 
intended for domestic consumption. 

Under the Acts of 1895, 338, cities may make ordinances 
to prevent the sale of impure ice. While it is true that ice 
under certain conditions is more free from certain foreign 
constituents than the water from which it was produced, it 
remains true that a water supply directly and recently con- 
taminated with dangerous bacteria, as typhoid bacilli, ought 
not to be approved for an ice supply, since typhoid bacilli 
resist freezing and will live for some time in ice. 

In addition, however, to impurities of this nature, directly 
dangerous to public health, there are other considerations 
relating more to common cleanliness and decency on which 
it would seem proper to condemn a supply, even though 
actual danger of infection cannot be demonstrated. 

Of such a nature would be contamination from street 
washings, the drainage of pig-pens, stables, etc. It may be 
difficult or impossible to show that these constitute a directly 
traceable source of disease, but it would seem proper to ex- 
clude from the ice supply of a great city any such sources 
of dirt, especially when better and purer supplies are 
easily available. On these grounds certain of the ponds 
above mentioned have been examined and reported on 
unfavorably. 

These are Horn Pond, Lake Quannapowitt, and Strong’s 
Pond. An abstract of the fuller reports made to the Board 
of Health is here appended, showing the conditions found in 
May, 1898. 

Horn Pond is situated in the town of Woburn, near the 
village of Woburn, Middlesex County, Mass. Its area is 
about ninety-one acres. One of its two feeders, Dow’s brook, 
is about three-eighths of a mile long and drains part of the 
village of Woburn, with privies and cesspools in its neighbor- 
hood. It receives street washings, and near its outlet to the 
pond is a stable of nine stalls, within twenty feet of the left 
bank. 


1 State Board of Health Reports. 
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The second feeder, Fowle’s brook, is about one-half mile 
Jong, and receives two tributaries, one draining a compara- 
tively uninhabited region, the other being about one and one- 
half miles long and flowing south from the village of 
Cumminsville. The latter has upon its banks a piggery 
of about eight hundred pigs, fed chiefly upon garbage and 
refuse from the Boston restaurants. A subsoil drain-pipe 
leads from the pig-pen sixty or seventy yards into the 
brook. : 

The population of the water-shed per square mile is from 
1,200 to 1,500 persons. On the eastern bank of the pond is 
situated the village of Woburn. 

Lake Quannapowitt is situated in the town of Wakefield, 
County of Middlesex, Mass. It area is about 264 acres. 

One of its two feeders, Bear Hill creek, is about two miles 
jong, rising in the village of Reading. 

The other, not named, of about the same length, receives 
the subsoil drainage and surface washings of the village of 
Reading. On the bank of one of the three tributaries of 
this stream is situated the privy of a piano factory, employing 
ten or twelve hands. This privy has no vault, the feces 
being deposited directly on the ground, within six feet of the 
stream. Another of its tributaries passes under a bicycle 
tire factory and within forty feet of a privy used for part of 
the year by 200 employes of the factory. The feces are 
deposited on the ground, there beingno vault. In wet 
weather, the feces are carried off by the overflow of the 
tributary. 

The population of the water-shed is 1,200 to 1,500 persons 
per square mile. 

The village of Wakefield surrounds the southern part of 
the lake. The village is without regular sewers. Four 
cemeteries are situated close upon the banks of the lake. 

Strong’s or Downing’s Pond is situated partly in Boston, 
partly in Newton. Its area is about ten to fifteen acres. Its 
water-shed is about one-half of one square mile. Within an 
eighth to a quarter of a mile the ground rises to a height of 
140 to 200 feet, so that the pond is in a considerable depres- 
sion, small in area. 

Within this area are two tributaries, which unite to 
form a feeder, several cesspools, stables, and a cow-shed, 
besides a number of houses. The population per square 
mile is estimated at 200 to 800 persons. A dump used by 
the city of Newton for the deposit of old tins, canvas, paper, 
etc., Is present near one of the tributaries. ‘This pond is a 
favorite skating-ground in winter. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 


A number of questions were sent to various State and 
municipal boards of health throughout this country, to 
ascertain what is actually being done officially to control 
this infectious disease. 

Replies were received from twelve State Boards and from 
six city boards. ‘Two replies, from the Provincial Boards of 
Health of Quebec and Ontario, are included in the answers 
from States, since the provincial Board in Canada corresponds 
closely with the State Board in this country. TheState Boards 
as a rule have only advisory powers, the executive devolving 
on municipal Boards. The State Boards have, therefore, 
usually answered questions relating to executive matters in the 
negative. Many “circulars of advice” from both State and 
municipal boards were received, and the general result of the 
inquiry was to elicit a very general belief in and desire for a 
more close investigation and supervision of tuberculosis by 
health authorities. 

The State Boards which sent replies were those of Cali- 
fornia, Connecticut, Delaware, Illinois, Indiana, Louisiana, 
Maine, Minnesota, New Hampshire, North Carolina, Rhode 
Island, and Virginia, and the Boards of the provinces of On- 
tario and Quebec. The State Board of Illinois described 
itself as merely advisory, and specific answers to the ques- 
tions asked were omitted. 

The cities which responded were Baltimore, Buffalo, 
Charleston, Chicago, New York, and Pittsburgh. The city of 
Providence was recorded as desiring the reporting of cases, 
the advising of patients, disinfecting of premises, and super- 
vising of attendance of tubercular children in schools, but 
stated that these were not at present in operation in the city. 
Two responses were obtained from Boards whose names were 
not appended.

NEw WoORK. 


The principal work done this year, coming under this head, 
has been directed to the study of agglutinative reactions, 
obtained from the blood of rabbits by inoculation with 
typhoid and colon bacili. To Dr. A. A. Wheeler, a volun- 
tary research worker in the laboratory, is due much painstak- 
ing and detail work on this subject. The results are as 
yet incomplete, and are not ready for publication. One 
point, which it is hoped to establish, is the practicability of 
using “colon rabbits” for the recognition of colon bacilli in 
public water supphes, ice, etc., using their blood to test 
isolated colonies showing colon characteristics. 

A minor investigation of the possibility of substituting 
solutions of nutrose for milk in the ordinary bacteriological 
tests, depending on the coagulation or non-coagulation of 
casein, has been carried on with promising results so far. 

Branching diphtheria bacilli have been found in about 10 
per cent. of all positive cultures, and in about 5 per cent. of 
all positive cases. 


The Appendix following contains tables showing the details 
of the routine work and deductions to be drawn therefrom. 
Reference to the report of 1898 will show the various circu- 
lars and forms in use by the laboratory, and in some cases. 
fuller accounts of certain special topics.

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REPORT OF MEDICAL INSPECTOR. 


Boston, MAss., January 1, 1900. 


To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1899: 


During the past year, four hundred and thirty-seven persons 
dying without a physician in attendance have been reported 
to this office. In all these cases a personal visit has been 
made, the body examined, and a probable diagnosis made 
before granting a permit for burial. : 

Fourteen cases have been referred to the Medical Examiner 
for investigation. 

A tabular statement of the cases investigated is appended. 


Infectious Diseases. 


Forty cases of eruptive diseases reported as small-pox have 
been examined during the year. ‘Twenty-eight of these were 
found to be small-pox. 

The first case was reported January 30, 1899, in a female 
that had arrived in the city a few days previously from Nor- 
folk, Va., where the disease at that time was prevalent. ‘The 
city was free until April 11, 1899, when a convalescent case 
was discovered in the Charlestown District, and in the next 
two weeks eight cases were found and traced to this source 
of infection. 

June 7, 1899. ‘Two children were found in South Boston 
in the “last stages”’ of the disease. The family had lately 
removed from New Hampshire, and had contracted the disease 
before their arrival in Boston. Six cases were traced to this 
infection. 

August 4, 1899. A patient applied for treatment at one 
of the hospitals, and was found to be suffering with small- 
pox. ‘The disease was traced to a neighboring city. 

August 12,1899. A patient was found in one of the 
hospitals of the city with a mild type of the disease. Source 
of infection could not be traced. 

In the month of December five cases were found in East 
Boston. The original source of infection was never traced 
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satisfactorily, although strong suspicion existed that the ex- 
posure was in a neighboring city where the disease at that 
time was prevalent. 

These several outbreaks were handled as is customary by 
the department, viz., removal of patient to the hospital; 
thorough disinfection ; vaccination and revaccination of all 
persons that have been in contact or exposed to patient; 
surveillance of suspects for two weeks, and a daily visit made 
until all danger has been removed. 

Of these cases, numbering twenty-eight, there were four 
deaths — three at quarantine and one at the Detention Hos- 
pital. Highteen cases were treated at the Quarantine Hos- 
pital. 

The Small-pox Hospital on Canterbury street was trans- 
ferred early in the year to the Trustees of Austin Farm, and 
the hospital on Sweet street fitted up and made ready for 
persons suffering with this disease, and known as the Deten- 
tion Hospital. This hospital is of modern construction and 
equipment and ready at all times to receive patients. One 
great advantage is the central location of this hospital. 
Patients can be easily and quickly removed from all parts of 
the city and with very little discomfort. A new ambulance 
for the removal of small-pox patients was obtained during 
the year. : 

Two thousand eight hundred and thirty-six cases of diph- 
theria and one thousand three hundred and eighty-one cases 
of scarlet fever were reported the past year. Hach case has 
been investigated, and a report made whether or not the case 
was properly isolated. In many cases isolation was not 
approved, and these cases were sent to the hospital, and when 
necessary an order was obtained for a forcible removal.

January 1, 1900. 
To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit the following 
report: 

During the past year 3,251 persons have been vaccinated, 
and 1,174 certificates of vaccination have been issued. The 
City Prison has been visited on Saturdays and_ holidays 
throughout the year, and at this institution have been treated 
the following injuries and diseases : 

Abrasions, contusions, delirium tremens, dislocations, fract- 
‘ures, sprains, incised wounds, lacerated wounds, scalp 
wounds. Suffolk County Jail: Seventeen hundred and one 
patients have been treated, requiring 3,338 visits. Five 
deaths have occurred, one from pneumonia, two from cerebral 
hemorrhage, and two from heart disease. Six patients have 
been sent to the hospital, and one has been sent to the Insane 
Asylum. A tabular list of the cases treated at the Jail is 
appended. 

The Chardon-street Home has been ered and cases 
have been treated of anemia, acute and chronic bronchitis, 
constipation, debility, dementia, neuralgia, pharyngitis, 
phthisis, rheumatism, syphilis, tonsillitis.

During the past year all vessels from foreign ports, 
with the exception of those from the British Maritime Prov- 
inces, have been inspected, and from June 1 to November 1 
all vessels from domestic ports south of Virginia were in- . 
spected. From August 2 to August 12, owing to a slight 
epidemic of yellow fever at and in the immediate vicinity of 
Hampton, Va., all vessels from ports on the Chesapeake and 
Virginia were inspected July 2. 8.S. “ Olario,” from Hull,. 
arrived at quarantine with a case of small-pox on board. The 
case was removed, and vessel and crew treated in accordance: 
with United States regulations. 

July 16, S.S. “ Parran,” bound for Southern ports, was. 
disinfected at the request of the vessel’s gents.

Many of the smaller animals, as sheep, calves and swine, 
arrive at the slaughter-houses dead, and are at once prepared 
for rendering by the owners; such cases are not considered 
as seizures, and are not included in the table of animals 
seized and condemned. 

‘¢ Parts of animals,” in the above table, refers to animals 
where only a part of the same was condemned; the unmar- 
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ketable portions being confined to the parts about the lesion, 
which in these cases are simply of a local condition, as a 
liver, heart, tongue, and fore or hindquarter of an injured or 
bruised animal.

The above table refers to animals arriving at the different 
stock-yards which, from injury during transportation or from 
what was supposed to be a slight illness, were unable to walk 
to the abattoir; these were shot at the stock-yards, and 
carted to the abattoir in the ambulance. 

Of the above forty-nine animals, thirty-seven were found 
to be slightly injured, two were pregnant, three had lamini- 
tis, one was wild, five had septicaemia, and one had _ tuber- 
culosis, the last six being condemned,

Under the head of “Cows from Eastern States” is under- 
-stood those animals from all of the New England States, 
including Massachusetts. 

By comparison of the above table, with table under the 
head of “ Diseases found among animals after having been 
killed,” ete., it will be seen that only 120 of the 234 cases of 
tuberculosis were condemned. ‘This means that 114 of these 
cases were slight and not condemnable under the act passed 
by the Legislature of 1898. 

The increase in the actual number of tuberculous cows 
found at the abattoir during the past year is probably due 
to the two following reasons : 

First, the great increase in number (8,986) of cows killed 
during the past year as compared with the number (1,506) 
killed during the year 1898. 

Second, the State Board of Cattle Commissioners have 
killed a large number of tuberculous cows at the abattoir, 
condemned throughout the State. 

After deducting, from the whole number of tuberculous 
cows killed, the number ordered killed by the Cattle Com- 
missioners, which in all probability would not have reached 
the abattoir under ordinary conditions, the percentage (4.06) 
of tuberculous cows for the year 1899 compares favorably 
with the percentage (3.187) for the year 1898. 


INSPECTION OF CATTLE. 


The inspection of cattle kept for the production of milk 
within the city limits has been continued as heretofore. All 
cattle that have, upon physical examination, shown any symp- 
toms of tuberculosis have been subjected to the tuberculin 
test. 

Nine animals have been tested with tuberculin ; six were 
found tuberculous, and were quarantined. These were at 
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once reported to the Board of Cattle Commissioners in ac- 
cordance with the Public Statutes. 

Upon examination of the various dairies within the city it 
has been noticed that considerable improvements have been 
made in the conditions of milk-rooms, as a result of the reg- 
ulations of the Board of Health in regard to the milk busi- 
ness, passed during the year 1898. 

There are still quite a number of dairies which have either 
not provided proper milk-rooms, or, having the same, have not 
been kept in a proper condition, and to the owners of which 
it would be advisable to refuse a milk license for the year 
1900 until such conditions as the regulations require have 
been complied with. 


GLANDERS. 


There have been reported by veterinarians to the Board of 
Health during the past year 148 horses under the suspicion 
of having glanders. Of these, sixteen, on examination, 
were found to be affected with some other non-contagious 
disease, and the remaining 132 proved to have glanders. 
Twenty of these cases, upon inquiry, were found to have 
been owned and stabled outside of Boston, or had been 
stabled in Boston for so short a time that no doubt existed 
but that the animals were infected with glanders before 
coming to Boston. The cities and towns from which such 
animals came were notified, thus enabling them to investi- 
gate the cases. 

In addition to the above cases of glanders reported to this 
office, the Board of Health, by examination of all animals in 
stables where a case of glanders has occurred, and also many 
other stables, have found twenty-five other cases of glanders, 
or 18.23 per cent. of the total number of cases, all of which 
would have remained in such stables, a constant danger to 
the other animals, for some time before being discovered by 
the owner. 

During such stable inspections 3,110 horses have been 
examined. It is necessary to make such examinations on 
Sundays only, as at no other time is it possible to find all 
animals in. 

The following table shows the number of cases of glanders 
for each month during the past year : 
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All stables in which glanders have occurred during the 
past year have been thoroughly disinfected. 

Mallein has been used by this department to a considerable 
extent, particularly in such cases as were doubtful from a 
clinical standpoint, and where material for guinea-pig test 
was not available, as, for instance, where the only lesion to 
be discovered clinically was an enlarged submaxillary gland 
with no nasal discharge. Where it has been possible, all 
horses which have been associated with another animal hay- 
ing glanders, as, for instance, a mate working in the same 
team with a glandered horse, have been subjected to the mal- 
lein test. In such cases where no symptoms are present and 
a reaction is made to mallein, such horses have been kept 
under strict observation by the Board of Health. 

Such varied opinions have been expressed by different 
authorities in regard to the value of mallein as a diagnostic 
agent, it has been thought well to tabulate the last one 
hundred cases as showing the actual results obtained in 
practice.

Column I shows the one hundred cases divided into posi- 
tive, negative, and doubtful on clinical diagnosis. 

Column 2°shows the number positive mallein tests obtained 
from each of these divisions. 

Column 3 shows the final diagnosis of the animal, giving 
positive mallein test. 

Columns 4 and 6 give similarly the negative and doubtful 
mallein results. 

Columns 5 and 7 show the final diagnosis on these respec- 
tively. 

The conclusions drawn from this table are as follows: 


1. All animals, whether suspected of glanders or not, 
failing to react to the mallein test, may be considered free 
from glanders. (See columns 4 and 5.) 

2. Animals, whether suspected of glanders or not, react- 
ing to the mallein test, may or may not be affected with 
elanders.. (See columns 2 and 3.) It will be seen, how- 
ever, that 89 per cent. of the animals reacting to the mallein 
test, are affected with glanders. 

3. Animals giving a doubtful reaction to the mallein 
test may or may not be affected with ylanders. (See 
columns 6 and 7.) 

Attention is called to the fact that the conclusions are 
drawn as a result of the above one hundred cases. 

The results of the mallein tests have been classed as 
doubtful in the above table when the temperature before 
testing was 102 or less, and the temperature during the test 
failed to reach 104. If the temperature before testing was 
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above 102, the mallein test is also considered doubtful unless 
a rise of two degrees or more occurs during the test. 


Rabies. 


During the past year four dogs suspected of having rabies 
have been reported to this office, all of which upon examina- 
tion proved not to be rabies. 

The following statute was passed by the Legislature of 
1898: 


SECTION 1. Any owner, agent, or other person in charge 
of or called to examine an animal in the city of Boston 
affected with. either of the diseases known as glanders, farcy, 
or rabies, shall forthwith report to the Board of Health of 
said city the name of the owner and place of keeping of such 
animal. 

SEecT. 2. Every owner or person, having charge of an 
animal in said city, shall permit any health commissioner or 
health inspector of said city to examine such animal from 
time to time, and for that purpose to enter upon any prem- 
ises upon which the animal is kept. The Board of Health 
of said city, when convinced that any animal is affected with 
either of the diseases aforesaid, shall notify the owner or per- 
son having charge of the animal to permit the animal to be 
killed or otherwise disposed of. | Any health inspector of 
sald city, who is also a doctor of veterinary medicine, when 
of the opinion that any animal within said city is affected 
with or has been exposed to infection from any animal having 
either of said diseases, shall notify the owner or person 
having the charge of such animal to isolate such animal in 
such manner as the Board of Health of said city shall pre- 
scribe, or to permit such animal to be taken and isolated by 
said Board. 

SrcT. 3. Any person violating any provision of this act 
shall for each offence be punished by a fine not exceeding 
one hundred dollars or by imprisonment in the House of 
Correction not exceeding one year. 

The above statute will assist considerably in handling 
epidemics of rabies, because under it the Board of Health 
has the authority to remove all dogs suspicious of rabies, or 
even exposed to infection, to the quarantine station provided 
for such cases.

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REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF MILK AND 
VINEGAR. 


BUREAU OF MILK INSPECTION,

To the Board of Health, Boston, Mass.: 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to report on the work of 
the Bureau of Milk Inspection for the year ending January 
31, 1900. 

The total number of samples examined exceeded that of 
the year preceding by 2,271. The number of samples of 
milk was 14,530, divided as follows: From wagons, 8,450 ; 
from stores, 5,755; brought in for inspection by citizens, 
320. No unusual forms of adulteration were detected, and 
but thirteen samples out of the entire number examined 
were found to contain foreign substances, added either to 
lend color or to delay decomposition. Four were found to 
contain annatto, one contained caramel, and eight had been 
treated with formaldehyde. Each of these thirteen speci- 
mens was brought to the attention of the Courts, and in each 
case a conviction was secured. 

The Legislature of 1899 amended the statute relating to 
the standard by adding September to the months during 
which 12 per cent. of milk solids will suffice instead of 13, so 
that the higher standard obtains only from October 1 to 
April 1. A new law was enacted requiring inspectors to 
send the results of analysis within ten days to the persons 
from whom milk samples are taken. 

The regulation of the Board of Health for the prevention 
of the sale of milk produced or stored under unsanitary con- 
ditions has been productive of much good. Over 3,000 
applications were made for permits to sell milk from wagons 
and in stores, and in each case an inspection was made of the 
premises of the applicant. Many applications were rejected 
on account of unsanitary conditions, and several hundred 
were withheld until certain stipulated changes had been prop- 
erly carried out. 

Samples of butter to the number of 1,663 were examined 
during the year. Buta very few were found to be oleomar- 
garine, and these had not been offered openly for sale. The 
number of restaurants serving oleomargarine without notice 
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has still further diminished,’ and at the present time the ille- 
gal use of this substance is confined chiefly to the dining- 
rooms of the smaller boarding-houses, where transient guests 
are accommodated. No new legislation concerning oleomar- 
garine has been enacted, but a law was passed governing the 
sale of ‘process butter,” and requiring the proper marking 
of all renovated butter of whatever description. A very 
serious obstacle to its proper enforcement, however, is the 
oreat difficulty of establishing beyond a legal doubt that a 
given sample of butter has been subjected to a Bea 
process. 

Attention was called in the early part of the summer to 
certain brands of Neufchatel and cream cheeses which pos- 
sessed unusual keeping qualities, and it was found that borax 
and boracic acid had been employed with a generous hand in 
their manufacture. A number of samples, 153, were collected 
and examined, and in each case in which the preservatives 
were found a letter was addressed to the retailer warning 
him to discontinue the sale. Within a very short time it 
was found to be impossible to obtain any more of the chemi- 
cally preserved cheese. 

The number of samples of vinegar taken during the year 
was 912. The quality in general has continued to be 
excellent.

Very satisfactory results have been obtained by the in- 
spection, which has been carried on every Saturday night, 
in and about the markets during the year. The past year 
has been the most trying season for poultry that has been 
known for a number of years. It has required the most 
constant and rigid inspection of all poultry consigned to 
Boston market, and, as will be seen by this report, an unusu- 
ally large amount has had to be seized and condemned as 
being unfit for food. Pedlers’ teams that contain fish, fruits, 
and vegetables are still being closely inspected as to quality 
and condition of their goods. Owing to the arrests and 
convictions made last year it has given the pedlers to 
understand that the Board of Health intends that they shall 
comply with the law. 

Steamship and railroad lines were not overlooked, but. 
special attention to them the past season has been given, as 
shipments from the South and West of green vegetables. 
have been unusually large, and has required the greatest 
care in not permitting decayed fruit or vegetables to leave 
the railroads or steamship lines until they were properly in- 
spected, that being the time and place in which to prevent 
unwholesome food getting upon the public markets for con- 
sumption. It has called for a very constant and careful 
amount of inspection.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF PEDLERS.

February 1, 1900. 
To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to submit the following 
report of the work performed by this branch of the Health 
Department for the year ending January 31, 1900: 


Eighty-one licenses for the collection of bones, grease, etc., 
were granted. Therenewals of same were in February, 78; 
March, 71; April, 74; May, 70; June, 73; July, 75; August, 
70; September, 71; October, 68; November, 65; December, 
64; January, 65. 

Certificates were issued to pedlers of fruit, provisions, and 
fish, and numbers assigned (Chap. 48, Sect. 86, Revised 
Ordinances 1892) in — 

February, 400; March, 81; April, 77; May, 67; June, 55; 
July, 19; August, 84; September, 18; October, 80; Novem- 
ber, 11; December, 14; January, 10. 

On the first Monday of each month the vehicles and recep- 
tacles inspected and numbers approved (Chap. 48, Sect. 86) 
were, 1n 

March, 354; April, 880; May, 301; June, 825; July, 246; 
August, 300; September, 285; October, 202; November, 
245 ; December, 251; January, 106. 

Complaints were made in court against four persons for 
violating the ordinances relating to pedlers, and were con- 
victed and paid fines amcunting to $25. 

The City Collector received from pedlers’ licenses $2,849, 
$2,525 of which was paid for city licenses. This sum is less 
than the previous year and is caused by the system of super- 
vision of pedlers being demoralized on account of many un- 
licensed persons doing business in Boston, on permits issued 
by the Superintendent of Streets.

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The following regulations adopted from time to time by 
the Board of Health are still in force: 


REMOVAL OF MANURE. 
May 10, 1875. 

Ordered, That no manure shall be removed except in a 
tight, canvas-covered vehicle, with the covering so secured to 
the sides and ends of the vehicle as to prevent the manure 
from being dropped or left in any street or way of the city 
in process of removal, and not loaded in or upon any street, 
lane, alley, or passageway or upon or across any sidewalk. 


REFUSE. 
September 8, 1876. 

Ordered, That no person removing earth, dirt, sawdust, 
soot, ashes, shavings, hair, shreds, manure, oysters, clams, or 
lobsters, waste water, or any animal or vegetable substance, 
house offal, swill, rubbish, or filth of any kind whatsoever, 
shall suffer it to leak, escape, or drop from any vehicle by him 
owned or driven into or upon any street, court, square, lane, 
alley, wharf, or public enclosure in the city of Boston. 


OFFENSIVE ‘TRADES. 
August 7, 1878. 
Ordered, To forbid, after this date, the exercise of the 
trade or employment of manufacturing fertilizers or guano 
from fish or other animal matter within the limits of the city 
of Boston, except on the islands in the harbor, at the abat- 
toir in the Brighton District, or such other places as may 
have been or may hereafter be assigned by said Board, such 
trade or employment being in the opinion of the Board a 
nuisance, hurtful to the inhabitants, the exercise of which is 
attended by noisome and injurious odors. 


ConTAGiIous DISEASES. 
November 21, 1882. 
Whereas, The diseases designated as small-pox, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, and typhus fever. are contagius and dan- 
gerous to the public health, and have been, and may easily 
be, contracted at funerals from dead bodies or apartments 
which have been infected by such diseases ; it is, therefore, 
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Ordered, That from and after this date no public funerals 
shall be held over the remains of any person having died of 
small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or typhus fever, without 
the written permit of the Board of Health, and under such 
regulations aS may prevent the spread of either of said 
diseases. 

Ordered, further, that the remains of persons dying of 
either of said diseases shall at once be placed in a tight or 
sealed coffin, and shall not thereafter be. exposed to view or 
disturbed except for burial. 


CIRCULAR TO UNDERTAKERS. 


BOARD OF HEALTH, 12 BEACON STREFT, 
Boston, January 3, 1890. 


To Undertakers: 


The following Statute Law and the Regulation of the 
Board of Health is published for the information of Under- 
takers and others having charge of the burial of bodies : 


CHAPTER 124, COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS, IN 
THE YEAR 18838. 


AN ACT RELATING TO THE REMOVAL AND TRANSPORTATION OF 
CERTAIN BODIES FOR BURIAL. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: 


SrcTION 1. Section Five of Chapter 32 of the Public Statutes, re- 
lating to the burial or removal of bodies for burial, is amended by 
inserting in the eleventh line thereof, after the word ‘‘ bury”’ the words 
‘‘or remove.”’ 

Sect. 2. No railroad corporation, or other common carrier or person, 
shall convey or cause to be conveyed, through or from any city or town 
in this Commonwealth, the remains of any person who has died of 
small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or typhoid fever, until such 
body has been so encased and prepared as to preclude any danger of 
communicating the disease to others by its transportation, and no local 
registrar or clerk shall give ‘a permit for the removal of such body until 
he has received from the Board of Health of the city, or the Selectmen 
of the town where the death occurred, a certificate, stating the cause of 
death, and that said body has been prepared in the manner set forth in 
this section, which certificate shall be delivered to the agent or person 
who receives the body. 

Srcr. 38. This Act shall take effect upon its passage. 


REGULATION. 


In BoARD OF HEALTH, Boston, January 3, 1890. 
In pursuance of the above law the Board of Health makes the 


following regulation: 
Ordered, That the bodies of all persons dying from small-pox, 
diphtheria, membraneous croup, scarlet fever, or typhus fever must 
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immediately be prepared for the coffin, wrapped in a sheet saturated in 
a 10% solution of chloride of zinc and placed ina coffin which must 
be made absolutely tight, and which must not be reopened. 


INSTRUCTIONS. — It will be necessary for Undertakers to first comply 
with the above Law and Regulation, and then certify the same to this 
Board. The Board of Health will thereupon issue the required 
certificate. |

Cows. | 
Boston, April 26, 1892. 

Whereas, Cows’ milk is one of the most common and nec- 
essary articles of food, and is oftentimes seriously impaired 
in usefulness and rendered dangerous to health by the want 
of proper care in its production or subsequent treatment or 
handling; it is, therefore, ordered that the following regula- 
tion be and is hereby adopted : 

SECTION 1. No person shall use any building as a stable 
for cows unless it contains at least 1,000 cubic feet of space 
for each animal, is well lighted and ventilated, has tight 
roof and floors, good drainage, a supply of pure water, and 
all other necessary means for maintaining the health and 
good condition of the cows, and has been approved by the 
Board of Health. 

SEcT. 2. Every person using any such building shall keep 
the same and the premises connected therewith, and all land 
used for pasturage of the cows, clean and free from filth. 

SECT. 3. Every person keeping a milch cow shall permit 
it to be examined from time to time, as to its freedom from 
disease, by a veterinarian designated by the Board of Health. 

Sect. 4. No person having an infectious disease, or hav- 
ing recently been in contact with any such person, shall 
milk cows or handle cans, measures, or other vessels used 
for milk intended for sale, or in any way take part or assist 
in handling milk intended for sale, until all danger of com- 
municating such disease to other persons shall have passed. 

SEcT. 5. No person shall sell or use for human food the 
milk of a diseased cow, or permit such milk to be mixed 
with other milk, nor until it has been boiled, shall sell or use 
such milk, or any mixture of such milk, for food of swine or 
other animals. 


RECEPTACLES FOR GARBAGE, ETC. 
September 6, 1892. 
Ordered, That no person, unless authorized so to do, be 
allowed to handle, disturb, or remove the contents of any 
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receptacle for garbage or rubbish of any kind placed in the 
yards, passageways, or public streets. 


DESTRUCTION OF CLOTHING, ETC. 
September 10, 1892. 

Ordered, ‘That hereafter no articles of clothing or bedding 
in use shall be thrown overboard from any vessel in Boston 
Harbor without the written consent of the Board of Health 
or the quarantine physician; nor shall any such articles be 
removed from any vessel at her dock without such permis- 
sion; such articles shall no longer be brought to the city to 
be destroyed, but shall be burned in the harbor, under the 
supervision of the quarantine physician, in the furnaces of 
the steamers. 


OYSTER SHELLS. 
October 17, 1892. 

Whereas, The storing and handling of oyster shells near 
business and residential districts are attended by noisome 
and injurious odors, it is hereby ordered that no oyster shells 
shall be kept in or removed from any building, yard, or other 
place within the built-up portions of the city, except by 
written permission from the Board of Health, and only at 
such times and in such manner as shall be prescribed in said 
permit. 


QUARANTINE. 
March 4, 1898. 
Ata meeting of the Board of Health, this day, it was or- 
dered that the several quarantine regulations, now in force 
at this port, be revised so as to read as follows : 


Ordered, That any vessel arriving at this port, which has 
on board at the time of her arrival, or has had during her 
passage to this port, any sickness of a contagious, infectious, 
or doubtful character which may be dangerous to the public 
health, or which has come from or has been in any port or 
place which has been epidemically infected with any conta- 
gious or infectious disease within the six months next pre- 
ceding such arrival, or has on board any merchandise which 
has come by transhipment from any such infected port or 
place within the six months next preceding, or has on board 
any immigrants (except from British America) shall be 
anchored at quarantine. 

Infected persons found on such vessels shall be removed 
to the hospital on Gallop’s Island, and there detained until 
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all power to infect others shall have ceased. Cargoes and 
personal baggage, which in the opinion of the Port Physician 
or the Board of Health may be infected, shall be removed to 
Gallop’s Island and there disinfected, when such disinfection 
cannot be properly done on board the vessels or on lighters. 

All immigrants, on arrival at quarantine, shall be subjected 
to examination as regards their freedom from contagious or 
infectious disease and their protection from small-pox. 

All persons under ten years of age who have not been 
successfully vaccinated, and all persons over ten years of age 
who have not recently been successfully vaccinated or revac- 
cinated, shall be considered as unprotected from the effect of 
the contagion of small-pox, persons having had an attack of 
small-pox excepted. 

All persons not so protected shall be vaccinated or sub- 
jected to a quarantine of fifteen days’ observation. 

All old rags, paper stock, hair, feathers, hides, skins, 
wool, and similar materials which are liable to convey dis- 
ease germs must be accompanied by satisfactory certificates 
as to their place of collection and packing for shipment. 

No article of clothing or bedding in use shall be thrown 
overboard from any vessel in Boston Harbor without the 
written consent of the Board of Health or the Quarantine 
Physician; nor shall any such article be removed from any 
vessel at her dock without such permission ; all such articles 
which are to be destroyed shall be burned in the harbor 
under the supervision of the Quarantine Physician, in the 
furnaces of the steamers. 

No vessel shall leave quarantine, nor shall her cargo, or any 
part thereof, be discharged, nor any person be allowed to go 
on board or to leave her while in quarantine, without the 
written permit of the Port Physician, who is hereby author- 
ized and instructed to take such measures with regard to said 
vessel, cargo, and persons, as, in his judgment, the public 
health may require. 

It is also hereby ordered, that during June, July, August, 
September, and October of each year, subject to such changes 
as circumstances may from time to time require, all vessels 
arriving in this harbor from the following ports shall stop at 
the Quarantine Station, viz.: All vessels from any port in 
Europe, from the Western, Madeira, Canary, or Cape de 
Verde Islands; from the Mediterranean or Straits thereof, 
from the west coast of Africa, or around the Cape of Good 
Hope; from the West India, Bahama, or Bermuda Islands ; 
from any American port south of Virginia, including Central 
and South America; and vessels arriving from any place in 
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the United States or British America, where they may have 
touched on their way from any foreign port or place above 
named. 

No such vessel shall leave quarantine or unload her cargo 
or any part thereof, nor shall any person go on board or leave 
the vessel while in quarantine without the written permit of 
the Port Physician, who is hereby authorized and instructed 
to take any measures in regard to such vessels, as, in his 
judgment, the public health may require. 

The Port Physician is hereby authorized and instructed to 
demand and receive the quarantine fees which are hereby made 
and established by this Board, and which are as follows: 

For examination of vessels of 500 tons and upwards (regis- 
tration tonnage), eight dollars. 

For examination of vessels under 500 tons (registration 
tonnage ), five dollars. 

For disinfecting vessels, from ten to fifty dollars. 

For baths and disinfecting personal clothing and baggage, 
one dollar for each person. 

For vaccination, twenty-five cents for each person. 

For board of patients in hospital, ten dollars a week. 

Such fees to be by the Port Physician paid to the City 


Treasurer. 


REFUSE MATERIALS. 
March 30, 1893. 

Voted, That, whereas, in the opinion of the Board of 
Health, the use of refuse materials in filling ponds and bodies 
of water and wet lands is a nuisance, source of filth, and 
cause of sickness, it is therefore 

Ordered, ‘That no person shall throw into any pond or 
body of water or upon any land which at any time is covered 
with tide-water, within the limits of the city, any refuse ani- 
mal or vegetable matter or any perishable material or rubbish 
or filth of any kind whatsoever, between the first day of April 
and the first day of November, except in accordance with a 
written permit issued from the Board of Health to the owner 
of such pond or land, and no owner of such pond or land 
shall refuse or neglect to remove therefrom any refuse or filth 
hereinbefore described which shall be thrown or placed in or 
upon the same within the period hereinbefore specified. 


FILLING FOR PONDS AND WeET LANDs. 
April 10, 1893. 
Whereas, In the opinion of the Board of Health, the use 
of refuse materials in filling ponds and bodies of water and 
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wet lands is a nuisance, source of filth, and cause of sickness, 
it is therefore ordered that no person shall throw into any 
pond or body of water, or upon any land which at any time 
is covered with tide-water, within the limits of the city, any 
refuse animal or vegetable matter or any perishable material 
or rubbish or filth of any kind whatsoever, between the first 
day of April and the first day of November, except in accord- 
ance with a written permit issued from the Board of Health 
to the owner of such pond or land, and no owner of such 
pond or land shall refuse or neglect to remove therefrom any 
refuse or filth hereinbefore described which shall be thrown 
or placed in or upon the same within the period hereinbefore 
specified. 


TEXAN CATTLE. 
July 29, 1893. 

Whereas, Northern and Western cattle exposed to those 
coming from Texas, or to the premises which have been used 
by Texan cattle, are likely to contract a disease known as 
Texas fever among cattle, it is therefore ordered that none 
of the cattle arriving from Texas shall be driven over any 
road or across any lands which are used or liable to be used 
by other cattle, nor in any way exposed to such other cattle 
within the limits of Boston, except within the yards immedi- 
ately connected with the abattoir. ‘ 


STORAGE OF FRUIT. 
August 3, 1893. 
No person shall store or keep or allow to be stored or kept 
in any building of which he is the owner or occupant, and 
which is in use in whole or in part as a dwelling-house, any 
fruit or merchandise, except in accordance with a written 
permit from the Board of Health. 


KILLING OF POULTRY. 
July 16, 1896. 
‘That no live chickens, geese, ducks, or other fowls, shall 
be brought into, or kept, or held, or offered for sale, or killed 
or plucked, in any place in the city of Boston, without a 
permit therefor in writing from the Board of Health, which 
shall be subject to revocation by said Board at any time.” 


SPITTING IN STREET CARS AND UPON SIDEWALKS. 


Ata meeting of the Board of Health, March 28, 1899, 
the regulation dated October 138, 1896, respecting spitting in 
street cars, was amended so as to read as follows: 
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“The Board of Health hereby adjudges that the deposit 
of sputum in public places is a nuisance, source of filth, and 
cause of sickness, and hereby orders: That spitting upon 
the floor, platform, or steps of any railroad, or railway station, 
car, public building, hall, church, theatre, market, or any 
sidewalk immediately connected with said public places, be, 
and hereby is, prohibited.” 


OFFENSIVE TRADES. 
October 13, 1896. 

The Board of Health hereby forbids the exercise of the 
trades or employments of slaughtering animals, rendering 
animal-matter (except fresh tallow ), manufacturing fertilizers, 
mixing or storing refuse, animal or vegetable substances, 
smoking fish or meat, refining oils, making varnish, asphaltum, 
elue, gas, gasoline, or any burning fluid within the limits of 
the city of Boston, except at such place or places as may be 
assigned by said Board; such trades or employments being 
nuisances, hurtful to the inhabitants of said city, dangerous 
to the public health, attended by noisome and injurious odors, 
and otherwise injurious to the estates of said inhabitants. 


PEDLERS. 


The following laws have been passed for the government 
of pedlers : 


No person shall sell any articles to any person on a public 
street or go from house to house selling articles, or cry his 
goods in the street and ways, unless he is a minor, licensed 
by the Clerk of Committees to sell articles, or he has re- 
ceived a permit from the Superintendent of Streets to sell 
articles on a public street, recorded his name and place of 
residence with the Board of Health, and receive from said 
Board a record number. 

No such permit or number shall be given to or used by 
any person unless the person sells only the following articles, 
produced or grown in the United States, viz.: Brooms, live 
animals, fruits, provisions, agricultural products or imple- 
ments, hand tools used in making boots and shoes, fuel, 
newspaper, books, pamphlets, or the products of his own 
labor or the labor of his family other than jewelry, wines, 
spirituous liquors, indigo, playing cards, or feathers; or the 
person has received a license as Hawker and Pedler from the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth and — is an honorably dis- 
charged soldier or sailor of the late war, 07 — is over seventy 
years of age, or —has paid the City Treasurer twenty-five 
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dollars, or —is qualified to vote and has paid a tax on his 
stock in trade in Boston, or — is licensed by said Secretary 
as a Hawker and Pedler throughout the Commonwealth or 
throughout the County of Suffolk. 

No person selling articles shall refuse or neglect to exhibit 
his permit, license, and certificate whenever the same is de- 
manded by any public officer. 

No person shall sell spirituous liquors, wines, jewelry, 
feathers, playing cards, or indigo. 

No person shall have in his possession, with intent to sell, 
fish of any kind, unless they are kept in covered stalls or 
fish-boxes, or in covered carts, well secured from the rays of 
the sun, nor any fish other than flounders, smelts, or other 
small fish, salmon or shad, unless they have been cleansed of 
their entrails and other refuse parts. 

No person selling articles shall carry them in any vehicle 
or receptacle, unless the same is neat, clean, and free from 
leaks, and has printed upon it his name, the number of his 
license, and the number given him by the Board of Health, 
in letters and figures at least two inches in height. 

No person selling articles shall carry them in any manner 
that will injure or annoy the public health or comfort. 

No person selling articles shall cry his wares to the dis- 
turbance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants. 

No person shall place or permit to remain in any street for 
more than ten minutes any of his goods or articles without a 
permit from the Superintendent of Streets. 

No person shall, on foot in any street, carry or display any 
show-card, placard, or sign without a permit from the Super- 
intendent of Streets. 

No person selling articles shall stop or stand with a cart, 
wagon, or other vehicle for the purpose of hawking, pedling, 
or selling goods, wares, merchandise, fruit, or other articles, 
between the hours of eight o’clock A.M. and half-past six 
o'clock P.M., in or occupy any part of the following streets, 
ways, or squares ; namely, Haymarket square, Sudbury street, 
Court street from Sudbury street to Scollay square, Scollay 
square, Tremont street from Scollay square to Eliot street, 
Ehot street from Tremont street to Washington street, 
Washington street from Eliot street to Franklin street, 
Franklin street from Washington street to Devonshire 
street, Devonshire street from Franklin street to Milk street, 
Milk street from Devonshire street to Pearl street, Post 
Office square, Water street to Washington street, State street 
between Merchants row and Devonshire street, and Wash- 
ington street from Adams square to Haymarket square, or 
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any of the streets, ways, or squares included within the terri- 
tory bounded as above described, or except in accordance 
with an order of the Board of Aldermen, stop or stand in, 
or occupy any part of the streets, ways, and squares in 
the city proper, north of Massachusetts avenue, with a hand- 
cart or wheelbarrow for the purpose of hawking, pedling, or 
selling any goods, wares, or merchandise, fruit, or other 
articles, between the hours of eight o’clock A.M. and half-past 
six P.M. 

No person shall sell or expose for sale by public auction 
any articles except in such place’as is expressly described or 
set forth in his license or permit.

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


March 10, 1897. 

At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, it was voted 
to amend the regulation of July 1, 1895, respecting contagious 
«liseases, so to read as follows: 

1. Whoever is infected with small-pox, scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, or membraneous croup, shall immediately proceed 
to some isolated place or room designated by the Board of 
Health, and no person who has been so affected shall leave 
such place or room, and no article shall be removed from such 
place or room until the Board of Health shall certify in 
writing that all danger of communicating such disease to 
others is passed. 

2. Every parent or guardian of any child or ward infected 
with small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria or membraneous 
croup, shall immediately cause such child or ward to be con- 
veyed to some isolated place or room approved by the Board 
of Health, and no parent or guardian shall permit such child 
or ward to remove from such place or room until the Board 
of Health shall find and certify in writing that all danger of 
communicating such disease to others has passed. 

8. No person other than the attending physician, nurse, 
and agents of the Board of Health shall enter, nor shall any 
dog, cat, or other animal be allowed to enter any apartment or 
other place set apart for the treatment of small-pox, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, or membranous croup until the Board of 
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Health shall certify in writing that such apartment or place 
has been satisfactorily disinfected. 

4. No person having the care of any other person who 
has been affected with small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
or membraneous croup, shall advise or permit such other person 
to leave any place designated by the Board of Health as a 
place of isolation of such infected person before said Board of 
Health shall have certified in writing that such person can 
leave such designated place without danger to others. 

5. No physician who has been in attendance upon any 
person who has been infected with small-pox, scarlet fever, 
diptheria, or membraneous croup, shall advise or knowingly 
permit such person to leave any place designated by the 
Board of Health as a place of isolation of such infected per- 
son before said Board of Health shall have certified in writ- 
ing that such infected Perea y can leave such place without 
danger to others. 


WALL DRAPERIES. 
October 11, 1898. 

“The Board of Health adjudges that the use of ‘ Wall 
Draperies’ at funerals is a source of filth and cause of 
sickness, and hereby orders: That the use of such draper- 
ieS in any room or place used for a funeral or for the prep- 
aration or retention of any human body before or in con- 
nection with such funeral, be and hereby is, forbidden.” 


MILK. 
December 22, 1889. 

Whereas, In the opinion of the Board of Health infectious 
diseases are spread by the distribution of milk produced, 
stored, and distributed under improper conditions; it is, 
therefore, 

Ordered, That the following regulations be and hereby are 
adopted : 

ARTICLE I. 


SECTION 1. All persons in the city of Boston engaged 
in the production of milk for sale, or in the business of sell- 
ing, delivering, or distributing milk in said city, shall 
annually on the first day of May, or within thirty days 
thereafter, make written application to the Inspector of Milk, 
on forms prescribed by the Board of Health, for a license. 

SecT. 2. No person in said city shall engage in the 
business of producing milk for sale, or in the sale or dis- 
tribution of milk in the city of Boston, without a license so 
to do, under these regulations and such other conditions as. 
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the Board of Health may impose; said license to be revoked 
if the licensee fail to comply with the conditions of his 
license or the regulations of this Board. 

Sect. 8. The conditions under which every cow is kept 
whose milk is brought into the city of Boston, or kept, 
delivered, distributed, sold, or offered for sale in said city, 
shall be made known by the license to the Inspector of Milk 
in such detail as the Board of Health may require, and shall 
be approved by said Board; and no milk except that derived 
from such cow shall be brought, kept, delivered, distributed, 
sold, or offered for sale in said city. 

SEcT. 4. No milk shall be sold, offered for sale, or dis- 
tributed in the city of Boston unless the cows from which it 
is derived have, within one year, been examined by a com- 
petent authority, and shown to be free from diseases danger- 
ous to the public health; but this shall not be construed as 
forbidding the sale or use of milk from cows not tested with 
tuberculin. 

SEcT. 5. All persons having a permit or license to sell, 
deliver, or distribute milk in the city of Boston, shall keep a 
copy of the license constantly posted in a conspicuous place 
on the premises, and shall have his name and the number of 
his license marked in plain uncondensed Gothic letters, not 
less than one inch in height, on vehicles used by him in the 
conveyance and sale of milk. 


ARTICLE II. 


SEcTION 1. No milk for sale or distribution shall be 
stored in that portion of a building which is used for the 
stabling of horses, cows, or other animals, or for the storing 
of manure, or in any room used in whole or in part for 
domestic or sleeping purposes. 

Sect. 2. No person in the city of Boston engaged in the 
business of producing milk for sale, and no person engaged 
in the business of storing or delivering milk in said city, 
shall store, cool, or mix said milk in any room which is. 
occupied by horses, cows, or other animals. All rooms in 
which milk is stored, cooled, or mixed, shall be provided with 
tight walls and floor and kept constantly clean. The walls 
and floors of said rooms to be of such a construction as to 
allow easy and thorough cleansing. ‘The room or rooms 
aforesaid shall contain proper appliances for washing or 
sterilizing all utensils actually employed in the storage, sale, 
or distribution of milk, and all such apparatus and utensils 
shall be washed with boiling water or sterilized by steam 
regularly after being so used. 
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SEct. 3. Nourinal, water-closet, or privy shall be located 
in the rooms called for in the preceding section, or so situated 
as to pollute the atmosphere of said rooms. 

“SrcT. 4. All milk produced in the city of Boston for 
sale shall be strained, cooled or stored as soon as it is drawn 
from the cow. 


ARTICLE III. 


SECTION 1. Milk kept for sale in any store, shop, restau- 
rant, market, bakery, or other establishment, shall always be 
kept in a covered cooler, box, or refrigerator, properly 
drained and cared for, and while therein shall be kept tightly 
closed and only in such locations and under such conditions 
as shall be approved by the Board of Health. 


ARTICLE IV. 


SECTION 1. All cans, bottles, or other vessels of any sort, 
used in the retail sale, delivery or distribution of milk to the 
consumer, must be cleaned or sterilized before they are again 
used for the same purpose, and it shall be deemed a suff- 
cient reason for forfeiture of license for any milk dealer to 
fail so to do. 

SEcT. 2. No person shall use in any way a milk vessel 
for any other substance than milk, and any licensed milk 
dealer who shall so misuse such vessel shall be liable to for- 
feiture of license. 


ARTICLE V. 


SECTION 1. Every person engaged in the production, 
‘storage, transportation, sale, delivery, or distribution of milk 
shall immediately on the occurrence of any case or cases of 
infectious disease either in himself or in his family, or 
amongst his employees or within the building or premises 
where milk is stored, sold or distributed, notify the Board of 
Health, and at the same time shall suspend the sale and dis- 
tribution of milk until authorized to resume the same by the 
Board of Health. No vessels which have been handled by 
persons suffering from such diseases shall be used to hold or 
convey milk until they have been thoroughly sterilized. 


RaGs. 
February 28, 1899. 
The following is an amendment to the regulation on the 
same subject passed January 12, 1885: 
Whereas, It is a practice in this city to collect rags, old 
paper, and other refuse material, from dumping-grounds, 
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streets, and other places, and to store, sort, and otherwise 
handle the same within dwellings; and 

Whereas, In the opinion of this Board, such rags, old 
paper, and other refuse material are a source of filth, and 
capable of conveying infectious diseases from person to: 
person, and of otherwise creating sickness ; therefore 

Ordered, That on and after March 1, 1899, no rags, old 
paper, or other refuse material, gathered or recovered from 
any source, shall be brought into or allowed to remain within 
any building used as a dwelling. 
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RULES FOR LODGING—-HOUSES. 


Boston, March 22, 1898. 


The following rules have been adopted by the Board of 
Health for the government of lodging-houses : 

1. The means for light and ventilation must be satisfac- 
tory to the Board of Health and beyond the control of lodgers. 

2. All floors and stairways must be sound, smooth, and 
either painted or shellacked. 

8. There shall be allowed not less than 300 cubic feet of 
space to each lodger in sleeping rooms. 

4. Open and spacious dormitories will be preferred. 

5. Single or small rooms will be allowed only in excep- 
tional cases, and then only with fireproof partitions. 

6. No carpeting will be allowed on floors or stairways. 

7. There shall not be less than two horizontal feet be- 
tween the sides of any two beds. 

8. All bedsteads must be single and of iron. 

9. Blankets will be required and “comforters” will be 


prohibited. 
10. Mattresses must be covered with a waterproof coy- 
ering. 


11. No person will be allowed to retire or sleep in his 
day clothing. . 

12. No person who is not clean will be allowed to retire 
without a bath. 

13. Water-closets (one to every 20 lodgers), lavatories 
and shower bath, with hot and cold water, all with open 
plumbing, must be furnished on each floor, and the floors to 
same shall be of marble, slate, or concrete. 

14. All movable receptacles for excretions are prohibited. 

15. Smoking in sleeping rooms is prohibited. 

16. All stairways, fire-escapes, and other means of exit 
in case of fire must be in accordance with the statutes and 
ordinances on that subject, and to the satisfaction of the 
Building Commissioner. 

17. Stoves for heating will be allowed only under the 
most favorable conditions for safety. 

18. The use of portable kerosene lamps is prohibited. 

19. A reliable person or persons must be in attendance 
at all hours of the night.

The entire expenditures for all departments of the Hospital 
during the year was $407,505. Of this amount, $291,936.91 
was on account of the Hospital proper; $83,170.68 on 
account of the South Department; $10,503.48 on account of 
the eight out-patient departments ; $8,183.29 for the Con- 
valescent Home; $2,068 on account of determining the 
settlement of paying patients; $2,875.66 on account of new 
buildings ; and $9,266.98 on account of pathological depart- 
ment. 

To the amount expended for the Hospital proper, $291,- 
936.91 should be added, the difference in the amount of 
stock on hand February 1, 1900, which was $2,591.34 less 
than February 1, 1899; making the total amount chargeable 
to the expenditures of the year $294,528.25. Of the total 
amount expended, several items were for purposes not within 
the ordinary yearly maintenance of the patients. From the 
itemized table of disbursements, it will be seen that there was 
paid for card cataloguing clinical records, etc., $500.86 ; for 
Medical and Surgical Reports, $553.48; making a total of

$1,054.84, which, deducted from the total expenditures of 
the Hospital proper, leaves $298,473.91 properly chargeable 
to current expenses. The weekly cost per patient was 
$12.39. There has been collected and paid into the City 
Treasury the sum of $84,245.48, largely on account of 
receipts for the board of patients. This amount does not 
enter into the computation of the weekly cost per patient, as 
it was paid into the City Treasury. 

The maximum number of patients in the Hospital proper 
at any one time was 533, or eighty-four less than the corre- 
sponding number last year. The minimum number at any 
one time was 363. The daily average number of patients 
was 454.23., or twenty-seven less than last year. The total 
number of patients treated in the wards was 8,457, which 
was 262 less than last year, and seventy-five more than two 
years ago. The Hospital, during the past year, has done a 
oreat and good work | 

The report of the Superintendent presented herewith 
contains, besides other information, a more detailed statement 
of the year’s expenditures, the number of patients admitted, 
and is accompanied by the medical and surgical statistics. 
These tables give in detail the number of patients treated in 
the out-patient departments during the year, with classified 
statements of their diseases, and results of treatment. 


PAYING PATIENTS. 


There has been collected from patients of all classes the 
sum of $76,446.94. There was received from the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, for the board of patients, $41,940.06; 
from various cities and towns, $12,321.64; there has been 
collected at the Superintendent’s office, on account of private 
room and ward-paying patients, $20,438.66; and for the 
board of paying patients at the South Department, $1,746.58. 
During the last seventeen years there has been collected and 
paid into the City Treasury the sum of $788,538.93. 


OuT—PATIENT DEPARTMENTS. 


The Hospital proper has developed largely in additional 
buildings, which have been noted in this and previous reports ; 
but the increased service is not only in the wards and industrial 
parts, but also in the various out-patient departments. The 
total number of out-patients treated last year was 26,288, 
against 22,640 for the previous year, and the total number 
of visits was 98,813, against 86,507 for the previous year. 
This increase has been almost entirely in the Surgical 
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Out-Patient Department. Two years ago the number of 
visits to the Surgical Out-Patient Department was 48,482, 
against 62,131 during the past year, and within the last five 
years the total number of surgical cases has doubled. The 
accommodations, however, remain the same as they were ten 
years ago, when the number of visits was only 28,855. The 
building used as a Surgical Out-Patient Department was 
reconstructed in 1889, and the room that was used for the 
eight out-patient departments was diverted to the use of the 
Surgical Out-Patient Department alone, and the other de- 
partments moved to their present quarters in the Entrance 
Office building. The clinics have now become so large that 
they have been divided into three divisions, — male patients, 
women and children patients, and the genito-urinary divi- 
sion. This means that three times as many rooms are 
required, for consulting, examining, and dressing-rooms, as 
were required ten years ago. The present building, which is 
more than thirty years old, has walls only eight inches thick, 
and can neither be enlarged not extended. The Trustees ad- 
vise that this building should be razed, and in its place a sub- 
stantial three-story building be erected, which shall amply 
provide for the Surgical Out-Patient Department, not only 
for present use, but for future extension. The Trustees 
therefore call especial attention again and urge the impor- 
tance of further appropriation, as more than a year’s time 
would be consumed in the erection of such a building for this 
part of the Hospital work. 


PRESENT CAPACITY OF THE HOSPITAL. 


The present capacity of the Hospital is 828 beds, the same 
as last year. 
HospiraAL RENOVATIONS. 


The Superintendent’s report shows that the amount ex- 
pended upon repairs to buildings in all the departments of 
the Hospital was $14,952.36, of which amount $11,955 was 
upon the Hospital proper. 

Except the general repairs by carpenters, painters, and 
plumbers, always needed in a hospital made up of so many 
buildings, no very extensive repairs have been entered upon, . 
owing to the restricted annual appropriation. 


New BUILDINGS. 


At the close of the year the Vose House for Nurses is 
practically completed, nearly furnished, and early in the 
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coming hospital year will be occupied. ‘There have been 
many delays incident to the completing and finishing of this 
house, which, by the nature of city contracts, the Trustees 
were unable to obviate. 

This new house for nurses, made available through the 
generosity of Francis C. Welch and the late Hon. George 
White, executors of the will of Ann White Vose, is a most 
notable addition, not only as a building for nurses, but also 
by reason of the noble character of the structure itself. A 
more complete description of this building will be found in 
the report of the Superintendent, which description will be 
more readily understood by the prints inserted in this report. 

The new Laundry Building was completed in 1898, but it 
could not be occupied and maintained as a laundry for lack 
of sufficient appropriation to supply the required machinery 
and furnishings. During the past year, however, the building 
has been furnished and equipped with the best labor-saving 
machinery to be found in the market. This was done at an 
expense of nearly $20,000, and the Trustees believe that it 
will prove a good example of a suitable institution laundry. 
The Hospital proper now demands the laundering of between 
80,000 and 90,000 pieces each week, which work can only 
be accomplished, with good results, by the best and largest 
machines. 

The great growth of the Hospital, alluded to in recent 
reports, has practically required enlargement of the heating 
and power plant of the Hospital, the laundry, quarters for 
house officers, house for nurses, number and size of dining- 
rooms, as well as chambers for nearly all classes of employees. 
The Hospital kitchen, however, has remained the same as it 
was more than twenty years ago, and the work was done 
under the most cramped and inconvenient conditions. The 
Trustees have at last been able, by means of the Wyman 
Building Fund, to temporarily move the Hospital kitchen to 
the basement of one of the smaller ward buildings, and at the 
close of the year the kitchen has been enlarged by extending 
it all the available length and breadth of land practicable for 
that purpose. When this kitchen shall have been enlarged, 
completed, and equipped, this part of the executive depart- 
ment of the Hospital will afford the facilities long needed. 


HospiItAL NECESSITIES. 


The attention of Your Honor and the Honorable City 
Council was called to the condition of the grounds about the 
Vose House at the time of your visit to the Hospital this 
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winter. The grounds about the two houses are in the con- 
dition in which they were left by the contractor’ They 
should be graded, seeded, and proper catch-basins and drains 
made, in common with the rest of the Hospital grounds. 

The brick wall on Massachusetts avenue should be 
extended along Massachusetts avenue and a part of Harrison 
avenue, to carry out the policy of surrounding the premises 
with a substantial brick wall, in order to properly protect 
them. The Trustees have an architect’s estimate that 
$10,000 is necessary for this work. 

The two Nurses’ Homes for the Hospital proper should be 
joined together by a connecting corridor. The domestic 
arrangements, inspection, the regulating of the habits of the 
nurses, and the going to and from the houses at meal times, 
require that the two homes should have intercommunication 
without going out of doors. Plans and specifications for this 
purpose were drawn during the present year and proposals 
received, but the amount of money at the disposal of the 
Trustees was not sufficient, and the plan was abandoned until 
this year. The Trustees recommend that a special appro- 
priation of $9,500 be made for this purpose. 

A building is very much needed on the Albany street 
-wharf, for storage purposes, which might be of cheap, wooden 
construction. ‘There are always, in an institution as large as 
the Boston City Hospital, bedsteads, second-hand furniture, 
second-hand building material, and odds and ends of value 
not required for immediate use, but which should serve an 
economic purpose when wanted. At present the basements 
under the wards are used for storage, this being the only 
resource; but this is not in accordance with good hospital 
hygiene.

There will be found on pages 34, 85, and 86 a detailed 
account of the expenditures of this department, the various 
sub-divisions being kept the same as at the Hospital proper. 
The approximate sum spent upon this department has been 
$83,170.68, to which there should be added the difference in 
the amount of stock on hand February 1, 1900, which was 
$96.20 less than we possessed on February 1, 1899. This 
gives $838,266.88 as the sum charged on the books to main- 
tenance for the year. This sum expended upon 3,045 
patients treated, and divided by 13,053 weeks’ board, gives 
$6.37 as the cost per patient per week. The total expendi- 
tures upon subsistence supplies was $24,556.04, and the 
total number of weeks’ board of an average of 858 persons 
was 18,688. This gives’ a weekly cost per person, for un- 
cooked subsistence supplies, of $1.31, or nineteen cents per 
day. 

The death rate of diphtheria in the South Department 
during the year was 9.9 per cent., as compared with 12.8 per 
cent. of the previous year. If the cases admitted in a mori- 
bund condition, where death occurred within twenty-four 
hours of admission, are eliminated, the percentage of mortality 
would be 6.3 per cent. It is also worthy of note that during 
1899 55 per cent. of all cases of diphtheria occurring in Bos- 
ton were treated at the South Department. The ratio of 
mortality in diphtheria, per 10,000 of the population of Boston, 
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for 1899, was 4.9; a slight increase from the previous year. 
It must be remembered, however, that during 1899 diphtheria 
was epidemic throughout the State. Since the department 
was opened in September, 1895, the ratio of mortality of 
diphtheria per 10,000 of the population has fallen from 11.80 
to 8.15 in 1898, and 4.9 in 1899. 

The Trustees have had much anxiety in regard to the 
South Department during the last year, on account of its 
crowded condition. The treatment of infectious diseases 
requires more space than ordinary medical and surgical 
diseases, and yet the demands have been so large that 
the wards. and rooms have been crowded to excess, obvi- 
ously retarding the recovery of patients, and increasing 
the danger of a spread of infection. The South Depart- 
ment was originally intended for 240 beds, and yet, for 
continuous months, there were from 300 to 323 patients. 
From 1895 to 1899 the department was able to receive 
all cases demanding admission, with occasional exceptions. 
During the past year, however, on account of the demand for 
admission, and the crowded condition, there has been a large 
increase in the number of patients rejected. Two hundred 
and sixty-six patients were rejected solely for want of ac- 
commodations, particularly from December to the following 
May. ‘Three hundred and twenty-seven applicants were 
rejected because, after inquiry or visit, it was found that no 
infectious disease existed. Further details as to the causes 
of rejection, etc., will be found on page 25. The statistics 
for the South Department will be found on pages 25 to 28. 
A large number of the cases rejected were cases of measles, 
for which the South Department has no accommodations, 
when it is practically full with diphtheria and scarlet fever. 
The Trustees, in their last annual report, called attention to 
the fact that there was no special building for the treatment 
of measles. One was originally intended, and plans and 
specifications for the same were made, but, for vant of suf- 
ficient appropriation, was not then constructed, and the ‘Trus- 
tees have not had any appropriation at their command for 
this purpose since that time. Many complaints have resulted 
from the rejection of this class of cases. 

The following statistics show that there -has been an in- 
crease in the amount of work during the summer months 
over the corresponding period of the preceding year, and a 
great increase in the winter months. At the beginning of 
the year there were 258 patients, against 155 the previous 
year. The number of patients admitted was 2,787, against 
1,620 for the previous year. The largest number at any one 
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time was 325, against 260 for the previous year. The daily 
average number of patients was 250, an increase of 106 over 
the preceding year. The average days’ stay was 30. The 
total number of weeks’ board was 13,055. Of the total num- 
ber of patients admitted, 824 have died, including 107 who 
died within forty-eight hours after admission, or 53 per cent. 
of all deaths. 

The sum of $1,746.58 has been collected from all sources 
for the payment of patients’ board. 

The number of patients tabi ed to the South Department 
by special ambulances was 2,237. 

The Trustees are gratified in knowing that the benefits of 
the treatment of infectious diseases in a special hospital are 
so fully recognized by the general public, particularly by the 
laboring classes. 


CONVALESCENT HoME. 


The Convalescent Home is now in its ninth year of its oc- 
cupancy. ‘The number of patients during the year was 461, 
and the total number of days’ board 9,555. The average 
weekly cost was $6.13. 


RELIEF AND AMBULANCE STATION ON HAYMARKET 
SQUARE. 


The Trustees are happy to report the adoption of the 
recommendation made in its thirty-fourth annual report, that 
a portion of land which had reverted to the City of Boston 
from the Rapid Transit Commission should be placed under 
the custody of the Hospital Department for the establsh- 
ment of a down-town Relef and Ambulance Station. On 
November 29, 1899, upon an order of the City Council, 
approved by Mayor Quincy, the Trustees received a portion 
of land, about 9,000 square feet, on Haymarket square. 
At the close $f the Hospital year, the Trustees had under con- 
sideration plans and specifications for erecting a building 
from the Thomas T. Wyman Building Fund. 

It is intended to construct a three-story building of brick 
with marble trimmings, which shall be plain but substantial, 
and as well suited for the foregoing purposes as possible 
with the means at command. 


TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


The Training School for Nurses is in the twenty-second 
year of, its organization. There have been graduated 584

nurses, and of this number, 49 during the past year. There 
are now 145 nurses, of whom 106 are at the Hospital proper, 
37 at the South Department, and 2 at the Convalescent 
Home. 

The third year course, which was established in 1897, has 
proved to be a desirable feature in the course. During the 
year 1898 four graduate nurses received the cum laude 
diploma; 15 in-the year 1899, and 5 in 1900; making a total 
of 22. This third-year feature is restricted to the graduates 
of this Hospital, and nurses of other institutions are not 
admitted. ; | 

The usual course of study and lectures in practical train- 
ing has been carefully conducted. The Trustees have in- 
formation that their graduates are much sought, and are 
gratified at the favorable reports of their success in practical 
work. 

MEDICAL AND SURGICAL REPORTS. 


During the year the tenth volume of the Medical and 
Surgical Reports has been issued, the editors being Drs. 
Burrell, Councilman, and Withington. The volume is a 
book of 251 pages, more or less illustrated. It is all original 
work, and largely from the Pathological Laboratories. The 
book has been widely disseminated among hospitals, labora- 
tories, and leading physicians, surgeons, and pathologists, not 
only in this country but in Europe. The volume has re- 
ceived many commendations from scientific men, and has 
been in constant demand ever since its first issue. It should 
be remembered that a large metropolitan hospital not only 
serves as a hospital for the care of the sick, but also as an 
institution for education in medicine and the pursuit of medi- 
calscience. The opportunities for the dissemination of such 
knowledge is very large, and the Trustees feel that it is their 
duty to assist in this most laudable work. 


GIFTS, BEQUESTS, AND PERSONAL ASSISTANCE. 


In their last annual report the Trustees called attention to 
the fact that they had received from the Trustees of the 
estate of the late Thomas T. Wyman the sum of $65,000. 
During the past year a second payment has been received, one 
of $50,000 and another of $4,720.40, which, added to the 
receipts of the previous year, makes the legacy $119,720.40. 
This money has been set aside and called the Thomas T. 
Wyman Building Fund, for future purposes of the Hospital. 

The ‘Trustees are also happy to acknowledge from Leopold 
Louis, executor of the estate of his father, Morris Louis, a 
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check for $250, the same to be applied for the benefit of 
the patients in any way the Trustees deem best. The gift 
has been accepted, to be used for the better equipment of 
wards for free patients.

The City Missionary Society and 
the Episcopal City Mission have afforded kindly encourage- 
ment to the patients, which has been much appreciated. The 
Boston Young Men’s Christian Union has furnished many 
free rides, which have been much enjoyed by the patients. 

The thanks of the Trustees are specially due to the gen- 
tlemen of the Medical and Surgical Staff for their constant 
and laborious attendance upon the sick, and their interest in 
matters relating to the Hospital. 

Mr. Henry H. Sprague was reappointed Trustee for the 
term of five years, beginning May 1, 1899. 

The Trustees would also express their appreciation of the 
energetic and efficient services of the Executive and Super- 
intendent, Dr. Rowe, and the Matron, Miss Drown, and their 
assistants.

The foregoing tables of disbursements show the expendi- 
tures of the Hospital Department during the fiscal year, 
February 1, 1899, to January 81, 1900, inclusive. Table 
No. 1 shows the disbursements by departments, according to 
the general sub-divisions, and includes statistics of the 
department divided into the Hospital proper, Out-Patient 
Departments, Pathological Department, Settlement Account, 
South Department, Convalescent Home and New Buildings. 
Table No. 2 shows the disbursements for the year in the same 
departments, itemizing the various sub-divisions, and includes, 
for all practical purposes, the quantity, cost and average 
price paid for the various items. ‘Table No. 3 is a résumé 
of Tables 1 and 2, so distributed as to indicate the actual 
cost of each department, and the net cost to the City for 
maintaining the Hospital proper. 

The total expenditures during the fiscal year for the Hos- 
pital Department, in all its various branches, have been 
$407,505, and the disbursements have been made as follows:

The Hospital Proper.— The Hospital proper has four 
sub-divisions: The Hospital, Out-Patient Departments, 
Pathological Department and Settlement Account. It is 
obvious that the Out-Patient Departments and the Settle- 
ment Account have nothing to do with the pro rata cost of 
each hospital bed. The cost of the Pathological Department 
is included in the pro rata cost per patient, as both the 
clinical and bacteriological laboratories are actively involved 
in the treatment of patients in the wards, but for executive 
reasons is tabulated separately, in order to ascertain the cost 
of running that department. The South Department for 
infectious diseases, Convalescent Home and expenditures for 
New Buildings are shown in separate tables. 

South Department. — There has been a large increase this 
year in the number of patients treated at the South Depart- 
ment for infectious diseases. The maximum number at the 
beginning of the year was 208, against 155 the previous 
year, and the maximum number on any one day was 828, 
against 260 for the previous year. The monthly averages 
have varied from 192 during September to 304 in December, 
against 71 to 241 during the same months of the previous 
year. The total expenditure for the South Department was 
$83,170.68, against $71,687.34 for the previous year, and 
after allowing for the difference in stock at the beginning and 
close of the year, the sum of $85,266.88 represents the cost 
of the maintenance for the fiscal year. 

Out-Patient Departments. —'The cost for maintaining the 
eight Out-Patient Departments has been $10,503.48. 

Convalescent Home. — The expenditures for the Conva- 
lescent Home were $8,183.29, or an increase of $1,503.76 
over the previous year. The daily average and the total 
number of patients treated have been larger than for the 
previous year. 

New Buildings. —The following items of expenditure 
have been taken from the Hospital maintenance appropria- 
tion :

These disbursements are recorded because they were 
taken from the maintenance appropriation for items of 
expenditure upon the final equipments of the buildings indi- 
cated, and not for maintenance.

The Hospital, in recent years, has expanded to much 
increased proportions, and obviously has largely increased 
the general expenditures. Its incorporated name is The 
Boston City Hospital, but in its relation to the city it is the 
Hospital Department. The total expenditures were $407,- 
505, but the net cost to the city for maintaining the Hospital 
proper was only $209,324, or less than one-half of the general 
expenditures of the whole department. This increase over 
the previous year is due primarily, to the fact that the Hos- 
pital never was so large in all its various departments as 
during the last year. ‘The increase in the cost of supplies 
alone for the whole department was) $24,506. An analysis 
of the table shows that the increased cost was not only on 
account of the quantity, but in the prices. The principal 
increase has been in subsistence and fuel, and also an in- 
crease in nearly all the items of expenditure. The South 
Department has shown a large excess in the number of 
patients treated, and an increase in expenditures of $11,485 
over the previous year. 

The expenditures upon the Hospital proper for the fiscal 
year were $293,473.91. ‘This sum was expended upon the 
care of 8,457 patients in the wards for 165,795 days’ or 
23,685 weeks’ board, making an average weekly cost of 
$12.39, or a daily cost of $1.77 for patients of all classes in 
the Hospital proper. This total cost of maintenance and 
weekly cost per patient represents the statistics usually 
found in the Hospital finances. The net cost per week per 
patient to the city was only $8.83. The average weekly cost 
of uncooked food supplies for all persons, including patients 
and the entire household with all grade of service for the 
Hospital proper, was $105,461.53. The average number of 
patients was 454, of officers and employees, including the 
house and nursing staff, 349, or a total daily average of 803 
persons. The total number of week’s board for all persons 
was 41,887, and the weekly cost per person was $2.51, or 35 
cents per day. 

In considering the disbursements for the year it is to be 
remembered that in the previous year the Hospital hada 
large increase of patients treated in wards, on account of the 
soldiers in the Spanish-American war, thus providing a larger 
divisor than usual for estimating the weekly cost. 

There has been collected and paid into the City Treasury 
during the year $76,446.94 on account of all classes of pay- 
ing patients, as follows :

The interest received from trust funds for the support of 
free patients was $1,560, and from the sale of old materials 
$293.54. There was also received in payment for the treat- 
ment of sick soldiers $6,145. These sums amount to 
$84,245.48, which was the total income of the Hospital 
Department for the fiscal year. It should again be remem- 
bered that under the city ordinances this money was paid into 
the City Treasury, and hence could not be used for hospital 
expenditures. This sum reduces the net cost to the city for 
the Hospital Department, for all purposes, to the sum of 
$323,259.52, and for the Hospital proper, $209,324.63. 

There have been treated in the various out-patient depart- 
ments 26,288 patients, at a cost of $10,503.48. Other 
statistics, found elsewhere, include the number of out- 
patients, number of their visits, rate of mortality, work of 
ambulances, census of days’ board of all persons, the occupa- 
tion, nativity, ages, civil condition and physical condition of 
patients when discharged, which have been tabulated as 
Hospital Statistics. 

The maximum number of patients in the Hospital on any 
one day was 555, as against 617 in the previous year. ‘The 
minimum number was 368, in comparison with 399 for the 
previous year. The daily average during the year was. 
45423, and the average length of stay was 195%, days. 

The annual cost for the Genpaleseent Home was $8,183.29. 
This sum was expended upon 461 patients, who received 
9,333 days’ or 1,335 weeks’ board, at a weekly average cost 
of $6.13 per patient. 

The total number of deaths from February 1, 1899, to 
January 31, 1900, was 9389. This does not include the 
statistics of the South Department.

the rate of mortality for ‘the year ending January 31, 1900. 
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This percentage of deaths is for the total number of 
patients treated in the Hospital. Thirty-five per cent. of the 
total deaths occurred within forty-eight hours after admission. 

During the year 8,457 patients were treated in the wards, 
26,288 as out-patients, 461 at the Convalescent Home and 
3,045 at the South Department, a total of 38,251 who have 
received the benefits of the Hospital in all departments, or 
4,698 more than last year. ) 

During the year 11,557 persons applied for admission. Of 
this number 7,935 were admitted and 8,622 were rejected, 
the latter being 561 more than last year. ‘The number re- 
jected was 31 per cent. of all persons applying. The causes 
of rejection appear in the table of applicants not admitted on 
page 18. Of the number not admitted, 471 either changed 
their minds or were deferred. Of this class, however, 249 
were admitted within three days after application, and 68 
admitted later.. There were also rejected 788, solely for 
want of vacant beds, but 468 were admitted later. There 
were 816 applicants who could be treated in the various out- 
patient departments, without the additional cost of receiving 
them in the wards. Admission was denied to 215 for lack 
of information that they were suitable cases. There were 
transferred to other and more appropriate institutions 716, 
and 41 were rejected as apparently incurable or unsuitable 
for treatment here. Various other causes of rejection appear 
in the tabulated form. 

The business of the ambulance service of the Hospital was 
never so large as during the past year. The total number of 
persons carried was 6,157, as against 4,753 for the previous 
year. Of this number 5,920 were for the Hospital proper 
and 2,287 for the South Department. The odometers on the 
ambulances show a total of 22,755 miles during the year. 
The record also indicates that one ambulance, with different 
horses, went fifty-four miles in one day. The number of 
accident cases received has been 1,427.

The Hospital has been deprived of a women’s 
medical ward during the latter part of the year, because the 
basement of the building had to be used as a temporary 
kitchen during the alteration and reconstruction of the main 
hospital kitchen, and the principal portion of the ward was 
used as a temporary dining-room during the reconstruction 
of the employees’ dining-room.

The maximum number of 
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there have been as many as 328 patients on one day, and the 
daily average was 250. 

There are now thirty-five buildings in the Hospital Depart- 
ment, varying in size, purpose and construction. Quite a 
number of them were built more than thirty-six years ago, 
and have been in constant use. ‘They stand upon reclaimed 
or made land and upon piles, and as much of the exterior 
finish is wood, the deterioration of the buildings, both upon 
the outside and inside, is inevitably very large. ‘To keep all 
these buildings in order, and secure against the trying vondi- 
tions of climate and the wear and tear incident to all public 
buildings, the amount of money devoted to repairs should be 
not Jess than $25,000 annually. But the increased cost in 
ordinary maintenance made it impossible to expend a suf- 
ficient sum, and some of the buildings show great need of 
radical repairs. ‘There was expended last year, for repairs of 
the Hospital proper, $11,955.22, and upon the South Depart- 
ment $2,586. Although Wards W and X have been occu- 
pied only three years the character of the interior finish, 
particularly the painting, compelled them to be vacated 
during the summer months for a complete renewal. Many 
of the operating and surgical rooms were re-enamelled. A 
large amount of work was done in corridors and other public 
places. There has been an expenditure of $1,650.25 for the 
boilers and heating apparatus of the Hospital. For plumb- 
ing repairs and renewals the sum of $1,232.16 has been 
expended. The cost for repairs to ambulances, vehicles, 
harnesses, horse-shoeing, etc., was $3,518.06, of which 
$2,223.11 was charged to the Hospital proper, $829.51 to 
the South Department, and $265.44 to the Convalescent 
Home. 

The employees’ dining-room and pantry, upon which prac- 
tically no repairs have been made for many years, required 
entire reconstruction, the floor being old and worn through 
in places. Much of the old plastering was torn off and re- 
newed. A new birch floor was laid in the dining-room and 
a slate floor in the pantry. The plumbing was entirely reno- 
vated, including steam and serving tables. 

The greenhouse, for the preservation of plants for summer 
use, constructed of wood, was so much decayed as to be 
worthless, and the entire house was reconstructed and raised. 

The new Laundry Building was constructed in 1898, but 
for want of sufficient appropriation laundry machinery was 
not installed until last year. The building is now completed 
and furnished, and greatly facilitates one branch of the indus- 
trial part of the Hospital. 
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The building is located in the rear of the administration 
building, on Albany street, on the spot formerly used for the 
Hospital boiler-room, and consists of a four-storied structure 
of brick, with marble trimmings, in the same style as the other 
buildings recently erected upon the Hospital grounds. It is 
92 feet long, withan average width of 38 feet. ‘The laundry 
work is done on the first, second and third floors, and the 
fourth story is occupied by laundresses. The lower floor, 
which is the Hospital wash-room, has walls of enamelled 
brick, and the floors are granolithic, with convenient drains 
and water supply. ‘There are five washing-machines and one 
sterilizing rotary washer, which will wash and sterilize clothes 
at twenty pounds’ pressure of steam. ‘This is a desirable 
addition to the equipment for saving work, as the washing 
and sterilizing are done with one handling. ‘There are two 
metallic washers of 200 shirt capacity, and two wooden 
washers of 150 shirt capacity. ‘There are three extractors, 
one shaker-out, and one Hagen six-roll mangle, capable of 
doing a very large amount of work. The second floor has a 
large Crawford Jumbo mangle, a Hamilton-Smith mangle for 
ironing body clothes, and five body ironers. ‘There are also 
drying, distributing and airing rooms on this floor, and 
sufficient space for any further additions to machinery 
required in the future. The third floor is the family laun- 
dry. All clothing of officers, nurses and employees is washed 
upon this floor, and never comes in contact with the ward 
linen. The family wash-room, which is 23 by 15 feet, has 
enamelled brick walls and granolithic floors. There are two 
wooden rotary washers, one extractor, porcelain set tubs and 
starching machine. In the ironing room there are one 
shaker-out, one Hagen six-roll mangle, as on the lower floor, 
nine body ironers, cuff and collar machine, and other machin- 
ery necessary for the work. This floor, also, has special 
drying and airing rooms. All three floors are connected by 
an elevator that runs to the roof, where blankets and other 
hospital clothing that require it can be dried in the open air. 

The event of the year is the completion and furnishing of 
the Vose House for Nurses, made possible through the 
beneficence of the executors of the will of Ann White 
Vose. This building is situated upon the Hospital grounds, 
west of the Nurses’ Home, and on the corner of Massa- 
chusetts and Harrison avenues. The half-tone print accom- 
panying this report gives its general appearance. The 
building is brick, with marble trimmings, and conforms 
to the general character of the buildings previously erected 
at the South Department. It is four stories high, with 
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the lower floor above ground, except a portion of one wing 
on the north end. The building is 182 feet. long, and in 
its central portion, 54 feet wide, and through the wings, 
39 feet, and is five stories high. The lower floor is devoted 
to domestic purposes. In the central portion, upon the west 
side, is a large kitchen 32 feet long by 16 feet wide, properly 
equipped with a modern hotel range, pastry oven, steam, 
meat and vegetable kettles. A large refrigerator, 12 feet by 
8 feet, with three compartments, opens from the kitchen, 
between it and the central corridor, and on the opposite side, 
a pastry room,of the same size for general kitchen stores. 
On the southerly portion is a large dining-room, capable of 
sitting ninety-eight nurses at one time. Between this dining- 
room and the kitchen is a pantry and serving-room, with all 
the modern equipments for carving and keeping food warm, 
and china closets. The dining-room is irregular in shape, 
and its southern portion being semi-octagonal, gives plenty 
of light and sun. In the extreme northerly portion is a 
large semi-octagonal room which serves as a sewing-room for 
nurses, for dress-making and other purposes. ‘There is also 
a small room, 17 feet by 14 feet, fitted up with porcelain 
sink, wash-tubs and other outfit, giving nurses the oppor- 
tunity to do lght laundry-work. There is a tea-kitchen, 
where nurses may serve tea and do light cooking for them- 
selves at times other than the regular meal hours. There is 
a large trunk room, 32 feet, and also a parcel room, a bicycle 
room, a room for clean linen, a room for soiled linen, and 
toilet-rooms. The corridors of this story are laid with 
Welsh terra cotta tiles, the kitchen and pantry with slate 
tiles, the dining-room with terrazzo, and all other floors with 
granolithic. On the first or principal story, in the central 
portion, is a large reception hall, 49 feet long by 82 feet 
wide and 16 feet high. That portion of the hall which is 
under the large porch, towards Massachusetts avenue, is 
divided into alcoves, with fixed settles upholstered in 
leather, giving them a semi-private character. The room is 
finished with wooden panel work, painted ivory white. 
There are four large fireplaces and mantels, with a bronze 
tablet over each. This reception hall opens directly into the 
north and south wings. It was intended that this room, ina 
large sense, should be a memorial room to the donor of the 
building. In the north wing is a library for nurses, intended 
to be used as a quiet room. It is suitably arranged with 
bookcases and other appropriate furniture. In the southern 
portion is a sitting-room, with reclining settles, a piano, the 
recent gift of a former House Officer, and other suitable 
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furniture. ‘There are stairways in the north and south wings, 
constructed of marble and iron, and in the centre of the 
south stairway is an elevator. ‘The second, third and fourth 
stories are practically alike, each having a sitting-room dif- 
ferently located and shaped, giving a variety to the rooms 
used by the nurses when off duty. The elevation of the 
lower floor is 123 feet, the first story 14 feet, second story 11 
feet, third story 10 feet, and the fourth story 94 feet. The 
sleeping-rooms vary from 8 feet 2 inches to 8 feet 10 inches 
wide, and 14 feet long, giving 118 square feet of floor space, 
and 1,180 to 1,650 cubic feet of air space, according to the 
story on which the different rooms are situated. There are 
accommodations for ninety-seven nurses, all but four of the 
rooms being designed for one occupant only. Each sleeping- 
room contains a white enamelled bedstead, with brass 
trimmings, a bureau, wash-stand, combination bookcase 
and writing desk, a small table, rocking-chair, small chair, 
clothes-pole, and a capacious clothes-closet. In the bed- 
rooms, on the first and second stories, the furniture is curly 
birch, and on the third and fourth stories it is quartered oak. 
The furniture was specially designed for this building, mak- 
ing it well adapted for a nurse’s use. Lach floor is suitably 
equipped with toilet-rooms, as follows: Two rooms with 
porcelain bath-tubs, one room with Gegenstrom rain bath, 
three water-closets, one slop-hopper, two set-bowls. There 
are also small rooms for Matron’s stores on the second, third 
and fourth floors. An excellent feature of the Vose House 
is the five practical balconies, designed for open-air relief for 
nurses, upon the second, third and fourth stories. 

The cost of the building was $100,000, and for the fur- 
nishings, including elevators, refrigerating rooms, etc., 
$22,000. The work incident to the training and manage- 
ment of so large a body of women is very much facilitated 
by reason of these increased accommodations. It is beheved 
that this is one of the best equipped houses for nurses in this 
country.

The daily average number at the Home was twenty-five, and 
the weekly cost per patient, $6.15. The Home has afforded 
the usual opportunities for patients leaving the Hospital 
proper and the South Department, for prolonged con- 
valescence. It continues an important addition to the work 
of the Hospital. On March 21, 1899, a fire occurred in the 
Home, due to the faulty construction of the woodwork 
around the central chimney. Having a special fire-alarm 
box the Fire Department speedily extinguished the fire, 
which, however, did considerable damage to the rooms in the 
central portion of the building, and required the tearing out 
of woodwork, replastermg and refurnishing to a limited 
extent. 

The Medical Library has been increased during the year 
by 211 volumes, 69 being by purchase, and 142 by donation. 
The total number of volumes at the close of the year was 
3,696. The Library has received 558 periodicals, and 2,022 
medical monographs or pamphlets. 

The work of card-cataloguing the clinical record-books 
and autopsy records has been continued, and there is now a 
total of 158,901 index cards. 

The Training School for Nurses has completed its twenty- 
second year. The changes during the year have been as 
follows:

The Training School has graduated during the year forty- 
nine nurses, making a total of 584 since the formation of the 
school. Fifteen nurses have completed the third year and 
received the cum laude diploma. 

The Superintendent of Nurses and her Assistants have 
given 223 class recitations at the Hospital proper, and 157 
at the South Department, making a total of 380 recitations 
during the year. The school has received thirty-seven 
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lectures on Friday afternoons from members of the Medical 
and Surgical Staff and others. 

The cooking classes in the school continue in charge of 
Miss Mary A. Boland, thirty-two lessons having been given 
to the classes in sections, in addition to four lectures before 
the whole school. 

Mrs. Gulli J. Callowhill, of the Boston Normal School of 
Gymnastics, has given seventy lessons in massage to the 
nurses, in sections of four pupils each. 

Six graduate head nurses have left the Hospital during 
the year to take charge of other hospitals or fill other hos- 
pital positions. 

Upon the occupation of the Vose House for Nurses a great 
advance is expected in many things pertaining to their train- 
ing, by reason of increased facilities. The crowded condition 
of the Hospital hitherto existing has made it difficult to 
properly accommodate the Hospital family, but the increased 
rooms made possible by this new building will be much to 
our advantage in this respect. 

The demand for more nurses by the Medical and Surgical 
Staff has increased the roll of nurses year by year. The 
enlargement of the Hospital, both in the Surgical and 
Gynaecological divisions, has made a part of this increase 
necessary. Patients require and receive more care each year. 
In 1894 there were 96 nurses; in 1895, following the open- 
ing of the South Department, there were 123; in 1896, 129; 
in 1897, 124; in 1898, 188, and during the last year 145, 
showing an increase of 51 per cent. during the last six years. 

Although not officially connected with the workings of the 
Hospital, it is pleasant to record the success of the Boston 
City Hospital Nurses’ Club, which has met at the Hospital on 
the first Tuesday of each month during the greater part of 
the year. The meetings are well attended, and offer op- 
portunities whereby graduates, after leaving the Hospital, 
may continue their acquaintance with each other, and keep 
in touch with the spirit of the Hospital. The meetings are 
generally devoted to subjects helpful and interesting to a 
eraduate nurse, and also aim to keep her informed on new 
methods in hospital work. 

During the year several graduates have returned for a 
short course of two or three months’ special study in the 
different departments. This feature in the School for Nurses 
is encouraged, and, as far as practicable with the routine 
work of the Hospital, will be still further developed. 

In May, Charles G. Dewey, M.D., Assistant Superin- 
tendent for nearly four years, resigned in order to enter upon 
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private practice. Dr. Dewey served well and faithfully, and 
strengthened the executive department, relieving the Super- 
intendent of many details. Theron H. Carter, M.D., 
First Executive Assistant, was appointed Acting Assistant 
Superintendent, but died suddenly only a few months after 
his appointment. Dr. Carter was an efficient and con- 
scientious worker, and his death was much regretted by the 
whole household. 

Edward Stanley Abbot, M.D., a former House Officer in 
this Hospital, Assistant at the McLean Hospital, and recently 
Assistant Superintendent of the Northampton Hospital for 
the Insane, in November was appointed Assistant Superin- 
tendent. On January 1, 1900, William E. Currier, M.D., 
was appointed First Executive Assistant, and Frederic R. 
Cummings, M.D., Second Executive Assistant. 

Grateful appreciation is due to the various heads of depart- 
ments associated with me in the management of the Hospital, 
as well as to officers, nurses, orderlies and other employees. 
The success of a large general hospital depends upon the 
united efforts of many workers, and not upon that of a few, 
and I desire to make public recognition of this fact. 

In presenting my twenty-first annual report to the Trus- 
tees, I beg to renew my cordial acknowledgments for their 
personal kindness and official support.

NicHots Funp.— LAWRENCE NIcHOLS, who died in Sep- 
tember, 1862, made a bequest to the city of the sum of $2,000 
for “the establishment and endowment of a city hospital.”

HovusEt RULES. 


The doors and gates of the Hospital will be closed at 10 
o'clock in the evening, at which time all inmates shall be 
quiet, and all not on duty shall be in their rooms, unless 
otherwise specifically permitted. 

All officers, nurses and employés of the Hospital, when 
going and coming to and from the Hospital, shall enter and 
go out by the Entrance Office and by no other entrance. 
Such officers and employés as are required shall use the 
time-register and method of booking that the Hospi rules 
require. 

A record shall be kept of all persons Berne the Hos- 
pital between the hours of 10 o’clock in the evening and 
7.30 o'clock in the morning. 

No employé shall be absent from the Hospital, except 
when permitted by special rules or by the Superintendent. 

No officer, nurse, orderly or other employé shall directly 
or indirectly receive money or other gifts from, or in behalf 
of patients, except with the approval of the Superintendent. 

The use of tobacco, wine and intoxicating liquors is pro- 
hibited within the Hospital, unless prescribed by the Physi- 
cians or Surgeons. 

All profane and improper language, loud talking and 
incivility, are prohibited. 

All employés shall observe such further rules and directions 
for their conduct as may from time to time be established. 


ADMISSION OF PATIENTS. 


Applications for admission of patients may be made at 
the Hospital, on each day of the week, Sunday excepted, be- 
tween 9 and 1 o'clock. 

Whenever able, a patient shall apply in person for admis- 
sion; when not able to apply in person, a patient may be 
admitted on applcation made in his behalf, or upon visit at 
his residence by the admitting Physician. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 
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Patients may be admitted to the privileges of the Hospital 
at such rates of board as the Trustees may, from time to 
time, by vote, determine; payment for such board being 
secured by the friends of the patients or by the authorities of 
the cities or towns to which the patients belong. 

Whenever, in the opinion of the Trustees, the circum- 
stances of the patient will warrant it, the whole or a part of 
the board shall be paid. If separate apartments, or articles 
not usually furnished at the Hospital, are provided, such 
payment shall be made therefor as the Trustees shall deem 
reasonable. 

No person having acute venereal disease, or alcoholism, 
shall be admitted, except as a paying patient. 

No person shall be admitted to the Hospital whose case is 
judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent symptoms, 
which are deemed capable of being relieved. 


GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 

Patients shall implicitly observe all the rules of the 
Hospital. 

Patients shall be in their proper places in the wards during 
the visits of the Physicians and Surgeons, and always before 
7.30 o’clock in the evening, unless specially excused by the 
Superintendent. 

Such free patients as are able shall assist in nursing, and 
perform such other services as may be reasonably required of 
them. 

No patient shall leave the Hospital grounds without a pass 
from the Superintendent, nor leave his ward without the 
consent of the nurse in charge. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause to be purchased for 
him, any article of food whatsoever, nor any other article, 
without the consent of the Superintendent. 

Profane and obscene language, loud talking and incivility 
are prohibited. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own selec- 
tion, and any wish for the performance of a particular religious 
rite shall be granted when practicable. 

Complaints, for whatever cause, may be made to the 
Superintendent, and whenever requested shall be by him 
reported to the Trustees. 


DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 
Patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent. 
Patients discharged on the recommendation of the Visiting 
Physicians or Surgeons shall be provided with a certificate, 
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stating their condition at the time of discharge, whether 
cured, relieved or not relieved, which certificate shall be 
signed by the Superintendent. 

Whenever a patient is removed from the Hospital without 
the approval of the Superintendent, a written statement to 
that effect shall be required from any person assuming the 
responsibility of the removal. 


VISITORS. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises, except on 
business, or at such times as may be fixed for the reception 
of visitors, without the permission of the Superintendent, or 
of some one of the Trustees. 

On week days from 2 to 3 o’clock in the afternoon, friends 
may be permitted to visit patients, though no patient shall 
receive more than two visitors on the same day. In all cases, 
however, the Trustees and Superintendent may exercise dis- 
cretionary powers as to excluding or admitting visitors. 

When visitors are admitted outside of the regular visiting 
hours they shall not be permitted to remain more than half 
an hour, except a special permission to remain for further 
time is granted. 

All visitors shall leave the Hospital when the bell rings at 
the expiration of the visiting hour. 

No visitor shall take any meal in the Hospital, or pass the 
night therein, without permission of the Superintendent or 
one of the Trustees. | 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 
any article sent to a patient shall be left at the Entrance 
Office. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
SOUTH DEPARTMENT. 


The department of The Boston City Hospital, located on 
the westerly side of Massachusetts avenue, shall be designated 
as the South Department of the Boston City Hospital. It 
shall receive patients who require treatment for diphtheria 
and scarlet fever, and for other infectious diseases as may be 
determined from time to time by the Trustees. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the direc- 
tion of the Trustees, have the general control and manage- 
ment of this department, in the same manner as of other 
departments of the Hospital. 

The Rules of the Hospital shall, so far as applicable, and 
except as hereinafter provided, apply to the various officers 
and employés and to the conduct and management of this 
department. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The department of The Boston City Hospital, located on 
Dorchester avenue in Dorchester, shall be known as the 
Convalescent Home, and shall receive such patients recover- 
ing from acute diseases as shall be transferred to it from the 
main Hospital for treatment during convalesence. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the 
direction of the Trustees, have the control and management 
of the Convalescent Home, in the same manner as of other 
departments of the Hospital. 

The Superintendent shall appoint, subject to the approval 
of the Trustees, a Matron, and shall employ, under their 
direction, such further assistants as may be necessary for the 
proper conduct and service of the Home. 

The Matron, under the direction of the Superintendent, 
shall have the immediate charge of the Home, and the con- 
trol of all nurses and other employés and patients. She 
shall reside at the Home. 


ADMISSION AND DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be transferred from the Hospital to the Con- 
valescent Home by the Superintendent, subject to the direc- 
tion of the Trustees, on recommendation of the Visiting Staff 
or otherwise; and the Superintendent shall keep a record of 
all patients so transferred. When patients are so transferred 
they shall be considered as discharged from the Hospital. 
Payment for board shall be required, the same as of patients 
at the Hospital, but separate apartments shall not be fur- 
nished at the Home. No person whose case is adjudged to 
be incurable shall be admitted to the Home. 

Patients shall not be allowed to remain at the Home for a 
longer period than two weeks, except on recommendation of 
the Physicians, or for special cause approved in writing by 
the Superintendent. All patients remaining beyond the 
period of four weeks shall be forthwith reported to the Trus- 
tees. 

Patients when discharged shall be provided with a certifi- 
cate, stating the date of admission and discharge, and their 
condition when leaving the Home. 
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GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all rules established for 
the Government of the Home. 


VISITORS. 


Friends may be permitted to visit patients on week days, 
between 8 and 4 o’clock in the afternoon. Im all cases the 
Trustees, Superintendent, and Matron may exercise discre- 
tionary powers as to excluding or admitting visitors. 

Visitors shall leave the Home and grounds at the expira- 
tion of the visiting hour, and shall visit no part of the Home 
or grounds other than the reception room, except by permis- 
sion from the proper authority. 

No person shall give any article of food or drink to a 
patient unless by permission of the Matron. 
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THES BOSTON CITY HOSPITAL. 
TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


The Trustees of The Boston City Hospital in 1878 
established a Training School for Nurses, in order to give 
to women desirous of becoming professional nurses a system- 
atic course of training and practice. 

The Training School is controlled by the Trustees of the 
Hospital, like all other departments of the Hospital service. 
The Superintendent of the Hospital has the general super- 
vision of all matters relating to the school, its course of 
work and study, lectures and discipline. The Superintend- 
ent of Nurses-has the immediate charge of all the nursing 
in the Hospital, of all persons employed in the wards, and 
also the instruction and management of the nurses in the 
Training School. All female nurses in the Hospital must 
be connected with the school. 

The course requires two years, and includes general medi- 
cal and surgical nursing, together with ophthalmic, aural 
and gynecological nursing, and also the nursing of con- 
tagious diseases. Maternity nursing is theoretically taught, 
but there are no maternity wards connected with the Hos- 
pital. Those wishing to receive such a course of instruction 
should apply to the Superintendent of The Boston City 
Hospital. 

The most desirable age for candidates is from twenty- 
three to thirty-five years. They must be of sound health, 
and should send with their application a certificate from a 
physician, certifying to the fact. They should also send a 
brief personal history, and give the names and addresses of 
three responsible persons, not of their own kin, who know of 
their good character and capabilities. Upon the recommen- 
dation of the Superintendent and the approval of the Trus- 
tees, they will be received for two months on probation. 
The fitness of candidates for the training and work, and the 
propriety of retaining or dismissing them, will be determined 
by the authorities in charge of the school, under the direc- 
tion of the Trustees. 
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At the end of the first month, candidates, if considered 
satisfactory, are permitted to wear the cap and enter upon 
the regular course of training, but such candidates are not 
permitted to join the school formally until the end of the 
second month, when, if accepted, they sign an agreement to 
complete the prescribed course of two years, and to conform 
to all rules. At the end of the first six months the record 
and work of each pupil are carefully scrutinized as to her 
fitness to make a good nurse, and the right is reserved by 
the authorities of the Hospital to terminate then, or at any 
time, the connection of any pupil or nurse with the school, 
for inefficiency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory record, 
or for any other reason which may be deemed sufficient. 

During the first two months pupils are called Probationers, 
for the remainder of the first year Junior Nurses, and during 
the second year Senior Nurses. Nurses who remain in the 
Hospital after graduation become Head Nurses. 

The nurses in the Training School (including Proba- 
tioners) reside at the three Nurses’ Homes connected with 
the Hospital, which have rooms for two hundred nurses. 
The houses afford home-like surroundings, and have the best 
of conditions necessary to good health and personal hygiene. 

The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge 
of the Training School, under the authority of the Superin- 
tendent of the Hospital and of the Trustees, and the nurses 
are subject to the rules of the Hospital, hke any other 
services. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, the 
making of beds, changing bed and body linen, managing of 
helpless patients in bed, etc.; giving baths, keeping patients 
warm or cool, prevention and dressing of bed-sores, and 
proper management of the patient under various conditions, 
with different diseases or injuries; the making and applying 
of bandages and rollers, preparation of splints, application 
and management of surgical apparatus, applying of fomen- 
tations and poultices, the dressing of burns, ulcers, and 
wounds, and other minor dressings, cupping, leeching and 
subsequent treatment, and the administering of enemas. 

Nurses are taught how to act in the various emergencies 
occurring in Hospital and private nursing, as well as in the 
accidents of ordinary life. ‘They are also given lessons in 
massage by a professional instructor. ‘There is a systematic 
course of training in cookery for the sick, the serving of 
food and delicacies in the proper manner, and the feeding of 
helpless patients, or those who resist food. 

Instruction is also given in the best practical methods of 
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supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick rooms 
in a proper manner, and the proper care of sick rooms for 
the best good and comfort of the patient; in keeping all 
utensils and appliances perfectly clean and disinfected; in 
making accurate observations of the pulse, temperature, 
respiration, expectorations, the secretions, state of the skin 
and eruptions; of mental condition as to delirium, stupor, 
shock, ete.; of the conditions as to sleep, appetite, effects of 
diet or of stimulants and medicines; the behavior of wounds 
and the after treatment in surgical operations ; and in the 
managing of convalescents. Nurses are taught the adminis- 
tering of medicines and the application of external remedies, 
how to take notes on cases, the making up of the nurses’ 
record, and the reports to the attending doctor. 

The course of training includes a fixed course of instruc- 
tion during the two years from manuals and text-books, 
mainly given by the Superintendent of Nurses, the Assistant 
Superintendents of Nurses, and graduate head nurses. Lect- 
ures and demonstrations, chiefly upon practical points, are 
given at stated times by the medical and surgical staff of 
the Hospital. While the instruction by the manuals, text- 
books, lectures, demonstrations, quizzes and models is con- 
siderable, the main reliance is upon accurate daily drill in 
the wards, operating rooms and other departments of the 
Hospital. Examinations, both written and oral, are held 
from time to time by the authorities of the school and by the 
Hospital staff, and nurses cannot pass to graduation unless 
attaining, on critical marking, at least 70 per cent. 

The pupils are employed as assistant nurses in the wards, 
operating rooms and out-patient departments of the Hospital. 
They are given six months’ training in medical wards, and 
six months’ in surgical wards; the remainder of the time to 
be in such wards or departments as the management may 
appoint. 

Probationers are not paid during their first month, but for 
the remaining months of the junior year they receive seven 
(7) dollars per month, and for the senior year, ten (10) 
dollars per month, to pay for the expenses of their uniform, 
personal clothing, and other minor requirements. This sum 
is in nowise intended as wages, it being considered that their 
education during this time is a full equivalent for their ser- 
vices. When the full term of two years is completed the 
nurses receive, if they pass all the examinations and are 
otherwise satisfactory, a diploma certifying to the regular 
course of training and practice, and are then permitted to 
wear the graduates’ badge of the school. 
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The majority of graduates engage in private nursing, but 
some are invited to remain in the service of the Hospital as 
head nurses, and receive twenty (20) dollars, twenty-five 
(25) dollars, thirty (30) dollars, thirty-five (85) dollars per 
month, with opportunities of promotion. Graduate head 
nurses who prefer to remain in hospital work, or return after 
a term of private nursing, are given post-graduate instruc- 
tions in ward management, hospital housekeeping, and minor 
administration. 

The school year has no fixed date, but accepted candidates 
may enter whenever vacancies occur. ‘They are, as a rule, 
received in the order of acceptance, but those desiring to 
enter with less delay can generally anticipate a fixed date by 
placing themselves on the emergency list. When coming to 
the Hospital they should bring with them the following arti- 
cles: Three gingham or calico dresses, made plainly; eight 
large white aprons, made of bleached cotton, with bibs plain 
at the top and gathered slightly at the bottom, two buttons 
on the band, with hem at bottom five inches in depth and 
two inches shorter than dress skirt; two bags for soiled 
clothes; one pair of scissors, a pin-ball and a napkin-ring ; 
a good supply of plain underclothing — every article to be 
distinctly marked with pen and indelible ink with the owner’s 
name. ‘Twenty-one pieces are allowed for the laundry each 
week. 

Nurses must bring suitable outer garments for stormy 
weather, and they are required to wear noiseless, broad-toed 
and flat-heeled boots. If the teeth are out of order in any 
way they must receive attention before coming for the pro- 
bationary month. Nurses are, required to wear the Training 
School uniform after they join the school. Material for 
dresses and caps will be sold at cost price. 

Hours of duty for day nurses are from 7 A.M. to 8 P.M.; 
for night nurses from 8 P.M. to7 A.M. No nurse is required 
to do both day and night duty on the same day, except in 
rare emergencies. Each nurse on day duty is allowed one 
hour after 1.30 o’clock P.M., for rest and recreation, one-half 
day after 1.30 o’clock P.M. each week, and four hours on 
Sunday. Two weeks’ vacation is allowed each year. If 
nurses are sick they are cared for in the Hospital, but they 
receive no pay. Nurses on night duty are required to be in 
bed until 4 P.M. Nurses may be called upon for five months’ 
regular night duty during the two years’ training; besides 
“special cases’ to a limited number.

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LIST OF LECTURES AND SUBJECTS. 


A lecture is given to the Training School on Fridays at 4 P.M., in the Operating 
Amphitheatre, by a member of the Medical and Surgical Staff, once a week between 
September 15 and June 15. The following are among the lectures given: 

Five.— Surgical Dressings: poultices, washes, fomentations, bandaging, splints, 
leeches and blisters, enemas, surgical hemorrhage, etc. 

Three.— Theory of Wounds: modes of healing, granulations, ulcers, cellulitis, 
suppuration, sloughs, erysipelas, pyemia, gangrene, sepsis, etc. 

Three. — Bacteriology, brief history and general theory: micro-organisms; general 
distribution in air, water, etc. Elementary consideration of pathogenic and non- 
pathogenic micro-organisms. Exhibition of apparatus and cultures. Practical points 
for nurses. 

Two.—Theory of Sepsis: aseptic treatment, different methods; dressings, with 
demonstrations and ‘‘ quiz drill.” 

Two.— Emergencies: hemorrhage, burns, heat-stroke, fits or seizures, drowning, 
fractures, immediate treatment of wounds and injuries, foreign bodies in eye, nose 
andear, poisons, domestic emergencies, and practice of expedients. 

Two. — Surgical anatomy and landmarks, hemorrhages, etc. 

One. — Surgical Operations: care of patients before, during, and after operations; 
anesthesia and recovery; accidents, hemorrhage, shock, especially as in private 
nursing. 

One.— Abdominal Surgery: including ovariotomy, herniotomy, operations for 
abdominal injuries, etc. 

One.— Fractures: varieties, preparation and care of splints and apparatus for 
treatment, management of cases, etc. 

Three. — Medicines: avenues of taking; preparation and doses; classes of internal 
and external poisons; cautions; hospital formule. 

One.— Nursing in Fevers: theory of fever, symptoms and course of, different plans 
of treatment, nurses’ duties as to symptoms, bed, clothing, secretions, baths, foodand 
management of cases. 

Four. —Infectious fevers, especially diphtheria and scarlet fever; symptoms and 
course of disease; complications; infection and contagion; special nursing in croup, 
laryngitis, tracheotomy, intubation, etc.; management of patient, and surroundings; 
personal hygiene of nurse in attendance, etc. 

Two.—Symptomatology in Disease; what and how to observe accurately; vital 
organs and special symptoms. The model sick-room; temperature, light, ventilation,

ANNUAL REPORT

INSANE HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1899-1900. 


Boston, February 1, 1900. 
To Hon. THomas N. HARtT, 
Mayor of Boston: 


The Trustees of the Boston Insane Hospital respectfully 
present herewith their report for the year ending January 381, 
1900. 

The Trustees have under their charge at the present time 
sixteen hundred and sixty-nine patients, who are cared for as 
follows :

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The report of the Superintendent contains a detailed state- 
ment of the expenditures of the Hospital for the year and 
the movement of population. Bills amounting to one hun- 
dred eighty-six thousand six hundred and ninety-six dollars 
and twenty-three cents ($186,696.23) have been approved by 
the Trustees the past year for the Board of the Insane in 
State institutions. 

There have been no changes in the Board of Trustees or 
in the Hospital staff the past year. The building known as 
Ward A, which was abandoned the past year for use of 
patients, has been converted into an administration and 
domestic building. A special appropriation of three thou- 
sand dollars was granted for this purpose. A _ single-unit 
electric light plant has been installed at the men’s depart- 
ment and at the women’s department. -A special appropria- 
tion of sixteen thousand five hundred dollars was granted for 
this purpose. A special appropriation of five hundred dol- 
lars was given in order to provide fire-escapes at both depart- 
ments, and fire-stops have been built in the corridors at the 
men’s department. Under the direction of a landscape gar- 
dener trees and shrubs are being planted, and the Hospital 
grounds laid out in accordance with a well-considered plan of 
development. 

The Trustees have made frequent visits to the Hospital. 
The absence of restraint among the large number of violent 
cases received at the Hospital~is remarkable. The present 
cleanliness of the Hospital and the evidence of good care and 
neatness that the patients show are due to the interest taken 
in their work by the entire Hospital staff. Two female nurses 
have been assigned to the Men’s Infirmary Ward with good 
results. About twenty acres of meadow land have been re- 
claimed, and made available for farming. The credit for this 
is due to Mr. Sanderson. The work was largely done by 
patients. 

The Trustees have presented a bill to the Legislature for 
permission to take the land needed for the development of the 
Hospital by right of eminent domain. About two hundred 
and twenty acres are desired, and the assessed value of the 
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land is about four hundred and fifty thousand dollars. The 
Trustees have asked this year for an appropriation of two 
hundred thousand dollars for new buildings. 

In 18537 Mayor Eliot reported that, while the law required 
Boston to provide a receptacle for the insane of Suffolk 
County, humanity required her to provide a hospital for the 
insane. The city of Boston established a hospital for her 
insane at South Boston in 1839. This was the third hospital 
in the State, the first being the McLean Hospital, a private 
institution founded in 1818; the second, the Worcester State 
Hospital, founded in 1853. The only other insane hospitals 
in the country at this time were the hospital in Virginia, 
established in 1773; the hospital in Baltimore, established in 
1797 ; the hospital in Philadelphia, built in 1817; the Retreat 
at Hartford, Connecticut, and a state asylum in Kentucky, 
both opened in 1824; and asylums in Virginia and South 
Carolina, opened in 1828. 

This hospital in Boston was placed between the workhouse 
and the House of Correction, and when it was completed the 
insane were taken from these penal institutions, where many 
of them had been kept in strong wooden cages on wheels. 
In fine weather, as an extraordinary touch of kind treatment, 
these cages were drawn out of doors. When the hospital 
was ready it was a simple matter to transfer the insane in 
their cages to the new building, where the intelligent and 
humane superintendent, Dr. John S. Butler, at once released 
them and treated them as human beings. Now, in taking 
proper care of her seventy-six insane citizens at this time, 
Boston took a position in the lead in intelligent and humane 
care of the insane; but here Boston stood still, in the belief 
that she had reached the highest standard possible. [or 
fifty years nothing of any consequence was ever done in the 
way of hospital development. 

In 1862 there were two hundred and two city patients, 
taken care of at a cost of fifty-eight thousand dollars. In 
1872 there were two hundred and thirty-three insane patients, 
and on account of the crowded condition of the Hospital, a 
city ordinance was passed to have city cases sent to the State 
hospitals. In 1875 there were three hundred and forty-four 
insane, one hundred and ninety-eight of whom were cared for 
in Boston, and one hundred and forty-six boarded in the 
State hospitals. In 1886 there were a thousand insane, two 
hundred and forty of whom were cared for in Boston, and 
seven hundred and sixty boarded in State hospitals. In 
1892-94 the city put up the buildings which now constitute 
the Boston Insane Hospital in Dorchester, and abandoned the 
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old hospital in South Boston. The development of this in- 
stitution cost the city eight hundred .and fifty-nine thousand 
nine hundred dollars ($859,900). To-day there are sixteen 
hundred and sixty-nine insane, four hundred and ninety-six of 
whom are cared for in Boston, and eleven hundred and 
seventy-three boarded in State institutions. Our budget of 
this year calls for three hundred and seventeen thousand 
dollars for the care of these people. 

The present condition, whereby, through lack of proper 
provision for her insane citizens, over two-thirds of the insane 
are boarded in State institutions twenty to forty miles dis- 
tant from their homes, places a heavy tax for car-fares and 
loss of time upon the relatives of the poor insane if they 
would visit them in these distant hospitals, and is a hardship 
to both. ‘The Trustees believe that humanity and economy 
require the city to provide suitable hospital accommodation at 
home. Of course, land in the city is bound to cost more 
than land taken in some remote rural district; but it costs 
no more to erect buildings in a city, aside from the building 
laws, than it does to erect them in a remote part of the State, 
and the city of Boston has already put too large an amount 
of money into the present hospital to neglect her opportunity 
of developing it further. The Trustees believe that the 
care of the insane in the district to which they belong is 
humane, economical, and scientific.

The sixty-first annual report of the Hospital for the year 
ending January 31, 1900, is herewith respectfully submitted.

The daily average population in the house has been 502.5, 
which is twenty-eight less than that of last year. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the population has been 
somewhat less than it was a year ago the actual hospital 
work done has exceeded that of any similar period in the 
history of the Hospital. 

Of this year’s admissions thirty-seven have recovered, and 
nineteen are considered as likely to recover. Among those 
admitted is a large proportion of senile cases and dotards. 
The increase in this class in hospitals for the insane presents 
a serious problem for our consideration. The crowding of 
hospitals designed for the insane with those who are a_ bur- 
den to their friends simply from the infirmities of old age 
deprives the insane of their rights, and inflicts a hardship 
upon the aged. I believe the community should provide 
homes for those unfortunate enough to live to be over sey- 
enty, and who become burdensome to their friends. 

An unusual number of patients are received on emer- 
gency papers. This is possibly due to a wider familiarity of 
the provisions of the emergency law on the part of. the 
medical profession. 

The death rate is high, being 9.2 per cent. of the cases 
treated and 17.1 per cent. of the daily average. However, 
the average age at death —i.e., 58.35 years — remains 
high. We have had no epidemic diseases. There has been 
one death from suicide —a man recently admitted, who was 
not regarded as suicidal. Fifty-four cases were discharged 
as recovered, eighteen as much improved, thirty-eight as im- 
proved, fifty-two as not improved, six not insane, and 178 
were transferred to State institutions as not improved. 
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The percentage of recoveries to admissions is 15.1 per 
cent., and to the number of discharged (excluding transfers) 
21.2 per cent. 

It has been necessary to remove seventy-two women 
patients to State asylums, to make room for the unusual 
number of admissions. In the men’s wards there have been 
fewer admissions, and the accumulation of chronic cases has 
been slow, so that few removals have been necessary. _ 

In my last report I stated that the old A building had 
been condemned for housing the insane, and that 100 pa- 
tients would-be transferred to the State asylums. Soon 
after the beginning of the hospital year this change was 
made. About 100 men patients were sent to the Medfield 
Asylum, thus emptying entirely Ward B. To this ward 
were sent the women from Ward A. This change involved 
new plumbing in Ward B, and additional clothes rooms were 
provided. The A building was remodelled, a special appro- 
priation of $3,000 being made for this. The work was done 
by the Municipal Repair Department, with some assistance 
from our own force. The first floor of the east wing is now 
used for offices, and the change from the old inadequate 
quarters has been of great benefit. The second floor has 
sleeping rooms and a sitting room for the officers. The dor- 
mitory over the kitchen is now used as a lecture room for 
the training school. The third floor is divided into six 
sleeping rooms for the men employés. 

The west wing has a sewing room, reception rooms for 
the employés, and a dispensary on the first floor. The large 
dormitory on the second floor was partitioned off into eight 
rooms for the nurses. Rooms were thus made for thirteen 
nurses, who had been sleeping in the wards, and rooms 
given up by them are now used for patients. The third 
floor is used for domestic help, and this enabled us to give 
up the tenement we had rented for several years for the 
laundresses. The building has been wired throughout for 
electric lights. Exposed iron conduits have been used for 
the wires. | 

We received during the summer an appropriation of 
$16,500 for electric lighting, and an order was given the 
Municipal Electrical Construction Division to install two 
plants —one at the women’s department and one at the 
men’s department. The work of wiring is now completed, 
and the engines are being placed in position. There will be 
two direct connected machines, one unit at each plant. We 
have built an engine room at the men’s department, adjoin- 
ing the boiler house, a room 22 x 27 feet outside measurement.

Two hundred double windows have been provided for the 
men’s wards, and several radiators have been put in the day 
rooms. I believe with these changes we need have no further 
trouble in heating these buildings. 

The gas piping has been thoroughly examined, and the 
former difficulty experienced in lighting largely removed. 

A fire-pipe with connections for four lines of hose was put 
in Ward B, the work of connecting this being done by the 
engineer. With this improvement the ward now has the 
protection from fire it should have. 

At the men’s department several measures for better fire 
protection have been taken. Two hydrants have been 
moved from their location on the lawns to points near the 
road. Formerly it would have been impossible for a fire 
engine to have reached them to take water except under the 
most favorable weather conditions. 

Fire stops have been built in either of the long corridors, 
which will arrest the spread of flames in case of fire reaching 
the corridor. 

Three fire-escapes of the cantilever pattern (the design 
approved by the Commissioner of Buildings) have been 
erected, one on each building, to provide an additional exit 
from the attics. 

A number of fire extinguishers have been placed in the 
buildings. | 

Under the direction of a landscape gardener a number of 
trees and shrubs were purchased, and set out on the grounds 
of the men’s department. We are indebted to the Park 
Department for several trees and shrubs used here. 

The buildings at the women’s department have been thor- 
oughly painted on the outside, which greatly improved their 
appearance, and at the same time preserved the woodwork, 
which on the three new buildings had never been painted. 

The infirmary wards at both departments were equipped 
the past summer with wire fly screens. This improvement 
added greatly to the comfort of the patients, and enabled us 
to keep these wards in a more tidy condition. 

Much new furniture has been purchased, including a 
number of settles and window seats designed for the places 
they occupy. 

Miss Julia D. Black assumed her duties as Matron and 
Superintendent of Nurses, February 15, 1899. 

The training school for nurses was opened in the spring. 
As was to be expected, this resulted in a great number of 
changes in the nursing staff, few of the old attendants desir- 
ing to join the school. The majority of the present staff 
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have come to us the past year. I trust that the shock of the 
innovation is now past. The pupils have weekly recitations 
and lectures, and have, for the most part, taken great in- 
terest in their studies. 

The farmer reports a profitable year on the whole. We 
have had a larger supply of milk than ever. We have pur- 
chased very little, and much of the time have had a sufficient 
quantity to allow its liberal use in the infirmary. The con- 
dition of the herd has been good, and the farmer has been 
able to show a yield of milk above the average. 

The hennery has proved to be of much benefit in furnish- 
ing the fresh eggs needed the greater part of the year, and 
also in the fall a liberal supply of poultry for the table. It 
is worthy of note to state that beside furnishing occupation 
to a few patients it has been a source of profit as well. I 
know of no other way in which certain table refuse can be 
so profitably used. I would recommend the erection of addi- 
tional buildings for this purpose the coming year, to provide 
for 500 hens. 

The dry weather, it is true, caused a failure in some of 
the vegetable crops, but we were more than compensated for 
this loss in the fact that we were able to do considerable 
work in the meadow. Seventeen acres were plowed and 
sowed to grass and turnips. The brook and the tributary 
ditches were cleaned, and as aresult 1,523 bushels of turnips 
were raised on this land. A detailed report of the farm 
products is given on another page. 

Dr. Henry Roberts was taken suddenly ill at Thanksgiy- 
ing, and has been obliged to go away for rest and treatment. 
He has been given a leave of absence for three months. His 
painstaking and conscientious work was appreciated ; he has 
our sympathy, and we hope for him a speedy recovery. Dr. 
S. W. Crittenden has been appointed as a temporary assistant 
to fill the vacancy. 
~ We have had a large number of entertainments the past 
year, the majority of them having been given at the women’s 
department. I am pleased to again acknowledge an indebt- 
edness to the members of the Dorchester Women’s Club for 
many kindnesses in this direction. They have sent much 
reading matter, and members of the club and their friends 
have furnished entertainment for several evenings. Indeed, 
the club has undertaken to furnish one evening entertain- 
ment each month, an arrangement which has been of much 
assistance to the officers of the Hospital. 

We are also indebted to the Hospital Newspaper Society 
and the Boston Public Library for reading matter.

APPENDIX OF REPORT. 


RULES AND BY-LAWS OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
BOSTON INSANE HOSPITAL. 


Cuarter I, 
Organization and Meetings. 


Section I. At the first regular meeting of the Board of 
Trustees in each year, after the annual appointments of members 
by the Mayor, the Board will organize for the ensuing year by the 
choice of one of their number as Chairman, and of another as 
Secretary, both of whom shall serve until their successors are 
chosen. 

Sect. II. The regular meetings of the Board will be held 
monthly at such times and places as may be agreed upon. Special 
meetings may be called by the Chairman, upon the request of 
two members, or whenever he may deem it to be necessary or 
expedient. 

Secor. III. The Chairman will preside at all meetings, prepare 
the annual report of said Board, and perform such other duties 
as ordinarily devolve upon a Chairman. In case of his death or 
resignation, a new Chairman shall be chosen at a special meeting 
to be immediately called by the Secretary. In case of his pro- 
longed sickness or absence, a Chairman ad interim shall be 
chosen. 

Sect. IV. The Secretary shall keep a full and complete 
record of the proceedings of said Board, give due notice of all 
regular or special meetings, receive and issue all communications, 
documents, statements and notices in which the Board is inter- 
ested, under the direction of the Chairman, and arrange for 
reports showing a full account of the Hospital and its finances, 
for each monthly meeting. He is authorized to employ the Clerk 
at the Hospital to assist him in the performance of his duties. 

Sect. V. As soon as practicable, ofter the organization of the 
Board, the Chairman shall appoint the following standing com- 
mittees for the year, consisting of two members each: 


On Rules. 

On Supplies. 

On Finances. 

On Medical Department and Library. 
On Service. 

On Buildings and Grounds. 

On Insane in other Hospitals. 
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The duties of these several committees shall be as follows: 


1. The Committee on Rules shall consider all matters affect- 
ing changes in these By-Laws and the management of the Hos- 
pital as may from time to time arise. | 

2. The Committee on Supplies shall supervise the purchasing 
of supplies required for the Hospital in all of its departments, 
prepare and control a proper system of requisitions, checks, 
balances and accounting for the same, and superintend this 
portion of the Hospital work. 

3. The Committee on Finance shall prepare annual estimates, 
advise concerning appropriations and in general consider all plans 
affecting the financial management of the Hospital. 

4. ‘The Committee on Medical Department and Library shall 
have charge of the medical staff of the Hospital, and the medical 
care of the patients, and the procuren ent of such instruments and 
drugs through the Committee on Supplies as may be needed from 
time to time. All plans affecting the medical side of the Hospital 
or the improvement of the Hospital Library shall be submitted 
to this committee in the first instance. 

5. The Committee on Service shall have general supervisory 
power in determining the kind of service which may be required 
and the compensation to be paid therefor. 

6. The Committee on Buildings and Grounds shall have 
charge of all matters affecting the improvement, enlargement, 
repairing or care of the buildings and grounds used for hospital 
purposes. 

7. The Committee on Insane in other hospitals shall keep an 
accurate record of the Pauper Insane of the City of Boston boarded 
out elsewhere, and have general supervisory power over the ques- 
tions arising in connection with the care of the patients. All 
applications for transfers shall be submitted to this committee. 


Sect. VI. Each committee shall have the power to expend a 
sum of money not to exceed one hundred (100) dollars in carry- 
ing out its work, without first obtaining the approval of the Board. 
No sum greater than said amount shall be expended without the 
consent of a majority of said Board. Exceptions to this rule 
may be made in emergencies, when the appropriate sub-committee 
agrees with the Superintendent that the best interests of the Hos- 
pital require such action. 

Secor. VII. The Chairman shall appoint Visiting Committees, 
two members each, one going out and one being added each 
month, who shall pay frequent visits to the Hospital, and consult 
with the Superintendent on matters of minor administration and 
details, and see that all requirements are complied with. They 
shall obtain a list of patients from the Superintendent, keep a 
record book of their observations at each institution and such 
records of admissions, discharges and deaths as are deemed 
proper. These records may be inspected by the Board at its 
regular monthly meeting. 
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Sect. VIII. Whenever an official to be employed in the Hos- 
pital is to be chosen, due notice of this fact shall he stated by 
the Secretary in sending out notices of the meeting. 

Sect. IX. Four members shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. But no vote involving the disposal of 
property of the Hospital to an amount exceeding five hundred 
(500) dollars shall be considered valid unless at least four mem- 
bers have voted in its favor. 

Sect. X. The salaries of all officers and employees shall be 
determined by the Board of Trustees. 


Cuarter II. 


Appointments. 


Section I. The Board of Trustees shall appoint a Superin- 
tendent for the Boston Insane Hospital, who shall hold office 
until his successor shall be appointed. 

Sect. IJ. The Board shall appoint an Associate Superintend- 
ent and such additional officials as may be required in performing 
the work of the Hospital, on nomination of the Superintendent. 
All officials and employees must be confirmed by the Board of 
Trustees within three months. 

Secor. III. Any official or employee may be removed by the 
Board of Trustees at its pleasure. 

Secr. IV. Additional employees may be appointed from time 
to time, and vacancies may be filled by the Board on nomination 
of the Superintendent. 

Sect. V. A record shall be kept of donations and bequests 
given to the Hospital. 


CuHarpter III. 


Duties of the Superintendent. 


Section I. The Superintendent shall be a physician, and shall 
reside at the Boston Insane Hospital, and in all matters herein 
mentioned shall be under the direction of the Board of Trustees 
and responsible to said Board. Subject to this limitation only, 
he shall have authority over all subordinate officers, employees 
and patients, control of the several departments and charge of 
the grounds, buildings and property of the Hospital. He may 
make such regulations for the government thereof as are approved 
by said Board. 

Sect. II. He shall, from time to time, as vacancies occur, 
appoint and employ, subject to the approval of the Trustees, such 
persons as may be necessary for the proper conduct and service 
of the Hospital. 

Secor. III. He shall prevent waste and carelessness in the 
several departments, and report all omissions of duty, or disor- 
derly conduct on the part of those persons under his direction, 
to the Board. 
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Sect. IV. He shall, under the direction of the Trustees, pur- 
chase the provisions, stores, fuel and supplies, examine the qual- 
ity, quantity and price of articles purchased; and be responsible 
for their proper and economical use. 

Sect. V. He shall cause to be kept a record of all contracts 
and bills, vouchers, pay-rolls, moneys received and disbursed, 
and all other information affecting the financial management of 
the Hospital, and a transcript of these records shall be submitted 
to the Board of Trustees monthly. 

Secr. VI. He shall keep an inventory of all property belong- 
ing to the Hospital, and permit none of said property to be taken 
therefrom without his consent. 

Sect. VII. He shall provide the diet lists for patients and 
arrange for the food for officers and employees, subject to the 
approval of the Board. 

Sect. VIII. He shall make daily visits and inspections of 
wards, kitchens, laundry-rooms, engine-rooms, and all other de- 
partments, or cause said visits and inspections to be made by the 
Associate Superintendent. 

Sect. IX. He shall keep full and complete records of each 
patient (open only to the inspection of the Trustees and to the 
medical staff of the Hospital), containing the following informa- 
tion : 


1. Name, age and residence. 

2. ‘Time of entrance, discharge or death. 

3. The physical and mental condition, particularly at time of 
discharge. 

4, Rates of board and security therefor. 

5. Important facts in the personal history of patient. 


Records shall also be kept of all cases of confinement and re- 
straint, with the names of patients, the kind of confinement and 
restraint, when and how long applied, for what reason, and by 
whose authority. Also records of all casualties attending the 
elopement or death or injury to any patient. These several re- 
ports shall be submitted to the Visiting Committee at the earliest 
opportunity, and signed by said committee, as proof of said 
submission. 

Sect. X. He shall, upon the death of a patient, immediately 
- inform the friends, and give the notice required by law to the 
proper officer. Of this and all other official correspondence he 
shall keep a press copy. He shall cause the body to be kept 
until applied for by the friends, or, if not applied for, after a 
reasonable time, it shall be disposed of according to law. In 
case of any violent death they shall cause a Medical Examiner 
to be summoned. 

Secr. XI. He shall have a vacation every year, by arrange- 
ment with the Board of Trustees, and so far as he may find it 
practicable he shall allow a yearly vacation of two weeks to each 
of the resident officers and employees. Leaves of absence may 
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be obtained at other times for special causes, with the knowledge 
and consent of the Chairman, or, in his absence, of the Secretary 
of the Board. 


Cuapter IV. 
Other Officers. 


Section I. The Associate and Assistant Superintendents shall 
be physicians. They and all other officers shall reside in the Hos- 
pital, and perform such duties as may be assigned to them by the 
Superintendent, or the Board of Trustees, from time to time. 


CHAPTER V. 
Patients. 


Section I. No fee or gift from patients or friends of patients 
is allowed to be received by any officer or employee of the Hos- 
pital, while the patient is an inmate of the Hospital. 

Sect. II. Private patients may be received on such terms, 
and for such compensation, as the Board may determine, and 
bonds or security or payment in advance may be required therefor. 

Sect. III. No patient believed to be suicidal shall ever be left 
without an attendant, if any means of self-destruction are at hand. 
An attendant shall be actually present in each ward, except during 
the night watch. A night supervisor shall pass through each 
ward every hour during the night, from 10 P.M. to 6 A.M., and 
a watcher shall be constantly present whenever needed. 

Sect. IV. All patients must comply with the rules and regu- 
lations established by the Board of ‘Trustees, or the Superin- 
tendent. 


CHAPTER VI, 
Visitors, 


Section I. On Wednesday afternoon of each week friends 
may be permitted to visit patients. All visitors shall leave the 
Hospital at the expiration of the visiting hour. No person shall 
visit any part of the premises, except on business, and with per- 
mission of the Superintendent. 

Sect. II. In all cases the Trustees and the Superintendent 
may exercise discretionary power to admit visitors, at other 
times, and under different conditions, and to exclude visitors. 

Secr. III. No visitor shall take any meal in the Hospital, or 
pass the night therein without permission of the Superintendent. 

Sect. IV. Any article sent to a patient shall be left at the 
entrance office. No visitor will be allowed to give articles of 
food or drink to a patient, unless by permission of the Superin- 
tendent in charge of the ward. 
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Cuapter VII. 
General Rules. 


Section I. The subordinate officers and employees may be 
required to perform extra services, when occasion demands it, at 
the request of the Superintendent. 

Srot. II. No male subordinate officer, employee or patient 
shall be admitted to the female wing of the Hospital, and no 
female subordinate officer, employee or patient shall be admitted 
to the male wing of the Hospital without the knowledge and 
consent of the Superintendent. 

Secr. III. No company shall be admitted to any part of the 
Hospital to visit subordinate officers or employees, without per- 
mission from the Superintendent. 


Cuapter VIII. 
Amendments. 


Any alteration or amendment of these rules may be made by a 
vote of two-thirds of the Trustees, notice of the same having 
been given one week before action on the same..

DEAR Sir, — The following is a report of the condition 
and doings of the Institutions Registration Department for 
the year ending January 31, 1900. 


THE INSTITUTIONS REGISTRATION DEPARTMENT. 


The Institutions Registration Department was created by 
an Act of the Legislature of 1897, entitled “An Act to es- 
tablish separate Departments of the City of Boston for the 
care of Children, Paupers, Insane Persons and Criminals.” 
Under this act four departments corresponding respectively 
to the classes mentioned were established and, in addition, a 
fifth, known as the Institutions Registration Department. 
The first three of these departments were placed in the care 
of a Board of Trustees, the fourth in the hands of a Com- 
missioner, and the fifth in charge of a Registrar. The inten- 
tion of the statute, as therein expressed, in regard to the 
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Institutions Registration Department appears to have been the 
creation of a central bureau of investigation, registration and 
statistical study, of all the dependents and delinquents in 
charge of the city for the aid and better information of those 
haying them in charge and with a view to the more com- 
plete co-ordination of the work of the several institutional 
departments. 
INSTITUTIONS REGISTRAR. 


At the outset it seemed to those concerned and interested 
in the new arrangements for administering the public institu- 
tions of the city that it would be wise to allow the Institu- 
tions Registration Department to develop somewhat slowly 
and tentatively in order that methods by which it should be 
of the highest service might gradually be worked out as the 
result of experience. Accordingly, the office of Institutions 
Registrar was not filled until recently, the Penal Institutions 
Commissioner, Mr. E. C. Marshall, and afterwards, the 
Chairman of the Pauper Institutions Trustees, Mr. W. T. 
Sedewick, having served successively as Acting Institutions 
Registrar. On the resignation of the Chairman of the Pau- 
per Institutions Trustees from that Board he was formally 
appointed Institutions Registrar. The following correspond- 
ence relating to this matter is here incorporated as a matter 
of record : | 

OFFICE OF THE Mayor, June 12, 1899. 
ERNEST C. MARSHALL, EsqQ., 
Acting Institutions Registrar, 28 Court square : 

DEAR Sir, — The time has now come when I feel able to relieve 
you of the duties of Acting Institutions Registrar, which you have 
kindly assumed, at my request, in addition to the large duties of 
your own office since the act creating it went into effect. I feel 
particularly desirous of relieving you of this work and responsibility 
before the very large work connected with the camp for boys and 
the summer excursions for childrenis added to your regular work, 
and I also feel that, while Iam not ready at this time to make any 
permanent appointment to the office of Institutions Registrar, it 
will be better, in view of my intention, at the desire of the chair- 
men of four of the Boards interested in the registration office, to 
attach Mr. John Koren to its work, to place it upon a somewhat 
new basis. I have accordingly appointed Professor Sedgwick as 
Acting Registrar, to take office from June 14, and he has agreed to 
assume this duty. Two divisions are to be created in the office, « 
Settlement Division and a Statistics Division, and Mr. Gilman will 
continue at the head of the former, while Mr. Koren will be ap- 
pointed as head of the latter.

FUNCTIONS OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


To the head of this department are entrusted by law cer- 
tain definite functions, namely, the investigation of ‘all 
questions relating to the settlement of paupers, to the com- 
mitment of the insane, or to the agency for discharged 
prisoners, or to any rights, duties or liabilities connected 
therewith,” besides certain less definite functions “relating 
to the accounts and to the collection, registration and tabula- 
tion of statistics.” 


INVESTIGATION OF SETTLEMENTS. 


A considerable portion of the work of this department is 
connected with the investigation of the settlements of the 
dependents of the city — insane paupers, adult paupers not 
insane and pauper children. This is often a serious and 
delicate undertaking, in view of the difficulty of ascertaining 
positively the facts in many of the cases. Messengers of 
capacity and skill have to be employed to visit the persons in 
question, or their relatives or friends, and often questions of 
law of great nicety must be skilfully weighed. A large part 
of the force and a large portion of the time of those employed 
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in this department are devoted to this end. Failure to do 
this work well would mean the imposition of serious and 
unjust burdens on the city treasury. The total number of 
settlements thus investigated during the past year is 4,932. 

In the case of paupers not insane, whether children or 
adults, these problems are by no means simple, but in the 
case of the insane they are further complicated by the fact 
that a large portion of these dependents are supported by the 
city of Boston in the insane hospitals of the Commonwealth. 
The bills for such support are rendered quarterly by the 
State, and require the most careful investigation by this 
department before they can be safely approved. In order to 
convey some idea of the detail involved in this work, a sum- 
mary is given on pages 14 and 15 of the number of insane 
paupers belonging to the city of Boston, but supported in 
State hospitals and paid for by Boston (after investigation 
by this department). 


ADMISSION OF PAUPERS TO ALMSHOUSES AND COMMIT-— 
MENT OF THE INSANE. 


The Institutions Registrar, by special request of the 
Pauper Institutions Trustees, and in conformity with the 
general spirit of the statute creating this department, acts as 
the agent of that Board in determining the admission of 
paupers to the almshouses of the city. During the year 
under consideration he has admitted to the Boston Alms- 
house and Hospital on Long Island 713 paupers; to the 
Charlestown Almshouse, 52, and to the Massachusetts Hos- 
pital for Consumptives, 5. Acting in a similar capacity for 
the Trustees for Children, 5 admissions have been made to 
the Marcella-street Home. Of pauper applicants for ad- 
mission to Boston almshouses, 1,689 have been sent to the 
State Almshouse at Tewksbury and 81 to the State Alms- 
house at Bridgewater, these having been found to have no 
settlement in Boston. 

Standing in a somewhat different relation to the Insane 
Hospital Trustees, the Institutions Registrar has supervised 
commitment to the Observation Hospital at Deer Island of 
245 persons; to the Boston Insane Hospital, 278; Danvers 
Insane Hospital, 26; Taunton, 71; Worcester, 51; West- 
boro, 112; Bridgewater Insane Asylum, 7; the Hospital for 
Dipsomaniacs, 206, and the Hospital for Epileptics, 16. 

Persons alleged to be insane must by law be examined by 
two competent physicians before being committed by court. 
Paupers form no exception to this law, and two experts, Dr. 
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George IF. Jelly and Dr. Thomas Waterman, are regularly 
employed by this department on this highly important ser- 
vice. In certain cases observation for a brief period is 
necessary in order to determine the fact of sanity or insanity, 
and for this purpose use has been made as hitherto, by the 
courtesy of the Penal Institutions Commissioner, of the 
hospital at Deer Island and of the assistance of Dr. Roche, 
physician in charge. As is well known, however, Deer 
Island is a penal establishment, and it may properly be ques- 
tioned whether paupers not criminals should be sent to the 
Deer Island Hospital at all, but might not better be kept 
under observation at the City Hospital until adjudged sane 
or insane. 
REGISTRATION AND STATISTICS. 


Since the reorganization of the department in June, 1899, 
much thought and study has been given to designing and get- 
ting under way a thoroughly modern and scientific system of 
registration of the entire dependent and delinquent population 
of the city. 

The first step to this end necessitated a careful investiga- 
tion of the data available in each department as well as of the 
requirements which each department concerned might natu- 
rally make upon material in the hands of other departments 
and, as corollary, upon any such complete and efficient sys- 
tem. ‘These inquiries soon resulted in the choice of a partic- 
ular form of the card system suited to the needs of each con- 
tributory department and yet satisfactory to this department 
as a central bureau of registration and the depository in 
chief. In order to make these cards acceptable to all con- 
cerned, almost innumerable questions of detail have had to 
be considered, and many seemingly insuperable difficulties 
overcome. At last, however, sufficient progress has been 
made, so that the actual use of the approved system could 
be begun, and it is now in successful operation in the registra- 
tion of the adult paupers, both the sane and the insane, and the 
pauper children, of the city. The Penal Institutions Commis- 
sioner has signified his entire readiness to co-operate, and the 
Overseers of the Poor have likewise agreed to adopt the same 
plan; so that it seems likely that within a very few weeks the 
entire delinquent population of the whole city will have come 
for the first time under a system of registration carefully 
planned by an expert, and believed by the present head of 
the department to be in every respect modern and satisfac- 
tory. The immense practical importance of this work for 
the scientific and humanitarian conduct of the public institu- 
tions of the city can hardly be overestimated. 
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Many questions relating to registration, and the prepara- 
tion of special cards and systems of accounting, have also 
come to this department from the co-ordinated departments, 
and have received careful attention. 

Aid has been furnished the Trustees for Children in the 
collection of special statistics available for the use of that 
department, and in connection with their accounts. 

The Pauper Institutions Trustees have received assistance 
from this department, not only in the various ways already 
referred to above or to be mentioned below, but also in respect 
to the examination of statistics, the preparation of tabular 
forms, and compilations for their annual report. 

Aid has been given to the Overseers of the Poor in the 
tabulation and analysis of 7,287 cases from the Wayfarers’ 
Lodge. 

There is reason to believe that many important steps have 
already been taken toward making the Institutions Registra- 
tion Department what it was originally intended to be, 
namely, a central bureau of registration and co-ordination for 
the various departments connected with the public institu- 
tions, and an aid for their ultimate federation in good work.. 
All this, however, is only a beginning, and at least two or 
three years will be required in order to bring to full develop- 
ment and perfection the plans which have now been well 
begun. 

Diagrams illustrating the movement of the population in 
some of the city institutions, and certain statistical tables, 
will be found in the Appendix to this report. 


WEEKLY BULLETIN. 


Stimulated by a suggestion from the Insane Hospital 
Trustees, the Institutions Registration Department will soon 
issue, aS an experiment, and for the benefit of the depart- 
ments concerned, a Weekly Bulletin showing the movement 
of the population from week to week in the almshouses, in- 
sane hospital and other public institutions of the city, as well 
as of cases in public institutions of the Commonwealth sup- 
ported by the city of Boston. 


THE ROUNDER PROBLEM. 


Acting on behalf of the Pauper Institutions Trustees, this 
Department, on October 1 last, began to refuse admission to 
the almshouse to able-bodied vagrants, and on their persist- 
ence in seeking admission caused their arrest on the ground 
of vagrancy, furnishing to the court in each case evidence 
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which appeared to the department to be conclusive. Be- 
tween October 1 and February 1 the total number brought 
to trial was 66, of whom 62 were convicted and sentenced, 
while four were acquitted. The following table furnishes 
certain interesting facts concerning these vagrants, perhaps 
the most notable of which are that the average age of the 
men (who were 59 out of the whole number 66) was nearly 
43 years; that 40 out of the 59 brought to trial were un- 
married, and that the average number of times which they ~ 
had been in prison was more than ten and in the almshouse 
nearly fifteen. Of the whole number, 59, 44 appear to have 
been born in Boston:

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NOTES. 


Realizing that the first application for admission to an 
almshouse is to men and women of respectability always the 
hardest, and that, once there, they lose much of the pride 
which they had retained up to the time of their application 
and are liable to become chronic paupers, this department 
has striven to dissuade applicants of that class from perse- 
vering in what were virtually attempts to become pauperized 
by admission to an almshouse. In many cases it has suc- 
ceeded in providing for their present straits by sending them 
to private societies, or by giving them such advice as has 
enabled them to tide over the emergency which prompted the 
application. 

Occasionally, young men and young women have applied 
to this department for information relative to their parents 
from whom they had been separated since childhood, and 
of whom they had not the slightest knowledge. Through 
the medium of our old records we have often been enabled 
to give the desired information. One case in particular de- 
serves special mention. 

A B applied in August last for information 
relative to his mother. He was, as nearly as he could tell, 
about twenty-four years old, and had not seen his mother 
since he was taken from her at the age of five years. Our 
matron Mrs. Prescott who has a remarkable memory, detected 
what she considered to be a striking resemblance between him 
and Mrs. E S , who had been frequently admitted 
to the Boston Almshouse, who had been admitted last on 
January 80, 1899,and was then an inmate. He was givena 
pass to the island, and found her so dangerously ill that she 
did not recognize him. On his second visit she recognized 
him fully, and told him his full history and his right name, 
and there was a pathetic reunion. She died on November 
8, and was buried by her long-lost son, now a resident of 
Boston and engaged in a lucrative employment. The oppor- 
tunities for doing good to others by this department are 
almost unbounded, because of its peculiar central and inter- 
mediary position among the city institutions. 

The ambulance service of this department has proved of 
great importance in many cases throughout the year. We 
have conveyed many sick veterans from their homes to the 
Soldiers’ Home in Chelsea, who otherwise would have had 
to enter our almshouse. Our ambulance has also been placed 
at the service of the Carney Hospital, the Overseers of the 
Poor, the State Board of Charity and other corporations and 
individuals, and it has in various other ways proved a very 
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humane and valuable auxilary to the work of this depart- 
ment. 

Our assistants are called upon during the year to visit 
many applicants for admission to almshouses in various parts 
of the city and the suburbs. Frequently they find the appli- 
cants too sick to be removed to an almshouse, in which case 
they secure their admission to the City Hospital, or, if the 
applicants are too ill to be removed, notify the Overseers of 
the Poor, who furnish physicians and nurses and all the 
requisites of a sick room. It is often the case that these 
visitors find families, consisting of a wife and small children, 
in such a pitiful condition as to appeal powerfully to their 
sympathies. The bread-winner is perhaps either insane or 
incapacitated by illness or other causes from caring for them, 
and they are left entirely destitute. In these cases our 
visitors secure immediate assistance either through the 
Overseers of the Poor or from private charity. Not infre- 
quently the case is one of such severity that they minister to 
its most pressing wants from their own purses. Such occur- 
rences go to show that public officials do not necessarily 
become hardened by constant contact with paupers, but, on 
the contrary, may be as quick to see, and as ready to relieve 
distress as those who have engaged in the work from motives 
of pure philanthrophy. 

Seven inmates of the Boston Almshouse, whose settlement 
had been lost by reason of the passage of chapter 425, Acts 
of 1898, but whose removal to a State almshouse would have 
been a peculiar hardship, have been enabled to remain 
through the exertions of this department in securing from 
the State Board of Charity an allowance of $1.00 per week, 
for which sum the Pauper Institutions Trustees were willing 
to permit them to continue as inmates of the Boston Alms- 
house. 


FINANCIAL. 

The expenditures of the department for the year have been 
$19,387.99. An itemized statement is given on one of the 
following tables. Estimates of $24,500, required to carry 
on work already begun, and important new work which ought 
to be done in the ensuing year, have already been presented 
to Your Honor.

OF THE 


LAMP DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1899-1900. 


Hon. THomas N. Hart, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, —In accordance with section 22, chapter 3, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1892, I have the honor to submit for 
your consideration the annual report of the Lamp Department 
for the year 1899. 

It contains a tabulated statement of the expenses of the 
department during the year 1899, tables showing the annual 
cost of burning the number of electric, gas and naphtha 
lamps located within the city of Boston on the tenth of 
January last, at the present rates for material and lghting, 
tables showing the increase or decrease of the electric, gas 
and naphtha lamps in the different sections of the city, copies 
of the several contracts for electric, gas and naphtha lamps, 
and an abstract of the general work performed by the depart- 
ment during the past year; also an inventory of property 
belonging to the department not in use on the public streets, 
and such other information connected therewith as will be of 
public interest. 

The appropriation for the financial year ending on January 
31,1900, was $670,000, and there was expended $678,915.35. 
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To meet the deficit, $8,915.35 was transferred from surplus 
revenues. 

The comparative cost of maintenance between the electric 
lamps and the gas and naphtha lamps is shown as follows:

An increase of $14,577.97 for gas and naphtha lamps and 
an increase of $23,066.58 for electric lamps. 

A very radical change in the gas street-lighting system of 
this city has been inaugurated during the past year, a con- 
tract having been made with the Rising Sun Street Lighting 
Company on May 31, 1899, for the term of seven years from 
June 1, 1899, whereby that company assumed charge of the 
lamplighters, and furnished and installed new “ Boulevard” 
lanterns and Welsbach mantles and burners in place of each 
of the former gas lanterns, and also furnish the gas for same, 
the company making the necessary contracts with the various 
gas companies. ‘The compensation is at the rate of $30 for 
each lamp per annum, with a proportional deduction for 
imperfect service. 

The new lanterns and frames are much more ornamental 
than the old lanterns, and the new burners and mantles give 
a very greatly increased volume of light. Judging from 
personal observation and from the many favorable comments 
received from various sections of the city, it is evident that 
the new method of gas street illumination is giving very 
general and satisfactory results ; and although this is obtained 
at a slightly increased cost, it would seem that the city is 
obtaining a much greater return than under the old system, 
and this, I believe, warrants the additional expense. 

The city is required to lay and maintain all gas-pipes to 
the top of the posts, and keep the same in repair, and to 
furnish, set and keep in repair all the lamp-posts used for 
these lamps. 

The various gas companies were notified that under the 
provisions of their several contracts with the city, that the

said contracts would be terminated from and after the sign- 
ing of a contract by them with the Rising Sun Street Light- 
ing Company. An exception was made in the contract 
between the city and the Brookline Gas Light Company, as 
notice was served that company expressly stipulating that 
the provisions of the twelfth, thirteenth and fourteenth para- 
graphs of said contract should not be terminated, but con- 
tinue in full force and effect. 
The above-mentioned paragraphs are as follows : 


Twelfth. In consideration of this contract, and of said promises 
of payments on the part of the City, the Contractor agrees to and 
with said City to furnish to said city all the gas required by said 
City for the purpose of lighting its public buildings, parks, squares 
and public grounds within said City Proper, south part and Rox- 
bury district, for the sum of seventy (70) cents a thousand cubic 
feet, and within the Brighton district for one dollar and twenty-five 
($1.25) per thousand cubic feet, and when requested by the Mayor 
of said City it will make proper and sufficient contracts with the 
various departments of said City for the further carrying out of this 
agreement. 

Thirteenth. In further consideration of this contract and the 
promises aforesaid, the Contractor agrees to and with said City to 
furnish all private consumers within said City Proper, south part, 
and the Roxbury district gas at a price not exceeding one dollar 
($1.00) per thousand cubic feet, and within the Brighton district to 
furnish gas to all private consumers at a price not exceeding one 
dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) per one thousand cubic feet; all of 
said gas to be of at least twenty-five candle power. Said prices are 
not to be increased so long as this contract with the City shall con- 
tinue in force, and this clause shall be printed upon all bills ren- 
dered to said private consumers by the Contractor during the term 
of this contract; and any court sitting in equity can enforce the 
specific performance of this clause of this contract on application 
of either the City, any citizen of Boston or any private consumers in 
said districts. 

Fourteenth. The Contractor shall pay to the City on the second 
day of August of each year during the continuance of this contract 
a sum equivalent to one-half of its net earnings during the year 
ending on the 30th day of June preceding, as shown on the books of 
the Contractor, which are to be kept in accordance with law, after 
paying an annual profit of eight per cent. on the actual money 
invested in that year in its gas plant, which amount at present is 
taken to be one million of dollars; provided that said profits shall 
be reckoned as cumulative from the date hereof. 


On June 1 all of the lamplighters and the men at the 
repair shop were transferred from the employ of this depart- 
ment to that of the Rising Sun Street Lighting Company, 
at the same wages as they were receiving from the City. 

The company, in accordance with Article 3 of the new 
contract, has had the temporary use of the shop and such 
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property as was needed during the installation of the new 
lamps, etc. 

On October 25, 1899, in accordance with a request from 
the Common Council, I reported that the gas lanterns that 
had been removed by reason of substitution for the new 
lamps had been stored in the various yards of the Street 
Department and at the Repair Shop. On the same date the 
following communication was sent to the Mayor: 


LAMP DEPARTMENT, . 
City HALL, October 25, 1899. 
Hon. JOSIAH QuINCY, Mayor: 


Sir, —I desire to call your attention to the fact that this depart- 
ment now has on hand and in storage several thousand gas lamps 
taken down from lamp posts in the streets and replaced by the new 
lanterns for Welsbach lights installed by the Rising Sun Street 
Lighting Company under its contract. As I cannot see that the 
City will have any further use for these old lanterns, I suggest that 
authority be obtained from the City Council, as they will be over 
$500 in value, to sell them, after public advertisement, to the 
highest bidder.

And on October 26 the same was transmitted by the 
Mayor to the City Council, accompanied by the following 
order : 


Ordered, That the Superintendent of Lamps, with the approval - 


of the Mayor, be authorized to sell to the highest bidder, after 
public advertisement, the old street lanterns which have been re- 
placed by Welsbach boulevard lanterns, and for which the city has 
no further use. 


The subject was referred to the Committee on Public Im- 
provements, and no action taken by them. 

On January 11, 1900, your attention was called ‘to the 
suggestion in a communication from me, that certain lantern 
material and machinery, etc., at the repair shop, and some of 
the horses and wagons, harnesses, etc., belonging to the de- 
partment might be disposed of to the proper parties; also 
that the shop and stable might be leased to the Rising Sun 
Street Lighting Company if it was desirable to make arrange- 
ments to such an end. 

The placing of signs and numbers in the new street gas 
lanterns has entailed upon the department an additional ex- 
pense. The new signs are being manufactured and placed 
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in position as rapidly as possible, and a method for placing 
the numbers has been arranged. 

The public find these signs and numbers a very great con- 
venience. 

The department has several thousand glass signs on hand 
that are not available for use in the present lanterns, as a 
curved sign is required for them. 

An inspection, last spring, of the department building on 
Albany street showed it to be in a dangerous condition, and 
extensive repairs were obliged to be made, also new sewer 
connections were found to be necessary. 

A new contract for furnishing the are street lamps in the 
Charlestown district was entered upon with the Charlestown 
Gas and Electric Company on December 2, 1899, and the 
same to continue in force until February 1, 1905, at the 
rate of 85 cents per night, per lamp, or if connected with 
underground wires of the city, at the rate of 84 cents per 
lamp. It is agreed that the company shall provide and set 
up enclosed arc lamps and wooden poles substantially the 
same as provided for in the contract with the Boston Elec- 
tric Light Company. 

The are lamps in the Brighton district are furnished by 
the Brookline Gas Light Company, under a five years’ con- 
tract dated from February 20, 1894, and which expired 
last year. It would seem that the city should make a new 
contract requiring the use of the enclosed arc lamp and 
wooden posts in this district, such as were agreed upon in 
the contract with the Charlestown company. 

In order to secure a better and more uniform distribution 
of light from existing arc lamps, quite a number of them 
were shifted to new locations, at the same time that the . 
new wooden posts were being erected, especially in the 
district connected with the underground wires in the city 
proper. 

The square in front of and the streets approaching the 
new Terminal Station have been lighted to better advantage 
during the year by additional arc lamps, atid by the re- 
locating of existing lamps. 

On the island in the centre of Dewey square two new 
style posts with ornamental tops have been set, with twin 
are lamps on each post, and thus adding greatly to the light- 
ing of the square. 

Arc lamps have been located on Neptune avenue, the 
approach to Wood Island Park and the bathing beach at 
the Marine Park, and on such streets as the public demand 
was the greatest. 
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The new electric lamps located during the year have been

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GAS LIGHTING CONTRACT. 


The Rising Sun Street Lighting Company, a corporation duly 
established under the laws of the State of Maine, having a usual 
place of business in the City of Boston, in the County of Suffolk, 
and Commonwealth of Massachusetts, hereinafter called the con- 
tractor, of the first part, and the City of Boston, a municipal cor- 
poration in said Commonwealth, hereinafter called the city, of the 
second part, agree as follows: 

ARTICLE I. Said contractor shall have the charge of all gas- 
lanterns hereafter used for lighting the streets and places of said 
city, except such lanterns as said contractor shall be notified from 
time to time by the Superintendent of Lamps of said city to discon- 
tinue; shall within four months after June 1, 1899, place on every 
post designated, within one month after the date hereof, by said 
Superintendent, a boulevard lantern of said contractor like the lan- 
tern deposited as a sample in the office of said Superintendent and 
marked ‘‘ Welsbach Boulevard No. 1,’ and shall within five days 
after being notified by said Superintendent so to do, place on every 
additional post specified by the said Superintendent, and furnished 
with a supply pipe from the gas main to the top of the post, a simi- 
lar lantern; shall, when required by said Superintendent, furnish in 
place of any lantern, whether owned by the city or said contractor, 
other than a boulevard lantern, a lantern of the pattern now kept in 
said office as specified by said Superintendent, or any other lantern, 
if the contractor and the Superintendent shall so agree; shall place 
and maintain onevery gas-lantern when in use, whether owned by 
the city or said contractor, a Welsbach burner and mantle, and fur- 
nish gas and keep it burning in every such lantern during the hours 
shown on time cards to be furnished by said Superintendent, so as 
to give a sixty (60) candle light; shall keep all lanterns when in use 
in good repair and condition and well painted, and properly replace 
all broken or displaced glass and signs on said lanterns before the 
next time of lighting, the signs to be furnished by the city, but 
placed and kept securely fastened by the contractor; shall clean all 
lanterns when in use as often as once a week, and oftener if required, 
to keep the light from being obstructed; and shall when it removes 
a lantern without substituting another therefor, properly plug the 
pipe so that the gas will not escape therefrom. 

The Superintendent of Lamps and the contractor may agree at 
any time to install in lieu of gas-lamps as many Welsbach naphtha 
lights of sixty (60) candle power each with boulevard lanterns of ap- 
proved pattern as may be necessary to fully carry out this contract, 
same to be kept and maintained as herein provided under and subject 
as to cost and other requirements to all the other provisions and 
obligations of this contract applicable thereto. 

ARTICLE II. Said contractor shall report in writing at the office 
of said Superintendent on Thursday of each week, and on the 
ninth of each month, the number of said lanterns lighted on each 
night subsequent to the last report, giving in each report the name 
of each person engaged in lighting the lanterns and the number 
lighted by each person. 

ARTICLE III. Said contractor shall have the use of all property 
now belonging to the city, and used by the Superintendent of Lamps 
in carrying on the duties of his department, as the contractor con- 
siders necessary to carry out this agreement; shall keep the same in 
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good condition and repair, and replace any thereof that shall be de- 
stroyed or injured, and shall return the same to said city in like 
good order and condition when the lanterns to be placed within 
four months from the time this contract goes into effect are so 
laced. 
: ARTICLE IV. Said city shall lay and maintain all gas-pipes 
to the burners in the care and charge of said contractor and keep 
the same in good condition and repair; as full payment for every- 
thing furnished or done by, or resulting to, the contractor in carry- 
ing out this contract, shall for each year of three thousand eight 
hundred twenty-eight (3,828) hours pay for each and every lantern 
taken care of and lighted by said contractor as aforesaid, at the rate 
of thirty (80) dollars per year, in proportional monthly payments on 
the first day of each and every month; provided, however, that if any 
lantern has not been kept and lighted in accordance with this con- 
tract during all the hours required by said time card a proportional 
deduction as determined by said Superintendent, shall be made; 
and provided, further, that if at any time by reason of a reduction 
by any gas company in the price of gas, the contractor shall procure 
its gas supply at a lower average price per lamp for the whole number 
of lamps lighted than the average price paid for gas by the contractor 
when the system provided for herein is fully installed, the said rate 
paid by the city shall be reduced by the amount of the reduction in 
the price of gas so secured. (It is understood and agreed that any 
reduction made prior to the complete installation of the Welsbach 
system shall be calculated in the deduction from the rate to be made 
as before provided with like force and effect as if made thereafter, 
but the contractor shall receive the full rate until such installation is 
complete.) The contractor shall render to the city statements every 
three months, showing such reductions, if any, and the amounts of 
same accrued during the prior three months shall be deducted from 
the next payments due the contractor. The said rate paid by the 
city shall then be adjusted in accordance with such reductions. 
ARTICLE V. This contract shall take effect June 1, 1899 (which 
date may be changed by mutual consent), and shall continue in 
force subject to the necessary appropriation being made for gas- 
lighting, for the term of seven years from June 1, 1899,—but any 
change of date shall not relieve the contractor from its obligation to 
have the Welsbach system as provided herein fully installed and in 
operation within four months from June 1, 1899, and shall continue 
thereafter until a new agreement is made by the parties, or until 
the expiration of three months after notice in writing which may be 
given prior to said date by either party of its election to terminate 
the contract at the end of the period of seven years as herein pro- 
vided, and on such termination the said contractor may remove its 
lanterns and all other property by it furnished under this agreement, 
providing the same is not purchased by the said city. If at the 
expiration of said term the Mayor of said city desires that the city 
shall purchase the lanterns, burners, and mantles of said contractor 
and notifies the contractor to that effect, the contractor shall convey 
the same to the city upon terms to be agreed upon by the parties at 
that time, and, if they cannot agree, the same shall be fixed by three 
persons, one to be selected by the Mayor of said city, one by the 
contractor, and the third by the two so selected, and the 
decision of a majority thereof shall be binding upon the parties; and 
provided, further, that the contract shall continue for a second period 
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of seven years if the Mayor of said city shall within three months 
from the expiration of the first period of seven years so notify in 
writing the contractor.

NAPHTHA LIGHTING. 


There are in use at present 2,551 naphtha lamps. These 
lamps are located principally in the suburban districts and 
in alleyways where there are no gas mains or other means 
of lighting.” 

The rate of compensation is $22.81 per lamp per annum 
for the ordinary naphtha burner, and when an incandescent 
mantle burner is used the sum of three-quarters of one cent 
additional per lamp per night is paid. .

NAPHTHA CONTRACT. 
The following is a copy of the new contract : 


The Rising Sun Street Lighting Company, a corporation organ- 
ized under the laws of the State of Maine, having its usual place of 
business in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and the City of 
Boston, a municipal corporation of said Commonwealth, by the 
Superintendent of Lamps of said city, agree as follows: 

ARTICLE I. Said Company shall have the lighting of all naphtha 
street lanterns that may be used by said city for lighting its streets 
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and places during the continuance of this contract; shall, within 
10 days of the day on which it shall be notified by said Superintend- 
ent that any additional naphtha street lantern mounted on a post or 
bracket is required to be used, furnish and apply to such lantern one 
of said Company’s naphtha burners, with pipe, stop-cock, water-trap 
and a reservoir capable of holding sufficient naphtha to operate the 
burner for fourteen hours, and with incandescent mantle, if required 
by said Superintendent; shall keep all said lanterns, except such as 
are unfit to be used and such as the Superintendent shall notify the 
Company that he has discontinued the use of, and the lighting appa- 
ratus thereof clean and in good condition and repair, and shall 
renew such mantles as often as may be necessary to maintain a 
proper light therefrom; shall be responsible for all damages occa- 
sioned to any such lantern or burner by any act or neglect of said 
Company, its agents or employees; shall notify said Superintendent 
as soon as any post er bracket has been damaged, or any lantern has 
become unfit to be used, and the Superintendent shall, if he desires 
the use thereof continued, forthwith repair the same, or furnish 
a new one in its place; glass broken shall be renewed by said 
Company. 

ARTICLE II. Said Company shall furnish for all lanterns that are 
to be used naphtha of the best quality, seventy-four to seventy-six 
degrees (74-76) gravity; shall light and extinguish said lanterns 
according to a time card to be furnished by said Superintendent; 
shall so furnish and keep the burner of every lantern to be used as 
aforesaid that it will give at all times a light equal to that given by 
an ordinary gas-burner burning four feet of fourteen-candle gas per 
hour, and a light equal at least to twice such an amount in case an 
incandescent mantle is used. 

ARTICLE III. Said Company shall do all said matters and things 
relating to said lanterns, burners and mantles, and the lighting, care 
and repair thereof to the satisfaction of said Superintendent, and 
shall report in writing at the office of said Superintendent, on 
Thursday of each week, the number of said lanterns lighted on each 
night of the preceding seven (7) days, and on the fifteenth day of 
each month the number of said lanterns lighted on each night 
subsequent to the last report; and shall, in each of said reports, 
give the name of each person engaged in lighting the lanterns and 
the number lighted by each person, and shall specify the lanterns 
furnished with said mantles, and give dates of renewal of same. 

ARTICLE IV. Said city, as full compensation for the performance 
by said Company of its agreements aforesaid, shall pay to said Com- 
pany the sum of twenty-two dollars and eighty-one cents ($22.81) 
per year of three thousand eight hundred and twenty-eight (3,828) 
hours for each and every naphtha lantern so taken care of and 
lighted by said Company, when lighted by a burner known as the 
ordinary naphtha burner, such as the city is now using, and the 
sum of three-quarters of one cent (3 of 1 cent) additional per night 
when lighted by a naphtha incandescent mantle light; said pay- 
ments to be made in proportional monthly instalments on the first 
day of each month; provided, however, that if any lantern has not 
been kept lighted as aforesaid to the satisfaction of said Superintend- 
ent during all the hours required by said time card, a proportional 
deduction may be made therefor in said monthly payments. 

ARTICLE V. The contract now existing between said Company 
and said city, dated March 18, 1896, is hereby annulled and this 
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contract shall take the place thereof, and shall, subject to the neces- 
sary appropriation being made annually therefor, continue in force 
for the term of five years from the date hereof, and thereafter until 
terminated on three months’ notice in writing by either party, which 
nolice may be given at any time after four years and nine months 
from the date hereof; and upon any such termination said Com- 
pany may remove its lighting apparatus from said lanterns.

ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 


The electric lamps, 3,024 in number, located in the differ- 
ent sections of the city are arc lamps of what is commercially 
known as 2,000-candle power, and are supplied by the Bos- 
ton Electric Light Company, the Charlestown Gas and Elec- 
trie Company, and the Brookline Gas Light Company.

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ELECTRIC CONTRACT WITH Boston Ewrectric LIGHT 
CoMPANY. 


The following is a copy of the contract made with the Boston 
Electric Light Company on February 20, 1894, with the new exten- 
sion of said contract dated August 29, 1898. 

THIS AGREEMENT, made and entered into this twentieth day of 
February, A.D. 1894, by and between THE Boston ELECTRIC LIGHT 
ComMPANY of Boston, a corporation duly established under the laws 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, hereinafter called ‘ the 
Company,’’ of the first part, and the City of Boston, a municipal 
corporation in the County of Suffolk, Massachusetts, and hereinafter 
called ‘‘ the City,’’ of the second part: 

WITNESSETH : 

First. The Company agrees to furnish for a period of five years 
from and after this date such number of electric arc lights as may be 
legally located in the streets, ways, squares and public places of the 
city, except in those portions of the city formerly Brighton, Charles- 
town, or part of Brookline. 

Said arc lights to be furnished as follows: For thirteen hundred 
and fifty lights, and any additional lights to the number of fifteen 
hundred, at the rate of thirty-eight and one-half cents each per 
night ; for fifteen hundred and any additional lights up to seventeen 
hundred and fifty, at the rate of thirty-seven and one-half cents each 
per night; for seventeen hundred and fifty and any additional lights 
up to two thousand, at the rate of thirty-six cents each per night; 
and for two thousand or over, at the rate of thirty-five cents per 
light per night ; provided, however, that if two thousand lights are 
erected by December thirty-first of the present year, the price paid 
shall be thirty-five cents per light per night for the entire number 
from February first, eighteen hundred and ninety-four, and if a less 
number is in use on that date (December 31, 1894), then the price 
paid for the entire number from February 1, 1894, shall be reduced 
so that the cost to the City of such lights shall be at the prices fixed 
for the number next below the number in use December 31, 1894; 
the adjustment to be made in the bills payable December 1, 1894; 
and January 1,1895. In ascertaining the number of lights in use 
en said December 31, 1894, the lights furnished by the Company for 
the parks and public buildings shall be counted. Said arc lights are 
to be kept lighted continuously between dusk and dawn, during such 
hours as the Superintendent of Lamps may direct, the total number 
of hours per year not to exceed thirty-eight hundred and fifty. 

Whenever lamps are connected to underground wires belonging to 
the City, or any department thereof, the price will be one cent per 
lamp less per night than otherwise. 

The electric current to be furnished for the arc lights is never to 
be less than nine and sixth-tenths amperes, and the pressure at each 
lamp not less than forty-eight volts, being an electrical energy of 
four hundred and sixty-one watts. If less amperes are used then 
the volts shall be enough greater to require four hundred and sixty- 
one electrical watts per lamp, and giving a nominal candle-power of 
two thousand. 

Carbons used must be one-half or seven-sixteenths inch in diame- 
ter, of the best quality and style adapted for street lighting, and 
must burn uniformly, and give a clear and steady light. The globes 
are to be of clear glass, unless otherwise ordered by the Superin- 
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tendent of Lamps, free from lettering, and all of best quality and 
proper shape to avoid casting rings and streaks of light and shadow. 

All globes are to be thoroughly brushed inside and outside at least 
three times a week, and washed as frequently as may be considered 
necessary by the Superintendent of Lamps ; and any globes that may 
become broken are to be immediately replaced by sound ones. 

The present overhead system of construction is to be used, the 
Company only to connect city posts with such adjacent underground 
wires as may be hereafter located in the Company’s conduits for 
commercial lights ; in which case the City is to prepare the posts so 
as to allow of the passing of the cable up through them. 

Second. The Company further agrees to indemnify and save the 
City harmless from and against any and all claims and demands for 
damages, costs and expenses for or on account of injuries to persons 
or property arising from imperfect construction and maintenance, or 
from any use of its wires and apparatus, and from any and all 
claims for damage by reason of any infringement of patent rights in 
the use of lamps, lights, wires, poles, machinery, and appliances 
connected therewith. 

Third. And further, the said Company agrees that should any of 
the lamps fail to burn uniformly and give a clear and steady light, to 
the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Lamps, the Company will 
at its own expense replace them with others satisfactory to said 
Superintendent. 

Fourth. The Company agrees at its own expense to maintain an 
efficient system of patrol for inspecting the lamps during the hours 
which they are in use, so that any lamp which fails to burn properly 
shall be promptly reported and put in order, or immediately replaced. 

For this inspection a sufficient number of men shall be employed 
to enable each lamp to be examined at least three times during each 
night. . 

Fifth. The City agrees that if said Company shall well and faith- 
fully perform the promises and conditions of this contract in all its 
parts, first satisfying the said City that no proceedings either in law 
or equity have been begun against said City on account of any in- 
fringement of patent rights, or the wrongful use or injury by said 
electric lamps, lights, wires, poles, machinery and appliances, or any 
of them, then the City will pay the Company monthly during the 
period of this contract such sum as the total number of lights burn- 
ing at the price named may amount to. In case any such suit or 
suits against said City shall have been begun, or notice of a claim for 
damages shall have been given, the City shall pay any amount due 
under this contract, notwithstanding such suit or notice, if the Com- 
pany shall furnish the City with a bond of indemnity with satisfactory 
sureties. Said sum shall be in full payment and discharge for any 
and all expenses attending the care, maintenance and use of such 
lights and apparatus, and it is hereby understood and agreed that if 
through accident, or other cause, the said lamps, or any of them, 
shall fail to be lighted, and kept so lighted, as stated above, any night 
‘or nights during “the period of this contract, then for each lamp that 
shall fail to be lighted there shall be deducted from.the sum to be 
paid by said city an amount for each light not so lighted equal to the 
rate to be paid for lighting the same under this contract as provided. 
In case the actual current supplied to any of the lamps shall be less 
than called for herein, payment shall only be made for the actual 
current as ascertained. The amount to be based pro rata on the 
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amount which would be paid were the current equal to that required 
hereby, unless said deficiencies should amount to over twenty per 
cent. of the current called for, in which case no payment shall be 
made, the lights being considered useless. 

And further, this is not to be construed to imply a right to con- 
tinue to furnish lights under this contract at reduced currents. 

For the purpose of making tests of currents and of examining the 
lamps, wires, poles, apparatus and appliances with the view of learn- 
ing whether the Company is complying with the terms of this agree- 
ment, it is further understood and agreed that at all proper times the 
City, by such person or persons as the Superintendent of Lamps may 
authorize, shall have access to all said lamps, wires, poles, apparatus 
and appliances in the city, and also to the plants of the Company, 
and shall have the further privilege at any time, and at all times, of 
attaching in any of the circuits, at such point or points as they may 
select, one or more ammeters or other measuring instruments, and 
to maintain the same during its pleasure, and have the further right 
to remove at any time one or more lamps for the purpose of testing 
the candle power of such said lamp or lamps, 

This contract shall continue in force for five years from the date 
hereof, subject to appropriatiens; and shall continue thereafter until 
a new agreement is made by the parties, or until the expiration of 
six months after notice, in writing, by either party of its election to 
terminate the contract. 

In consideration of this contract and of the above promises of said 
City, the Company agrees to furnish electric arc lights for the light- 
ing of the public buildings, parks and public grounds, when so re- 
quested to do by the departments having charge of said parks, 
buildings and public grounds, at the same rates, and on the same 
conditions, provided for in this contract; this clause also to apply to 
the lights mentioned in contract for the Fens, dated October 7, 1893. 

In WITNESS WHEREOF, said Company, by its proper officers, and 
said City, by its Superintendent of Lamps, duly authorized, have 
hereunto set their hands and seals. 


AGREEMENT FOR THE EXTENSION OF THE EXISTING 
CONTRACT BETWEEN THE BOSTON ELECTRIC LIGHT 
COMPANY AND THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


It is hereby agreed, in consideration of the mutual covenants 
herein contained, that the contract now existing between the Boston 
Electric Light Company and the City of Boston, dated February 20, 
1894, shall be and hereby is extended, subject to appropriations 
from year to year, for the term of ten years from and after February 
20, 1899, and thereafter until a new agreement is made or until the 
expiration of six months after notice in writing by either party of 
its election to terminate the contract, which notice may be given at 
any time after nine (9) years and six (6) months from February 20, 
1899, upon the following terms and conditions, namely: 

First. Said company shall, immediately upon the execution of 
this instrument, apply to the Board of Aldermen of the City of Bos- 
ton and the Board of Park Commissioners of said City for the grant 
to said company of the necessary locations, and upon receiving such 
grant, shall forthwith set and connect in the streets and parks of the 
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City, without any charge or expense to the City, two thousand 
three hundred and sixty-five (2,365) wooden lamp-poles belonging 
to the company, with ornamental iron tops and porcelain-lined 
reflectors, substantially of the same size, style, and kind as those 
now erected and in use on Arlington street, and to be shown on 
plans and specifications to be signed by the parties hereto and then 
attached to this instrument. Said new poles shall be set substan- 
tially in the same locations in the public streets and parks as those 
now occupied by the iron lamp-posts belonging to the City, which 
latter posts shall, when the new posts are ready for setting, be re- 
moved by the company, which shall keep an account of the expense 
of the removing and handling of said posts, and shall, if practicable, 
sell the same, at the best price obtainable, accounting to the City for 
any surplus realized over and above such expense; but said locations 
may be varied so far as may be necessary to secure a better and 
more uniform distribution of the light in any given locality. All 
locations in the public streets shall be approved by the Superintend- 
ent of Lamps before application for such locations is made to the 
Board of Aldermen; and all locations in the public parks shall be 
approved by the Board of Park Commissioners; but the company 
shall, from time to time, apply to the Board of Aldermen for such 
locations (less than all) in the public streets as shall then have been 
approved by said Superintendent. ~ 

The Company further agrees to set and connect, without charge or 
expense to the City, similar wooden lamp-poles with ornamental iron 
tops and porcelain-lined reflectors for all city arc lamps in addition 
to the present number of two thousand three hundred and sixty-five 
(2,365) which may be ordered by the City during the term of this 
agreement, and to place the same in such locations in the streets, 
ways, squares and public places in any part of the City as may be re- 
quired by the Superintendent of Lamps and authorized by the Board 
of Aldermen, and in such locations in the public parks as may be 
agreed upon between the company and said Board of Park Commis- 
sioners, and in such other places as may be required by the Mayor 
of said city. 

But it is expressly understood and agreed that the foregoing pro- 
visions of this agreement as to the substitution of new wooden poles 
for the present iron lamp-posts shall not be operative unless and 
until the necessary locations shall be granted by the Board of Alder- 
men and the Board of Park Commissioners as aforesaid; and fur- 
ther, that the operation of the remaining provisions of this instrument 
shall not in any way be affected by the foregoing provisions as to 
the poles, but said remaining provisions shall become operative upon 
the signing hereof, whether said new locations are granted by the 
Board of Aldermen and the Board of Park Commissioners and said 
poles are substituted for the present poles, or not. 

All the poles, lines, and lamps of the company used for the City’s 
business shall be kept and maintained by the company in good order 
and condition. 

Second. 'The company shall replace all of its present open arc 
nominal 2,000-candle power city lamps with its new enclosed are 
lamps as fast as practicable after the starting up of the company’s 
new station in South Boston, as many new lamps as possible to be 
put into use before the ground freezes in 1898, and all of said lamps 
to be put into use before July 1, 1899. Said new enclosed arc lamps 
shall be of substantially the same kind and style as those now in use 
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on Arlington street, and shall be of a manufacture substantially like 
that described in United States Letters Patent No. 603,630, dated 
May 10, 1898, and shall require an electrical energy of not less than 
five hundred (500) watts on the average, and not less than four hun- 
dred and eighty (480) watts in any case. The price to be charged 
by said company and paid by said City for said new enclosed arc 
lamps shall be as follows:

In estimating the number of lights for the purpose of fixing the 
price, as aforesaid, all arc lights furnished by the company for the 
city shall be counted. 

For all lamps connected to underground wires belonging to the 
city in the public parks, Common and Public Garden, the price shall 
be one cent per lamp per night less than the prices hereinbefore 
provided. 

Third. At any time within ninety days prior to the expiration of 
the periods of two years and six months and seven years and six 
months, respectively, after February 20, 1899, if the Mayor of said 
city shall so elect and notify said company in writing, and in any 
event at the expiration of the period of five years after February 20, 
1899, an arbitration shall be had as follows: Said Mayor and said 
company shall each appoint one arbitrator within thirty days after 
the notice aforesaid and within thirty days after the expiration of 
said period of five years, and the two arbitrators so chosen shall 
appoint a third disinterested arbitrator. If either party fails to 
appoint an arbitrator within said thirty days, the other party may 
appoint both arbitrators, and these shall appoint a third disinterested 
arbitrator. Said arbitrator shall thereupon hear and consider the 
evidence and arguments of the parties and shall determine the follow- 
ing matters: 

(1.) The proportion of the actual output of electricity or electrical 
energy generated at the station or stations of the company for 
the public lights provided for in this contract, as compared 
with the company’s entire output, both to be measured in 
kilowatt hours, it being agreed by the company that it will 
measure and record its electrical output on behalf of the said 
public lights, and also, but separately, its electrical output on 
behalf of its other business, and that such measurements and 
records shall be subject to the inspection, at all reasonable 
times, of the City Engineer of said city. Such inspection, 
however, shall be regarded as confidential, and the results 
thereof shall not be exhibited or made known to anybody 
except the Mayor of said city. 
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(2.) The total investment of the company, computed by taking the 
total cost of the land, buildings, plant, poles, lines, conduits, 
cables, meters, machinery, apparatus and other appliances owned 
and used by the company for the manufacture and distribution 
of electricity. 

(3.) The investment of the company on account of its public busi- 
ness, computed by taking the proportion of the company’s total 
investment, determined as provided in the second clause of this 
article, that the company’s electrical output on behalf of the 
public lights bear to its total output, measured as provided in 
the first clause of this article. The foregoing method of com- 
puting the investment of the company on account of its public 
business is adopted by the parties as the fairest and most equi- 
table method now known to them; but it is agreed that if, at the 
time of any arbitration, the three arbitrators shall unanimously 
be of the opinion that some other method of computing the 
investment of the company on account ofits public business 
would be more fair and equitable, such other method may be 
used by them. 

(4.) The total operating expenses of the company, meaning the an- 
nual outlay for fuel, water, supplies, wages, salaries, insurance, 
accidents, rent, taxes, and all other expenditures incurred in 
the manufacture and distribution of electricity and the general 
conduct of the company’s business, except expenditures on ac- 
count of depreciation in excess of ordinary repairs. 

(5.) The operating expenses of the company on account of the pub- 
lic lights, computed by taking the proportion of the total oper- 
ating expenses of the company, determined as provided in the 
fourth clause of this article, that the company’s electrical output 
on behalf of the public lights bears to its total output measured 
as provided in the first clause of this article. 

(6.) The undivided or surplus earnings of the company, being its 
gross annual income derived from the sale of electricity, less 
operating expenses, determined as provided in the fourth clause 
of this article, and the amounts paid out for interest and divi- 
dends; and the percentage which the company’s annual surplus 
thus determined bears to the total investment of the company, 
determined as provided in thé second clause of this article, ex- 
clusive of the land. 

(7.) An allowance for depreciation in excess of ordinary repairs of 
the company’s investment in plant and property used in its pub- 
lic business, computed by taking the same percentage of the 
value of the company’s investment on account of its public busi- 
ness, determined as provided in the third clause of this article, 
but excluding the land, as the total amount of the undivided 
earnings of the company, found as provided in the sixth clause 
of this article, is of the company’s total investment, determined 
as provided in the second clause of this article, but exclusive of 
land; but such allowance shall not exceed 7 per cent. of the 
company’s said investment on account of its public business, 
exclusive of the land. 

(8.) An allowance for interest or profits, computed at 6 per cent. per 
annum on the company’s investment on account of its public 
business, determined as provided in the third clause of this 
article; but in case the cost of any part of the company’s invest- 
ment shall have been met by the issue of bonds bearing interest 
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at a lower rate than 6 per cent. per annum, and any of such 
bonds are still outstanding, the amount thereof shall be appor- 
tioned between the company’s total investment and its investment 
on account of its public business, in the proportion to electrical 
output measured as provided in the first clause of this article; 
and the allowance provided for in this clause shall be computed 
on so much of the company’s investment on account of its pub- 
lic business as is represented by said bonds at the rate actually 
paid thereon, and on the remainder of its said investment at 
the rate of 6 per cent. per annum. 


If the cost of manufacturing and distributing the public lights fur- 
nished by the company, and the allowances for depreciation and 
profit determined as provided in the fifth, seventh and eighth 
clauses of this article, amount in the aggregate to a sum less than 
the price then being paid by the city, the price of said lights shall be 
reduced, for the remainder of the term of this contract, or until 
again reduced by arbitration as herein provided, to a sum equal to 
the said cost of manufacturing and distributing said lights, plus said 
allowances for depreciation and profit as aforesaid. 

The decision of a majority of said arbitrators in any of the fore- 
going matters shall be binding on both parties to this agreement. 

Fourth. If, in case of arbitration as aforesaid, the city shall 
claim and shall give the company not less than sixty days’ notice of 
such claim, that a discovery, invention, or method of producing, dis- 
tributing or converting electricity for arc lights has been made and 
put into successful commercial use, by the adoption and use of which 
the cost of producing, distributing or converting electricity for street 
lights, including interest and depreciation, could be substantially re- 
duced below the cost, including interest and depreciation, at the time 
of such arbitration said city shall, unless said company shall agree to 
adopt the discovery, invention or method in question as soon as 
practicable, have a right to submit its said claim to said arbitrators, 
who shall, after hearing and considering the evidence and argu- 
ments of the parties thereon, make a finding upon the elaim afore- 
said. And if such arbitrators shall sustain such claim, they may 
make a reduction in the price to be charged and paid for lights here- 
under by such an amount as they shall deem to be fair and reason- 
able in view of the facts so found. 

And if the company shall adopt or agree to adopt as soon as 
practicable the discovery, invention, or method pamed in said notice 
given by the city to the company, the arbitrators shall take said fact 
into consideration in determining the total operating expenses of 
the company and the operating expenses of the company on account 
of the public lights, as provided in clauses (4) and (5) of Article 
Third of this indenture, and shall be governed in fixing said items 
of operating expenses by the expense involved in or the saving to 
come from the future use of the new discovery, invention, or method 
in question, and not by the expense incident to the past use of the 
invention or method supplanted. 

Fifth. The provisions of the contract of February 20, 1894, 
requiring that all globes are to be thoroughly brushed inside and 
outside at least three times a week, and that the lamps are to be 
examined at least three times during each night, are hereby 
annulled. Said globes shall be brushed and kept clean to the satis- 
faction of the Superintendent of Lamps. 
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Sixth. All the terms, conditions and provisions of the contract 
of February 20, 1894, not affected by this extension and modifica- 
tion thereof, shall remain in full force and effect till the termination 
of the contract as hereby extended.

The following is the new contract for arc lamps in the 
Charlestown District: 


ELECTRIC CONTRACT WITH CHARLESTOWN GAS AND 
ELECTRIC COMPANY. 


The City of Boston, a municipal corporation in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and the Charlestown Gas 
and Electric Company, a corporation duly established under 
the laws of said Commonwealth, agree as follows: 


ARTICLE I. The company shall provide the electric arc lights now 
in use in the Charlestown District of said City, as and where now 
located, and similar are lights in such other places in the highways, 
squares, parks, public grounds, public buildings and other places in 
said district as may, from time to time, be ordered by the board or 
officer having authority to place or locate lamps in such places. 

ARTICLE II. Said company, before February 1, 1905, if the board 
or officer having authority in the premises shall grant the company 
locations therefor, shall provide and set up new enclosed electric 
arc lamps in place of the other lamps above described; all such 
lamps so substituted to be substantially like those now in use on 
Arlington street, in said city, of a manufacture substantially like 
that described in the United States Letters-Patent No. 603,630, 
dated May 10, 1898, of the best quality and style for street lighting, 
with clear glass globes, free from lettering, unless otherwise ordered 
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by said board or officer, and of the best quality and shape, to avoid 
casting rings and streaks of light and shade. The company shall 
continue to have the right to use, free of charge, the iren hoods or 
reflectors now belonging to the City, and the City shall supply to 
said company, free of charge, such additional similar hoods as may 
be necessary for use in connection with all lamps, whether of the 
present or enclosed arc pattern, hereafter installed in addition to 
those now in use; and said company, before said February 1, 1905, if 
the board or officer having authority shall grant the company loca- 
tions therefor, shall set and connect in the streets of said Charles- 
town District of said City, without charge or expense to the City, 
wooden lamp-posts belonging to the company, in place of and sub- 
stitution for an equal number of iron lamp-posts belonging to the 
City, said wooden posts to be substantially of the same size, style 
and kind as those now erected and in use on Arlington street, in 
said City. When the wooden posts are ready for setting, the iron 
posts shall be removed by the company, which shall keep an account 
of the expense of the removing and handling of said posts, and 
shall, if practicable, sell the same, at the best price obtainable, 
accounting to the City for any surplus realized over and above such 
expense; but if there shall be no such surplus, the company may re- 
tain all sums realized from the sale of said iron posts, as the consid- 
eration for the erection of said wooden posts without other expense 
to the City. The locations of the new wooden posts shall be substan- 
tially the same as those of the old iron posts, unless varied by 
said board or officer to secure a better and more uniform distribu- 
tion of the light in any given locality; it being expressly understood 
and agreed that the foregoing provisions of this agreement as to the 
substitution of new wooden poles for the present iron lamp-posts 
shall not be operative unless and until the necessary locations shall 
be granted by the board or officer having authority in the premises 
as aforesaid; and further, that the operation of the remaining pro- 
visions of this instrument shall not in any way be affected by the 
foregoing provisions as to the poles, but said remaining provisions 
shall become operative upon the signing hereof, whether said new 
locations are granted or not. 

ARTICLE III. Said company shall keep all electric arc lamps now 
or hereafter set up in said district for the City, and the posts, carbons, 
hoods and globes therefor, clean and in good condition, satisfactory 
to the Superintendent of Lamps of said City ; and shall keep said 
lamps properly lighted, so as to give a clear and steady light, 
during such hours between dusk and dawn, not exeeeding thirty- 
eight hundred and fifty (3,850) hours in any one year, as the board 
or officer ordering them shall require; each old lamp to be lighted 
by a current of electricity, furnishing usually in the lamp an elec- 
trical energy of not less than four hundred and sixty-one (461) 
watts, and each new electric arc lamp substituted as aforesaid to be 
lighted by a current of electricity, furnishing usually in the lamp an 
electrical energy of not less than five hundred (500) watts, and 
never less than four hundred and eighty (480) watts; said company 
shall employ a sufficient number of capable inspectors to inspect 
the lamps during the hours of burning, and promptly report at the 
office of said company every lamp not so kept, and said company 
shall immediately, to the satisfaction of said Superintendent, cause 
every such lamp so reported and every such lamp found to be put in 
good condition or replaced by a new electric arc lamp. 
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ARTICLE IV. Said company shall assume the defence of, and hold 
the City, its agents and employees, harmless from any and all suits 
arising in doing anything above required of the company or its em- 
ployees, from the use of any invention, patent or patent right, or 
material, labor or implement, or arising from any act, omission or 
neglect of the company, its agents or employees. 

ARTICLE V. Said City, by such persons as said Superintendent 
may authorize, shall have access to said lamps, posts and reflectors, 
and the machines, wires and other apparatus and appliances used in 
making or distributing electricity to said lamps; may at any time 
attach and maintain at any point or points in the circuits of such 
electricity one or more ammeters; and may at any time remove any 
lamp and test the same. 

ARTICLE VI. The City, as full payment for everything furnished 
or done by or resulting to the company in carrying out this contract, 
shall, after the first day of each and every month during the con- 
tinuance thereof, pay on bills presented prior to the fifteenth day of 
the preceding month, approved by the board or officer ordering the 
same, for each electric arc lamp kept in good condition and well 
lighted as aforesaid prior to said day and not paid for, if furnished 
with electricity by underground wires paid for by the City, the 
sum of thirty-four (34) cents; otherwise, the sum of thirty-five (385) 
cents for each night that the lamp is so kept; but if any such lamp 
shall fail to be so kept during any part of said hours, the City may 
deduct for that night from said sum a proportional part thereof, as 
determined by said Superintendent, and if during any night the de- 
ficiency of the electrical energy in any lamp shall be twenty (20) 
per cent. or more, of the required energy, as so determined, the 
City shall make no payment for that night for that lamp; and if 
such deficiency occurs for more than five (5) nights in succession, 
or if in the opinion of said Superintendent it occurs oftener than the 
public interest should bear, said Superintendent, with the approval 
of the Mayor, may make such reduction in the sum to be paid per 
lamp for each night as he shall determine, or may cancel this con- 
tract. 

ARTICLE VII. The existing contract under which said company 
is now supplying electric arc lamps to said City, dated December 29, 
1894, is hereby cancelled, and this contract shall commence with 
the date hereof, and continue in force, subject to an appropriation

ANNUAL REPORT

LAW DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE 


YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1900.

Mayor : 


Sir, — The officers in charge of the Law Department here- 
with submit their report of the department for the year 
ending January 31, 1900. 

During the year the business and duties of the department 
have increased in quantity and variety; the very large 
number of takings of land during the past few years by 
eminent domain for parks, playgrounds, streets, sewers, 
school-houses, and the abolition of grade crossings, has in- 
creased the number of cases to be tried and the amount of, 
money involved in the litigation. At a rough estimate the 
pending petitions against the city in land damage suits 
aggregate more than seven millions of dollars. 

Among the larger matters which have occupied the depart- 
ment during the past year may be mentioned the preparation 
of the case against the Commonwealth to recover the value 
of the property taken from the City by the State for the 
Metropolitan water system; the land damage cases arising 
from the takings for Columbia road, Huntington avenue, 
Charlestown street, the Subway, and the approaches to the 
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new Charlestown bridge, and the grading of the streets inci- 
dent thereto; also the grade damage suits arising from the 
abolition of the grade crossings of Congress street, Dorches- 
ter avenue and Spring street. 

A very large number of suits were brought during the 
year for the sewer taxes of 1898, for damages by the overflow 
of a sewer in East Boston and for laborers’ claims under 
Statute of 1892, chapter 270. Quite a large proportion of 
these cases have been disposed of. 

Mr. Thomas A. Mullen, assistant solicitor, resigned from 
the department January 1, 1900. 

The great increase in the conveyancing work has rendered 
it necessary to employ additional assistance, and Miss Eliza- 
beth M. Taylor was, on January 1, 1900, appointed a con- 
veyancer in this department.
